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GENTLEMEN OF THE City CouNnciL: — We meet 

to assume high and responsible trusts, — the manage- 
ment for the ensuing year of the municipal affairs of 
a great city, —a city possessed of nearly seven hun- 
dred and fifty millions of taxable property, and a 
population approaching four hundred thousand, —a 
city proud of her history, jealous of her rights, and 
ever watchful of whatever affects her interests and 
her honor. 
- We meet under peculiar circumstances. One of 
the most important national elections, — perhaps, 
when all its results shall be. disclosed, the Most 
important election recorded in our annals, — has 
just been held, after a contest waged with unex- 
ampled excitement and acrimony. 

The issue is yet undecided, and the country. is 
deeply stirred by the rival claims of two great 
parties for the right to administer the Government. 

The recent municipal election reflected to some 
extent the passions of the Federal election; but 


party strife and party animosities have no recogni- 
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tion in this presence. We should exercise the 
powers delegated to us for the welfare and pros- 
perity of all the citizens, without regard to party 
differences or party interests. Under that inspira- 
tion of peace and good-will to all which comes from 


the Christmas season, let us endeavor to do so. 


CITY DEBT. 


Permit me first to direct your attention to our 


financial condition :— 


The gross debt of the city on 31st Dec., 1876, was $45,058,151 58 


The sinking fund and other available means 


amounted to ‘ : : : 4 . 16,681,789 34 
Showing the net debt to be . : ‘ : . $28,376,362 24 
The cost of the water works at that date was - 15,342,603 33 


Thus making the net city debt, exclusive of cost of 
water works : : : er OO . $13,033,758 91 


We are assured that the difference between the 
interest on the net debt and the gross debt, which 
the law requires us to add to the smking fund, would 
extinguish the entire debt (exclusive of the water 
debt) in about seven years; so that, if we avoid new 
obligations, our city will be substantially free of 
debt, as the income from water rates pays the inter- 
est of water loans. 
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My knowledge of facts, and capacity to cipher, do 
not permit me to endorse fully this pleasing statement; 
but if it be true that we are so near the happy time 
when the city debt shall be no more, and the tax- 
payer and the tax-gatherer shall lie down together in 
amity, our citizens will, indeed, see a szlver lining in 
the financial cloud, and, cheered by this prospect of 
coming relief, endure bravely these seven years of 


heavy taxation. 


CITY EXPENSES. 


There is great complaint throughout the country 
of extravagance in the administration of public 
affairs — extravagance not only in the national, but 
in. the State and municipal governments. The peo- 
ple feel that they are paying too much for govern- 
ment. They think that republican institutions do 
not exempt them from one of the most intolerable 
oppressions of monarchy, — grinding taxation. Upon 
the issue of reform, both the great parties contended 
in the recent Federal election, and a vast popular 
majority has demanded retrenchment. 

For a long time a growing conviction has been 
held among our citizens that our municipal expenses 
are greater than they should be,— that we are spend- 
ing too much. They find that the expenditures of 
the city, exclusive of temporary loans and city debt 
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reclaimed, has increased from about two and a half 
millions in 1855 to over fifteen millions in 1875. 

This steady increase of expense awakens the 
suspicion, if it does not justify the belief, that 
things are not as they should be. 

My immediate predecessor in office asserts, in his 
last inaugural address, that the annual expenditure 
of the City Government at the present time exceeds 
the entire expenditures of the United States Gov- 
ernment at the time the first city charter was granted. 
If this be so, is it not time to cry, “Stop”? 

The recent municipal election turned substantially 
on the issue of urban reform. In accepting office we 
pledged ourselves to do all in our power to correct 
whatever requires correction. 

To test the accuracy of the popular belief that our 
expenses are too great, we should examine the costs 
of each department of the service. This duty will 
be most laborious; but it is a duty imposed by our 
trust and our pledge, and its importance will not 
permit its neglect. | 

I am not for a niggard economy, — an economy 
which is mean and unworthy a community refined, 
educated, liberal and cosmopolitan, such as we claim 
and boast to be. I know the wants, spirit and policy 
of my native city. The pride and patriotism of her 
sons will supply whatever her safety and well-being 
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require; whatever the defence of her commercial, 
manufacturing, educational, sanitary and other great 
and vital interests may call for; whatever her honor 
demands. But they reprobate and oppose at all 
times, and especially at this time, when capital is un- 
productive, and labor unemployed, — when the cost of 
all necessaries is so largely disproportioned to wages, 
with no just expectation of an improved condition in | 
the immediate future,— all unnecessary municipal 
waste and extravagance. : 

We have been accustomed at the beginning of each 
year, when assembled for the purpose for which we 
now assemble, to set forth in rhetorical periods the 
necessity of retrenchment, and the determination to 
economize. But these first of January municipal 
resolutions of reform are too like the promises of 
individuals at such times, and as often evaporate 
in words; for nothing comes of them. 

Let tis not disappoint the just expectations of those 
for whom we act. If it shall be found that we are 
spending too much, let us ascertain where savings 
may be made. As all large sums are but the aggre- 
gate of many small ones, let us inquire if there have 
not grown up habits of expense which may be 
corrected. Can we not, without prejudice to the 
public interests, employ fewer assistants in the de- 


partments? Can we not, without injustice to the 
2

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employés, or injury to the service, reduce salaries? 
~ Can we not show that we buy what we do not need; 
that in the erection of our various public buildings 
we spend on useless ornamentation, and otherwise, 
more than is necessary; that in our public works, 
in our street widenings, and other improvements, we 
are extravagant? Do we not pay too much for 
materials, and for work? 

My predecessor told us in his valedictory that we 
should reduce next year our tax valuation $50,000,000, 
“but that our city expenditures can be so reduced as 
to keep the rate of taxation about where it is.” We 
thus have the highest authority for the belief that an 
immense reduction in our expenses can and should be 
made at once. | | 

The secret of success in the management of public 
affairs is the same as in private affairs. The princi- 
ples underlying both are the same. Don’r Buy 
WHAT YOU DON’T WANT, AND AVOID DEBT. Here 
lie all the law and the gospel of finance. The great 
reformer (Mr. Tilden) well puts the case in his 
letter to the Secretary of the Treasury, in 1865. 
He says: “There is no royal road for a government 
than for an individual or corporation. Cut down. 
your expenses ; live within your income. I would 
give all the legerdemain of finance and financiering 
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—I would the whole of it—for the old, homely 
maxim, — ‘ Live within your income.’ ” 

Let me, without seeming to make light of a grave 
subject, cite another authority to the same point, that 
of one who was taught by the sternest of teachers— 
experience —the lessons of economy. ‘The inimitable 
- Mr. Micawber gives us, in his peculiar way, the whole 
philosophy of finance when he says, “ Annual in- 
come, twenty pounds; annual expenditure, nineteen 
pounds, nineteen, six—result, happiness. Annual 
income, twenty pounds; annual expenditure, twenty 
pounds, ought, and six — result, misery.” 

If we could reduce our expenses, and thus lighten 
taxation, we should bring back to us those citizens 
who now pay taxes elsewhere, and attract within our 
limits many whose producing industry would greatly 
augment our municipal wealth. 


WIDENING STREETS. 


The cost of widening and extending streets has 
always been a large item of municipal expenditure. 
The streets of Boston were originally laid out so 
narrow and irregular, that, as the population and 
business increased, improvements were constantly 
required. The lands taken for this purpose were 
generally those in the business parts of the city, and 
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therefore the most valuable. ‘The annual cost of 
these improvements has consequently been very 
large. 

Since the great fire very extensive changes in the 
lines of the streets of the burnt district have been 


at the expenditure of over 


ealled for, and made 
six millions of dollars. 

These improvements, required, without doubt, by 
the pressing wants of business, and the convenience 
of the public, have received the approval of our 
citizens; but they have caused a heavy taxation. 
Further street widenings are suggested, which would 
require heavy appropriations; but I advise the post- 
ponement of any expensive undertakings in this 
direction, and of all such not absolutely needed, until 
we can better afford it. | 

We are near the limit imposed by law on munici- 
pal indebtedness, and the necessity of spending large 
sums demanded for sewers and other necessary 


objects will tax heavily the resources of our citizens. 


WATER. 

The work of bringing water from Sudbury river 
has been prosecuted with vigor during the last year. 
It is believed that the whole cost of it will be about 
$4,650,000. This sum includes estimated damages 
to land, and all charges for additional supply, except 
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interest paid during construction, and water damages. 
It is believed that it will be completed in about a 
year. 

The whole cost of all the water works will probably 
not exceed $18,000,000. 

With the completion of the Sudbury-river works 
the city will have, from all sources, a supply of water 
sufficient for the wants of 1,000,000 inhabitants. 

The balance of cost of the water works to Dee. 31, 
1876, was $14,093,603.33. 

The total number of water-takers to that date 
was 66,229. 


The total receipts of water rates, from Jan. 1, 


1876, to Dec. 31, 1876, were . ; ‘ . $1,378,757 64

From this balance should be deducted interest for 
one year on the Mystic Water debt, about $70,000. 

The entire management of the Water Department 
has been committed to a Water Board by act of the 
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Legislature, passed 1875; and it is believed that the 
public benefit has been greatly advanced by the 
change. | 


SEWERAGE. 


No subject at this time claims so large a share of 
your serious consideration as that of sewerage. The 
health, prosperity, every interest, in fact, of our people 
depend upon it. | 

Do you expect Boston to maintain its present posi- 
tion among the other cities of the country? — do you 
wish her to increase in wealth, in commercial impor- 
tance, in political influence, to be what we claim she 
is, —the model metropolis? See to it then that she 
shall have purée, as well as free air, for the lungs of 
her people. 

The importance of perfect sewerage, good drain- 
age, cleanliness and ventilation cannot be overstated. 
Boston is now one of the most unhealthy of the 
large cities. J appeal for the truth of this statement 
to the eloquence of facts. The statistics, according 
to accurate medical authority, show the Boston annual 
death-rate to be 26.18 in a thousand, while that of 
London is but 23.7, and that of Philadelphia only 19.3. 
We are fast approaching our two unhealthiest cities, 
New York and New Orleans. 


'T'wo causes, according to the medical experts, have 
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produced this result. One is the want of a proper 
system of sewerage, the other proper open spaces or 
parks for the storage and distribution of oxygen, — a 
prime necessity of life everywhere throughout our 
crowded city. 

The instructive letter of our fellow-citizen, the 
eminent Dr. Edward H. Clarke, upon this subject, 
addressed to the meeting of citizens held at Faneuil 
Hall, in June last, assures us “that defective sewer- 
age and imperfect drainage are sapping the health 
of the city.” All the authorities agree with him as 
to the baleful effects of these two causes of disease. 

In 1875 a very able scientific commission, consist- 
ing of two engineers and one physician, was -ap- 
pointed by the City Council to examine the whole 
subject of sewerage and drainage, and their report 
(City Doc. No. 3) shows that the work has been well 
done. ‘Their investigations have been made with 
great care, and their high professional reputation 
gives convincing weight to their conclusions. 

In July last an appropriation of forty thousand 
dollars was made to obtain accurate surveys, and 
procure true estimates of the cost of constructing 
works substantially upon the plan recommended by 
the commissioners. If this plan should be adopted 
it would without doubt give us a perfect system of 
sewerage for an indefinite time, however large our 
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population may be. “The cost of the works, or of 
any works which would secure the desired result, 
would be great; but I am sure that any additional 
taxation which they might require would be cheer- 
fully submitted to by our tax-payers, because ade- 
quate sewerage 1s a NECESSITY; and whatever neces- 


‘sity demands it vindicates. 


PARKS. 


Another subject of great importance, in respect to 
the health and welfare of our citizens, is that of 
Parks. It demands, and should receive, your care- 
ful consideration. . 

This matter has been before the people, in different 
ways, for a long time. 

The first action directed to the establishment of 
a public park was taken in 1869, upon the petition 
of large numbers of our leading men and wealthy 
tax-payers. A committee of the City Council was 
appointed to hear the parties; and, after doing so, 
‘reported an Order, directing the Mayor to petition 
the Legislature for leave to purchase lands for one 
large, or several small parks. | 

The order was passed, and an act in accordance 
therewith obtained from the Legislature. It con- 


tained a clause requiring a two-thirds vote of the 
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people for its acceptance. It failed to become a law, 
for reasons having no relation to the merits of the 
question, two-thirds of the voters not voting for it. 

In November, 1873, an order was passed, calling 
for a Joint Special Committee to consider and report 
upon the subject of establishing one or more parks; 
but the lateness of the year did not permit any 
action to be taken. 

In the early part of 1874 a commission, consisting 
of the Mayor, two Aldermen, three Councilmen and 
three laymen, were appointed to consider the sub- 
ject. This commission had several large public 
hearings upon the matter. All classes were there 
represented, and very great interest was manifested. 
No one opposed the project. 

The committee reported on the 25th of November, 
and the report was submitted to the Council, by the 
_Mayor, on the 3d of December. It forms City 
Document No. 105. The report recommends: — 

First. That a park be laid out in some part of 
the territory between Arlington street and Parker’s 
hill. * 

Second. 'That a series of parks of moderate size, 
connected by roads, be laid out between the third 
and fourth mile circles. 

The lateness of the year again prevented action by 
the City Government of 1874.

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In 1875 the matter was revived, and the order 
adopted. 

The act asked for was obtained from the Legisla- 
ture, and on the 9th of June was accepted by the 
people. Under this act three very competent and 
public-spirited commissioners were appointed and 
empowered to locate, under certain conditions and 
limitations, one or more parks within the limits of 
the city. 

Their report (City Doc. No. 4) is a most interest- 
ing paper, and shows a painstaking, intelligent and 
exhaustive examination of the whole subject. It 
recommends the adoption of a series of parks, located 
in different sections of the city, connected by park- 
roads, thus giving park accommodations to all our 
citizens. 

The plan of the commissioners, with their views 
in relation to it, has been subjected to careful _ 
scrutiny and criticism, and is generally approved. 
At a meeting held at Faneuil Hall, pursuant to a 
eall signed by a large number of prominent citizens, 
-to take action on it, addresses were made by the 
leading men in the different professions, and by the 
representatives of every class. esolutions were 
then unanimously passed, endorsing the recommenda- 
tions of the commissioners, and asking for immediate 


and favorable action by the City Council. 
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I may add that my immediate official predecessor, 
in his Inaugural Addresses of 1874 and 1875, has 
endorsed the recommendations of the Park Com- 
missioners, and urged their adoption by the City 
Government with much force. 

I have deemed it my duty to briefly recall to your 
attention the history of the movement in behalf of a 
system of parks, not only because of the importance 
of the subject, but in justice to the commissioners, 
who, without compensation, have given to it so much 
patient labor and valuable time. 

It is beyond question, that our citizens confidently 
believe that the establishment of one or more parks 
within the municipal limits would increase the com- 
fort, advance the prosperity, and improve the health 
of the people. They also believe that these parks 
should be located substantially as recommended 
by the commissioners, so as to be easily accessible 
to the masses, and not merely to those who, 
owning carriages, do not regard distance as 
objectionable. 

There is great unanimity in respect to the general 
scheme of the report. Differences of opinion, how- 
ever, without doubt, exist as to some of the sugges- — 
tions of the commissioners; and it is thought by 
many that considerable modifications and changes 
might be made, which, without essentially disturbing 
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the value of the plan, might largely reduce the cost, 
and thus make its adoption more practicable. 

The only question upon which there is substantial 
disagreement is that relating to the é¢me when the 
work should be commenced. 

It is claimed, with much apparent force, by many, 
that all action in the premises should be postponed 
until our debt should be lessened; until business 
revives, and our mechanics, manufacturers and mer- 
chants shall once more gather in the fruits of industry 
and enterprise. 

On the other hand, it is urged that the time for 
beginning 1s now, because of the present unprece- 
dented cheapness of land, resulting from the general 
prostration of all business; the great supply and 
cheapness of labor; the cheapness of money; and 
especially for sanitary reasons, as the health and 
safety of the city require certain portions of the 
territory embraced in the plan to be improved at 
once. 

It is also urged, by the advocates for immediate 
action in this matter, that if the work is postponed 
we cannot have the parks; that with the growth of 
population buildings will cover the land; speculators 
will buy it, and the cost will be so immensely aug- 
mented that the attempt to carry out the plan of the 
commissioners, with extensive modifications even, 
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must be abandoned. Furthermore, it is claimed that 
the money expended in the purchase of land for park 
purposes would be well invested and quickly re- 
turned by betterments, and by increase in taxable 
value of surrounding property. In support of this 
assertion reference is made to all the other American 
cities, without exception, where such results have 
been obtained. 

You will be called to consider the whole subject, 
as it has been referred to your action by the last city 
government. I doubt not you will do in the premises 
whatever the best interests of the city require; that 
you will pause and consider seriously whether the 
extent of our debt, the cost to be incurred for 
sewerage and other matters of prime necessity, to- 
gether with the consequent increase of taxation, will 
justify a great park outlay, unless satisfied that the 
financial effect of parks will be the same here as it 
has been in other cities. 

We should not overlook in our action in this mat- 
ter that some portion of the park scheme is without 
doubt connected with the sewerage question. 

If it -be true, as the medical authorities say, that 
“portions of the park laid out by the commissioners 
will utilize localities that would otherwise become 
plague-spots and nurseries of disease; that the low 
lands along the banks of the Charles river, portions. 
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of the Back bay, that natural cesspool, and other 
sections, are sure to become unhealthy localities, 
stations for distributing the germs of disease 
throughout their neighborhood, and at a distance 
from them unless they are reserved and left unoccu- 
pied,” there should be no hesitation in the matter. 
These facts demonstrated, our action should be 
immediate, for, as I have said, we should accomplish 
at any cost what the health and safety of our citizens 


demand. 


CITY CHARTER. 


The matter of the city charter was referred to the 
present City Government by that of the previous 
year. It is well known that an able Board of Com- 
missioners was appointed in 1873 to revise the city 
charter. Their report was made in 1875. It sug- 
gested changes so sweeping and so radical as to 
alarm the thinking and conservative part of our 
citizens. 

One of the chief features of the proposed charter 
is the separation of the executive and legislative 
functions ; the former to be represented as-in the 
State and Federal Governments by a chief and a 
staff of officers or heads of departments; the latter 
to be exercised by representatives elected by the 


people. 
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It was apparent that the proposed. charter virtually 
put the government of the city into commission, and 
made rather a government for the people than by the 
people. | 

The government created by these fundamental 
changes would be contrary to the customs, habits, 
traditions, policy, and genius of our population. 
New England people have ever been jealous of all 
attempts to take from them the management of their 
own affairs, and no portion of them more so than the 
citizens of Boston. 

If our population was as large as that of the great 
cities of Hurope, and as accustomed to have rulers 
think for them; if they were ignorant and unedu- 
cated; if they were indifferent to the success of our 
institutions, — the proposed changes in our city 
charter might be necessary to secure fecos govern- 
ment. But it is otherwise. 

Our city, although respectable in size, and large 
enough to acquire a metropolitan character, cannot 
be classed, in respect to population, with New York 
and Philadelphia, —the former containing 1,040,000, 
the latter, 775,000 inhabitants; Boston having only 
342,000. Our population is homogeneous in char- 
acter, the New England tone and spirit dominating; 
and, through the rich blessings of our magnificent 
school system, educated to a knowledge of all their 
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rights and interests. Another objection to the pro- 
posed charter is found in the implied distrust running 
through it,—of the honesty and capacity of the 
people to conduct municipal affairs. There is 
ground for this objection. 

The subject has been before our citizens for a long 
time. It has been examined and considered in 
Council, and through the press. Opposition to its 
adoption has been so pronounced that many of its 
leading features have been abandoned. In this 
amended condition it will come before you for your 
action. I need not say that it demands, and should 
receive, that careful and considerate attention which 
is due to its importance. 

I cannot refrain from saying, before passing from 
the subject, that without doubt salutary changes 
might be made in our present charter. Without 
doubt, certain municipal departments could be best 
managed by commissioners. ‘The present Board of 
Street Commissioners is a great and recognized im- 
provement on the old system, which imposed all the 
vast- labors performed by them on the Board of 
Aldermen. The business of this department has 
grown so large that the machinery of a commission 
has become necessary. 

The subject of water, for a like reason, is more 


properly controlled by a Board of Commissioners; 
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but the business of less importance——the minor in- 
terests and affairs of the city — does not require, and. 
should not be put under, the control of commis- 
sioners. 

The appointment to office of all the proposed com- 
missioners by the Mayor is another objectionable 
feature of the new charter. 

If it is found that the business of any department 
of the public service can be better performed by a 
Board of Commissioners, the City Council should be 
empowered to provide by ordinance for the creation 
of such Boards, with authority, when they deem it 
for the public interest, to take from such Boards any 


powers previously given, or to abolish them entirely. 


POLICE. 


I am led to believe that the duties of the Police 
Department have been performed to the satisfaction 
of the public. Their duties have become — with 
our expanding municipal limits— very arduous. It 
is therefore necessary that their number should be 
increased. | 

The entire police force is only 700. The daily 
average number of men fit for duty during the last 
year has been 675. 


The city contains about 320 miles of streets, and 
4 
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covers an,area of over 22,000 square acres. At this 
time, when so large a portion of our laboring popu- 
lation are out of employment, and so many vagrants 
seek the city from other places, the labor of the 
police officer must be greatly. augmented. A faithful 
discharge of his duties must draw heavily on his 
physical and mental powers. I doubt if any city of 
this country, of equal population and extent of terri- 
tory, is protected by so small a force. During the 
past year a very important change was made in the 
management of the department, by which the three 
different divisions of the force perform day work and 
night work in turn. Formerly one division of the 
police performed exclusively day work, and the other 
division night and early morning work. I cannot 
appreciate the reasons which have led to this new 
arrangement, and, as far as I can learn, it has pro- 
duced dissatisfaction and complaint. | 

It is claimed that there is injustice in giving one 
portion of the police day work wholly, and to another 
night work wholly. The answer to the objection is 
apparent. Let the most desirable post of duty be 
assigned to the most meritorious, as the reward of 
merit. | 

A policeman is a guas? soldier, and should be stim- 
ulated to the faithful performance of duty by the 
hope of advancement. The good behavior and

fidelity of the London police—the best disciplined 
and most efficient body to be found in any city — 
are assured by promotion, and a pension at the expi- 
ration of service. 

When our own police have served a long term of 
faithful service, some provision should be made to 
secure their declining years from want. ‘They should 
not be compelled to depend upon charity for support. 
But it is not our policy to grant pensions; and I 
suggest that the fund, now amounting to over 
$60,000, accumulated from the witness fees of offi- 
cers in the Municipal Court, which the policy of 
the law does not ailow them to receive, with such 
witness fees as are now paid to them in the Superior 
Court, be appropriated to the support of the deserv- 
ing members of the department who are incapacitated, 
by reason of age and infirmities, from further service. 

It is thought that they might in this way get an 
amount almost equal to half-pay. This arrangement 
would not commit the city to the payment of 
pensions, nor become a charge upon the treasury. 

I think the efficiency of the department would 
be best maintained by a return to the old system. 

I believe that there is no part of our municipal 
expenditures that the tax-payer pays so willingly as 
that of the Police Department. Property readily 
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contributes for its own protection. Few grudge the 
cost of that which protects life against its enemies. 

One of the heads of the London police assured me 
that the worst parts of that vast metropolis could be 
traversed with perfect safety by day or by night; and 
the conviction of like security in every quarter of the 
great city of Paris almost reconciles the American to 
the irritating presence of military force. 

The almost daily record of assaults upon our citi- 
zens by the rough prevents us from boasting a like 
immunity from danger, and vindicates the demand 


for an increase of our police. 


SCHOOLS. 


The school year ended on the 3lst August last. 
I find by the Report of the Superintendent of Public 
Schools that the whole number of children at that 
time in the city between five and fifteen years of age 
was 58,636 — being a decrease for the year of 1,619. 

There were eight High Schools, fifty Grammar 
Schools, four hundred and twenty-three Primary 
Schools, two Licensed Minor Schools, seventeen 
Evening Schools, six Drawing Schools, one School 
for Deaf-Mutes, one Normal School for Girls, and 
one Kindergarten School. 

The number of teachers employed was 1,306. The 


increase of teachers for the year was ten. 
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The total expenditures for the year were . : $2,015,380 84 


Of this sum there was paid for salaries of

Vast as this sum is, there was a decrease of 
$65,661.57 from the cost of the preceding year; but, 
according to the Report, this decrease does not result 
from the reduced expense of teachers and incidentals, 
but from diminution of outlay for school accommo- 
dation. ; 

I have no disposition to question the judgment of 
the committees who have expended this large sum of 
$2,015,380.84 for school purposes during the year; 
but our tax-burdened citizens should be informed, if 
it is necessary to spend so much money on our 
schools. Boston is proud of her public schools; but 
can they not be maintained at the required point of 
excellence at less cost? Are we not paying propor- 
tionately more than other cities? ‘These are questions 
we shall be called upon to answer, and a careful 
examination into facts should be made to enable us to 


do so. 
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I do not undervalue the importance of our school 
system. It is the support of our political institutions; 
but it is not so sacred as to repel inquiry into its 
financial management, at a time when our increasing 
debt makes economy in every branch of the city ser- 
vice a necessity. We shall soon want — in fact we 
want at once — new school-houses for the Latin and 
‘High Schools. The building on Bedford street cannot 
accommodate these schools, and more than one-half 
the pupils belonging to them are quartered in the 
South-street and Harrison-avenue school-houses. This 
arrangement must greatly impair the discipline and 
efficiency of these institutions. The scholars are sep- 
arated from the head-masters, so that the supervision 
of the latter is greatly diminished, and the former are 
much discomforted and exposed to constant danger 
from fire. 

The city purchased some time ago a large lot of 
land on Warren avenue, for the accommodation of 
these schools; but it has been thought best to defer 
building till better financial times. I am advised that 
the reasons for commencing the work at once are 
urgent. It is for you to determine what should be 
done in the premises. | 

Under the legislative enactment of May, 1875, the 
School Board was reorganized and the Board of 


Supervisors created. Its special object was to pro- 
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vide a “competent and impartial agency for the 
examination of teachers and for the examination of 
schools.” It would seem that there is considerable 
friction in the working of this new machinery, re- 
sulting from various causes; but, as far as I am able 
to judge, mostly from differences of opinion between 
the Superintendent and the Supervisors touching 
their respective powers and duties as defined by the 
rules and regulations of the School Board. It is a 
question of construction merely. 

In a change so important as that effected by the 
act it is to be expected that some difficulties should 
appear at the start; but these are easily remedied by 
the School Board, and the success of the schools 
requires that the matter should be arranged at 
once. 

The Superintendent and Supervisors differ espe- 
cially with reference to the authority of one party to 
direct and control the other. Without expressing 
any opinion as to the merits of the controversy, I 
would observe that in my judgment, unless the Su- 
perintendent is made the controlling and responsible 
head of the system, it would be better to abolish the 
office and save the treasury the amount of his salary. 
If the Supervisors are to perform the functions of 
Superintendent, the latter is but a supernumerary. 

There can be no doubt that the new system, when 
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it shall get into full working order, will advance the 
best interests of our schools and prove a great im- 
provement on the old. It will be more efficient and 
less expensive, giving us better teachers and a higher 
scholarship in the pupils. 

Time, however, will be required to develop fully 


these expected results. 


TAX VALUATION. 


I desire to call your attention to the subject of 
real-estate valuation for the purpose of taxation. 
The belief obtains to a considerable extent with the 
property-owners of this city, and it 1s complained, 
that real estate is appraised by the assessors beyond 
its true value. Questions like those of value depend 
so much upon opinion—not being susceptible of 
exact demonstration — that honest differences of 
judgment are found with the best experts. There 
is, however, without doubt, good cause for the com- 
plaint. Real estate—more perhaps than any other 
property — has suffered from the long-continued 
stagnation of all kinds of business. It had, before 
the so-called panic, under the inflation of prices 
resulting from the excessive issue of an unconyerti- 
ble currency, reached a value very disproportionate 
to its true value. For the last three years it has 
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been, to a great extent, unproductive. Great num- 
bers of dwellimg-houses and stores are untenanted. 
Rents have fallen so low as to leave the landlord 
little beyond his taxes. Whenever forced sales are 
made, the prices realized are greatly under the 
original cost. ‘To depress still further improved real 
estate, buildings can now be erected at a cost of 
thirty per cent. less than the prices of 1874. In this 
abnormal condition of things, the assessors must find 
it difficult to make just valuations. But they make 
mistakes, because they do not realize that the prices 
of 1874, from which they now abate, were inflated, 
and not true prices. The extent of the complaint 
of over-valuation is evidence of its justice. 

Since the preparation of this address we are in- 
formed by my predecessor, in his valedictory, that it 
will be necessary to reduce, next year, the valuation 
of real estate $50,000,000, “to bring it to a point 
that will approximate to its fair market value.” 

Over-valuation is not only wrong in principle, but 
is impolitic, and results in mischievous consequences. 

Practically it may make no difference with the 
tax-payer whether he pay a low rate of tax on a high 
valuation, or a high rate on a low valuation, if it 
results in paying the same amount of tax; but high 
rates check municipal extravagance by alarming the 


ballot-holding tax-payer. We have a more realizing 
5 
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sense of heavy taxation, if the rate be high, although 
the valuation is low, than if it were reversed. Over- 
valuation is an ingenious device to delude the people 
into the belief that they are not heavily taxed. 
Over-valuation helps the dealer in real estate to 
excessive prices, as the estimates of assessors are 
often invoked to deceive the judgment of purchasers. 
It would not be difficult to give many cases where 
the hard-earned wages of labor have been lost by 
trusting too much to the valuation of assessors in 
the purchase of the homestead which the policy of 
the law invites each citizen to possess. 

Savings-banks and ‘Trust institutions have suffered 
from over-valuation. .They are forbidden to loan on 
mortgage more than two-thirds of the taxation value 
of real estate, the law assuming that this margin 
would be ample security against depreciation; but 
by reason of over-valuation this margin is often lost, 
and cases are not rare where the collateral would not 
pay the debt. 

Over-valuation misleads the property-holder to 
false estimates of his wealth, and induces habits of 
expense which he cannot afford. It gains for him in 
business a credit to which he is not entitled, by 
making him the apparent owner of more than he 
really has. It increases the amount of our propor- 


tion of the State tax, and, by extending the limit 
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imposed by law on municipal indebtedness, encour- 
ages municipal extravagance. 

Furthermore, over-valuation is wrong because con- 
trary to the oath of the assessor. His official duty 
requires, and he is sworn, to appraise all property 
subject to taxation at its “true and fair cash value.” 

These remarks are not intended to reflect on any 
one. The able Board now serving the city, if they 
have erred in judgment, have, without doubt, hon- 
estly erred, and have been influenced by no improper 
motives. JI have merely pointed out the mischiefs 
which, in my opinion, flow from the non-observance 


of the true principles of tax valuation. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


It gives me great pleasure to record the success 
with which the Board of Health are discharging 
their important duties. I have examined with some 
care their reports, and am satisfied that they are 
doing their work faithfully and well. 

During the past year they have abated more than 
ten thousand nuisances affecting health, and in- 
spected and ordered to be vacated one hundred and 
forty-eight houses as unfit for habitation. They have 
instituted sixty-four prosecutions for violation of 


sanitary laws and ordinances. Under their super-— 
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vision all garbage and refuse matter have been 
promptly collected, and the streets kept in a clean 
condition. ‘There have been during the year but 
seven cases of small-pox, five at Hast Boston and 
two at Quarantine. No case has appeared in the 
city proper. 

Frequent inspection has kept the tenement houses 
in improved condition. _ 

In a special communication of the Board to the 
City Council, in December, 1874, attention is called 
to the Roxbury canal, Stony-brook and Muddy-brook 
sewers, nuisances of the greatest danger to the pub-. 
lic health. In their last report the subject is again 
brought earnestly to our notice. 

Stony-brook sewer has for years discharged the 
sewage of a very large population over about one 
hundred acres of Back-bay flats. When the warm 
season comes the exhalations and odors therefrom 
will be most dangerous. 

The assistance of the City Government is invoked 
by the Board to remedy the evil. 

They declare the Roxbury canal to be a nuisance 
that cannot be abated except by filling, which, in 
their opinion, cannot be done unless the sewer outlets 
are located elsewhere. 

The Board suggests the removal of the contents of 


the burial-grounds in their charge to some cemetery 
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without the city limits. If this were done, both the 
proprietors of the grounds and the city would be 
benefited, and the land utilized for some other 
purpose. 

They advise better ventilation in some of the 
schools. 


FIRE COMMISSION. 


The Board of Fire Commissioners was organized 
and commenced their work Nov. 20th, 1878. 

Their duties are arduous and difficult. They were 
required to reorganize the entire Fire Department. 

Radical changes in any institution meet in the 
beginning with more or less opposition, resulting in 
more or less friction. Most of the obstacles which 
the Board was obliged to encounter have fortu- 
nately disappeared; and, from such information as I 
have been able to get, it would seem that the new 
system meets with general approval. It is believed 
that it will secure better discipline and more efficacy, 
without increase of expense. 

The Board, in their report of 1875, claim “ that 
the department, as now constituted, is one every way 
creditable to the city, and a force more reliable, and 
better able than ever before to give the protection to 
property which may be justly expected from it.” 
There is reason to believe that this claim is well 
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founded. The principles upon which the depart- 
ment is managed, if strictly adhered to, must ulti- 
mately accomplish all the objects designed by the 


act establishing the commission. 


LICENSE COMMISSIONERS. 


The Prohibitory Liquor Law of this State, being 
in advance of public opinion, was not, and could not 
be, enforced. Its repeal was wise and judicious. 
True statesmanship regulates what it cannot eradi- 
cate. Legislation for the repression of vice and the 
promotion of good morals should be practical in 
character, so that its objects may be accomplished. 
The present license laws are a step in the right 
direction. That they satisfy the people may be 
inferred from the small number of votes thrown for 
the Prohibitory candidates in the recent State elec- 
tion. Their enforcement is not difficult, and salutary 
results have flowed from them. There are now 
fewer places in this city where intoxicating drinks 
are sold than before the law, and the records of our 
courts exhibit the gratifying fact that cases of 
drunkenness are greatly diminishing. We may 
never purge our city of the vice of intemperance, 
but we may approximate a consummation so devoutly 
to be wished. 
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CITY INSTITUTIONS. 


My imperfect knowledge of some of the subjects of . 
municipal concern does not permit me at this time to 
speak of them. They will receive my early atten- 
tion, and I may desire, hereafter, to make to you 
suggestions in relation to them. I have reason to 
believe, from the ability and high character of those 
who have supervision of the various charitable and 
reformatory institutions of the city, and from such 
inquiry as I have made, and such lmited personal 
examination as I have had, that these institutions are 
successfully accomplishing the important objects for 


which they were established. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 
The Public Library retains its favor with the 
public. Its value and usefulness are beyond esti- 
mate. ‘The condition and management of the in- 


stitution reflect great credit upon its directors. 


OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 


The question has been raised whether the powers 
and functions of the Overseers of the Poor could not 
be more economically and properly exercised by the 
Board of Directors of Public Institutions. I am not 


sufficiently acquainted with the subject to give thereon 
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any opinion of value. If the matter should come 
before you hereafter, it will, without doubt, be 
thoroughly examined and considered, so that the 


merits of the case will fully develop. 


BOARD OF REGISTRARS OF VOTERS. 


I am not aware that there is any suggestion to 
make respecting the powers given by law to the 
Board of Registrars of Voters. They are well de- 
fined and ample. When properly enforced, fraudulent 
registration must be difficult, and honest and fair 
elections as well assured as they can be in large 
cities. 

In addition to the duties originally imposed on the 
Board, it is required, by the act of 1876, to prepare 
the list of jurors. This work has hitherto been 
performed by the City Clerk. 


REFERENCE TO THE NEXT CITY GOVERNMENT. 


I hope we shall be able to keep abreast of our 
business. The habit of leaving a legacy of unfinished 
work to our successors, by referring matters to the 
next City Government, should be abandoned. It leads 
to great inconvenience and loss of time. When a 
subject has been examined, so that its merits are 
understood, it should be acted upon without un- 
necessary delay, but it is often allowed to drag 
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along till near the close of the year, when a motion 
“to refer” makes an easy disposition of it. The next 
City Government cannot take immediate action be- 
cause uninformed in the matter. A great deal of 
business, thus laid over, is not reached until June, 
when vacation begins. Little is done until the fall. 
From this time to January, business crowds, and 
reference perhaps is made to another City Govern- 
ment, of what was inherited from that preceding. 
We have on our docket a good deal of this referred 
work. 

I have thus brought to your attention some of the 
important municipal matters upon which you will 
be called to act. 

It must be apparent to you, from their number and 
gravity, that the offices to which you have been 
elected are, if the duties pertaining to them be well 
performed, no sinecures. 

Your labors will be difficult and trying. You will 
be unable to please every one. There will be dis- 
satisfaction and grumbling. ‘There will be heavy 
drafts on your patience, your tempers, and your 
courage. But let us, unmindful of the complaints 
of the unreasonable, the importunities of the selfish, 
and all personal consequences, execute the trusts 
reposed in us without fear or favor, looking only to 
the welfare and prosperity of our beloved city.

The net debt of the city, December 31, 1875, was 
$28,752,635.02, which, compared with that of December 
31, 1876, as above, shows a decrease of the net debt during 
the year 1876, amounting to $376,272.78, while the gross 
debt was decreased, as before stated, $76,109.94. 

During the year 1876 the payments on account of the 
debt amounted to $2,300,018.58, and the certificates of 
indebtedness for this amount were cancelled.

THe establishment of the town of Boston dates 
from the passage of the order of the Court of 
Assistants on the 17th September (7th, O.58.), 
1630, “that Trimountain shall be called Boston.”

Roxbury 
was first recognized by the Court of Assistants 
as a town'on the 8th Oct., 1630.

powers and be subject to the liabilities of selectmen, and the city clerks, 
treasurers, and other city officers, those of corresponding town officers, 
if no other provisions are made in relation thereto.

RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


Srotion 1. The Mayor, and, in his absence, the 
chairman of the Board, shall take the chair at the 
hour to which the Board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being 
present, shall cause the minutes of the preceding ~ 
regular meeting to be read; and, in the absence of 
the Mayor and chairman, the senior member present 
shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Sreot. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; 
may speak to points of order in preference to other 
members, and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the Board, by motion regu- 
larly seconded; and no other business shall be in 
order till the question on appeal shall have been 
decided. 

Sect. 3. He shall declare all votes; but, if any 
member rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a return 
of the members voting in the affirmative and in the 
negative, without debate on the question. 

Srot. 4. He may read sitting; but shall rise to 
state a motion, or put a question to the Board. 
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Secor. 5. When the Mayor shall desire to vacate 
the chair, he shall call the chairman of the Board 
to take it, and in his absence the senior member 
present. When the chairman of the Board or the 
chairman pro tempore shall desire to vacate the 
chair, he may call any member to it; but such sub- 
stitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 

Seot. 6. On all questions and motions whatso- 
ever, the chair shall take the sense of the Board by 
yeas and nays, provided any member shall so require. 
And every ordinance, resolution or order (except 
orders of notice, papers from the Common Council, 
orders of inquiry, and orders relating to the de- 
partment of health), after being read, shall be laid 
on the table before its consideration by the Board; 
and no such resolution or order (except as above) 
shall be considered at the same meeting at which it 
is offered, except by special vote. 

Sect. 7. The chair shall propound all questions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the sub- 
sequent motion shall be previous in its nature, except 
that in the naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and Idngest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 8. After a motion is stated or read by the 
chair, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
Board, and shall be disposed of by vote; but the 
mover may withdraw it at any time before a decision 
or amendment. 

Sect. 9. When a question is under debate the 
chair shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to lay 
on the table, to postpone to a day certain, to commit, 
to amend, or to postpone indefinitely; which several

motions shall have precedence in the order in which 
they stand arranged; and a motion to strike out the 
enacting clause of an ordinance shall be equivalent to 
a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Secor. 10. The chair shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order, except on an immediate 
repetition; and that motion, and the motion to lay on 
the table or to take up from the table, shall be decided 
without debate. 

Sect. 11. When a vote has been passed, it shall 
be in order for any member to move a reconsidera- 
tion thereof, at the same meeting; or he may give 
notice to the clerk within twenty-four hours of the 
adjournment of his intention to move a reconsidera- 
tion at the next regular meeting, in which case the 
clerk shall retain possession of the papers until the 
next regular meeting; and, when a motion for recon- 
sideration is decided, that vote shall not be recon- 
sidered. 

Sect. 12. Every member, when about to speak, 
shall rise, and respectfully address the chair; shall 
confine himself to the question under debate, and 
avoid personalities. 

Srctr. 13. No member speaking shall be inter- 
rupted by another, but by rising to a call to order, or 
for explanation. 

Secor. 14. No member shall be permitted to vote, 
or serve on any committee, on any question where 
his private right is immediately concerned, distinct 
from the public interest. 

Secr. 15. Every member who shall be present 
when a question is put, where he is not excluded by 


* 
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interest, shall give his vote, unless the Board: for 
special reasons shall excuse him. Application to be so 
excused on any question must be made before the 
Board is divided, or before the calling of the yeas 
and nays; and such application shall be accompanied 
by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be de- 
cided without debate. 

Secor. 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writ- 
ing, if the chair shall so direct. 

Sror. 17. Any member may require the division 
of a question, when the sense will admit of it. A 
motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indi- 
visible; but a motion to strike out being lost shall 
not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 

Sect. 18. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be 
admitted under color of amendment. 

Secor. 19. Motions and reports may be committed 
or recommitted at the pleasure of the Board. 

Sect. 20. When a vote is doubted, the mem- 
bers for and against the question, when called on 
by the chair, shall rise, and stand till they are 
counted. . 

Secor. 21. All questions relating to priority of 
business to be acted upon shall be decided without 
debate. 

Secor. 22. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the 
question shall be taken in the following order: — 

1. Toa standing committee of the Board. 

2. ‘To a select committee of the Board. 
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o. ‘To a joint standing committee. 

4. 'T'o a joint select committee. 

SEotT. 253. The following standing committees of 
the Board, to consist of three members each, and the 
members of the joint standing committees on the 
part of this Board (named in the joint rules and 
orders of the City Council), shall be appointed by 
the Mayor: — 

Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — 
Bridges — County Accounts— Faneuil Hall and 
County Buildings (to. be composed of the Committee 
on Public Buildings on the part of this Board) —

In the absence of 
such a member, the member next in order of ap- 
pointment shall act as chairman pro tempore. 

Seot. 31. All committees of the Council, chosen 
by ballot, or consisting of one or more from each 
ward, shall be notified of their first meeting by the 
Clerk, by the direction of the President; they shall 


organize at their first meeting by the choice of a 


chairman, and shall report their organization to the 


_ Council; and members on the part.of the Council of 


joint committees, chosen as aforesaid, shall choose 
a chairman at their first meeting, and report to the 
Council in like manner. , 

Seot. 32. No meeting of any committee shall be 
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called upon less notice than twenty-four hours, with- 
out the consent of all the members thereof. 

Sect. 33. No committee shall sit during the ses- 
sions of the Council, without special leave. 

Sect. 34. It shall be the duty of all standing com- 
mittees to keep a record of their doings in books 
provided by the city for that purpose. 

Sect. 35. No report of any committee shall be 
entitled to be received, unless agreed to in committee 
assembled. 

Sect. 36. Committees of the Council, to whom 
any matter is specially referred, may be required to 
report within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Sect. 37. No member shall be obliged to serve on 
more than two committees at the same time, nor as 
chairman of more than one committee. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Sect. 38. When the Council shall determine to go 
into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall 
appoint the member who shall take the chair. 

SeoT. 39. The rules of proceeding in the Council 
shall be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far 
as they are applicable; but a motion to rise, report 
progress, and ask leave to sit again, shall be first in 
order, and shall be decided without debate; and the 
previous question shall not be moved. 


COURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


40. At every regular meeting of the Council the 
order of business shall be as follows: —

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First. Reading of the Records of the preceding 
meeting, if called for by any member. 

Second. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

Third. Unfinished Business of preceding meet- 
ings, and motions for reconsideration. 

Fourth. Communications and Reports from city 
officers. 

Lifth. Presentation of Petitions, Remonstrances, 
and Memorials. 

Sixth. Reports of Committees. 

Seventh. Motions, Orders, and Resolutions. 


Matters of the second and third class, not giving 
rise to a motion or debate, shall first be disposed of 
in the order in which they stand ; after which the 
matters that were passed over shall be considered in 
like order and disposed of. 

Sect. 41. All papers addressed to the Council 
shall be presented by the President, or by a member 
in his place ; and, unless the Council shall otherwise 
determine, they shall be read by the President, or 
such other person as he may request, and be taken 
up in the order in which they are presented. 

Stor. 42. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions 
shall have two several readings before they are finally 
passed. 

Sect. 43. No ordinance whatever, and no order 
or resolution imposing penalties, or authorizing the 
expenditure of money, — whether the same may have 
been appropriated, or not, — and. no order or resolu- 
tion authorizing a loan, shall have more than one 
reading on the same day ; provided, however, that 
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nothing herein contained shall prevent the passage 
of an order, at any meeting of the Council, to au- 
thorize the printing of any document relating to the 
affairs of the city. 

Sect. 44. All nominations of officers to be elected 
by ballot shall, after being reported, lie over for one 
week, before action is taken thereon. 


MOTIONS. 


Sect. 45. Hvery motion shall be reduced to writ- 
ing, if the President shall so direct. 

Sect. 46. The President shall, except as herein- 
after provided, propound all questions in the order in 
which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion 
shall be previous in its nature. [See Jiules 47, 48, 
50, 51, 59, and 61. ] 

Secor. 47. In naming sums and fixing times, the 
largest sums and longest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 48. When a question is under debate, the 
President shall receive no motion but —

To adjourn, 

To lay on the table, 

For the previous question, 
To postpone to a day certain, 
To commit, 

To amend, or 

To postpone indefinitely. 


These several motions shall have precedence in the 
order in which they stand arranged ; and a motion to 
strike out the enacting clause of an ordinance shall 
be equivalent to a motion to postpone indefinitely. 
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Sror. 49. When a matter has been specially as- 
signed to be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain 
stage of proceedings, such matter shall, at the time 
appointed, or at any time subsequent thereto, during 
the same or succeeding meetings, be in order, upon 
the call of any member, and take precedence of all 
other business. 

Sseor. 50. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the 
question shall be taken in the following order: — 


A standing committee of the Council. 
A select committee of the Council. 

A joint standing committee. 

A joint select committee. 


Sect. 51. A motion to adjourn shall be always in 
order, except upon an immediate repetition, and such 
motion shall be decided without debate. 

Sror. 52. On the previous question and on the 
motions to lay on the table or take from the table, a 
time not exceeding ten minutes shall be allowed for 
debate, and no member shall speak more than three 
minutes. 

On the previous question debates shall be allowed 
only to give reasons why the main question shall not 
be put. 

SeotT. 53. All questions relating to priority of 
business to be acted upon shall be decided without 
debate. 7 

Sreot. 54. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be ad- 
mitted under color of amendment. 
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Srot. 55. Any member may require the division 
of a question, when the sense will admit of it. A 
motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indi- 
visible; but the rejection of a motion to strike out 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike 
out and insert. 

Secr. 56. Motions and reports may be committed 
or recommitted at the pleasure of the Council. 

Sect. 57. After a motion is stated or read by the 
President, it shall be deemed to be in possession of 
the Council, and shall be disposed of by vote; but the 
mover may, if no objection is made, withdraw it at 
any time before a decision or amendment. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


SeoT. 58. ‘The previous question shall be put in 
the following form: “ Shall the main question be now 
put?” and all debate upon the main question shall 
be suspended until the previous question has been 
decided. 

Seot. 59. After the adoption of the previous ques- 
tion, the sense of the Council shall forthwith be taken 
upon amendments reported by a committee, then 
upon all pending amendments, and finally upon the 
main question. 

Srot. 60. All incidental Hares of order, aris- 
ing after a motion is made for the previous question, 
shall be decided without debate, except on an appeal; 
and on such an appeal no member shall be allowed to 
speak more than once without leave of the Council. 
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APPEAL. 


Snot. 61. No appeal from the decision of the 
President shall be entertained, unless it is seconded; 
and no other business shall be in order till the ques- 
tion on the appeal has been decided.

VOTING. 


SeoT. 62. Every member who is present when a 
question is put, if not excluded by interest, shall give 
his vote, unless the Council for special reason shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any 
question must be made before the Council is divided, 
or before the calling of the yeas and nays, and such 
application shall be accompanied by a brief statement 
of reasons, and shall be decided without debate. 

Sect. 63. Ifthe President is unable to decide, or 
if any member rises and doubts a vote, the President 
shall cause a return of the members voting in the 
affirmative and in the negative, without further de- 
bate on the question. 

Sect. 64. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
whether before or after the previous question has 
been ordered, the President shall take the sense of 
the Council by yeas and nays, provided one-fifth of 
the members present shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Srct. 65. When a vote has been passed, any 


member may move a reconsideration thereof at the

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same meeting; or, if he shall give notice to the Clerk, 
within twenty-four hours of the adjournment of such 
meeting, of his intention so to do, he may move a 
reconsideration at the next meeting, at which such 
motion shall be in order in the regular course of busi- 
ness. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak 
more than five minutes. [Clerk to retain papers. 
See Rule 13.]| 

SeotT. 66. When a motion for reconsideration has 
been decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, 
and no question shall be twice reconsidered; nor shall 
any reconsideration be had upon either of the fol- 
lowing motions: —

To take from the table, or 
For the previous question. 


ELECTIONS.

SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT AND REPEAL.

The baths are open daily, from June 1 to September 30, 
as follows :—

The hours for bathing at Bath-house No. 20 are so arranged 
that men and boys are admitted from 5 to 8 A.M., 12 to 3 
P.M., and 64 to 9 P.M.; women and girls from 8} to 11 
A.M., and 34 to 6 P.M. Sundays,—for men and boys 
only, — from 5 to 9 o’clock A.M. 

All the bath-houses are closed by the Superintendents at 
10 o’clock P.M., on week days, and 94 o’clock A.M., on 
Sundays. 

Each bather provides his own towels and soap. Female 
bathers are required to furnish suitable bathing-dresses. 
Those desiring towels can obtain them of the Superintendent, 
at three cents each. 

Boys and girls under fifteen years of age are not admitted 
to the bathing-houses after 6 o’clock P.M.; and the decision 
of the Superintendent against admission is final. 

Each Superintendent has full charge of his premises, and 
authority to withhold the facilities from all not conforming 
to these rules; and he is required to render every assistance 
to applicants for baths, who, in case of insult or deprivation 


- of privileges otherwise than as provided for in these rules, 


can appeal to the Chairman of the Bathing Committee. 

No smoking, profanity, or noisy conversation is allowed 
on the premises; and’any person guilty of defacing the 
dressing-rooms, fences or tanks, by writing, marking or cut- 
ting, will be excluded from the baths, or arrested, according 
to the nature of the offence. 

All questions of priority in bathing, or of use of dress- 
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ing-rooms, must be referred to the Superintendent, whose 
decision shall be final. 

A police officer is in constant attendance at each bath- 
house for the purpose of preserving order and_ enforcing 
these regulations, in concurrence with the Superintendent.

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The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full 
power to require the securing or removal of the same, 
and in cases of immediate danger, where the security of 
the public is imperilled in life and limb, authority to enter 
upon, secure, or take down the same, as the exigencies 
of the public safety, in the opinion of the Inspector, may 
require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, 
with authority to enter upon the premises and investigate 
the origin of fires. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe 
flues and heating apparatus. 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to 
issue permits for wooden or frame sheds, for special pur- 
poses, at his discretion, upon wharves situated within the 
building limits of the city. 

The examination for approval of plans of proposed build- 
ings to be occupied as churches, theatres, halls, railroad 
stations, school-houses, or for any public purpose what- 
ever. 

The examination of plans and specifications of proposed tene- 
ment-houses, public and family hotels, with reference to 
their compliance with special statute provisions regulat- 
ing area for light and ventilation, material of construc- 
tion, water-closets, drainage, cesspools, height of habita- 
ble rooms, window openings, hall-ways, construction of 
stair-ways, fire-escapes, and the height of the building as 
regulated by the width of the street upon which they are 
proposed to be erected. 

The enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire-es- 
capes upon certain buildings in which operatives are em- 
ployed, in factories, mills, or manufactories, tenement- 
houses and hotels, ete. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, under the 
act relating to means of egress from buildings occupied 
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for public purposes, to regulate the entrances, door-ways, 
passage-ways, their width, construction, and number, and 
obstructions that may be placed therein, the arrangement 
of the seatings, and the use of combustible materials, 
draperies, scenery, properties, etc. 

The inspection of all hoist-way and elevator openings in 
buildings, with reference to their construction in conform- 
ity with the requirements of statute law and their use. 

Compliance with the requisitions of the Board of Health. 

The setting of steam-engines and steam-boilers. 

The building of furnaces for melting iron, glass, or other 
metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, etc. 

The setting of heating apparatus, in all classes of buildings. 

The examination of the grade of cellar bottoms of buildings 
built upon filled land; reporting violations of the same to 
the Board of Aldermen. 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied in 
whole or in part as dwellings, situate within the building 
limits of the city. 

Buildings authorized by the Board of Aldermen to be used 
for stables are licensed to be occupied for this purpose 
under the direction-of the Inspector of Buildings. . 

The examination of buildings, with reference to their being 
provided with ample and sufficient means of egress, and 
their compliance with statute requirements, upon petition 
to the Board of Aldermen for license to occupy the same 
as a place of public amusement. 

Examination of private signs located in the public highways, 
upon a license being granted by the Board of Aldermen 
to maintain the same, if secured to the satisfaction of the 
Inspector of Buildings. 

Authority is also invested in the Inspector to take legal pro- 
ceedings where bay-windows, doors, steps and porticos 
are built into or over the public highway. 
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BUILDING LIMITS. 
[Ord. p. 137.] 


Among other restrictions imposed by the law and ordi- 
nances on the erection of buildings, it is provided that no 
wooden building shall be hereafter erected within the follow- 
ing limits : — | 

Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover 
and Albany streets, thence running eastwardly through the 
centre of Dover street to the Harbor Commissioners’ line ; 
thence around the northerly portion of the “ City Proper,” 
_ by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line to a point on Charles 
river, opposite the centre line of Parker street, or cross dam ; 
thence through the centre of Parker street or cross dam to a 
point opposite the centre of Ruggles street; thence through 
the centre of Ruggles street to the centre of Washington 
street ; thence through the centre of Washington street to a 
point opposite the centre of Palmer street; thence through 
the centre of Palmer and Eustis streets to the centre of 
Hampden street ; and thence through the centre of Hampden 
and Albany streets to the point of beginning. The said dis- 
trict being shown by a shaded red line on a plan made by 
the City Surveyor, dated June 26, 1871, and deposited in 
the office of the City Surveyor.

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PUBLIC PARKS. 


The Hon. Samuet C. Coss, Mayor of the city in 1874, 
having brought to the attention of the City Council of that 
year the subject of providing at the present time a large 
Park or Parks for the use of the public, it was determined 
by the City Council, on Feb. 17, 1874, to refer the whole 
matter to a Special Commission, composed as follows : — 

The Mayor, ex officio, two members of the Board of Al- 
dermen, and three members of the Common Council to be 
elected by concurrent vote, and three persons at large to be 
selected by the Mayor. The Commission was constituted as 
follows : —

This Commission reported in Dec., 1874, that a Park be 
established on the Back Bay Lands, and be connected with a 
series of Parks in the suburbs; and that authority be asked 
of the Legislature to grant the power to take such lands as 
may be necessary therefor. (See City Doc. 105, of 1874.) 

Such power was granted by the Legislature May 6, 1875 
(chap. 185), subject to acceptance by the people. This act 
was accepted by vote of the citizens, June 9, 1875. Yeas, 
3,706; nays, 2,311. 

And in accordance with said act (1875, c. 185, ord.

Accord- 
ingly, after a long period of negotiation, the terms of the 
purchase were agreed upon, and, on December 17, 1869, the 
city voted to purchase the ferry property and franchise for 
the sum of $250,000; and the property was delivered to the 
city on April 1, 1870. (See City Doc. No. 115 of 1869.)

[The above are appointed by the Board of Fire 
Commissioners. | 
A constant watch is kept at the office, City Hall, night 

and day, by the operators. Each operator serves two alter- 
nate terms, of three hours each, as principal, and the same 
as assistant operator; so that twelve hours’ service at the 
office, out of every twenty-four, is required from each opera- 
tor. No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, 
unless expressly relieved by some one else, by consent of 
the Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for 
any mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours 
of duty. | 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the 
Signal Stations or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the box. 
The police officers, and one other person resident near each 
station, have keys to the boxes. 

ALARMS are sounded by striking the number of the box 
upon the Alarm Bells and upon the Gongs in the Engine- 
Houses. 

ExampuLEs: To announce the existence of a fire near Box 
No. 41 (Old South Church), the bells will strike four, make 
a pause of a few seconds, then strike one, thus: 4—1. 
This will be repeated at intervals of about one-half minute. 

For a fire near Box No. 145 (South Boston Point), the 
bells will strike one, make a pause, then strike fows, another 
pause, then strike five, thus: 1— 4— 5. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows. Third 
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Alarms are sounded by striking twelve blows twice, thus: 
12 — 12. 

In cases where the entire department are required, alarms 
are sounded by striking twelve blows three times, thus, 12 
— 12— 12. | 

In cases where Hook and Ladder Companies only are 
wanted, signal to be given by striking ten blows once, with 
the number of the Company struck twice, thus: Hook & 
Ladder No. one, 10—1—1. Hook & Ladder No. four, 
10 —4— 4. Hook & Ladder No. seven, 10 —7—.7. 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the 
signal will be given thus: Hook & Ladder one and three, 
10 — 1 — 1—3-—93. Hook & Ladder two and four, 10—= 
2—2—4—4. Hook & Ladder five and seven, 10 —5—5 
—7— 7. 

Alarms are usually given about’ half a minute from the 
time the box is operated. 


DIRECTIONS TO BE OBSERVED IN CASE OF FIRE. 


Get the key to the nearest box to the fire. 

Open the box — pull the hook all the way down oncg, and 
let go. 

Wait one full minute for the sound of the bells. 

If you hear no sound, pull again, and the third time if 
you get no sound. 
If you fail the third time, go to the next nearest box and 

do the same there, — but do not touch any other box if the 
nearest one gives the alarm. 

After giving the alarm, remain awhile if beetle by the 
box, so as to direct the firemen to the fire. 

The police, upon hearing the bells, will spring their 
rattles, and call the number of the box. 

No person will give alarms for the same fire (after the 
first alarm has been given), without an order from an Engi- 
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neer; and the person so ordered will be sure to go to the 
same box from which the first alarm was given, and report 
the same to the Chief Engineer. If, however, a fire breaks 
out while another is burning in a different section of the city, 
a second alarm can be given by a police officer without 
waiting for an order from an Engineer. | 


CAUTION TO PERSONS HOLDING SIGNAL KEYS. 


1. Never open the box or touch the apparatus, except in 
case of fire. 

2. Never sound the alarm for fire seen at a distance. 

3. Be reasonably sure there is a fire before sounding the 
alarm. 

4. Be sure your box is locked before leaving it. 

5. Never let the key go out of your possession, except 
to some responsible person, to give an alarm of fire, and be 
sure the key is returned. 

6. If you remove from your house or place of business 
return the key to the Fire Alarm Office without delay.

CITY HOSPITAL. 


[Ord. p. 430. ] 


The City Hospital is situated on Harrison avenue, between 
Springfield and Concord streets, and was commenced in 
1861, and consists of three pavilions, connected with a central 
structure. This Hospital is intended for the use and comfort 
of poor patients, to whom medical care will be provided at 


the expense of the city; and it is also intended to provide 


accommodations and medical treatment to others who do not 
wish to be regarded as dependent on public charity. 

The Hospital was suggested many years ago by ExisHa 
Goopnow, who, by his will, dated July 12, 1849, gave prop- 
erty to the city, valued at $25,000, for the establishment of 
a Free City Hospital in Ward Eleven or Twelve. 
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Another benefactor to the Hospital was the late LAWRENCE 
NicHoxs, who bequeathed to the city, for the use of the City 
Hospital, the sum of $1,000. . 

Hon. Ortrs Norcross has given to the city a fund of 
$2,000, to which has been ‘added a bequest of $1,000 by the 
late Jonas Batu, the interest of which is expended annually 
in furnishing clothing to indigent patients when leaving the 

Hospital. 
In 1874 Grorcr Goopnow gave to the city the sum of 
$1,000, the interest of which is to be expended by the Trus- 
tees in the purchase of books and pamphlets for the use of 
the patients. 

In 1875 a bequest was received from Mary Louisa SHaAw 
of $2,000, the interest of which is to be expended by the 
Trustees for the purchase of fruits and flowers for the 
patients. | 

Application for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week, Sundays excepted, 
between 9 and 11 o’clock A. M. 

Whenever able the patient should apply in person. When 
not able to appear in person, application may be made by a 
friend, and the patient will be visited by some physician 
designated by the Trustees. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

On each day of the week, Sundays excepted, from 2 to 3 
o'clock P. M., friends may be permitted to visit patients ; 
though no patient shall receive more than one visitor on the 
same day. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to the patients BoA be left with the Super- 
intendent.

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From 1841 to 1847 various preliminary movements were 
made towards a City Library. In 18438 and 1847 books 
(some of considerable value) were received by the city, 
from the City of Paris, through M. VaTremars. 

In 1847 a Joint Committee of the City Council on a Library 
was first appointed. The Hon. Jostan Quincy, Jr., while 
Mayor, offered to give $5,000 for a Public Library, on 
condition that the citizens should add $10,000. ‘The offer 
was not met. i 

On the 12th of March, 1848, an act of the State Legisla- 
ture authorized the City of Boston to establish and maintain 
a Public Library, and it was accepted by the city April 3d. 
Meanwhile efforts to procure a union with the Atheneum 
Library had been unsuccessfully made. 

In 1849 the Hon. R. C. WintHrRop, J. D. W. WILLIAMS, 
Esq., Hon. 8. A. Exrot, Dr. J. Mason Warren, Dr. J. B. 
McManovy, and Ezra Weston, Esq., presented books for a 
Library. 

In 1850, August 5, the Hon. Jonn P. Braetow, while Mayor, 
presented $1,000, which was funded, and two days later 
the Hon. Epwarp Everett presented his set of Public Doc- 
uments and State Papers of the United States, with other 
works, numbering upwards of 1,000 vols. 

JosHua Bares, Esq., of London, whose early life was 
passed in Boston, having offered to this city the munificent 
sum of fifty thousand dollars, towards the purchase of books 
for the Public Library of the city, if the city would erect a 
suitable building for that purpose, on the 24th of February, 
1853, an order was passed by the City Council, authorizing 
the Committee on the Library, in conference with the Board 
of Trustees, to purchase a suitable site for the erection of a 
building, which should be fully adapted for the purpose of 
the Library, including Mr. Bates’ donation. Accordingly, 
said committee purchased 23,380 feet of land on Boylston 
street, opposite the Common, upon which an edifice was 
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erected, at a cost to the city, for land and building, of about 
$365,000. 

This building was finished and delivered into the custody 
of the City Council, and by the City Council was transmitted 
to the care of the Trustees of the Public Library, with appro- 
priate ceremonies, on January 1, 1858. 

During 1871-2 extensive changes were made in the build- 
ing, thereby increasing its capacity by nearly one hundred 
and fifty thousand volumes. In 1874-5 an addition was 
erected in the rear, giving increased accommodations for the 
official quarters, for the Patent Room, and the Bindery, with 
rooms for the Barton and Prince Libraries. At the same 
time the Bates Hall was redecorated. In 1876 an exterior 
gallery was built between the rear towers. 

Besides the above-mentioned donations in money, the sum 
of ten thousand. dollars was subsequently given by Hon. 
JONATHAN Puiuures, who, by his will, bequeathed an addi- 
tional sum of twenty thousand dollars. Another sum of ten 
thousand dollars was bequeathed by the late Hon. Angorr 
LAWRENCE. ‘The executors under the will of the late Mary 
P. Townsenp devoted to the library four thousand dollars 
of a sum to be appropriated at their discretion. The Franx- 
LIN Cus, at its dissolution, gave one thousand dollars. The 
late Grorce Ticknor bequeathed four thousand dollars. 
The Hon. Henry L. Prercr, Mayor of the city in 1873, on 
retiring from the office, gave his salary for the year, jive 
thousand dollars. 

All of these sums have been funded by the City Council, 
and the annual proceeds are expended for the purchase of 
books of permanent value, in accordance with the special 
directions of the donors. 

The sum of one thousand dollars was given by the late 
SAMUEL APPLETON, Esq., and the same amount by Mrs. 
Sauiy I. K. Sneparp, for the purpose of procuring books 
for the immediate use of the public. 
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Very valuable donations of books have been made by the 
late JosHua Bares (in addition to his gift of money), the 
PATENT COMMISSIONERS of Great Britain, the late Rev. 
THEODORE PARKER, the heirs of the Hon. NatHanrEt Bow- 
pITcH, the late GrorGe Ticknor, Hon. Henry L. PIerce, 
the late Brenzamin P. Hunt of Philadelphia, and others. 
J. Incersott Bownvitcu has made provisions for adding to 
the Bowditch Library. 

The rich antiquarian Library collected by the Rev. THomas 
Prince, during the first half of the last century, was placed, 
in 1866, in the custody of the Library, by the deacons of the 
Old South Church. 

By the munificence of THomas G. Aeavens Esq., of 
Boston, the very rich and valuable collection of engravings 
formerly belonging to Cardinal Tosti, of Rome, now de- 
ceased, was purchased and presented to the Public Library 
in 1869. The collection contains nearly eight thousand 
prints, six hundred of which are framed. 

The very valuable general and Shakespearian Library of 
the late Tuomas P. Barron, of New York, together with 
his engravings, autographs, etc., was purchased in 1873, 
numbering about 12,000 volumes. 


DAYS AND HOURS, ETC. 


All departments are open every secular day, except the 
five legal holidays, — February 22, Fast Day, July 4, 
Thanksgiving and Christmas, —and such other days as the 
Trustees may direct. The Reading Room for Periodicals at 
the Central Library is open on Sundays at 2 P. M., and 
closes at 10 P. M.

The Lower Mills and Jamaica Plains Deliveries are open 
three hours in the afternoon. 

Extent of the Collections. —The Bates Hall contains 193,000 
volumes; the Lower Hall, 38,000 volumes; the Newspaper 
Room, 3,200 volumes ; the Duplicate Room, 11,800 volumes ; 
the East Boston Branch, 9,800 volumes; the South Boston 
Branch, 8,400 volumes; the Roxbury Branch, 12,500 vol- 
umes; the Charlestown Branch, 18,400 volumes; the 
Brighton Branch, 12,300 volumes; the Dorchester Branch, 
8,000 volumes, —a total of about 315,000 volumes, besides 
150,000 pamphlets. 

The Central Reading Room has 366 different periodicals ; 
the East Boston Branch Reading Room has 39; the South 
Boston Branch has 50; the Roxbury Branch has 77; the 
Charlestown Branch has 69; the Brighton Branch has 19; 
the Dorchester Branch has 25; a total, including 100 dupli- 
cates, of near 800 periodicals. Several hundred periodicals, 
of a higher kind and less popular interest, are kept in the 
Bates Hall. 


Persons admitted to use the Libraries. 


I. Inhabitants. — Any person over 14 years old may use 
books and periodicals in the buildings without previous regis- 
tration; but to draw books for home use application for a 
card must be made in due form to the Registration Clerks at 
the Central Library, at the Branches, or at the Deliveries. 

Il. Non-residents. — All can use books and periodicals in 
the buildings ; but the following can also apply to the Regis- 


- tration Clerks, as above, for cards to draw books for home 


use :— clergymen and teachers having regular professional 
occupation in the city, and members of the following insti- 
tutions, whose governments have guaranteed the Library 
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against damage from such members; Boston Society of 
Architects; Boston Society of Civil Engineers; the Law, 
Theological, Medical, Liberal Arts and Oratory departments 
of the Boston University ; the Medical and Dental Schools of 
Harvard University ; the Massachusetts Normal Art School ; 
the Institute of Technology; the College of Pharmacy ; and 
the First Class of Chauncy Hall School. Also officers of 
the army and navy on this station, and the assistants in the 
offices of the City Engineer and City Surveyor. 

Ill. Special Privileges. — Cards entitling the holder to 
draw more volumes, and to retain them longer than usual, , 
are granted to professional authors, teachers, etc., whether 
resident or not, if the applicant in the blank provided gives 
the reasons for which it is customary to extend such privi- 
leges. Such cards are not given for general reading, but only 
for special studies, and last only for one year, and it ts not 
expected that they will be used to draw new and popular 
books. 

Central Library books may be applied for at the several 
Branches. : 


EAST BOSTON BRANCH. 


This Branch comprises two distinct collections of books, 
one begun by the East Boston Library Association in 1852, 
and merged in the Sumner Library in 1860, and presented to 
the City of Boston, and made to form a portion of the East 
Boston Branch Library ; and the other of books taken from 
the Central Library, with additions by purchase, so as to 
give completeness and harmony to the whole. 

This Branch Library (in the old Lyman School-house, on | 
Meridian street) was opened to the public in November, 


1870, and was formally dedicated by appropriate services on 
March 22, 1871. 
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SOUTH BOSTON BRANCH. 


By a vote of the Mattapan Literary Association, its Li- 
brary of about 1,500 volumes was made the nucleus of this 
Branch, and to these have been added books either with- 
drawn from the Central Library, or procured by purchase. 
In this way a collection of about 5,000 volumes was ready 
for use, and this Branch was opened on May Ist, 1872. 
The rooms for the Branch are in the Savings Bank Building, 
corner of Broadway and E street. 


ROXBURY BRANCH. 


Under the will of the late Caleb Fellowes, the Rev. George 
Putnam, D. D., S..C. Thwing, Esq., William Whiting, 
senior, and others to be joined with them, by an act of incor- 
poration, were invested with a trust, whose purpose is to 
establish a Library, and erect a building for it, within half a 
mile of the meeting-house of the first Religious Society 
in Roxbury, on Eliot square. As it was deemed for the in- 
terest of all concerned that the advantages of these funds 
should be joined with such others as may accrue from the 
provisions made by the City Council for the benefit of 
the District of Roxbury, in the way of a Branch of the 
Public Library, the Mayor, authorized by the City Council, 
signed an indenture with the Trustees of the Fellowes 
Atheneum, by which that institution is united with the 
Branch Library. The agreement (to be found in the Report 
of the Library for 1872) in effect gives the citizens of the 
Highlands a Library, the same in kind with the Bates Hall 
‘collection, though on a smaller scale, to be increased by the 
Fellowes Fund, now yielding about $3,000 a year, while 
the city maintains a popular Library in connection therewith, 
to be of the character of the Lower Hall of the Central 
Library and of the other Branches. The building on the 
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corner of Millmont street and Lambert avenue was com- 
pleted, and the Library opened, in the summer of 1873. 
The Trustees of the Fellowes Athenzum contributed $3,000 
towards supplying the books with which it was opened. The 
present Trustees of the Fellowes Atheneum are George Put- 
nam, D. D., President; Nathaniel J. Bradlee; Samuel C. 
Cobb; W. C. Collar; Charles K. Dillaway; Rev. Edward 
KE. Hale; Joseph S. Ropes; William Whiting, senior ; John 
F. Osgood, Secretary; Supply C. Thwing, Treasurer. 
The entire control of the joint collections, and the govern- 
ment of the Branch, is vested by the contract in the Trustees 
of the Public Library. 


WEST ROXBURY BRANCH. 


This Library, which has heretofore been a delivery Branch 
of the Roxbury Library, has this year been established by the 
Trustees as an independent Branch of the General Library, 
and the sum of $10,000 has been appropriated by the City 
Council for this purpose. This Library has excellent accom- 
modations in Curtis Hall. | 


CHARLESTOWN BRANCH. 


The Public Library of Charlestown, which was established 
in 1862, became, on the 5th of January, 1874, through the 
annexation of that city, the Charlestown Branch of the Pub- 
lic Library of the City of Boston. It occupies the second 
story of the former City Hall in Charlestown. 


BRIGHTON BRANCH. 


The Holton Library, owned and maintained by the town 
of Brighton, and established in 1864, became, on the 5th of 
January, 1874, the Brighton Branch of the Public Library 
of the City of Boston. In August, 1874, the new Library 
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building, begun by the town of Brighton, was completed, 
and the Library was transferred to it the same month; and 
services of dedication took place in October. 


DORCHESTER BRANCH. 


This Branch has rooms in the new City Building at Field’s 
Corner, where it was opened in January, 1875, after dedica- 
tory services had been held earlier in the same month. A 
Delivery of the Branch has been established at the Lower 
Mills, and books are asked for and received there daily.

SOUTH—END BRANCH. 


The .Mercantile Library Association having given to the 
city its valuable collection of books, now contained in their 
Club Room, at the corner of Pembroke and Tremont streets, 
a Branch for the reception and delivery of books from the 
General Library has been established in that place, for 
which accommodation the city pays said association as rent 
the sum of $1,000 per annum for a term of three years.

The limits of Faneuil Hall Market include the lower floor, 
porches, and cellars of the building called Faneuil Hall Mar- 
ket, the basement story and cellars under Faneuil Hall, and 
the following-described portions of the adjacent streets, viz. :

walk on the easterly side thereof, and between the outer 
lines of the sidewalks on the northerly side of North Market 
street and the southerly side of South Market street

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


[Ord. p. 617.] 


The officers of this department are nominated by the 
Mayor and confirmed by the Board of Aldermen. 

The Chief of Police is the head of the department, and 
has precedence and control of all the officers and members, 
and of all constables and other officers when engaged in the 
service of the city, subject to the direction of the Mayor and 
the Police Committee. 

The department is employed in the prevention of crime, 
the detection of criminals, the recovery of lost or stolen 
property and missing persons, in the general execution of 
the laws of the Commonwealth, the special laws and ordi- 
nances of the City Council, and orders of the Board of 
Aldermen. The officers are required to take notice of 
all nuisances, street defects, obstructions, and openings, 
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defective street lamps and water-pipes; to give alarms and 
be present at all fires, and to have a general care for life 
and property and the preservation of the peace. The 
department, under its present organization, is governed as

There were not less than eight several 
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ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first 
of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the mean time, from January to February 27, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and, on the twenty-second 
of November, he died, being the first Mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. Ben- 
son Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman of 
the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alder- 
man of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said 
year. At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the 
mean time the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. 
Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

Atthe municipal election, in 1872, William Gaston was certified, 
by the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been 
elected Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But upon 
charges of alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the 
city, a recount of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded 
and made, and it appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had 
79 plurality, he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873. 

In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a mem- 
ber of the 48d Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in 
place of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office 
as Mayor on November 29, and occupied his seat in Congress on 
Dec. 1, 1873. | 

The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘* Acting Mayor.” 
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ALDERMEN. 


Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, re- 
elected; and Thomas C. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 
1825, declined. 

George Blake, re-elected for 1826, declined. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organization. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

In 1845 William Parker resigned. 

In 1848 George E. Head resigned, and was afterwards chosen 
one of the Principal Assessors. 

In 1843 Lyman Perry, who had been duly elected an Alderman, 
died before his qualification. 

In 1856 Levi B. Meriam died while in office. 

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner resigned, on account of illness, and 
soon afterwards died. 

At the municipal election, in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots; but in accordance with the statute the eight who had 
the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The Municipal Government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

For reports of. contested seats in the Board of Aldermen, see 
City Document No. 7, for 1861, and City Document No. 16, for 
1862. 

COMMON COUNCIL. 


William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; also, 
Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organi- 
zation. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Boles, Ward 3, re-elected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey, omitted 1829. 
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Asa Adams, Ward 8, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the 
intermediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln, omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle, omitted 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in April, 1855, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, Ward 11, resigned in May, 1861, and was 
elected a Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and was . 
appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to Families of Soldiers in 
the United States service from Boston. 

Daniel Dowd, a member from Ward 138, died in office, September, 
1872. 

Thomas H. Doherty, of Ward 2, died in office, August, 1873. 

Hillman B. Barnes, of Ward 11, died in office, September, 1574. 

Edward J. Long, of Ward 8, died in office, November, 1875. 

Stephen G. Jones, of Ward 4, resigned in March, 1876. 

Thomas J. Fitzpatrick, of Ward 13, died in office, March, 1876. 

There have been eighteen successfully contested elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘‘ closing the poll before the hour at 
which the voters were notified it would be closed, was a violation 
of the rights of the voters.”’ 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceed- 
ing, to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the 
highest number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket ; 
adjournment of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, 
and other irregularities, at the annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, 
sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 
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The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, 
December 14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident can- 
didates (after having been first thrown out by the ward officers)* 
' were counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby pre- 
venting the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the 
said four votes, were by the decision of the Council declared 
elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members 
from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the 
Same members were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an ad- 
journed meeting which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for election of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual election, and before the organization of 
the government elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question 
were conducted bona fide, and no other informality was apparent, 
and as this custom of supplementary elections had been in vogue 
for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the vote of the . 
Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report of 
the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, on the ground that at the time of his election he was not 
an inhabitant of that ward. Before a decision was reached on this 
point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delega- 
tion from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned 
than there were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal 
election, — occasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of the 
ballots, — the variation being so great as to affect the election of 
the whole delegation. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 


* This fact was admitted, though not stated in the report of the committee. 
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The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account 
of a tie vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground 
that the polls at said adjourned meeting were not kept open the 
same number of hours as were required by the original warrant. 
At a subsequent election the same member was returned to the 
Common Council. [See City Doc. No. 12, for 1867. | 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a member 
returned for Ward 10, because by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 138, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, J anudry 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows : — 

At the annual municipal election, in 1871, Frederick S. Risteen 
was declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election 
was contested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original 
ballots showed that said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one 
ballot over F. S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly de- 
clared, by the Common Council of 1872, to be entitled to the seat. 
Subsequently Mr. Risteen contested this decision on the ground 
that his name was erased from a number of ballots by some one of 
the ward officers after said ballots were deposited by the voters. 
After a protracted inquiry the Common Council sustained this 
view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again returned to his for- 
mer seat, and was again duly qualified on February 1, 1872. [See 
City Doc. No. 18.] 

The sixteenth, January 8, 1874, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 18, because, by the count of the original bal- 
lots cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The seventh, January 14, 1875, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber from Ward 1, because, by the count of the original ballots cast 
in said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The eighteenth, January 4, 1877, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
said ward, it appeared that another person was elected.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
LAMPS FOR 1876. 


Lame DEPARTMENT, Jan. 8, 1877. 
To the City Council: — 


GENTLEMEN, — The Annual Report of this department for 
the past municipal year is herewith respectfully submitted, 
in accordance with the ordinance of the city requiring it to 
be presented on or before the 10th day of January. 

It contains a table showing in detail the expenses of the 
past municipal year, a table showing the comparative expen- 
ditures for ten years, a table showing the number of lamps 
and comparative increase during the same period, together 
with such general information as may be of interest. 

The past year has been one of great activity ; the number 
of lamps, as will be seen by the tables, having been increased 
by 1,265, — anumber never exceeded during any single year 
except in 1874, when the increase was 1,766; but the larger 
portion of the increase was then caused by the annexation of 
Charlestown, West Roxbury and Brighton, from which several 
sections the number of lamps received was 995, while the 
additional lamps located were but 771. 

In addition to the large number of entire new lamps 
located during the past year, all the old fluid lamps have 
been discontinued, new iron posts and brackets located, with 
new lanterns, in which have been placed the most approved 
kerosene burner ; thereby increasing the light on streets and 
places where they are located almost to the brilliancy of gas 
lighting. 

The number so changed during the year is 611, all of 
which have been so located as to be in proper position for 
_the location of gas lamps when the mains of the several gas 
corporations shall. be laid down in the streets and places 
where they are placed. 

_ During the year a large number of old wooden posts and 
small lamp supplies have been discontinued and iron posts 
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and new and large gas supplies put in, adding much to the 
general good condition of the department. 

Prominent among the many streets and places which have 
received the favorable consideration of the committee, and 
upon which lamps have been located the past year, may be 
named the following: North Beacon street, Everett street, 
Western avenue, Cambridge street, Broaks street, Newtou 
street and Bigelow street, at Brighton; Alger street, Preble 
street, Sweet street, Second street, First street, Newman 
street, Ninth street and Lowland street, at South Boston ; 
Metropolitan avenue, Jordan street, Dent street, Temple 
street, Summit street, Clarendon hill, Ashland street, Mt. 
Vernon street, Baker street, Boylston avenue, Walnut street, 
Forest Hills street and Seaver street, at West Roxbury ; 
Border street, Brooks street, Moore street, Porter street and 
Paris street, at East Boston; Norfolk street, Beaumont 
street, Albion street, Green street, Bowdoin street, Geneva 
street, Cottage avenue, Howard avenue, Blue Hill avenue, 
School street, Wales street and Columbia street, at Dor- 
chester ; Seman avenue, Rand street, Swett street, and 
Parker Hill avenue, at Roxbury. 

There has been a considerable increase of the lamps in the 
eity proper, largely due to the locating of lampsin the alleys 
and passageways at the northerly section of the city, thereby 
affording great additional police protection to persons and 
property in that locality. 

There is a continuous call for this kind of improvement, as 
there are many places and alleys, the residences of the 
poorer class, still unlighted. 

Many streets in the suburban sections of aM city still 
remain unlighted and will probably call for the attention of 
the department the coming year. 


LIGHTING OF PUBLIC SQUARES. 


The lighting of the Common and public squares has re- 
ceived the attention of the department during the past year, 
and lamps have been placed upon Independence square and 
Thomas park, at South Boston; Washington square and 
Orchard park, in Roxbury, and a portion of the parade 
ground on the Common, giving at once safety to the people 
necessarily passing, while adding greatly to the pleasure of 
the persons who frequent those resorts in large numbers 
during the evenings in the summer season for recreation. 

It has also been decided to place lights on Winthrop and 
Sullivan squares, in Charlestown. 
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The lighting of the Public Garden has also been consid- 
ered, but no action has been taken in regard to it. 

It would appear to be very desirable that. so frequented a 
place should be properly lighted, both for the safety of the 
citizens and for the protection of the public property. 

There can be no question that so beautiful a spot, and one 
upon which the city so prides itself, and upon which it spends 
large amounts for ornamentation, should be open for the 
rational enjoyment of our citizens, both night and day, 
during the summer months. 

To make this spot the safe and delightful evening prom- 
enade of the people, it should be lighted in a thorough man- 
ner by locating public lamps, say within fifty feet of each 
other, thus affording ample protection to all who may choose 
to enjoy its benefits after the heat of the day has passed. 

The lamps, or so many of them as may not be necessary 
to light the walks frequented in the winter months, may be 
discontinued at that season of the year, as is done on some 
of the public squares at the present time. 

The cost of laying proper pipe, erecting posts, and 
placing lanterns upon them, would probably be about four 
thousand dollars. 

The cost of maintenance of the lamps, say sixty, which it 
would be only necessary to light during the summer season, 
would be about fifteen hundred dollars } per annum. 

The remaining lamps, say twenty, it would be necessary 
to maintain through the year, to light paths upon which the 
travel is continuous, and the expense would be aunually 
about seven hundred dollars. : 


GAS FoR Pupuic LIGHTING. 


During the year 1875 a contract was made with the Brook- 
line Gas “Light Company, for supplying gas for the public 
lamps of Brighton and that portion of the town of Brook- 
line annexed to Boston. 

The following is a copy of the contract, made as 
above : — 


The memorandum of agreement, made this fifteenth day of February, 
in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-five, by and between the City 
of Boston of the one part, and the Brookline Gas Light Company, a 
corporation duly established by law of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, of the other part, — 

Witnesseth that : — 

I. The said Brookline Gas Li ent Company agrees to furnish all the 
gas required for lighting the public lamps within that part of the City 
of Boston mentioned in their charter of incorporation, on each and 
every night of the term of this contract, as hereinafter agreed, in such 
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manner and between such hours as the Superintendent of Lamps of 
said city shall direct; to put down service-pipes for public lamps in 
said district where new pipes are required, and to keep in repair the 
pipes in use in said district, and to use for such new pipes and repairs 
only wrought-iron pipes, not less than one inch in diameter, and 
wrought or malleable iron couplings, and bends or elbows; such ser- 
vice-pipes to have a regular fall towards the street mains. 

And said Gas Light Company further agrees to furnish regulator 
burners for all the public lamps in said district, and to fit the same to 
said lamps, said burners to be of the pattern known as the ‘Sugg 
burner,” and to cost not over one dollar and twenty-five cents each, — 
the cost of said burners and fitting the same to be borne equally by said 
parties ; and in the months of September and October during this con- 
tract, to remove and clean all the street burners in said district without 
interfering with the regular burning thereof, and also to furnish to the 
said city such quantity of whiskey as may be necessary to clear the 
pipes from obstructions, not to exceed, however, seventy gallons in any 
one year. 

Il. The City of Boston agrees to pay to said Gas Light Company, 
for gas furnished as aforesaid, at the rate of three dollars per thousand 
cubic feet of actual burning, each burner consuming four feet per hour, 
free from all taxation, and to make payment thereof monthly. 

Said city also agrees to employ and pay lighters to light, clean, and 
take care of all the public lamps in said district, who shall light and 
extinguish them punctually, according to printed tables to be furnished 
by said superintendent; shall make written returns to said superin- 
tendent and said company, on Monday of each week, of the number 
of lamps lighted each night, and the time of beginning to light and 
beginning to extinguish the same, and shall keep the burners and por- 
tions of the pipe above ground, within their respective rounds, free 
from frost and other obstructions, and give immediate notice to said 
company and said superintendent of any obstructions below ground, and 
of any leakage of gas. Any neglect of duty by a lamp-lighter shall be 
considered sufficient ground for his immediate dismissal. 

Said city also agrees to repay to said Gas Light Company the actual 
reasonable expense incurred by them for the Jabor and materials re- 
quired for putting down service-pipes, and keeping the pipes in use in 
repair, and also to repay to said company one-halt the cost of the reg- 
ulator burners and of fitting the same; provided the cost of said burneis 
shall not exceed one dollar and twenty-five cents each, and also one- 
half of the actual reasonable expense of removing and cleaning said 
burners in September and October as aforesaid. 

Ill. It is further agreed that either party hereto, with the consent of 
the other party, may from time to time, at its own expense, remove and 
test any of the burners in use in the public lamps in said district, with- 
out interference with the regular burning of said lamps; and all new 
burners shall be tested before being used, such tests to be made in the 
presence of some representative of each party hereto; and all burners 
which vary more than one-tenth of a foot from the designated standard 
shall be replaced by said Gas Light Company, the cost thereof to be 
borne equally by said company and said city. 

IV. It is expressly agreed that the slot of all lava-tipped burners 
shall be cleaned by the use of a suitable brush, and that no metallic 
cleaner shall be used upon them, and no lighter shall be permitted to 
open the regulator of any such burner, for any purpose whatever. 

V. This agreement shall continue in force until the fifteenth day of 
February, A.D. eighteen hundred and seventy-six, and thereafter until 
anew agreement shall be made, or either of said parties shall notify 
the other of its wish to terminate the same.

And the result has been during the present financial year 
to this time a saving of over four thousand dollars to the City 
Treasurer. 

The South Boston, East Boston and Dorchester corpora- 
tions declined to make any reduction, stating that their 
present financial condition would not warrant such a course ; 
but it is expected that during the ensuing year these com- 
panies may be able to accede to the suggestions made by the 
committee of last year.

are paid at the rate of one and sixty-seven one-hundredths 
dollars per day. 

The lamps are lighted by the use of the toreh. 

The duty of these men is to light and put out the lamps in 
their charge promptly, at the time designated ; to keep the 
lanterns clean at all times, and report at this office in writing, 
promptly, for immediate repair, every defect, either of the 
ljanterns or fixtures ; to keep the fixtures properly cleaned and 
oiled, the burners in perfect order, and the pipes clear from 
water and frost; in case of gas leaks they are required to 
report immediately, in writing, both at this office and to the 
office of the gas company; they are also required to make a 
statement, in writing, on each Monday morning, of all the 
duty performed the previous week. 

These men, after performing the duty, have a coupitienathe 
portion of the time remaining, and are allowed to have 
other employment, provided it shall not in any way inter- 
fere with any duty which may be required of them in this 
department. 

This privilege is very generally used by the employés, and 
in this way the city is enabled to procure an intelligent and 
reliable class of men, at a much less cost than it could 
expect to do otherwise. 

The men who light the oil and fluid lamps are nineteen in

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All men employed to light both gas and fluid lamps are 
supplied with the necessary ladders, “hooks, cans, ete. , etc., 
by the city. 

The men employed during the year have been generally 
prompt and faithful, and cases of discharge for neglect of duty 
have been very rare. 


Hours or BuRNING. 


The public lamps are burned every night throughout the 
year, —a total of three thousand eight hundred forty-nine 
and one-half hours each. 


GAS-BURNERS. 


The burners in use are known as Tufts’ Regulators, by 
which the consumption is fixed at four feet per hour. 


GAS LANTERNS. 


All the gas lanterns made for the city are made of copper, 
and all made for the past four years have the Schmedlin & 
Driscoll patent mode of placing the names of the streets in . 
them, and an arrangement for placing the numbers securely 
in the Jantern, which was the invention of the superintendent 
of the department. 

This patent method of placing the street signs appears to 
be the best in use, more especially since the adoption of the 
acid or sand-blast process of producing‘the signs on colored 
glass, which makes the letters durable. 

The placing of the numbers in the lanterns is being 
generally extended over the city, and gives great satisfaction 
to the public, being a great convenience both by day and 
night. 

The advantages of this style of gas lantern for use in this 
city will be fully appreciated by the knowledge of the fact 
that nearly one-half the public lamps stand on the corners of 
or opposite the ends of streets or places, and have the names 
of the streets and places upon them.

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All repairs of the lanterns are done by the department at 
its workshop, on Albany street. 

At this shop there are five men permanently employed, 
and two who work at piece-work on the painting of 
lanterns. 

All the cost of men permanently employed, piece-work, 
repainting lanterns, painting posts and brackets, carting 
of lanterns, oil and posts, stock used in repairing, horse- 
keeping, etc., are included in the item in the schedule 
repairing lanterns. 

In addition to the lanterns repaired as above there have 
been 1,511 lanterns and 3,681 iron posts repainted during 
the year. 

The men employed at piece-work have also painted 1,577 
new gas lanterns during the year.

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FLUID AND OIL. 


The price paid for fluid for use in the city lamps has been 
at the rate of one-tenth of one cent per hour; but this style 
of lantern and lamp has now been discontinued. 

The oil used for the public lamps is purchased at the 
lowest market rates, and has fluctuated in price from 135 
cents to 82 cents per gallon within the past year. 


PROPERTY OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


In addition to the public lamps now located, and tools in 
the hands of the lighters, the department is possessed of 
the following property : — 

Highteen iron posts for stone sidewalks; eleven iron posts 
for bridges, with two-foot bases ; ¢wo iron posts for Federal- 
street bridge; two iron posts for Common; four bridge 
posts ; three hundred and seventy-eight iron posts as used on 
the public streets; sixty second-hand gas lanterns; eight 
hundred and twenty-nine new gas lantern-frames ; jive hun- 
dred and seventy second-hand fluid lanterns; and a small 
quantity of old iron. 

four horses; jive wagons, three of them with racks for 
carrying lanterns; three pungs; tools for setting glass and 
repairing lanterns, and the necessary blankets, harness, and 
horse equipments.

The Committee of the Department, consisting of Alder- 
men Stebbins, Burrage and Thompson, have been untiring 
in their exertions to render perfect the lighting of the city. 
They have devoted many days to visiting locations for 
which new lamps were asked, and in inspecting the public 
property. 

They have generally supervised the purchase of all mate- 
rial used in the department, which have been procured in 
large quantities, with the advantages of the largest discounts - 
for cash. . 

The expenditures of the department during the present 
financial year only exceed that of last year at correspond- 
ing date by fifteen hundred and fifty-seven dollars and 
twenty-six cents, notwithstanding the great increase in the 
number of the public lamps; and it is confidently expected 
that the close of the financial year, April 30, 1877, will 
show a less expenditure than the financial year 1875 and 6.

To tHE HonoraBie Crty Councin:— The Street Com- 
missioners present the following list of their acts during the 
municipal year 1876 :— 

The widening of South street, at the corner of Summer 
street, $42,054; extension of Fairfield street from Common- 
wealth avenue to Boylston street, $30,300; widening Port- 
land street, $15,000; widening Beacon street, at junction 
with Brighton avenue, $9,461.40; widening State street, 
$8,000; laying out Rockland avenue, at Roxbury, $1,750 ; 
widening School street, at West Roxbury, $1,237.25; 
widening Elm street, at corner of Washington street, 
$1,198.50; widening Fort avenue, at Roxbury, $1,100; 
laying out Mount Everett street, at Dorchester, $800; 
and slight widenings of Washington street, at Roxbury, Cen- 
tre street, at West Roxbury, East Fourth and Emerson 
streets, at South Boston, and Walkhill street, at West 
Roxbury, estimated to cost together $1,022. The total 
estimated expense of their operations during the year the Com- 
missioners find to be $111,923.15. Certain improvements 
were effected where the land required was in possession of the 
City, or was obtained by offsetting it with previous claims the 
City had upon the owners, and to which in consequence no 
estimates were put,—as the extension of Orchard Park 
street, Roxbury, to Chadwick street ; the widening of Church 
street, at Meeting House Hill, in Dorchester ; the extension 
of Saint James avenue from Clarendon street to Huntington 
avenue ; the widening of Richmond street from Commercial 
to Mercantile street; the extension of Central street to 
Atlantic avenue, and the widening of Dover street bridge. 

Private streets released to the city and accepted during 
the year were in the City Proper, Marlborough (Gloucester 
to Hereford), Deblois, Newland (West Dedham to Upton), 
Trinity place and Isabella street; in South Boston, Ellery,

TERRITORY. 


The land territory within the limits of the city covers an 
area of about 19,000 acres, with about 500 miles of accepted 
and unaccepted streets, parks, courts, alleys, and passage- 
ways; about 30 miles of water front, with some 220 wharves, 
of greater or less extent. 

The city also has criminal jurisdiction over the water and 
islands in the harbor, comprising an area of about 20,000 
acres. 
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The land territory is divided into districts, each of which 
is subdivided into routes or beats, so that the whole may be 
covered by a police patrol at all times of the day and night, 
the harbor, as far as practicable, being ted, by “the 
police steamer and three row-boats.

Boston Poutce Renier ASSOCIATION. 


This association was organized in 1870, and is composed 
of all members of the department who choose to join. 

The object of the association is to render temporary assist- 
ance to sick or disabled members, and to aid their families in 
case of, death; it has now a fund of some twenty-seven 
thousand dollars, and in its operation thus far has not only 
provided a most acceptable and necessary relief to the mem- 
bers in time of affliction and need, but it has done much to 
strengthen a union of interest among the members, which 
is so necessary to usefulness and success in a department like 
ours. 

The association is now being reorganized under a charter 
granted by the Legislature, which charter, together with a 
code of by-laws, has received the approval of the City 
Government, and with the experience of the past, and the 
inducements offered, which are very liberal and fully equal 
to those afforded by any other similar association in the 
country, it is hoped that every member of the department 
will avail himself of its advantages under the new organi- 
zation.

Pouice TELEGRAPH. 


The police telegraph apparatus, consisting of about forty 
miles of wire, connecting the several station-houses with the 
central office, and Ander’s magneto dial machines, was built 
at a cost of about $8,000, and has been in use about six 
years. From the experience of almost constant use during 
this time, this system is believed to be preferable to any 
other for ease of adjustment, simplicity of operation and 
despatch of business. In consequence of the erection of new 
buildings and the repairs of others, considerable expense has 


_ been incurred for removing and replacing the structures that 


sustain the lines; but with all the repairs, alterations and 
other necessary work, the whole expense for the year will 
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probably be kept within the amount appropriated. When it 
is considered that more than 60,000 messages pertaining to 
the business of the department have been transmitted over 
these lines during the year, and that in case of an emergency 
the chief of the department, at the machine in the central 
office, can throw the whole police force of the city to any one 
or more given points in an almost incredibly short space of 


time, the value of the telegraph will be partially appreciated. 


PouicE STEAMBOAT. 


The Police steamer, “Protector,” has now been in commis- 
sion two years, and has proved a very valuable acquisition 
to the service in the harbor. She is manned by one chief 
officer, one second officer, one engineer, one fireman, and two 
deck-hands. The second officer, with a sufficient number of 
men selected from the land force, constitute a relief crew 
which can be immediately called into service in the night 
time, or in cases of emergency. By the courtesy of the 
owners of Battery Wharf, the boat still has a berth at their 
pier free of charge. She leaves her dock regularly every day 
at eight o’clock, A. M., and one o’clock, P. M., and being of 
great speed and light draft is enabled to visit all parts of 
the harbor during the day. Signals are arranged on the 
inhabited islands, so that notice can be given the steamer if 
police services are required. The boat is provided with fire 
apparatus capable of throwing two powerful streams of | 

rater, and she lies at her wharf during the night, with her 
fires banked, and in charge of an officer, ready to proceed at 
short notice to any fire occurring on * the water front, or to 
be called on in any other emergency. The steamer has been 
confined strictly to the duties for which it was intended, and 
the following is a portion of the work done by her during 
the year : —

Assistance has also been rendered the Port Physician, the 
department of Public Baths, and several other departments 
of the city. 

There have been no complaints during the year of illegally

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runners for illegally boarding foreign vessels; and it has 
been the remark of masters of vessels from all ports of the 
world, that in no harbor are vessels and merchandise better 
protected than in Boston since the steamer “Protector” has 
been in commission. 

The criminal jurisdiction of Boston in the harbor covers a 
larger area than all the land territory in the city, including 
several inhabited islands, and bounded by a coast line of 
more than thirty miles, on which are two hundred and twenty 
wharves; its waters float thousands of vessels, containing 
tens of thousands of lives and millions of dollars of merchan- 
dise, and when it is considered that the only police protec- 
tion provided to guard this great trust lies in this little 
steamer, the necessity and value of her service in the har- 


bor can be readily understood. 


MountTED POLICE. 


The experiment of using saddle-horses in the police ser- 
vice has, after a trial of two years, proved a most satisfactory 
success ; not only in the outer districts, where the routes are 
large and the dwellings comparatively sparse, has this branch 
of the force been highly appreciated, but also in the central 
parts of the city, in escorting processions, managing large 
street gatherings, and especially at large fires the service of 
the mounted men have been exceedingly valuable. In almost 
any case of emergency, where quick, energetic and efficient 
work is to be done, we have found that the presence of the 
mounted officers gives a strength and effect to the force that 
could be secured in no other way. 

The department now has 32 saddle-horses, costing with their 
equipments about $9,000. The horses are mostly in excellent 
condition, and, notwithstanding the general depreciation in 
property, are collectively of more value now than when pur- 
chased two years ago. ‘The unusually large number of pub- 
lic gatherings and street parades of the past year will not 
probably occur again for several years to come, and whether 
it will be advisable to retain all the horses now on duty in 
the central part of the city, is a matter for consideration. 
The expenses of the mounted force have been kept within the 
sum appropriated for that purpose. 


CONDITION OF STATION-HOUSES. 


At the commencement of the year a new arrangement was 
entered into, whereby the repairs, painting, whitening and 
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other inside improvements, formerly made by the Depart- 
ment of Public Buildings, devolved on the Police Department, 
and the larger part of this work has been done by members 
of our own force, thereby saving some two thousand dollars 
to the city in expense. During the year many repairs and 
improvements have been made, and each station-house has 
been carefully renovated, painted, and whitened throughout 
its several apartments ; and, with the exception of a new heat- 
ing apparatus which is required for Station No. 3, some ad- 
ditional quarters and accommodation for the officers of Station 
No. 5, and the raising of the basement floor to secure better 
drainage at Station No. 7 (improvements suggested in my last 
annual report), all of the houses are in a satisfactory and 
creditable condition. There is also a growing necessity for 
additional room at the central office, where the great number | 
of citizens and strangers calling daily on business are often 
inconvenienced and delayed thereby. Notwithstanding the 
rapid growth of the city and constant,increase in this branch 
of business there is a less number of men employed at that 
office at the present time than was employed there for the 
same kind of business twenty-five years ago, and a less 
number than the demands of business would warrant were 
there sufficient room for them. 


Ciry Sour FoR THE Poor. 


For several years past the City Council of Boston has 
made appropriations for providing soup for the poor during 
the colder winter months, and the work of making and dis- 
tributing the same, although seeming properly to belong to 
some other department, has, by order of the government, 
devolved on the Police. The preparation and issuing of this 
charity at the station-houses causes no little inconvenience, 
and is very different from ordinary police service ; yet it has 
been done cheerfully, and great care has been taken, not only 
to provide good and wholesome nourishment at the lowest 
possible cost, but also to make the distribution among desti- 
tute families in such a manner as would disarm the remark 


that “this is another bid for tramps.”

If the good people who look with so much distrust upon 
this charity would occasionally visit the station-houses, and 
view the barefoot. children and half-clad women, while they 
wait their turn to receive the few pence-worth of soup, then 
follow them through the frost to their poverty-stricken homes 
and witness the relish with which they devour their scanty 
meal, while the father of the family is walking the street or 
standing on the wharf, seeking or waiting for the job of 
work which seldom comes, I think they would gain a new 
impression, and be convinced that the charity of the city was 
not wholly misapplied. 

During the one hundred days of soup distribution about 
$700 was contributed by generous persons, and was expended 
by the police for bread, provisions, fuel, medicine, and other 
necessaries for the benefit of the sick and destitute. On 
Thanksgiving day, also, contributions were received amount- 
ing to $887, which was distributed by the police among the 
destitute poor who were not remembered by others. By this 
means 753 families, numbering 2,802 persons (among whom 
were the families of 557 widows), were supplied with poul- 
try for a good dinner; while to some of the more needy 
small sums of money were given. 


STATION-HOUSE LODGERS.

Being an aggregate of 63,000 persons who have simply 
lodged at our station-houses during the year, in addition to 
the 80,000 others confined there for crime, misdemeanors, 
and other charges; and one of the most striking features of

this record is, that of these 63,000 lodgers, 51,000 of them 
were non-residents. Who are they, and how do they exist? 
They are, for the most part, a class of men,—call them 
tramps, vagrants, or what we please, — who have no home 
or residence, but travel from place to place without any ap- 
parent design, save to obtain such food as they can beg or 
steal, and a comfortable place to lie down when night comes. 
Very few of them are disposed to work if work was offered 
them, and most of them scatter about the country when 
summer comes, but are sure to find their way back to the 
city on the approach of cold weather, as will be seen by a 
reference to the table. It has been said that the soup fur- 
nished by the city for its poor “is a bid for tramps;” but 
when we consider that the whole quantity of soup eaten at 
the station-houses by this army of 63,000 lodgers was just 
ninety-four pints, —all the rest being issued to resident 
families, — it is hard for any sensible man to discover any 
very great inducement for tramps; but the warm cell in 
a station-house, — poor lodging as it is, — together with the 
other inducements usually found in a large'city, and the 
knowledge that they can live here without work, has in- 
creased the number of non-resident beggars and station- 
house lodgers more than one hundred per cent. in the last 
five years, —aclass of people who have become a burden 
and a nuisance even to the police, and who devour a large 
part of the charity that should go to relieve the sufferings ‘of 
our own worthy poor. The str ageler who applies at the sta- 
tion-house for lodgings on a cold winter’s night, cannot be 
turned away or left to perish in the street as Tong as there is 
room for him to stand up inside. As he is continually 
moving from place to place, he can be proved a vagabond 
only in very few instances, and even if the whole 63,000 
could be proved so to be, what could be done with them? 
Our almshouses and prisons are already full. But one thing 
appears certain from our past experience —they will con- 
tinue to come in increased numbers unless something shall 
be done to set them at work, or render their stay here less 
inviting. 


Tur CaTALOGuE oF CRIME. 


In turning to the catalogue of crime as presented in this 
report, the first item that meets the eye is “ Arrests, 30,041.” 
Thirty thousand persons arrested in Boston in one short year ! 
To him who looks on the dark side of human life this is a sad 
showing, and he will be likely to turn away with the remark, 
“Truly the world in general is growing bad, very bad, and

Boston in particular is a very wicked city.” Indeed, some 
very good and learned people, starting from this point, seem 
to have convinced themselves that for vice and crime Boston 
is without a parallel. 

If we pursue the inquiry farther in relation to the nature 
of crime committed, as set forth in the catalogue, we find 
that more than two-thirds of the number of arrests are in- 
cluded in four offences called misdemeanors, viz. : drunken- 
ness, simple assaults, disorderly, and suspicious persons, and 
that less than one-fifteenth of the crimes charged are of a 
nature called felonious. I say charged, because when a 
person is taken into custody for crime, it is the duty of the 
officer making the arrest to record the same, and make com- 
plaint against the prisoner for the highest crime of which 
there is reasonable evidence to prove him or her guilty; but 
the court before whom the case is investigated may find the 
party guilty of a less offence, and render such verdict as the 
trial may justify; but in no case can a verdict be rendered 
of a higher crime than the one charged: for instance, a per- 
son may be charged with murder; a coroner’s inquest and a 
grand jury may find a “true bill,” and at the subsequent 
trial he may possibly be found guilty of murder; but the 
verdict is more likely to be manslaughter, felonious assault, 
simple assault, or justifiable homicide; or he may be set at 
liberty without trial, some one else having confessed the 
crime; but, in either case, the charge on the record of the 
arresting officer must stand as first made, and similar cases 
often occur in all classes of crimes and misdemeanors for 
which arrests are required to be made. This, with the large 
number-of arrests for violation of the city ordinances, for 
insanity and delirium-tremens, and for other causes that 
cannot properly be classed as misdemeanors ; together with 
those in custody as deserters, runaways, detained witnesses, 
‘etc., etc., will reduce not only the magnitude of crimes 
charged, but also the number of criminals, very essentially 
from : what may at first view appear in the catalogue; and if 
it may prove that the police of Boston reap their field a 
little closer, or that the press spread their “locals” a little 
broader than in other cities, it should not be taken as 
evidence that our people are more wicked.

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From a careful analysis of the records of the central of- 
fice relative to offences against property, it appears that the 
amount of property involved, compared with the number of 
offences committed during the last few years, has been much 


~smaller than in former years; while the number of arrests 


made, compared with the number of offences committed, is 
much larger. This has been so especially during the past 
year, the proportion of arrests made being more than four- 
fifths of the offences reported, although, as in all years, it 
has sometimes happened that more than one person has 
been arrested for participating in the same offence. During 
the year opportunities for committing offences against prop- 
erty have been more than usually inviting. The very large 
number of houses left vacant during the summer, with the 
frequent recurrence of day and evening processions, and the 
excitement attending the fall elections, have presented un- 
usual facilities for the work of the thief; yet the number of 
house robberies and street larcenies in the city has been 
much smaller than usual. During the two great street pa- 
rades of the 10th and 11th of October, but two street larcenies 
were reported for both days, and on the occasion of the great 
torch-light procession, on the night of the 26th of October, 
when both sides of the streets, over a route of six miles, were 
lined with a dense crowd of people ; while thousands of dwell- 
ings were left for the time unprotected, offering an opportunity 
for disturbance and plunder without a parallel in this city, not 
a single offence against person or property was reported to 
have been committed. 

During the year no capital offence has been committed in 
which implicated parties have not been arrested and held be- 
fore the courts; no bank has been broken and robbed; no 
general disturbance has occurred, and although a large num- 
ber of arrests has been made for offences committed against 
property, yet a less amount of property has been reported 
stolen in the city than for the last sixteen years. 


Extra Work. — HEALTH AND DISCIPLINE. 


The numerical strength of the department has been kept 
nearer the maximum during the past year than usual; the re- 
tirements have been less and the vacancies earlier filled than 
formerly ; but the force has been weakened, as in previous 
years, by the detail, for four months of the busiest season, 
of fifteen men for duty at the bath-houses. 
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The extra duty which the men have been called on to per- 
form during the year has been unusually large. <A very 
great number of houses were left vacant during the summer, 
and on many districts proper protection could not be given 
without more than ordinary service, and on frequent occa- 
sions the officers have been required, after doing the regular 
duty of the day on their routes, to go out afterwards for fur- 
ther service in citizen’s dress. The detail at the central 
office, especially, have done, in addition to their regular day 
duty, a large amount of very valuable work in securing the 
arrest of thieves and recovering stolen property, mingling 
with the crowds at processions, and visiting places of amuse- 
ment in the night-time. 

Many of the officers at the stations, when off duty, have 
devoted much of their time to hunting up criminals and in 
sécuring lost and stolen property. Details of from four to 
four hundred and fifty men each, have been called for and 
sent out for duty at public gatherings, street parades, and 
torchlight processions on over two hundred occasions during 
the year, and the officers so detailed have often been required, 
after several hours of this, the hardest kind of duty, to go 
upon their routes and patrol until morning. 

The execution of the license law has also added to the 
duties of the department a task of the most delicate and diffi- 
cult nature, requiring the best judgment of the officers de- 
tailed for that service, to discriminate between the rights of 
citizens and the demands of the law; but it is believed that 
the public have had little cause to complain of the manner 
in which this duty has been performed. These extra and 
arduous duties, with the surroundings and_ temptations 
always incident to police service, have furnished an unusually 
severe test of the faithfulness and power of endurance of the 
members of the force; yet there have been less retirements 
from office; less cases requiring suspension, fine or repri- 
mand ; less complaint by citizens for overt acts or neglect of 
duty by officers, and less sickness in the department than for 
the last ten years; and at no former time have orders been 
more readily or cheerfully obeyed. The cheerfulness, good 
judgment, and untiring efforts with which all members of the 
central office and the officers in charge of districts have 
rendered their aid, and the united co- -operation of all mem- 
bers of the department in the discharge of their official 
duties, have rendered comparatively light and pleasant the 
many cares and responsibilities resting on the chief officer, 
and have contributed in no small degree to whatever of suc- 


cess the department may have secured, 
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For the kind consideration and assistance ever extended to 
me by His Honor the Mayor, the Committee on Police, and 
all members of the City Council, I tender my most sincere 
and grateful thanks.

The foregoing statement of surveys, plans, etc., shows 
only a portion of the work performed during the year in this 
department. As much of the work is of a miscellaneous 
nature it cannot be classified, such as the giving of grades 
and lines of streets, surveys and levels, and plans for the 
Paving, Sewer, Public Buildings, Public Lands, Inspector of 
Buildings, and other departments, measurement of contrac- 
tors’ work for the Paving Department, drawing plans, and 
writing descriptions of land for the City Solicitor, street 
releases for Street Commissioners, etc. 


CENTRAL OFFICE, City Hatt. 


The work performed at this office embraces Boston proper, 
South Boston, East Boston, Charlestown, and some of the 
low districts bordering on Roxbury and Dorchester, namely, 
the Northampton street, the Halleck street and the Swett 
street Districts. 

The Charlestown branch office, which was located in the 
City Hall building, in that district, was discontinued early 
in the year, and the work is now performed from the central 
office at City Hall. 
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When not engaged on special surveys and plans, the usual 

current work has kept the department busy during the 

ear. 

i Among the special surveys of importance may be men- 
tioned the one for the proposed extension of Atlantic avenue, 
by widening Commercial street to one hundred féet, from 
Eastern avenue to Charles-river bridge. The estates, build- 
ings, wharves, and docks have been surveyed and a large 
plan made showing the same. As the proposed line of 
widening has not yet been definitely determined upon by the 
Street Commissioners, the “takings” have not been accu- 
rately measured ; but it is expected this will be done during 
the present winter. 

Profiles have been made of this portion of Commercial 
street, and also of the cross streets between Commercial and 
Charter streets. The widening of Commercial street on the 
land side will necessitate a radical change in the grades of 
some of these lateral streets, which ascend by steep grades 
from Commercial towards Charter street. 

A survey has also been commenced for the proposed exten- 
sion of Huntington avenue from its present terminus, at 
Camden street, to the junction of Tremont and Francis 
streets. If carried out this would make an important and 
nearly direct avenue from the heart of the city to Parker 
Hill and Brookline village. 

The various miscellaneous surveys and plans made in this 
office are before shown in the list of surveys and plans, 
under the head of Boston proper, South Boston, East Bos- 
ton, and Charlestown. 

Street releases have been prepared of eighteen private 
streets in Boston proper, and South and East Boston and 
Charlestown, for the abuttors to sign, releasing grade and all 
other damages, provided the streets should be laid out by 
the city. 

Fifty-seven “sidewalk plans” have been made for the Pav- 
ing Department during the year, of streets in Boston proper, 
South and East Boston, and Charlestown. These plans 
were made for assessing the abuttors under the new side- 
walk law, and show the areas of sidewalks constructed, 
dimensions of fronts of estates, owners’ names, ete. It 
requires considerable time and labor to prepare these plans 
correctly; as it is frequently necessary to examine the 
records in the Registry of Deeds for dimensions of estates 
and owners’ names. 

Good progress has been made in the set of sectional plans 
for the Paving Department, showing sidewalks, edgestones, 
cesspools, sewers, gas and water-pipes, horse railroads, etc., 


° 
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The work on these plans, which is of considerable magni- 
tude, will be performed from time to time as the current 
work of the office will allow. 


BRANCH OFFICES. 


These offices are located in the Roxbury, Dorchester, West 
Roxbury, and Brighton Districts. 

There has been about the usual amount of current work in 
these offices during the year. A large number of private 
streets have been surveyed, and plans and profiles made with 
proposed grades, at the request of the Street Commissioners, 
and releases prepared for the abuttors to sign. Forty of 
these releases have been made during the year for streets in 
the suburban districts. 

The surveys of the West Roxbury and Brighton Districts, 
which have not yet been completed, are progressing 
satisfactorily. 

Thirty-two “sidewalk plans” have been made for the 
Paving Department, during the past year, of streets in the 
annexed districts, similar to those in the city proper before 
mentioned. 

Progress has also been made in the set of sectional plans 
for the Paving Department in most of the branch offices, 
similar to those being made of the city proper. 

A report from each of the District Surveyors is added as 
an Appendix to this report.

Among the plans deposited in this office is a complete set 
of plans of the streets of East Boston, fifty-two in number, 
drawn upon a scale of forty feet to an inch, which exhibit 
the survey lines and measurements, lineal and angular; the 
front lines of all buildings, fences, and other structures, with 
offset distances indicating their exact position by figures in 
relation to the true line of the streets; the width of all the 
streets ; the dimensions of all the blocks ; the wharves, docks, 
and the location of the harbor lines as at present established. 
A similar set of plans of the streets of South Boston, forty 
in number, and drawn upon the same scale, was prepared 
under the direction of Commissioners on South Boston 
streets. These plans, like those of East Boston, indicate 
the lines of the streets — except the twenty-foot streets — 
as determined and agreed upon by the said Commissioners, 
and the encroachments, and the location of granite monu- 
ments or bounds, put down by order of the Commissioners 
to preserve and indicate the lines, and facilitate the labor of 
giving them. In addition to these sectional plans of South 
Boston is a general plan of the whole, on a scale of two 
hundred feet to an inch, drawn in this office. which is the 

Official plan of the streets, signed by the Commissioners, and 
referred to in their report and description of the lines of the 
streets. 
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There are one hundred and sixty-three sectional plans of 
Roxbury, showing the streets and buildings, etc., near the 
street lines, drawn to a scale of twenty feet to an inch; 
and one hundred and sixteen sectional plans of Dorchester, 
similar to those of the Roxbury district, drawn to a scale of 
forty feet to an inch.

Dear Sir,— The time of the force employed at the Roxbury 
Branch Office has been mainly occupied, during the year, on the 
usual current work of the Surveyor’s Department, making surveys 
and plans for the Street Commissioners, and plans, estimates, etc. 
for the Paving Department, and other work of a miscellaneous 
character. Besides the current work, we have in progress the 
preparation of a set of sectional plans of Roxbury for the Super- 
intendent of Streets, showing sidewalks, paving, cesspools, sew- 
ers, etc. They are being made from the sectional plans of the 
district by reducing the scale to forty feet to aninch. This work 
was begun a year ago, and the first three months of the year were 
largely devoted to it; but since April 1st other work has occupied 
all our time; the work on these plans will be resumed during the 
next three months. 

The other branch of special work has been the ‘ filling in” of 
interior lines of estates. This work has been in progress since 
the completion of the survey. In reducing the expenses of your 
department in the beginning of the year, you decided to suspend 
this work, and the party engaged upon it, consisting of three per- 
sons, was discharged April lst. With the present force we can- 
not expect to do anything upon it, except as it comes in connec- 
tion with the regular current work of the office. The whole 
number of sectional plans on which the filling in is completed to 
date is eighty-four, and there aré twenty-three additional plans 
very near completion. 

The force employed here since April 1st consists of two parties, 
of three persons each, and a draughtsman. One party attends to 
the giving of street lines and surveys for the Street Commission- 
ers, and one party to the giving of grades, and all work for the 
Paving Department ; the draughtsman letters all plans, and, when 
not occupied on current office work, is preparing copies of the 
sectional plans, showing the ‘filling in,” for the use of the Street 
Commissioners. 

With regard to the current work of the office, there have not 
been so many calls for lines and grades for building the past year, 
and the work for the Paving Department has been somewhat less. 
The surveys, plans, etc., called for by the Street Commissioners, 
have given us quite as much to do as in the year preceding. Some 
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slight additional work has been occasioned by reason of their 
calling for preliminary estimates of cost of grading, etc., on all 
streets proposed for acceptance.

Dear Srp, — Seven persons have been employed in this office 
during the past year;—one party as usual on grades and work 
for the Paving Department, one on lines and surveys for the 
Street Commissioners and other departments, and one draughts- 
man. ‘The latter has been engaged, when not on current work, in 
copying the set of sectional plans for the Superintendent of 
Streets, commenced during the latter part of the previous year. 
This set will probably include about one hundred and eighty 
plans, of which sixty-five have been copied and lettered, but not 
quite completed, as the locations of the water-pipes, gas-pipes, 
sewers, etc., have yet to be added. An extensive survey is now 
in progress, of a proposed widening of River street, throughout 
the whole distance, from the Lower Mills to Mattapan.

Dear Sir, — During the past year the force employed in this 
office has consisted of nine persons, or three parties, distributed 
as follows :— 

The first party upon the survey of the West Roxbury District 
and miscellaneous work. 

The second party upon the survey of the district almost en- 
tirely. 

The third party exclusively upon the grade work, making pro- 
files, etc. ) 

A draughtsman is employed, who assists the third party on the 
field work when required. 

There have been made during the year one hundred and fifty 
miscellaneous plans, chiefly copies of the plans at the Registry of 
Deeds in Dedham. We have now in the office, copies of all the 
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plans on record at Dedham, which relate to estates or streets in 
West Roxbury, and have already found them of considerable use. 

Good progress has been made in the general survey of the dis- 
trict, and by the first of April next two-thirds of the whole work 
will have been completed. This at present is the chief work of 
the office, consuming about one-half of the whole time and 
expense. 

The whole number of sectional sheets required to plot the sur- 
vey upon is eighty-three. Thirty-nine of these sheets have 
already been pricked off and finished, with the exception of letter- 
ing; and of -the remaining forty-four the field work upon the 
equivalent of seventeen has been done, making at this time a total 
of fifty plans finished. 

With the present force the survey will be about completed one 
year from next April; and I consider it very desirable that this 
force be retained until that time at least. All the parties, having 
had a good experience, are well acquainted with the work to be 
done, and better progress can be made in the coming than in the 
past years. <A set of sectional plans is required for the use of the 
Paving Department. These have not- been commenced, as it is 
desirable to finish the survey of the district before any new work 
is taken up. 

In the spring of the year the boundary lines between West 
Raexbury and the towns of Brookline, Dedham and Hyde Park, 
and the City of Newton, were examined. Some of the stone 
monuments which had fallen over were reset, and when the lines 
crossed a public street, a new monument was set; ali of the old 
monuments also required relettering, on account of the changes by 
annexation. This work consumed the time of one party for 
several weeks. 

No stone monuments defining street lines have been set during 
the past year. On the completion of the survey more time can 
be given to this important matter. 

A cross section of Stony Brook and the adjoining marshes is 
being made for the use of the Superintendent of Sewers; also a 
plan of the brook and vicinity, upon which contours for every foot 
or less in height can be drawn from the cross sections.

Dear Str, — The work required to be done in this district has 
been performed by three persons, the same force as employed the 
year preceding. 

The work has been much the same as during the previous year. 
Where one party only is employed in a district it has charge of 
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both survey and grade work; and therefore cannot devote its 
whole time to any one branch of the work. 

Surveys, plans and profiles of several private streets, together 
with a plan for proposed improvement of North Beacon street, 
have been made for the Street Commissioners. A number of 
private streets have been accepted by the city, in this district, 
during the year, and stone monuments have been set where 
thought necessary to preserve the street lines. 

Besides attending to orders for street lines and grades, from 
parties about to build, and the general work for the Superinten- 
dent of Streets, the parties have been working on a systematic 
survey of the district. Surveys of streets in different parts of the 
district, made in previous years, have been connected, and so 
utilized. ‘These surveys are being plotted by streets, on a scale 
of forty feet to an inch. 

Stone posts have been set and lettered, as required by law, on 
the boundary lines between Boston and Newton, and Boston and 
Brookline, in this district. 

The weather the past season was favorable for field work till 
late in the fall, with few interruptions from long storms; conse- 
quently our survey notes accumulated faster than they could be 
plotted. When the cold weather set in the plotting of these notes 
was commenced, and questions in regard to street lines looked 
up, and the data properly recorded. 

Very little draughting has been done, except what was abso- 
lutely necessary for immediate use. 

The location of Western avenue, as laid out by the County 
Commissioners in 1859, has been investigated, and a street line 
fixed upon, on that portion east of North Harvard street. The 
city has appropriated money to construct the street to its a 
width, and properly grade the same the coming year. 

In most cases, where the location of public streets has Bean 
looked up, and the street lines fixed upon, stone monuments have 
been set to preserve the same. 

An index to plans in this office has been made, and a copy of 
the same furnished the central office at City Hall.

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SECOND ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
PARKS FOR THE CITY OF BOSTON, FOR THE 
YEAR 1876. 


To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston : — 


Section 15 of the Act of 1875, Chapter 185, entitled “An 
Act for the laying out of Public Parks in or near the City of 
Boston,” requires that the Board of Park Commissioners 
“shall annually, in the month‘of January, make to the City 
Council of Boston a full report of its doings for the preceding 
year, including a detailed statement of all their receipts and 
expenditures.” : 

In accordance therewith the Commissioners have the honor 
to submit the following report. 

The first annual report of the Commissioners, being a re- 
pert of the progress of the work of selecting lands to be 
recommended as suitable for public parks, was made to the 
City Council January 1, 1876. (City Doc. No. 12.) 

From that time the public hearings were continued and 
the preliminary surveys advanced to completion. Almost 
daily meetings, either in the office or in the field, were held 
by the Board in the work of examining lands and preparing 
estimates, and its conclusions were reported to the City 
Council April 24, 1876, in its Second Report (City Doe. 
No. 42), in which the proposed locations are described with 
sufficient accuracy for identifying the same, and schedules 
given of the estimated expense. 

This report was referred to the Joint Standing Committee 
on Common and Public Grounds, and by it reported on, 
with a recommendation for an order for a loan of $4,962,000 
“for the purchase or taking of lands for public parks, sub- 
stantially in accordance with the plan of the Park Commis- 
sioners,” in Board of Aldermen, June 26, 1876. (City Doc. 
No. 72.) 

On July 3, the City Council referred to this Board a 
petition of sundry citizens of the Charlestown District in 
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favor of asking the legislature to authorize the city to take 


a certain tract of land situated in the city of Somerville, and 


known as the “Ten Hills Farm,” for the purpose of a public 
ark. 

: On Sept. 25, the Commissioners presented their (Third) 
Report, covering the subject of the said petition, in which 
they did not recommend the action on the part of the city as 
prayed for by the petitioners. (See proceedings of the Board 
of Aldermen of September 25, 1876.) 

On July 10, the Board of Aldermen passed the following 
order : — 


‘‘ Ordered, That the report of the Commissioners on Public Parks 
(City Doc. No. 42) be recommitted to said Commissioners with in- 
structions to bond such tracts of land as they may select for Public 
Parks, either within the limits already reported by them or elsewhere, 
and to report the same from time to time to the City Council, specifying 
the number of acres, the names of the owners, and the estimated 
expense of the purchase.” 


Which was concurred in by the Common Council, July 
13, and approved by the Mayor, July 17. 

The Commissioners presented their (Fourth) Report (City 
Doc. No. 88) upon the bonding of lands, Oct. 2, 1876, by 
which it appeared that about 13 per cent. of the area had 
been bonded. The names of the owners with areas and 
assessors valuation of same were included in this report. 

The Joint Standing Committee on Common and Public 
Grounds, to which this report was referred, again reported 
in favor of adopting the plan of the Commissioners, and 
renewed its recommendation that a loan should be authorized 
for the purchase of land for Public Parks, with an order for 
a loan of $5,000,000, in Common Council, Nov. 9, 1876. 
(City Doc. No. 97.) After consideration by the Council, 
the order was refused a second reading, and a motion to 
reconsider, hoping it would not prevail, laid on the table 
(see Proceedings of the Common Council of November 16, 
1876,) and the following order passed : — 


‘* Ordered, 'Thatacommittee consisting of one member of the Board 
of Aldermen and two members of the Common Council be appointed to 
confer with the Park Commissioners, for the purpose of considering the 
whole subject of Public Parks, and the laws under which their estab- 
lishment is proposed, and to report their conclusions upon the propriety 
and feasibility of immediate action as soon as may be practicable.” 


Which was concurred in by the Board of Aldermen, and 
approved by the Mayor Nov. 21, 1876. 

The Joint Special Committee appointed under this order 
reported in Common Council Dec. 28, 1876 (City Doc. No. 
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105), and the report was referred to the next City Govern- 
ment. For the conclusions to which that committee arrived 
we refer to its report. 

A detailed account of the expenses of the department 
accompanies this report.

To ihe flonorable the City Council of the City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the provisions of sec- 
tion 7, of chapter 280, of the laws of 1871, I have the honor 
to submit. for your consideration a detailed report of the 
operations of this department for the year ending December 
dlst, 1876.

The general depression in business during the year has, in 
certain directions, to some extent, curtailed the work of this 
department. The market for real property having been a 
falling one, the exceptional margins required by mortgagees 
upon new buildings, the uncertainty as to the extent to 
which prices would retrograde, were of necessity influences 
extremely unfavorable for the initiation and prosecution of - 
building enterprises, offering few inducements to the capital- 
ist, the speculator or builder to prosecute undertakings, 
the results of which, from a financial stand-point, were 
eminently uncertain; but I am happy to state that the 
operations of the department, taken as a whole, compare 
favorably with previous years, and are beyond original 
anticipation. | 

This department was established by the General Court 
under the provisions of chapter 280, of the laws of 1871, 
entitled an Act to provide for the regulation and inspection 
of buildings, the more effectual prevention of fire, and the 
better pr eservation of life and property in the City of Bos- 
ton. 
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Additional laws have been enacted as follows : —

Under the provisions of the preceding acts, this depart- 
ment has supervision and control over the following 
matters : — ; 


The erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under stat- 
ute provisions, throughout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings, of limited 
dimensions and range, outside of the building limits, 
under the provisions of the city ordinance. 

Additions, alterations, and repairs upon all classes of build- 
ings, with especial reference to their compliance with 
present requirements of the building law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full 
power to require the securing or removal of the same, 
and in cases of immediate danger, where the security 
of the public is imperilled in life and limb, authority to 
enter upon, secure, or take down the same, as the exigen- 
cies of the public safety, in the opinion of the inspector, 
may require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, 
with authority to enter upon the premises and investigate 
the origin of fires. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe 
flues and heating apparatus. 

The supervision and the protection of the building limits ; 
the district in which the erection of independent 
wooden buildings is prohibited by statute law, with a 
limitation as to wharves. | 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to 
issue permits for wooden or frame sheds, for special 
purposes, at his discretion, upon wharves situated within 
the building limits of the city. 

The examination for approval of plans of proposed buildings 
to be occupied as churches, theatres, halls, railroad sta- 
tions, school-houses, or for any public purpose what- 
ever. 

The examination of plans and specifications of proposed ten- 
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ement-houses, public and family hotels, with reference 
to their compliance with special statute provisions regu- 
lating area for light and ventilation, material of con- 
struction, water-closets, drainage, cesspools, height of 
habitable rooms, window openings, hallways, construc- 
tion of stairways, fire-escapes, and the height of the 
building as regulated by the width of the street upon 
which they are proposed to be erected. 

The enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire- 
escapes upon certain buildings in which operatives are 
employed, in factories, mills, or manufactories, tene- 
ment-houses and hotels, etc. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, under the 
act relating to means of egress from buildings occupied 
for public purposes, to regulate the entrances, door- 
ways, passage-ways, their width, construction, and num- 
ber, and obstructions that may be placed therein, the 
arrangement of the seatings, and the use of combustible 
materials, draperies, scenery, properties, etc. 

The inspection of all hoistway and elevator openings in 
buildings, with reference to their construction in con- 
formity with the requirements of statute law and their 
use. 

Compliance with the requisitions of the Board of Health. 

The setting of steam-engines and steam-boilers. 

The building of furnaces for melting iron, glass, or other 
metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, ete. 

The setting of heating apparatus, in all classes of buildings. 

The examination of the grade of cellar bottoms of buildings 
built upon filled land ; reporting violations of the same 
to the Board of Aldermen. 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied in 
whole or in part as dwellings, situate within the building 
limits of the city. 

Buildings authorized by the Board of Aldermen to be used 
for stables, are licensed to be occupied for this purpose 
under the direction of the Inspector of Buildings. 

The examination of buildings, with reference to their being 
provided with ample and sufficient means of egress, and 
their compliance with statute requirements, upon petition 
to the Board of Aldermen for license to occupy the same 

as a place of pblic amusement. 

Examination of private signs located in the public highways, 
upon a license being “eranted by the Board of Aldermen 
to maintain the same, if secured to the satisfaction of 
the Inspector of Buildings. 
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These important interests, although not involving the ex- 
penditure of large amounts of the municipal income, are vital 
and comprehensive, affecting the present and future welfare 
of the city to a greater degree than is generally supposed. 

The degenerating tendency which was manifested in the 
manner and material of the construction of buildings, with 
exceptionally prominent instances in illustration of it, then 
in progress of erection, was the immediate cause of directing 
attention to the necessity of enacting legal provisions regu- 
lating the construction of brick, stone and iron buildings. in 
the City of Boston; and to the Boston Society of Architects 
is the public indebted for the first draft of a building law, 
which was prepared after a long and laborious investigation, 
and formed the basis of the original Act under which this 
department was established. 

This Act was an attempt to solve to a certain extent the 
important question, — What are the best methods to be 
adopted in the erection of buildings for the more effectual 
prevention of fire, and the better preservation of life and 
property, in the City of Boston? 

The spirit of the Act was, that protection and safety could 
only be found from the erection of buildings in accordance 
with well-known and established rules of building construc- 
tion, recognized by architects and builders of established 
reputation, and in force in the principal cities of Europe, and 
in some of the cities of the United States. 

It recognized in unmistakable terms, that buildings erected 
in a thickly settled community, upon lines of public thorough- 
fares, with ever changing owners, occupants and occupation, 
become to a certain extent buildings of a public character, or 
buildings by which the public are affected by reason of the 
material of their construction, contiguity or occupation ; and 
that their construction should be so regulated that instead of 
their becoming huge collections of combustible materials and 
defective structures, sources of imminent danger to the public, 
at the mercy alike of the careless or the incendiary, requir- 
ing the ceaseless vigilance and utmost activity of a large and 
disciplined fire department to protect them, —that they he 
constructed of such material and in such a manner as not to 
imperil the neighborhood or locality, nor entail any onerous 
burden upon the municipality for their protection ; in fact, 
that they be constructed in a manner and of such material as 
to be able to shield themselves. 

But while this principle was” recognized, provision was 
only partially made for the carrying of it into effect. 

The law did not, in all cases, even require a wall thick 
enough to stop the progress of an ordinary fire, but in 
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dwelling-houses the construction of walls was permitted 
that offered but a feeble barrier to the progress of the dan- 
gerous element. 

The weakness and instability of thin walls were practi- 
cally exemplified in the conflagration of 1872.. 

No arguments were then necessary to prove it; the facts 
were too patent, the lesson too severe, the results too calam-. 
itous ; and it is to be regretted that there exists so generally 
an unwillingness to be governed by the experience of others, 
but rather a disposition preferring to wait, and take the 
chances, until by some overwhelming disaster the necessity 
becomes too apparent to resist ; and it was not until after the 
great fire of 1872, and the passage of the new law in 1876, 
relative to egress and protection from fire, that such amend- 
ments to the building law were made, enlarging its scope of 
action, increasing its ‘effectiveness, and giving to. it its present 
vitality and force. 

In its provisions the building-law aims to so regulate the 
heating apparatus in buildings that fires may not originate 
from any defect in their construction, or in the manner of 
their setting. It also aims to have the walls of buildings 
built in such a manner and of such thickness that upon a fire 
occurring, it shall be confined to the premises in which it 
originates ; ; and it further aims to provide them with such 
external safeguards, that upon a fire occurring in an adjacent 
building they shall be a substantial barrier to its further 
progress. | 

The principal regulations, having for their object the 
prevention of fires, from originating in buildings, are as 
follows : — 


By regulating the setting of all steam-engines, steam-boilers, 
furnaces and ranges, and the building of ovens, melting- 
furnaces, ete. 

By requiring that all chimney-flues shall be built of brick, 
stone, or other fire-proof non-conducting material ; that 
they shall be built plumb, upon a secure foundation, or 
securely built into the brick-work of walls, and carried 
up a specified distance above the roof; that they shall be 
plastered upon the inside and upon the outside; that all 
wood-work shall be kept from them, and that no nails 
shall be driven, or timbers entered into them. 

By requiring the hearths of fire-places or grates to be laid 
on brick arches, or upon bars of iron supported by 
brick-work. 

Regulating the openings in floors, ceilings, partitions, and 
walls for registers, furnace, smoke or steam- -pipes ; 
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requiring wood-work to be removed to a specified dis- 
tance, soap-stone rings, cased openings, or shields. 

Regulating the storage of combustible material in dwelling- 
houses situate within the building limits of the city. 

Requiring boiler-rooms to be built of brick-work, with iron 
or metal covered doors. 

Regulating the use and storage of combustible material in 
buildings occupied for public purposes in all parts of 
the city. 


The statute provisions, having for their object the confine- 
ment of a fire to the area enclosed by the walls of a building, 
are briefly as follows : — 


By regulating the material of their construction as prescribed 
by statute law and city ordinance ; and by requiring the 
brick-work of external and party walls to be of such 
thickness and strength as to form a substantial barrier 
to an ordinary fire. 

By requiring all party-walls to be carried two and one-half 
feet above the flat of the roof, and corbelled out, on the 
front and rear of building. 

By requiring trap-doors to all hoistway openings in buildings, 
and that they be kept closed at all times when not in 
actual use. 

By requiring in certain cases, doors, blinds, or shutters, 
to buildings situate on areas, to be made of fire-proof 
metal. 

Requiring all door-openings in party walls to be provided 
with wrought-iron or metal-covered doors, and limiting 
the size of the openings. 

Regulating the depth and area of recesses in walls. 

Prohibiting the use of timber in brick or stone walls, where 
the same is used for the purpose of supporting a wall. 

Requiring hall partitions, in certain cases, to be built of 
brick-work. 

Regulating the manner of construction, and the material of 
construction, of bay-windows. 


For protection from fire from surrounding buildings, pro- 
vision is made as follows : — 


For the erection of battlement or parapet walls between 
buildings. 

By limiting the height of wooden buildings, and, where brick 
or stone structures exceed a specified height, requiring 
the roofs to be made of fire-proof material “throughout. 
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Requiring the exterior parts of buildings, exceeding a speci- 
fied height, to be covered with non-combustible mate- 
rial. 

Requiring range-walls in blocks of wooden buildings, or 
specified distances between the buildings, with parapet 
walls in certain cases. 

Requiring the external parts of all wooden or frame sheds, 
erected upon wharves, within the building limits of the 
city, to be covered with non-combustible material. 


Taken as a whole, the building law of Boston is probably 
as good a law as there is in force in any of the cities of the 
United States, and structures erected in accordance with the 
spirit of its provisions will be substantially safe, and a 
source of protection to the neighborhood in which they are 
erected. They will not be, however, what are termed fire- 
proof structures. The floors, stairways, partitions and the 
roof, and the interior construction generally, may be con- 
structed of wood, and, upon occasion, the interior may burn 
completely out. 

There are no provisions in our law, similar to those in 
force in some of the principal cities of Europe, requiring in 
the erection of buildings the complete separation of the 
stories, by the use of non-combustible filling between floor- 
timbers, and fire-proof stairways, nor for solid or non-com- 
bustible filling in wooden or stud partitions, — requirements 
that tend very materially to the security and protection of a 
building and its contents. 

The necessity, however, for the adoption of additional 
means of protection upon a certain class of our buildings 
has been so forcibly impressed upon my mind, that I have 
compiled some extracts, for the purpose of exhibiting some 
of the more salient features in the methods of building con- 
struction considered necessary and rigidly enforced in some 
of the principal cities of Europe, with a view to show the 
attention there given to the subject, the estimation in which

it is held, and the usual requirements exacted. 


Report ON Fire INSURANCE AND BulLpiInc REGULATIONS. 
[Reprinted from Foreign Relations of the U. 8., 1875, pp. 1257-1260. ] 


Mr. Andrews to Mr. Fish. 
No. 202. LEGATION OF THE UNITED STATES, 
Stockholm, January 14, 1875. (Received February 19.) 


Sir: — High rates of Fire Insurance in a city are of course a serious 
obstacle to business enterprise. Where these are united with high 
taxes, as in the case in many of the new cities of the United States, the 
two together form almost a prohibition of manufacturing industry. 
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Insurance in Stockholm is remarkably low. Assuming that a brick 
house in this city has been built in accordance with the common public 
regulations in respect to foundation, thickness of walls, etc., it must yet 
have three requisites in order to bring it into what the insurance com- 
panies call a first-class house. These are stone, brick, or iron stairs ; 
an iron door for the entrance to the attic, and the floor of the attic of 
brick or stone. In other words, the stairway, entrance to the attic, and 
the attic-floor must be fire-proof. Insurance per year on such buildings 
is at the rate of one crown for a thousand crowns’ value— $1 per $1,000 
value — or, what is the same, one mill ona dollar. A second-class house 
is one in which the attic-floor is not completely fire-proof, and where 
the stairs to it are of wood. On such a house the rate of insurance is 
one and a quarter mills per dollar. If the house has main walls of 
brick, but the interior or room walls are of wood, it is considered as 
third-class, and the insurance is one and a half mills per dollar. Ifthe 
house has a wooden frame, but it is bricked between the timbers, and 
the walls are plastered outside it is in the fourth-class, and insurance 
on it is three mills per dollar. A house of the fifth class is one which 
is built wholly of wood, and insurance upon such varies from four to 
eight mills per dollar of value. 


BUILDING REGULATIONS. 


What has principally contributed to these cheap rates of insurance is 
the enforcement of strict building-regulations. Stockholm was founded 
in 1187. During the seven centuries of her existence she has suffered 
repeatedly from conflagrations; and, as might be expected, has by this 
time learned, what all cities ought to know, the wisdom of interposing 
public authority to secure the construction of buildings sufficiently fire- 
proof. An act embracing eighty-five sections of ‘ building regulations” 
for the city of Stockholm has been in force for some years. Indeed, the 
essential parts of the regulations must have been in force a long time, 
for there are very many brick buildings here in excellent state of pres- 
ervation which are upward of two centuries old. By these regulations, 
all buildings are required to display in their exterior a neatness and 
style corresponding to the part of the city in which they are erected, 
and so as to conduce to the beautifying of the city. Asa general rule, 
they must be constructed of brick, stone, or iron. Wooden buildings 
are allowed to be put up only in the outer parts of the city. Every 
dwelling must have its own independent cellar-walls. The front and 
rear, or ‘‘ freestanding” walls, must, in a house of more than two sto- 
ries, have a thickness in the lower story of at least two feet, and in the 
other stories, as also everywhere in houses of less than two stories, a 
thickness of at least one foot and five inches. Every house must, on its 
side joining upon another house, have its own ‘‘ fire-walls,” which wall, 
where the house does not exceed two stories, must have a thickness of 
at Jeast one foot, and where there are more than two stories, a thickness 
of one foot and five inches to the second story, and above that a thick- 
ness of one foot. 

The walls are usually solid, and on that account it must be admitted 
that, in a sanitary point of view, houses so constructed are less healthy 
than well-built wooden houses. The interior or room walls are 
generally of brick. The stairs must be of iron or stone, and arched 
with masonry through each story. 


The Riksdag, at its last session, passed an act of fifty sections pre- 
scribing reguiations for the erection of buildings in all the cities and 
larger villages of the kingdom. It went into effect the first of this 
month, and it is considered a very important and useful law. A plan 
and map, on a scale of one inch to two hundred feet, must be prepared 
for each city. Particular care must be taken in respect to drainage, and 
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the regulations of the state board of health be complied with in regard 
to out-houses. By this law, every street in new cities must have a 
breadth of at least 60 feet, measuring from the walls of the buildings ; 
and in old cities no new street can be laid out with a less breadth than 
forty feet. No building can be erected within fifteen feet of a neigh- 
boring line, unless constructed of bricks or other equally fire-proof 
material. Dwellings may not be built with more than five stories. 
Where the attic is finished into dwelling-rooms or has fire-places, such 
attic is to be counted as a story. 

No building can be higher than the breadth of the street on which it 
stands and five feet in addition. Houses or other buildings when built 
on the corners of streets must have their corners cut off eight feet in 
breadth, and with equal angles. This regulation has obtained in 
Stockholm for a considerable time, and while it adds to the general 
architectural elegance of the city, it also helps to prevent collisions of 
vehicles. Rooms in dwellings are not to be less than nine feet in 
height. Cellars must be so walled as to prevent, if possible, the 
admission of water. The floor of the lowest or basement living-room 
must be at least a foot higher than the ground or street. In all public 
buildings doors are to open outwards. These, perhaps, are sufficient 
citations to show the scope of the law. It does not conflict with what 
has before been quoted from the Stockholm regulations in regard to 
thickness of walls. The penalty for violating any of the provisions of 
the law in question, or of any of the Stockholm building-regulations, . 
may not exceed five hundred crowns in money, but the offender is 
liable for the damages caused by a non-compliance with them, and may 
also be compelled to tear down what has been improperly erected.

THE BUILDING LAWS OF VIENNA. 


1. Asa general rule the ceilings of all ground floors are to be arched. 
(These arches are generally quite flat, and often rest upon iron beams 
placed across the rooms six feet apart. In the latter case, the bricks 
used for arching are hollow.) 

2. Where ceilings are not arched, a layer of four inches of earth or 
gravel shall be placed upon the beams supporting the floors before the 
planking is laid. (This necessitates, of course, a rough extra-flooring, 
either between or above the beams, and generally upon the earth 
spoken of, come smaller beams, at right angles with the first, upon 
which the flooring is nailed. This method of construction also pre- 
vents the penetration of sound.) 

3. All stables and hay-lofts must have a similar covering to the last. 

4. In every building constructed, one stairway at least must lead from 
the garret to the cellar, constructed entirely of stone. 

5. Ifa stairway is lighted from above, the frame-work of the sky- 
light is to be constructed entirely of iron, and to be supported on all 
sides by masonry which rises above the roof. 

‘6. All resting-places of stairways and passages leading to the differ- 
ent dwellings must be of stone or brick (the latter material implies, of 
course, arching), and must have ballusters of an incombustible sub- 
stance. 

7. The garret must be paved with incombustible matter. It must be 
separated from the remainder of the building by an iron door in an 
iron frame — generally upon the stairway it-elf. If the length of the 
garret reaches ninety feet, it must be subdivided by a wall of masonry, 
reaching ten inches above the roof. (This may be supported upon an 
iron beam, or must extend to the cellar.) This wall must be provided 
with an iron door, in an iron frame. 
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8. As a general rule aij partition walls are to be constructed of 
masonry. 

9. No dwellings are to be placed in the garret. E 

10. All chimney fiues must be separated by at least six inches of 
masonry from wood-work, measured from their inner surface, and on 
their outer surface from the pavement of the garret to a point above 
the roof they must receive a coating of mortar or cement. 

11. The roof cannot be covered with shingles. The beam running 
the length of the walls on which the rafters rest must be separated 
from the pavement of the garret by at least six inches of masonry. If 
the frame-work is of iron it must rest directly on masonry. Cornices 
of wood can only be constructed by special permission. 


In his address, at the tenth annual meeting of the National 
Board of Underwriters, Mr. Henry A. Oakley, President 
of the Board, said : — 


In the extended observations of the buildings of European cities, 
which it was my privilege to make during the past summer, nothing 
impressed me more thoroughly than the solid character of the edifices. 
They were built to last, and had lasted, many of them, hundreds of 
years, and seemed good for many more. In Germany, Belgium and 
Holland, I found very extensive building operations in progress, and 
that, too, in many of the oldest cities, so that I was able to make proper 
comparisons with the methods of building between these countries and 
our own. 

The general use of oak and other hard woods for finish instead of 
pine; the universal use of concrete floors; the entire separation of sto- 
ries from each other; the absence of wooden or lath and plaster parti- 
tions; the solid backing given to the exterior fronts, and the fact that 
wooden staircases are almost unknown, all add to their massiveness, 
and secure their permanence; while the thickness given to the outside, 
as well as division walls, are a perfect protection against danger from 
adjoining property. 

Great care is taken, in building fiues, to secure their isolation from any 
beam or wood-work, — the spaces being arched and tied with iron rods, 
and filled with concrete or plaster. A greater height than sixty-five 
feet from the pavement is rarely seen; in fact, the height of buildings in 
many cities I found was regulated by the width of the street or avenue 
on which they were located, and not as with us, by the will or fancy of 
the owner. 

Roofs are largely covered with iron and slate, but both are laid in 
beds of plaster, forming not only a solid resistance to fire, but an effect- 
ual protection from the elements. 

These remarks apply equally well to Switzerland and Italy. 

In Paris, | also saw very extensive building operations, mainly the 
repairing of damages by the Communist mob of 1872. The same care 
in construction was visible there. and it was evident, that the city had 
only been saved from total destruction, by the solid character of its 
structures. As evidence of this, on two occasions I witnessed the 
burning of entire floors in houses, involving the destruction of every- 
thing in them, without perceptible damage to the stories of the same 
building, either above or below those burned. 


At the previous annual meeting he referred to the same 
subject in comparing American methods of constructions with 
European methods, as follows : — 
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With land in abundance upon which to place our buildings, and 
costing but a moiety of the land in foreign cities, we yet take up but 
about six per cent. of the horizontal bulk of a building in its walls, 
whereas, in European cities, from fifteen to twenty per cent. is not 
thought too much. 

An exterior wall less than two feet in thickness is never seen, and 
more often they are made three and four feet thick, while with us, out- 
side of New York and Boston, a two-foot wall is a rarity. 

In our construction we use wooden or iron beams without filling 
the spaces between them with non-conducting material, thus affording 
a fire easy access from one floor to another. Wooden beams I consider 
more reliable than iron, if of proper thickness ; but they should always 
be filled with plaster or gypsum, and have a coating of the same, of 
from four to six inches in depth, placed over them, upon which to lay 
the floors, or, instead of this, a coating of two or three inches of the 
same material upon which bricks can be laid, and on them the floors. 
Roof timbers should be laid in a similar manner, except that tiles can 
be substituted as the outside covering instead of brick. The advantage 
is twofold; it is not only water-proof but fire-proof, both from the out- 
side and in. As to walls, a simple rule to adopt is to require a thickness, 
for independent walls, of four inches for each story in height of a 
building to the top of the second story, then recede four inches at the 
beginning of each story, except the last, which should be of the same 
thickness as the one next below,.provided that no wall be less than 
eight inches thick; party-walls to be four inches thicker throughout. 

Our habit of placing in the crowded business sections of cities such 
vast quantities of merchandise within single buildings is to be depre- 
cated ; here we have the very fuel necessary for a large fire. 


In no other country is the waste of the industrial forces of its 
people so great as in the United States, where the annihilation of 
property, by fire, is almost beyond calculation. These fires are a drain 
upon the resources of the people; the mere fact that most of the prop- 
erty is covered by insurance does not relieve the whole country of its 
loss. [apprehend that if our political economists would look at this 
wholesale yearly destruction of property, they would find in it one of 
the primary causes of embarrassments in trade and unsettled money 
markets. Every great fire is a loss to the nation of so much of its real 
wealth, and this cannot take place without its effect being felt, in time, 
by the whole body politic. 

It is no part of the business of insurance companies to charge and 
receive exorbitant premiums for carrying risks; we only desire such 
as are reasonably remunerative to capital. Rates of premium in 
England, France, Italy, Switzerland and parts of Germany are much 
lower than in the United States, because of the superior construction of 
their cities, their rigid laws and constant watchfulness. 


In my address last year I called your attention to the alarming 
annual destruction ot property in this country by fire, and the drain it 
was upon its resources. I have since been reminded that the average 
loss to premiums in the United States was not much greater than the 
average in Great Britain, France, or Germany. This is true; but the 
premiums charged are four times greater than are paid in those 
countries, and under this state of things we, as a nation, are wasting 
our substance four times faster than the countries of the old world. 


Since the organization of this department its attention has 
necessarily been directed to the condition of our public 
buildings, the manner of their construction, their means of

egress, and the storage and use in them of combustible 
material; but owing to the limited authority vested in the 
department, its influence in this ‘direction has hardly been 
felt, or even distantly recognized. 

There were but two provisions in the building law 
especially referring to this class of buildings in the matter of 
egress, and these provisions referred only to buildings occu- 
pied as places of amusement, and to public halls. Churches, 
and all other, structures occupied by the public, were 
unnoticed in this respect, and were comprised in the class 
referred to in the law, as “buildings other than dwellings.” 

The provisions in the building law referred to related to 
the placing of obstructions in the aisles or passage-ways of 
the auditorium, and that doors opening inwards should be 
kept open during occupancy of the premises by the public. 

In practice it was found difficult to enforce even these 
simple requirements. The owners and occupants of these 
buildings were allowed by law to determine the width 
and arrangement of the aisles, and so long as the pas- 


ro) 
sage through them was continuous and was not obstructed 


by chairs, stools, etc., the letter of the law was com- 
plied with; while to carry into effect the requirement that 
all doors opening inwards should be kept open during 
the occupancy of the premises by the public, would require 
a much larger force than the department has under its 
control. 

The public buildings that we now have in the city, have 
generally been: constructed without that attention having 
been given to the subject of egress and protection from fire 
that later experience has deemed necessary ; and the conse- 
quence is, that we have on our hands structures, that if 
to-day an application was made to rebuild, permission would 
be refused, unless radical changes were made in the manner 
and in the material of their construction, and perhaps change 
in their location. Upon these buildings I have caused 
examinations to be made at stated intervals, and such alter- 
ations have been adopted as the authority or the influence 
of the department has extended. But the influence of the 
department has generally been limited to the extent of its 
authority, and mere recommendations, even when involving 
the expenditure of inconsiderable amounts of money, have 
not always been readily made. 

The absence of comprehensive provisions in the building 
law, regulating this class of buildings, and the acknowledged 
necessity for such ample requirements that the public safety 
be not unnecessarily jeopardized in their occupation, was the 
occasion of the City Council authorizing the Mayor to peti- 
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tion the Legislature for the passage of an act giving power 
to the Inspector of Buildings to require in all public build- 
ings such means of egress, and such protection from fire or 
accident, for the public, as in his judgment it was necessary ; 
and in compliance with the petition, the following Act was 
passed, and was approved March 28, 1876 :— 


[CHAP. 69.] 


An ACT FOR THE BETTER PROTECTION OF LIFE IN BUILDINGS OCCU- 
PIED FOR PUBLIC PURPOSES IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


SrecTion 1. Whenever it shall be reported to the inspector of build- 
ings of the city of Boston, that any church, theatre, hall or other build- 
ing or structure used, or intended to be used, temporarily or permanently 
for any public purpose, or any school-house or school-room, public or 
private, within the city of Boston, is deficient in proper facilities of 
egress in case of fire or accident, either in the number, width, con- 
struction or arrangement of the entrances, aisles, passage-ways or stair- 
ways, or by reason of inner doors opening inward, or from any other 
cause whatever, arising from the manner of construction or repair of 
the premises, it shall be the duty of the said inspector of buildings to 
inspect the same, and if, in his judgment, they are so deficient, he 
shall notify the owner or owners, occupant, lessee or other person hav- 
ing charge thereof, and require of him or them such increased facilities 
of egress, as in the judgment of the inspector, the security of the 
public in life and limb, in case of fire or accident may require.. The 
person or persons so notified shall be allowed forty-eight hours from 
the time of the service of the notice to béyin the alterations required 
by the notice; and he or they shall employ sufficient labor to accom- 
plish the same as expeditiously as may be. If he or they shall refuse 
or neglect to comply with the requirements of said notice as aforesaid, 
then a survey of the premises shall be made in the manner set forth in 
the thirteenth section of chapter two hundred and ninety-eight of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-three. Upon the report 
of the board of survey, if the same shall declare that said premises 
are deficient in proper facilities of egress in case of fire or accident, 
and upon the continued neglect or refusal of the owner or owners, 
occupant, lessee, or other person having charge thereof, to provide the 
requisite increased facilities of egress, then it shall be lawful for the 
supreme judicial court to issue an injunction forbidding or limiting the 
use of the premises in such manner as the safety of the public or of 
persons using the same may require. Such owner or owners, occu- 
pant, lessee or other person having charge of the premises, shall like- 
wise be liable to a penalty of not less than ten dollars nor more than 
fifty dollars, for every day’s continuance of neglect or refusal to com- 
ply with the original notice of the inspector of buildings, to be recov- 
ered by the city of Boston in an action of tort. 

Sect. 2. Whenever it shall appear to the inspector of buildings of 
the city of Boston that in any of the building or structures, or portions 
thereof, mentioned in the foregoing section, the security of the public 
is either temporarily or permanently endangered by the use of com- 
bustible stuff or materials, or that benches, chairs, stools or other 
obstructions, are either temporarily or permanently placed in the aisles 
or passage-ways thereof, in such a manner as to prevent free egress in 
case of fire or accident, during the time when the same may be opened 
to the public, or that benches, chairs or settees are either temporarily or 
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permanently so arranged as not to afford proper passage between them 
and sufficient egress in case of fire or accident, or that outer doors 
opening inward are not kept open when such buildings or structures 
are used by the public, the said inspector shall notify the owner or 
owners, lessee, occupant or other person having charge of the prem- 
ises, and require him or them to make the premises safe, and if he or 
they shall refuse or neglect to do so, he or they shall be liable to a pen- 
alty of not less than fifty dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, 
for each offence, to be recovered by the city of Boston in an action of 
tort. 

SEcT. 3. All outer doors of buildings and structures mentioned in 
section one of this act shall be kept open when such buildings or 
structures are used by the public, unless such doors open outwards, and 
except that fly-doors, opening both ways, may be kept closed. All in- 
ner doors of such buildings and structures shall be made so as to open 
outwards. 

Secr. 4. Section sixty of chapter two hundred and eighty of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-one is hereby repealed. 

Secor. 5. This act.shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved 
March 28, 1876. ] 


Immediately tpon the passage of this Act I caused a 
thorough re-examination to be made of all the public school- 
houses in the city, and, bya special communication, official- 
ly called the attention of the City Council to the condition 
of certain public buildings that were unsafe in the matter of 
egress and from fire. 

The buildings referred to were some of our public school- 
houses, and their present condition is substantially the same 
as when first reported to you. 

I would, therefore, again respectfully call your attention 
to the matter. 

The Brooklyn calamity was the occasion of the depart- 
ment making another examination, and in a more thorough 
manner than had ever heretofore been attempted, and, for 
the time being, the entire force of the department was 
placed upon their inspection. } 

In these examinations, in the matter of egress, I have 
avoided hasty action, and such requisitions have been issued, 
as appeared to be necessary, after a careful survey of the 
condition and capacities of the premises, especial attention 
being given to utilizing to their utmost extent existing and 
available resources, before requiring new and radical ones, 
and that the alterations required should not affect the strength 
of the building, and that when completed, the resulting 
benefits would commend themselves alike to the owners as 
well as to the public. 

No requirement has been made upon any building in excess 
of contingent exigencies, but where radical alterations were 
found to be necessary, no hesitation was exhibited in requir- 
ing them to their fullest extent. 
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In the matter of appliances for the extinguishment of fire 
there is no excuse whatever for their absence, and any 
neglect or refusal to provide the most complete and speedy 
methods for this purpose, particularly in view of the occu- 
paney of buildings not espécially designed and planned 
with reference to the furnishing of facilities of egress, should 
be recognized as a criminal act, having especial notice among 
the penalties of the law. 

The loss attendant at the destruction of the Brooklyn 
Theatre was a fearful commentary upon the lack of attention 
given in this theatre to the subject, and the remarkable 
rapidity with which the flames spread throughout the build- 
ing, and the shortness of time required for its total destruc- 
tion, showed the headway that a fire can obtain in a building 
constructed in the usual manner, of this class, under these 
circumstances. I am informed that, upon the eventful night, 
the theatre was under the control and management of a 
visiting company; that there were no apphances upon the 
premises available for the extinguishment of fire, those 
previously there having been removed. 

In addition to this, I am also informed that, to mentee 
the galleries, recourse was had to the construction of a 
wooden ventilating flue, extending from the rear of the 
theatre up towards the ventilator in the roof, over the centre 
of the auditorium. 

Apparently these were the two main causes of the 
calamity. ‘There were other causes, however co-operating 
with these, and accelerating them in a remarkable degree : 
the combustible interior finish; the opening of the doors of 
the stage entrance, giving additional velocity and volume 
to the flames and smoke in their progress towards the front 
of the theatre ; the extinguishment of the gas-lights, leaving 
the occupants of the eallery passage in darkness ; the ab- 
sence there of hand-rails for proper support; the occurrence 
of the jam, from which in the darkness, they were unable 
to extricate themselves before death, by suffocation, fore- 
stalled the still more painful one by fire. 

In my requisitions made upon our theatres, [ have had in 
view, — 

The complete separation of the stage portion of the theatre 
from the auditorium, fora length of time amply suflicient to 
allow, in a case of emergency, an audience to leave the 
premises without danger. 

To provide, upon the stage, the most effective system in use 
for the extinguishment of fire. 

To provide such libéral means of egress, by increasing the 
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number of exits, where practicable, and also by the 
removal of obstructions, as to materially diminish the 
chances of the occurrence of a stoppage, and the time 
heretofore required to vacate the building. 

To require special protection from the causes of fire. 

To provide ample supply of water. 

Protection from combustible interior finish. 

Provision for escape for the employés. 


For the purpose of establishing, for the time being, in a 
case of emergency, a complete separation between the stage 
portion of the theatre and the auditorium, I have required 
the proscenium-walls to be lined up with tin or iron, or 
made non-combustible, their full width and height, up to the 
inside of the roof of the building. 

The proscenium openings are to be provided with a wire- 
curtain, to be covered on the outside with a substantial non- 
combustible covering; and over the proscenium opening, 
and on the inside of the proscenium wall, is to be placed a 
perforated wrought-iron pipe, connected with high service, 
for the purpose of pouring down upon the curtain a continu- 
ous spray of water. 

The combination of these three appliances is new; the 
wire will hold the flames in check, the uninflammable material 
secured to it confine the smoke, and the continuous streams 
of water maintain the integrity of the curtain intact, for a 
length of time amply sufficient to protect an audience while 
retiring. 

For the purpose of extinguishing fire, I have required a 
system of wrought-iron perforated pipes, connected with 
high service, sufficient in number, and so placed, that the 
entire stage, scenery, and the ceiling above, can be instantly 
drenched with a continuous shower of water. 

Where not already done, I have required telegraphic com- 
munication with the nearest engine-house. 

I have also recommended the service of a regular fire- 
patrol, who shall be always upon the premises when occu- 
pied by the public, and have charge and control of all 
apparatus and appliances for the extinguishment of fire. 

Movable gas-lights have been ordered to be removed, and 
stationary ones substituted. 

Wood-work and combustible material to be removed and | 
kept from heating-apparatus. 

The use of electricity in lighting those theatres not already 
provided with it.

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Tue Boston THEATRE. 


Special requisitions upon this theatre were as follows : — 


An additional means of egress by cutting a doorway eight 
feet wide, through the northerly wall, with metal-covered 
doors opening outwards. 

The window openings in this wall to be unbarred. 

Afford additional means of egress from gallery to audito- 
rium, by reopening the closed stairway. 

The four closed aisles in the first gallery to be reopened. 

The outer door of stage entrance to be made to swing out- 
wards. 

A metal-covered door to doorway of fire-room, and the ceil- 
ing over the boiler to be protected. 

The wooden ventilator of boiler-house to be protected. 

The hand-rail to circular stairways to be secured. 

The ceiling underneath the stage to be protected. 

Two iron balcony fire-escapes on the south side of the build- 
ing, and one iron balcony fire-escape on the north side of 
building, for means of escape from dressing-rooms. 


Tue Boston Museum. 


The special requirements upon this theatre were as 
follows : — 


Build a stairway from the easterly part of stage to the 
corridor of the second story, connecting with entrance 
on Court square. 

Provide metal-covered doors to doorway opening connecting 
stage with box-office. 

Make a new passage-way from the balcony circle, through to 
upper balcony of exhibition hall. 

Remodel stairway at the southeast corner of exhibition hall, 
increasing its width and making square landings. 

Enlarge aisles by removing seats in parquet. 

Move the Court-square stairway forward, and widen the same . 
to nine feet six inches. 

Build a new flight of stairs from exhibition-room to corridor, 

nine feet wide. 

Remove circular stairway extending from auditorium to cor- 
ridor, and build a straight stairway with square land- 
ings, to floor of exhibition-room, the said stairway to be 
not less than nine feet wide. 

Provide an iron-balcony fire escape to east side of building. 

Rebuild partition separating the corridor from the store of 
Messrs. Smith, Doolittle & Smith, with non-combustible 
material. | 
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Place to the ceiling of the above-mentioned store, a system 
of perforated wrought-iron pipes with suitable connec- 
tion, and rebuild the partition, separating the chemical 
or compounding room from the store, and the partition 
separating the packing-room from the store, of non-com- 
bustible material. 

All openings in said partitions to be provided with metal- 
covered doors. 


THe Howarp ATHENZUM. 


The special requirements upon this theatre were as fol- 
lows : — 


The stairways extending from the floor of first story to floor 
of auditorium to be increased in width eighteen inches. 

The stairways extending from the parquet lobby to balcony 
to be made straight, and also not less than five feet 
wide. 

The circular gallery stairway at the north-east corner of 
building to be removed, and a stairway, with two straight 
flights, having a square landing, to be built and to con- 
nect with outside stairway extending from the second 
story to the street. 

The said stairway is to be enclosed with brick or with iron. 

At the northwest corner of building a gallery stairway, 
with three straight flights and square landings, is to be 
built, and is to be enclosed with iron. 

Two iron balcony fire-escapes, with ladders, are to be pro- 
vided for the use of the employés, one to be placed 
upon the east side of building and one upon the west 
side, with suitable connections. 

The wooden floor over boiler to be removed and a fire-proof 
one built in its stead. 

A new flooring is to be built to old balcony, outside of 

| building. 

The aisles in the auditorium of theatre are to be closed up, 
and new ones made radiating towards the head of stair- 
ways. 

The rear row of seats in balcony to be removed. 

The partition separating the seats in the gallery from the 
passage-way to be removed. 
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THE GLOBE THEATRE. 


Upon this theatre the following special requirements have ~ 
been issued : — 


Build one brick wall sixteen and twelve inches thick, to 
separate the southerly wing from the main building, the 
said wall to be the width of the said wing and to be 
carried the full height of building. All openings in 
this wall are to be provided with metal-covered doors. 

The wooden partition separating the easterly wing from main 
building to be sheathed with iron or tin, or made non- 
combustible. The doorway in this partition to be pro- 
vided with a metal-covered door, and all other openings 
to be closed. 

The stairway leading to the auditorium from Essex-street 
entrance to be altered to an inclined plane. 

The short stairway leading to auditorium from main entrance 
to be altered to an inclined plane. 

The southerly balcony stairway to be extended, increased in 
width, and the projecting partition is to be removed. 

The gallery stairway of the Washington-street entrance to 
be provided with a hand-rail. 

The gallery stairs of the Essex-street entrance to be provided 
with two. hand-rails. 

A new aisle to be made in the gallery, and so placed as to 
connect the two main lobby entrances. 

Index signs and words to be painted upon the walls pointing 
out the exits to Essex street and to Hayward place. 

The front-balcony entrance to be widened three feet by 
removing projecting partition. 

An iron balcony staircase to be placed at the east side of 
the east wing of main building, to include all stories but 
the first. 

Passages from the corridor in each story of said wing to be 
opened to connect with said iron staircase and balcony. 

Combustible interior finish to be removed and the walls and 
ceilings protected. 


Music HAtt. 


_ Upon this hall I have made the following requisitions : — 


The doors of the Bromfield-street entrance are to be made 
to open outwards. 
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Aisles at the southwest corner of galleries to be widened. 
A new exit, twelve feet wide, is to be made through the west- 
erly wall, opening into Hamilton place. 


Investigations are in progress at the present time, both in 
this country and in England, to ascertain the extent that 
protection can be obtained in theatres whose interiors have 
been constructed without especial attention having been 
given to safety from fire, and any substantial progress made 
in these investigations will be ras it 5 recognized by the 
department. 

It is claimed by some, that standpipes witht hose connections 
are adequate, and that they will afford all the protection that 
may be required. In my opinion, however, they are insuf- 
ficient ; the time consumed in running out the hose, in turning 
on the water, and in getting into position, and, in addition, 
the liability of the hose to accident, and the danger of being 
driven away from the fire, call for a more ready and reliable 
means of protection. 

The sprinklers that I have required will be always in place, 
and also be in the most desirable position for practical opera- 
tion and effect, and are of a material and of such strength as 
to be not liable to get out of order, and will last for many 
years. They constitute at present the most effectual method 
known for the extinguishment of fire, and the ease and readi- 
ness with which they can be brought into operation, the 
shortness of time required, and the certainty of their action, 
commend them to the favorable opinion of the public. 

The necessity for some such method is apparent when we 
consider that the stage of a theatre is generally filled to a 
considerable height with material known to be of a highly 
combustible nature, and in order to prevent a fire from get- 
ting under such headway as to be beyond control, it is of the 
utmost importance that the fire-extinguishing appliances be 
brought promptly into action, before the opening of the doors 
of the building produce such a draft as to powerfully aug- 
nient the momentum and volume of the flames. 

The new curtain which has been devised will practically 
close up the proscenium opening, and thus separate, for the 
time being, the auditorium from the stage. Constructed of 
wire gauze, with a strong and firm non-combustible covering 
secured to the outside, and protected by continuous sprays 
of water from a pipe located immediately over the curtain, 
sufficient confidence may be placed in it by an audience, in 
a case of fire, to dismiss all fears, upon making an orderly 
retreat from the premises. 

While I consider the requisitions that have been issued on 
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these buildings the most practical and effective that can be 
required, I am of the opinion that it is necessary that an ad- 
vanced step be taken, and the building law be so amended, as 
to require upon all new buildings of this class, fire-proof 
construction throughout. 


THE NEW AMENDMENT TO THE BurLpIne Law. 


At the last session of the Legislature a petition was pre- 
sented requesting an important modification of the building 
law. 

This petition was presented in the interest of a gentleman 
who, for several years past, has been active in his endeavors 
to procure such amendments to the law as would permit the 
erection of thin walls; the ostensible object being the build- 
ing of cheap homes for the working people. It was pur- 
posed to legalize the erection of these cheap buildings in the 
more thickly-settled and desirable portions of the city, and 
after considerable opposition, and against the remonstrances 
of many of the principal architects, and the entire insurance 
interests, the bill was passed, but with an amendment limit- 
ing the area of its operation to that portion of the city not 
included within the building limits. 

The following is a copy of the Act : — 


[CHap. 176.] 
L 
An Act in addition to Chapter three hundred and seventy-one of the 
Acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-two, relating to the 
Regulation and Inspection of Buildings in Boston. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


SECTION 1. Party-walls of dwelling-houses not exceeding two stories 
nor twenty-five feet in height, and not exceeding twenty feet in width 
and forty feet in depth, in the city of Boston, outside the building limits 
of said city, may be built of brick, eight inches thick, and be carried 
twelve inches above the roof; and shall be corbelled at least six inches, 
or.to the outer edge of all projections on the front and rear walls of the 
building, and be coped with stone or metal securely fastened; and 
where the roof is of the kind known as Mansard or French, the party- 
walls shall extend through the slope of the Mansard at least six inches 
distant from and parallel with the roof covering, and be corbelled at 
least six inches, or to the outer edge of all projections, and shall be 
coped with stone or metal securely fastened. Any dwelling-house wall, 
not exceeding twelve feet in height from the foundation, and not within 
the building limits of said city, may be built of brick, eight inches 
thick. 

Srot. 2. Foundation walls of buildings, other than dwelling-houses, 
and not exceeding thirty-five feet in height, in the city of Boston, may 
be built of irregular rubble-stone, one-fourth thicker than block-stone 
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walls: provided, that when such foundation walls are laid on piles, the 


lower course shall be of block-stone. 


Sot. 38. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 


repealed. [Approved April 26, 1876. ]

SPECIAL PERMITS. 


The building is a district within the boundaries of the city, 
-in which the erection of independent wocden buildings is 
prohibited. 

These limits are established by the City Council under 
statute authority, and by an ordinance, approved July 8, 
1871, were defined as follows : — 


Beginning at the intersection of the centre line of Dover and Albany 
streets, thence running eastwardly through the centre of Dover street to 
the Harbor Commissioners’ line ; thence around the northerly portion of 
the ‘* City Proper,” by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line to a point on 
Charles river, opposite the centre line of Parker street, or cross dam; 
thence through the centre of Parker street or cross dam, to a point 
opposite the centre of Ruggles street; thence through the centre of

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Ruggles street to the centre of Washington street; thence through the 
centre of Washington street to a point opposite the centre of Palmer 
street; thence through the centre of Palmer and Eustis streets to the 
centre of Hampden street; and thence through the centre of Hampden 
and Albany streets to the point of beginning. 

The said district being shown by a shaded red line on a plan made 
by the City Surveyor, dated June 26, 1871, and deposited in the office 
of the City Surveyor, 


The supervision and the protection of these limits have been 
confided to the Inspector of Buildings. It is his duty to see 
that the integrity of the limits are maintained intact ; that he 
exercise the greatest care in issuing permits for wooden ad- 
ditions to existing buildings, or for the erection of wooden 
structures upon wharves situate within the building limits, 
and also to take official cognizance of all violations of legal 
provisions for its maintenance; and to that end he is au- 
thorized to make application to the Supreme Court for the 
issuing of injunctions, and enforcement of prescribed 
penalties. 

_ While the area of the limits is comparatively small, being 
less than one-tenth the total area of the city, the wealth of 
the city is largely contained within its boundaries.

UnsaFE BUILDINGS. 


To a certain extent the work of the department is confi- 
dential, general publicity being given only to permits issued 
for the erection of new buildings. 

In the examinations of buildings with reference to their 
safety, security, means of egress, fire-escapes, or improper 
or defective construction, or the existence on them of viola- 
tions of the building-law, a strong feeling of repugnance is 
usually manifested by the owner, or other interested party, 
to having the condition of their property made the subject of 
public comment in the newspapers; and in view of this feel- 
ing, so pointedly manifested, the department has abstained 
from publishing its work in this direction, when the interest 
of the public would not be jeopardized.

BoaRDS OF REFEREES AND SURVEY. 


While the building law is in many respects strict in its re- 
quirements, it is tempered by wise provisions, securing to 
interested parties ample protection from error in judement, 
hasty action, or prejudice upon the part of the department. 
In the numerous building operations in progress throughout 
the city it is to be expected that some differences of opinion 
will arise between the owner, architect, or contractor of a 
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building and the Inspector of Buildings ; and to provide for 
the adjustment of these differences of opinion, the decrees of 
the Inspector, as to the safety of structures, of improper 
construction, quality of material, approval of plans, etc., 
may be appealed from, and the final decision left with a 
board of referees or a board of surveyors, one of which is 
to be appointed by the Inspector, one by the owner, archi- 
tect or builder, and these two to choose a third, which com- 
pletes the organization of the board, and in the exercise of 
its best judgment it renders a written opinion, by which the 
department is governed. 

The practical operation of these wise provisions is evi- 
denced by the equitable and satisfactory adjustment of these 
differences, and the absolute protection of all parties from 
arbitrary requirements or illegal exactions. 

There has been but one decree appealed from, and the 
decree of the department was sustained. 


FIRE AND ACCIDENT REcoRD. 


The number of buildings reported as damaged by fire and 
accident is 291. 

This number does not. include those buildings where the 
loss was confined to the contents of the building, nor those 
where the damage was less than five dollars. 

These buildings are carefully surveyed, and any defect in 
their construction is required to be remedied.

HoOISTWAYS AND ELEVATORS. 


Buildings having floor openings for hoistway purposes are 
required by law to have the openings provided, on each and 
every floor through which the hoistway passes, with a good 
and substantial railing, and such good and sufficient trap- 
doors with which to close the same, as may be directed and 
approved by the Inspector of Buildings; and such trap- 
doors shall be kept closed at all times, except when in actual 
use by the occupants. 

In all occupied buildings it has been the practice of the 
department to rule that a “hoistway was in actual use during 
all business hours, but to insist that at the close of day, 
when the premises are vacated for the night, the trap-doors 
should invariably be closed. 

There are few provisions of the building law more im- 
portant than this one. When it is considered that for 
protective purposes, in case of fire, the floors of our build- 
ings are so constructed as to make only an apparent separa- 
tion of the stories, and that with a large flue extending from 
the basement of a building to the roof, and the building 
stored with large amounts of combustible material, it 
becomes especially dangerous in case of a fire occurring in 
it, which, instead of being temporarily confined to the story 
in which it originated, spreads at once throughout the build- 
ing, imperilling to a greater or lesser extent all surrounding 
buildings ; and when the number of firemen whose pee 
have been lost, or who have been seriously injured by enter- 
ing these or adjoining buildings having unprotected hoist- 
ways is also considered, the simple requirements of rails and 
of closed trap-doors during non-business hours is not con- 
sidered onerous or burdensome, and any neglect to make 
them conform to legal requirements, no excuse ‘for an exemp- 


tion from the prescribed penalty.

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INSUFFICIENT EGRESS AND FIRE-ESCAPES. 


Under the provisions of the building law, fire-escapes and 
sufficient means of egress are required in the following 
classes of buildings : — 

Buildings in which operatives are employed in any of the 
stories above the first story. 

Buildings occupied by two or more families on any floor 
above the second floor from the level of the street. 

Hotels, boarding and lodging houses, factories, mill or 
manufactory. 

All new buildings belonging to any of the above classes 
are especially examined in ‘regard to their construction, with 
reference to fulfilling legal requirements in furnishing suita- 
ble and ample means of egress in case of fire or accident. 

The number, location, arrangement and width of the stair- 

ways; the proposed number of occupants or operatives ; the 
proposed use of the building; its proximity to other build- 
ings, and the material of which it is built, all enter into 
consideration. 

Old buildings altered to, or by occupancy brought to be 
comprised in any of the above classes of buildings requiring 
fire-escapes are also duly inspected, and the necessary means 
of escape are required, the same as if it was a new building. 

The passage, during the year, of the new law requiring 
that all theatres, public halls, school-houses, churches, and 
all other buildings occupied for public purposes, shall have 
ample and sufficient means of egress, and that all combus- 
tible material stored or used therein shall have proper 
protection, embraces a most important class of buildings not 
heretofore required by legal enactment to be provided with 
proper protection for the public safety in these respects.

COMPLETED BUILDINGS. 


The whole number of brick buildings completed during the 
year is two hundred and sixty-six, at an estimated cost of five 
million three hundred forty-three thousand five hundred sev- 
enty-five dollars ($5,343,575). These buildings contain one 
hundred fourteen stores, and are constructed to ) accommodate 
four hundred eighty-two families. 

The whole number of wood and frame buildings completed 
is six hundred thirteen (613), at an estimated cost of one 
million three hundred: eighty-three thousand five hundred 
fifty-five dollars ($1,383,555). These buildings contain 
twenty-seven stores, and are constructed to accommodate 
five hundred seventy-six families. 

The number of buildings upon which alterations have been 
made is seventeen hundred eighty-five, at an estimated cost 
of one million three hundred thirty-five thousand four hun- 
dred forty-six dollars ($1,335,446).

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONER ON 
BRIDGES BETWEEN BOSTON AND CAMBRIDGE. 


The Commissioner for West Boston, Canal and Prison 
Point bridges submits for himself and associate his sixth 
annual report of matters pertaining to the West Boston and 
Canal bridges, and his first annual report on Prison Point 
bridge. 


West Boston BRIDGE. 


The portion of the roadway between the draw and the 
abutment on the Boston side, upon which the wood pave- 
ment was allowed to remain last winter, was repaved with 
granite blocks in the latter part of April and first part of 
May. The curbstone was reset and the sidewalks repaved at 
the same time. 

The roadway of the Raa for its whole length, with the 
exception of the space between the horse-railroad tracks, is 
now paved with granite blocks. In the space between the 
tracks the wood will soon require replacing with granite ; but 
so long as it is in fair condition it will be allowed to remain. 

Some of the paving in the roadway and on the sidewalks, 
on the solid filling at the Cambridge end, was relaid at about 
the same time the work was done on the Boston end. 

In August several of the piles of the pier upon which the 
superintendent’s house is located were found to be broken so 
as to be unsafe for supports to the house. The house 
was temporarily removed, new piles driven, and the pier 
thoroughly repaired. 

This fall the fences and engine-house have been painted, 
and the bridge is now in good order, and, unless in case of 
accident, will require no outlay, except for running expenses, 
during the coming year. 


CANAL. oR CRAGIE’sS BRIDGE. 


Mention was made in the last annual report of the prob- 
ability of the extension to low water of the main sewer at the 
Cambridge end of this bridge, and the opinion was expressed

that it was feasible to extend the sewer outside of the lines 
of the bridge, and thus avoid interference with it. By the 
plan for the extension as then proposed, the tearing up of the 
bridge was unavoidable, but the present City Engineer of 
Cambridge (Mr. Barbour) has devised a plan by which an 
extension of the sewer can be built under the bridge without 
any injury to it, and the commissioners hope that when the 
work is done this or a similar plan will be adopted. 

Only the ordinary repairs have been made on this bridge 
during the year, and it is now in good condition. 

No settlement has yet been made with Mr. Clark B. Woods 
for land taken and damages claimed by widening the bridge 
in 1874. The case is still in court. 

Superintendent Smith of this bridge has, as last year, kept 
an account of the amount and kind of freight passing through 
the bridge during the year, which will be found appended. 


Prison Pornt BRIDGE. 


By an act of the Legislature approved May 26, 1869 
(Chap. 311, Acts and Resolves, 1869*), the draws in this 
bridge and in the West Boston and Canal bridges were re- 
quired to be rebuilt forthwith with a clear passage-way for 
vessels 44 feet in width. An act approved June 1, 1870: 
(Chap. 300, Acts and Resolves, 1870* ), required a new draw 
with a passage-way for vessels 38 feet in width to be forth- 
with constructed, and it also provided for the appointment 
of commissioners, one by Cambridge and one by Charles- 
town, to have charge of the construction of the draw and 
the care and management of it. This act also provided that 
the expense of constructing and maintaining the draw, and 
other expenses pertaining to its care and management, should 
be borne equaily by the cities. An act approved June 23, 
1870 (Chap. 401, Acts and Resolves, 1870*), reduced the 
width of the draw-way required to 36 feet. 

No action was taken by either of the cities interested until 
the present year. 

In February Messrs. Nash, Spaulding & Co. sent a peti- 
tion to the Harbor Commissioners requesting the board to 
order the draw-way widened as required by the acts of 
the Legislature. The board voted that its chairman inform 
the Mayors of Boston and Cambridge of the petition, 
and ask them to meet the board on Wednesday, February 

23d, in reference to the same. The Mayor of Cambridge 
and the Assistant City Solicitor of Boston appeared, and, as 


*See Appendix. 
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neither made any objections to making the required altera- 
tions, no order of the board was issued, as it was agreed 
that the two cities should take the necessary steps without 
delay to comply with the acts of the Legislature. 

The commissioner for Boston was appointed June Ist, and 
the commissioner for Cambridge a short time previously. 
The commissioners soon after their appointment requested 
their engineer, Mr. Henry M. Wightman, to prepare plans and 
estimates for rebuilding the draw. The plans were prepared 
and submitted to the Harbor Commissioners for approval, 
which was received September 20th. As the requisite ap- 
propriations had been made by the two cities, the work was 
advertised as open for proposals from October 5th to Octo- 
ber 12th. 

Seven bids were received; the highest was $21,700 and 
the lowest $17,000. 

The contract was given to the lowest bidder, Mr. F. G. 
Whitcomb, of Boston. 

The bridge consists of little else than the draw, and, in 
order to rebuild that, it was necessary to renew the entire 
structure. ‘The contractor is to rebuild the bridge with new 
oak pile foundations, and a hard-pine superstructure, the 
flooring to be covered with a stone block pavement where 
practicable ; he is also to build a new draw of the leaf pat- 
tern, but with iron instead of wooden main-beams, and new 
draw piers on each side of the bridge. The draw is about 
thirty feet nearer to the Cambridge side than before; the 
change of position brings the opening nearer to the alignment 
of the draw in the Eastern Railroad bridge, and will greatly 
facilitate the passage of vessels. 

The bridge is so far completed that it was opened for 
public travel Saturday, January 20th. 

Appended to this report is a statement of the payments 
made by the City of Boston on account of the West Boston 
and Canal bridges, from January 1, 1876, to January 1, 
1877, and an account of rebuilding the Prison Point br idee 
to January 1, 1877, together with statements from the 
bridge superintendents of the number of times the draws 
were opened during the same time.

An Act to provide for the widening of the draws in certain bridges 
on Charles and Miller's rivers by the cities of Cambridge and 
Charlestown. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 

SEcTION 1. The City of Cambridge is hereby authorized and re- 
quired forthwith to cause to be made, at the expense of said city, 
in lieu of the existing draws in the West Boston bridge and the 
Canal or Cragie bridge over Charles river, and the Prison Point 
bridge over Miller’s river, a draw in each of said bridges, with a 
clear passage-way of forty-four feet in width, in such position and 
of such form and construction, and with such changes in the draw- 
piers and bridges connected with said draws, as may become 
necessary or advisable in removing old and in building and main- 
taining new draws, as the Harbor Commissioners may determine ; 
and all duties and liabilities now imposed by law upon said City of 
Cambridge, with respect to existing draws in said bridges, shall be 
held to apply to such newly-constructed draws. 

Srcr. 2. The City of Charlestown shall contribute to the cost of 
building and maintaining the draw in Prison Point bridge in such 
proportion as they are now required by law to contribute toward 
the repair of the present draw. 

Secr. 8. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

CnapterR 800, Acts anp Resotves, 1870. 
An Act in relation tu Prison Point bridge. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 

Section 1. The cities of Cambridge and Charlestown shall 
forthwith cause to be made, in lieu of the existing draw in the 
Prison Point bridge, over Miller’s river, a draw with a clear open- 
ing of thirty-eight feet in width. 

Sror. 2. For the purpose of constructing said draw, the City 
Councils of satd cities shall each, in pursuance of such ordinance 
as they may respectively establish, elect one commissioner, and 
said commissioner so chosen shall have the care and management 
of said draw. 

Srct. 3. The expense of constructing and maintaining said 
draw, and keeping the same in repair, and of affording all neces- 
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sary and proper accommodations to vessels having occasion to pass 
the same, by day or night, shall be borne equally by said cities ; 
and said cities shall be jointly liable for all damages or injuries re- 
sulting from any defect in said draw, or from carelessness or 
neglect in the management of the same. 
Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. - 
[Approved June 1, 1870. ] 


CuHapter 401, Acts anD ReEsotves, 1870. 


An Act in addition to an Act concerning the draws in bridges across 
Charles and Miller’s rivers, at the north side of the City of 
Boston. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 

Section 1. Section one of chapter three hundred, section one of 
chapter three hundred and one, section seven of chapter three 
hundred and two, and section five of chapter three hundred and 
three of the acts of the current year are hereby severally amended 
by striking out the words ‘ thirty-eight feet” wherever the same 
occur, and inserting instead thereof the words * thirty-six feet.” 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

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The principal work the past season has been in Jamaica 
Plain, West Roxbury, and in Harrison square, Dorchester, 
and drainage facilities are provided for nearly all the improved 
portions of the suburbs within four miles of City Hall. 

The new culvert for Stony Brook, at Forest Hills Station, 
was finished during the summer, and the whole question of 
the improvement of this channel has been referred to the 
Street Commissioners. : 

In arranging a system of sewers for any district, the size 
is governed chiefly by the amount of water which must be 
carried away in heavy rain-storms, and: the details of the 
plan are regulated by the points where the sewers are to 
receive this water, and the quantity at each. At present this 
important feature of the system is entirely beyond the control 
of this department. The catch-basins for street water are 
located and built by the Paving Department, entered into any 
sewer that can be found, and often in an improper manner ; 
no plans made, and no notice given, and they are then 
abandoned, so far as any future care or responsibility goes. 
In time they are found by the employees of the Health 
Department, who clean out the gravel from them, and renew 
the covers when they are worn out. Meanwhile, instead of 
being the chief agency for cleansing the sewers, the discharge 
from them may have obstructed the current, injured the 
structures, and deposited giavel for a long distance below, 
to be tediously and expensively removed by the Sewer 
Department. This complexity of administration, with its 
pernicious results, is unknown in any other city.

To the Honorable City Council: — 


In compliance with the sixth section of the ordinance 
relating to the Engineer’s Department, the following report of 
the expenses and operations of the department for the year 
1876 is respectfully submitted. 


The present duties of the City Engineer may be classified 
under four heads : — 


A.— Those pertaining to the City Engineer’s Department 
proper, which consist in the superintendence of the filling of 
new streets and of districts, in the care and maintenance of 
bridges, in the designing and superintending the construc- 
tion of new bridges, retaining walls, city wharves, etc., and 
in miscellaneous work called for by committees of the City 
Council. (City Engineer’s Department. ) 

B. — Superintendence of the Cochituate and Mystic Water 
Works, including charge of new constructions for those 
works. (Water Works. ) 

C. — Charge of the building of a new system of works for 
bringing an additional supply of water from Sudbury river. 
(Additional Supply. ) 

D. — Charge of the surveys and investigations for a system 
of intercepting and outlet sewers. (Improved Sewerage. ) 

The expenses incurred under the last two heads are paid 
wholly from special appropriations ; one under the charge of 
the Water Board, the other under the charge of the Joint 
Special Committee on Improved Sewerage.

The number of persons employed and paid from the de- 
partment appropriation was, on the first of January, 1876 
(including the City Engineer), 22. The present number is

The operations of the department for the past year, 
together with such general information relating to the various 
works and structures finished and in progress as is thought 
to be of interest, are given in the following statements. 


BRIDGES. 


The duty of examining the various bridges in the city, 
and of superintending the repairs upon those under the 
charge of the Committee on Bridges, as well as the special 
repairs upon other bridges maintained by the city, is assigned 
to Assistant Henry Manley. 

The following extracts from his report will show, among 
other things, the operations of his party in this connection 
during the past year: — 


“The principal work done has been the various examina- 
tions and repairs necessary to the maintenance of the 
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bridges in charge of the Committee on Bridges, viz. : 
twenty-one bridges with openings for the passage of ves- 
sels, and Winthrop bridge ;—the completion of Meridian- 
street bridge, superintending the rebuilding of Dover-street 
bridge, the work of filling solid a portion of Chelsea bridge, 
and the examination of all highway bridges within the city 
limits. 

“The preparation of the various plans and papers con- 
nected with the foregoing work, such as reports, estimates, 
contracts, specifications, estimates for payment, and the 
examination of bills for labor and materials for repairs, 
involves a large amount of office work. 

“Two important changes have been made in the manner ot 
making the bridge repairs during the year. The first is 
the buying by contract of all the spruce plank required, 
and the second is the hiring a foreman and carpenters by 
the city directly, instead of paying a profit to a contractor 
for furnishing labor. Mr. Josiah Shaw, a bridge-building 
foreman of long experience, was the one employed to 
superintend the repairs. ‘The spruce lumber is the largest 
item of material required, and about 277,000 feet B. M. 
have been used during the year. The price paid has been 
$12.90 for 70,000 feet for Chelsea bridge, and $14.85 for 
about 207, 000 feet furnished in such quantities and at such 
bridges as were required.” 

« An act of the Legislature was obtained at its last session 
allowing cities and towns to enact rules or by-laws regu- 
lating the passage of vessels through draw-bridges, and a 
draft of a set of rules has been prepared, but has not been 
passed by the city government. 


The usual annual examination of all the bridges within the 
city limits, open to team and foot travel, has been made, and 
the results of this examination, respecting the condition of 
the bridges as to safety and need of renewal or repairs, are 
given in the following pages. 

Special reports upon the Dartmouth-street and Longwood- 
avenue bridges have been made during the year and trans- 
mitted, with such recommendations as were deemed neces- 
sary, to the department having those bridges in charge. 

These reports will be found in the Appendix. 

The following is a list of the bridges inspected. It has 
been increased during the past year by the construction of 
two bridges on West Chester-Park extension, the new Cen- 
tral-avenue bridge in Dorchester, and the Everett-street 
bridge over the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad. 
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Those marked with an asterisk are over navigable waters, 
and are each furnished with'a draw.

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I.—BRIDGES WHOLLY SUPPORTED BY BOSTON. 


*ALBANY-ST. BRIDGE* (OVER RoxBury CANAL). 


In previous reports it has been stated that the approaches 
to this bridge were in bad condition. No special change has 
- been noticed in them the past year, however. The draw isin 
very fair condition for so old a structure. | 

Few repairs have been made during the year. Total cost 
of repairs was $182.41. 


ASHLAND-ST. BripGe (over Boston & ProvipENcE RaiL- 
ROAD, WARD 23). 


This bridge was built last year and is in good condition. 
It has received no repairs. 


ATHENS-sT. BripGE (OVER NEw York & NEW ENGLAND 
RAILROAD). 


This also is a new bridge, built in 1874. It needs a new 
coat of paint; otherwise it is in good order. 
No repairs have been made on it since it was built. 


BERKELEY-ST. BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY RAILROAD). 


This structure has, been painted, and the wooden floor- 
beams have received some attention. No special change 
from the condition of last year has been noticed. 

Total cost of repairs, $67.95. 


BERKELEY-ST. BRIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE R.R.). 


The southerly abutment of this bridge is a poorly-built 
piece of masonry. Its ends have been rebuilt this past year 
in connection with new retaining-walls for the street. 

With the exception that the iron-work is rusty the super- 
structure is in good condition. 

Total cost of repairs (not including the work on the abut- 
ment, which is charged to the account of the retaining-wall), 
$98.17. 


* BroaDWAy BripGe (OVER Fort Pornt CHANNEL). 


The closing of Dover-st. bridge caused a marked increase 
in the travel over Broadway, both in the number of teams 
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and in the weight of loads carried. The increase has iad a 
perceptible effect on the section of the bri dge between Foun- 
dry street and the Old Colony Railroad ; here several of the 
iron plates which form the under side of the road-way have 
been broken, and others have been displaced and thrown 
down. <A large number of them are now supported by 
temporary wooden stays. 

The wooden pavement on the larger part of this section is 
in poor condition, and will probably have to be renewed 
during the coming year. The wrought-iron columns sup- 
porting the same section are rusted to a considerable 
extent, and occasion should be taken of the necessity of 
renewing the pavement to make quite extensive repairs. The 
section between the Lehigh-st. span and the nearest long 
span over the channel is in better condition than the one last 
described, though built in the same manner. One plate only 
has been broken on this portion during the year. 

The Foundry-st. span has been relieved of the weight of 
the iron floor-plates and concrete covering, and that and the 
Lehigh-st. span are now in fair condition. The draw has 
received no repairs, with the exception of the renewal of the 
surface-plank of the roadway and the pointing of the 
masonry of the foundation. It is in good order, and works 
easily and well, making very little detention to travel. 

The draw-pier has been newly covered with plank. The 
sheet-piling supporting it was examined by a diver, and 


ro) 
although found badly eaten by worms was deemed to have 


sufficient strength to outlast a new covering. ‘The southerly 
end of the pier has been extended towards Dover-st. bridge 
about thirty feet. This extension has been built in the most 
substantial manner and so as to form part of a general plan 
of a new pier, whenever one may become necessary. 


Total cost of repairs, including extension of pier, $4,370.96. 


BROOKLINE-AVENUE BripGe (over Muppy River). 


This bridge is in good condition. 


* CHARLES-RIVER BRIDGE (FROM Boston To CHARLES- 
TOWN ). 


A new set of steel rails for the draw has been laid on this 
bridge and the pile foundation of the draw strengthened by 
additional caps. The draw-tender’s house has been put 
in order, and other smaller and usual repairs have been made ; 
a number of stringers of the main bridge were found broken 
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and have been replaced; a part of them are second-growth, 

white-pine sticks, with large knots, and need continual atten- 

tion. ‘The bridge is in fair condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $2,052.18. 


* CHELSEA-STREET BRIDGE (FROM CHELSEA TO East 
Boston). 


The draw of this bridge is considerably decayed and will 
not last much longer, ‘ie balance of the bridge is in good 
condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $45.73. 


COLUMBUS-AVENUE BRIDGE (OVER BOSTON AND ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


A special report upon this bridge was made in 1874, in 
which attention was called to the fact that it was designed to 
support a live load of only 40 Ibs. per sq. ft. when! the iron 
should be strained to 15,000 Ibs. per sq. inch. That is to 
say, the bridge when new had less than one-third of the 
strength that a city bridge should possess. 

Its strength has been appreciably reduced, within the past 
few years, by the rusting of the lower chord of the girders. 
The iron-work under the floors of the bridges which span 
railroads rusts very rapidly; the operation being hastened 
by the moisture of the steam and by the sulphur in the smoke, 
and it will be well to say here, applying the remark to all 
such bridges maintained by the city, that as often as once 
in two years, perhaps oftener, the bridge should be stripped 
of its flooring, and the iron-work be thoroughly cleaned and 
painted. 

Columbus-avenue bridge begins to show signs of yielding 
by the distortion of its “trusses, and it must be classed as 
dangerous. 

During the past year those portions of the trusses that are 
above the roadway (except the outside sidewalk trusses) and 
the fences have been painted. 

Total cost of repairs for the year, $409.47. 


* ComMERcIAL Pornt oR TENEAN BripGE (Warp 24). 


This is a new bridge, and is now in good condition. No 
repairs have been made upon it. The Committee on Bridges 
have employed Mr. Morton Alden as superintendent of this 
bridge for the year, at a salary of $50. 
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* CONGRESS-STREET BripGe (OVER Fort Pornt 
CHANNEL) 


Is in good order; but very few repairs have been made 
except those rendered necessary by vessels carelessly 
striking and breaking the fences, etc., on the draw and 
bridge. 

The travel over this bridge is very light, but the number 
of vessels passing the draw is more than at any other bridge 
in the city. It has not been found practicable to convey the 
Cochituate water to the draw-pier in pipes during the cold 
weather, therefore water for the boilers is supplied by a 
water-boat. 

Total cost of repairs, $631.83. 


DARTMOUTH-STREET BRIDGE (OVER BosTON AND ALBANY 
AND Boston AND PROVIDENCE RAILROADS). 


A special report of the condition of this bridge was made 
in January, and will be found in the Appendix. 

The repairs recommended were made, and in addition 
thereto the grade of one approach was raised. 

Plans for rebuilding the bridge are being made by order of 
the Committee on Paving. 

Total cost of repairs, including painting, $1,907.03. 


DORCHESTER-STREET BrIDGE (OVER THE OLD CoLony 
RaAILRoaD). 


This bridge needs painting ; it is in other respects in good 
condition. 


* DoveR-STREET BripGe (Over Fort Pornr CHANNEL). 


Plans for rebuilding this structure were prepared during 
the spring months and early summer, and the work was 
advertised early in July. OnJuly 20th a contract was made 
with George H. Cavanagh, of Boston (the lowest bidder), 
to widen the bridge and rebuild all parts, except the draw, 
and to do all work (except the laying of the pipes) required 
to put down siphons under the new draw-way, and to carry 
two lines of water pipes across Fort Point Channel in place 
of two lines removed from the old bridge. 

The contract price for all the work connected with the 
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water pipes was $9,000, and that for widening and rebuild- 
ing the bridge was $60,000. 

August 10th a contract was made with the Leighton 
Bridge and Iron Co..of Rochester, N. Y., for building 
two lateral-moving iron draws, the contract price being 
$14,800. 

July 20th a contract was made with the Atlantic Dredg- 
ing Co. of Brooklyn, N. Y., for doing certain dredging in 
the new ship channel, the price being 17 cents per cubic 
yard. After the work under the contract was finished, 

further amount of material was removed by the same com- 
pany, at 20 cents per yard. 

The work to be done under the contract with Mr. 
Cavanagh was so far advanced on Nov. 28th that the fixed 
part of the bridge was “in condition for safe and convenient 
use; ” but the contractor for the draws is so far behind with 
his work that the bridge is not yet open for travel. 

The following extract from the report of Mr. Manley, 
the assistant in charge, will show the character of the work : — 

“The bridge has been widened from 40 feet to 60 feet; a 
new opening made for the passage of vessels, and the old 
opening closed; strong and convenient piers have been 
provided to facilitate the passage of vessels ; suitable fenders 
have been built to protect the bridge from vessels, and two 
sliding iron draws have been erected on heavy pile founda- 
tions. Both draws span the same channel, are side by side, 
and each is half the width of the stationary part of the 
bridge. They are moved by horse-power and withdraw to 
opposite sides of the channel. 

* Suitable horse-houses, an office for a draw-tender, and a 
repair shop have been built. 

“The larger portion of the old bridge has been replaced 
with new work ; ; a portion of the old piling, however, which 
was in good order, has been retained. The bridge, as 
rebuilt, is an oak-pile bridge, with Southern pine timbers and 
floor covered with gravel and paved with small stone blocks. 

“Every precaution was taken to secure a water-tight floor ; 
it was laid with seasoned hard-pine planks, 6 inches thick, 
caulked and payed, covered with a layer of Trinidad 
asphalt and a top layer of coal-tar concrete; a large num- 
ber of lead scuppers were provided to drain the gravel.” 

The total payments under the contracts to date, including 
an advance of $7,000 ‘of the retained percentage on Mr. 
Cavanagh’s contract, are $60,624.17, of which $6,960 wa 
paid from the water works appropriation. 

The cost of repairs on the old bridge during the past year 
was $326.17. 
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* FEDERAL-ST. BrmpGE (OVER Fort Pornr CHANNEL). 


This bridge, with its buildings, has been repainted, and a 
considerable amount of the roadway pavement has been 
relaid. 

The main trusses of the draws will require some repairs 
in the spring; in other respects the bridge is in good 
condition. 

At the first of last year this bridge was undergoing exten- 
sive repairs, made necessary by an explosion of gas under 
one of the sidewalks. The repairs. were made at the ex- 
pense of the South Boston Gas Company, and cost $1,000. 
Other repairs during the year have cost $2,241.06. 


FERDINAND-ST. BRIDGE (OVER Bosron AND ALBANY R.R.). 


This is one of the bridges of the city which has not 
sufficient strength for city use. Fortunately it is not often 
tried with heavy loads, and heretofore it has shown no signs 
of yielding. One of the trusses now, however, shows a 
slight distortion, but it is less than may be seen on some of 
the other bridges 

Total cost of repairs in 1876, $142.37 


HUNTINGTON-AVENUE BripGe (over Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This bridge was built in the early part of 1872. The 
work, both of designing and constructing, was pushed to the 
utmost, in order to have the structure in readiness for the 
“Peace Jubilee” of that year. It seems that sufficient 
examination of the ground upon which it was. built was not: 

made, and its character proved much worse than had been 
anticipated. The foundation was modified to some extent 
during construction, but sufficient strength to resist the enor- 
mous pressure of the gravel back-filling was not provided, 
and, consequently, when the filling was applied, the abut- 
ments were pushed forward and the masonry was_ badly 
cracked. Movement continued from year to year, though at 
a decreasing rate, until the total distance moved by the 
northerly abutment at the easterly end was 114 inches, and 
that by the southerly abutment at its westerly end was 1 foot 
2} inches. One wing-wall was entirely destroyed, the pile 
foundation having been pushed from under it, and the piles 
under some portions of the abutments themselves settled 
several inches. 
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The masonry was so badly broken up, and had encroached 
so far upon the location of the railroad that the Committee 
on Paving of last year concluded to have it rebuilt. 

In July a contract was made with Edmund Rice & Co. for 
taking down and rebuilding the abutments and wing-walls, 
including the removal and replacing of the iron superstruc- 
ture, for the sum of $20,460; in addition to this amount, all 
split-stone furnished for foundations and backing to be paid 
for at the rate of $7.50 per cubic yard laid in the abutments. 

In September, after the abutments had been taken down, 
and it had been decided what to do to strengthen the founda- 
tions and secure the masonry from movement, an agreement 
was made with Rice & Co. to put in two concrete struts 
under the railroad, between the abutments; to put in tie- 
rods and anchor-plates, and do all excavation, etc., for the 
sum of $2,470; also to drive extra piles in the foundation 
at the following rates: for piles 32 feet in length, $3.90 
per pile, and for each additional foot in length,,10 cents. 

Although the weight of the masonry was diminished by 
decreasing the height of the abutments two feet, it was found 
advisable to increase the bearing-power of the pile founda- 
tions ; therefore 172 additional piles have been driven in the 
foundation of the northerly abutment, and 117 in that of the 
‘southerly abutment. Upon the heads of the piles was laid 
a footing-course of split-stone masonry, which increases the 
width of the foundation two feet beyond its former width. 

The bridge crosses the railroad at a considerable angle ; 
hence only those portions of the abutments which are oppo- 
site each other can be held in place by struts. The free ends 
are held by tie-rods and anchor-plates. 

The work is not so far advanced as had been anticipated, 
but the masonry is nearly finished, and the bridge can be 
opened to travel early in the spring. 


* MaLpeNn BripGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO EVERETT). 


In July a contract was made with Ross & Lord for rebuild- 
ing and enlarging the draw-pier of this bridge. 

The pier was lengthened about 30 feet at each end, 
making it about 310 feet in length over all. A new face of 
spruce planks, with projecting ribbons of oak, was put on in 
place of the old face of rough timbers. 

Ordinary repairs on the bridge have been made, and the 
draw has been painted.

* MerIDIAN-ST. BripGE (FROM East Boston TO CHELSEA). 


At the date of the last annual report a new draw and 
draw-pier for this bridge were building. They were finished 
early in the year. Foot travel over the bridge began Feb- 
ruary 26, and team travel a few days later. 

The new draw has the same general dimensions as the one 
it replaces. It is 170 feet long and 40 feet wide. The 
width of passage-way for vessels is, on one side of the pier, 
59 feet 3 inches, and.on the other, 59 feet 8 inches. The 
draw-pier is 317 feet long. 

The draw is a wooden. truss-draw (two trusses), with a 
wrought-iron, rim-bearing turn-table. The trusses not be- 
ing continuous over the turn-table, their outer ends are sup- 
ported from a gallows frame by long suspension rods. The 
gallows-frame is arranged with six “points of bearing on the 
turn-table, to distribute the weight as much as practicable. 
For easy working, the weight showld have been carried to 
the centre pin, but the grade of the bridge is too low to 
admit of such construction. The draw is operated by hand- 
power. In ordinary weather it moves as easily as so large 
and heavy a structure could be expected to move, but, owing 
to the fact that when high tides occur in very cold w eather, 
a coating of ice forms on the lower track and trigs tlie 
wheels, it is difficult to operate at times in the winter. 

With the exception of the old piles, the draw-pier was 
renewed throughout, and about twenty-tive feet in length was 
added to each end of it. It is not made continuous, but an 
opening of about six inches is left on each side of the draw, 
to prevent the transmission of blows from vessels to the draw 
foundations. 

The draw is supported on piles driven in 32} feet depth 
of water. 

The cost of rebuilding, including engineering and superin- 
tendence, was $27,827.18. 

The fences on the fixed part of the bridge have been 
painted, the draw-tender’s office has been repaired, and a 
work-shop has been built on the draw-pier. 

Cost of repairs, including work-shop, $988.98. 
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Mitipam Bripvcr (OvER Back Bay SLUvIcEs). 


No repairs have been made to this bridge. The dam built 
at its lower end by the Board of Health has been partially 
removed. © 


*Mr. WASHINGTON-AVENUE BripGE (OVER Fort Point 
CHANNEL). 

This bridge has received only ordinary repairs, and is now 

in good order. ‘The draw-pier will require quite extensive 

repairs this year, as it is old and weak. An office for the 


draw-tender has been built, at a cost of $850. 
Total cost of repairs (including cost of office), $2,045.60.

This structure is in good order. 


SHAWMUT-AVENUE BripGE (OvER Boston & ALBany RaIL- 
ROAD). 


This bridge, as stated in the last annual report, needs to be 
painted. In other respects it is in good order. 


Swett-stT. Bripces (OveR SoutH Bay SLuIcss). 


These bridges (two in number) were built for a temporary 
purpose. They are in a very fair condition. The railing, 
omitted at the time they were built, has been added the past 
year. 


* WARREN BripGE (FRoM Bosron TO CHARLESTOWN). 


The long fender-guard between the draw and Charlestown, 
on the down-stream side, has been rebuilt, a part of the piles 
have been replaced, and the whole upper portion has been 
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renewed in a substantial manner. <A large amount of patch- 
ing has been done on the paving. The bridge, fences and 
buildings have been painted, and the engine-room sheathed ; 
also the usual repairs have been made. ‘The bridge is now 
in fair condition. 


Total cost of repairs, $3,459.23. 


West Cuester Park Bripce (ovER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


This and a similar bridge over the Boston & Providence 
Railroad are new bridges, built during the past year for 
the extension of West Chester Park street to Beacon 
street.. 

The abutments of the two bridges are very similar in con- 
struction, and as those at the Boston & Providence road will 
be described in detail, only the dimensions of these will be 
given. They are 151 feet 6 inches long at the foundation, 
107 feet at the bridge seat, and are 24 feet 10 inches high, 
from timber platform (grade four feet above mean low water) 
to top of bridge seat. 

The parapets are 3 feet 10 inches high. 

The pile foundations and platforms are like those of the 
other bridge, but the substratum underlying the mud. was 
found to be a compact sand, which could not be penetrated 
except with difficulty ; only a few of the piles, therefore, were 
driven into it to a depth of more than two or three feet, and 
to prevent any crowding forward of the abutments by the 
pressure of the earth filling in the rear, three concrete 
struts, 6 feet square, were laid under the railroad tracks 
from face to face of the abutments. Mensurements, taken 
since the filling of the street has been made, show a move- 
ment of the free ends or wings, but none suflicient to pro- 
duce cracks, or that is perceptible to the eye. 

The superstructure consists of 12 plate girders, each 69 
feet 6 inches long, forming a bridge 90 feet in width. The 
roadway girders, ten in number, are 4 feet 4} inches deep at 
the centre, and 3 feet 3 inches deep at the ends; the two 
outside or sidewalk girders are 5 feet 5 inches deep at the 
centre, and 4 feet 5 inches deep at the ends. 

The girders are cross-braced with angle and tee-irons. 
The roadway timbers are 4-inch by 14-inch yellow pine, 
spaced two feet apart on centres, fitted between the girders 
and rest on 4-inch angle irons riveted to the web of same. 
The roadway planking is in two courses, the lower of 4-inch 
burnettized spruce, the upper of 2-inch spruce. The side- 
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walk floor stringers are 3 inches wide, and of varying depths 
to give the necessary pitch to the sidewalk. They.rest on 
4-inch by 14-inch timbers, fitted between the girders in the 
same manner as the roadway floor timbers. The planking is 
2-inch tongued and grooved burnettized spruce, and is to be 
covered with coal tar and gravel concrete 3 inches thick. 
The sides of the bridge are provided with fences of matched 
boarding, 6 feet in height. 

A section of these abutiients is shown in the accompanying 

late. 
i The work was done under the direction of Assistant Dex- 
ter Brackett. The abutments were built under a contract 
with Mr. Michael Meehan, dated Dec. 28th, 1875, and cost 
$42,148.45; the superstructure was built by the Leighton 
Bridge and Iron Company of Rochester, N. Y., at a cost of. 
$14,748.00, and the concrete struts by day labor, at a cost 
of $1,977.34. 

The total cost of bridge, including engineering, inspection, 
etc., $60,748.27. 


West CHESTER Park BRIDGE (OVER Boston & Provi- 
DENCE RAILROAD). 


The following description of this bridge and abutments is 
taken from the report of Assistant Brackett, who had charge 
of the work of construction : — 

“ The foundations of the abutments are each 146 feet long 
and 31 feet wide, except 17} feet in length on each end, 
where they are but 18 feet wide. ‘They consist of spruce 
piles, spaced 24 feet on centres, capped crosswise of the 
abutment with 12-inch by 12-inch yellow-pine caps, notched 
down 2 inches and treenailed to each pile. The excavation 
was carried two feet below the tops of the caps, and the 
space between them and around the piles filled with broken 
stone. The caps were then covered with 6-inch spruce 
planking for a width of 18 feet from the face of the founda- 
tions, and the remaining portion, 13 feet in width, which 
acts as an anchorage for the abutment, has three courses of 
planking 12 inches in width, running the whole length. The 
surface of this planking is at a grade of 4:feet above mean 
low-water. , Upon the planking rests the stone foundation, 
which is of rectangular block-stone laid in three courses ; the 
lowest course 146 feet long by 18 feet wide; the second 
course 146 feet by 8 feet 6 inches ; and the upper course 144 
feet by 5 feet 6 inches. The abutments consist of a face- 
wall of ashlar masonry, with granite piers at right angles, 
supporting brick relieving arches. | 
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“The face walls are in two-feet courses, 4 feet wide at the 
base, 3 feet 8 inches wide at the top, 139 feet long at the 
bottom, and stepped off at the ends to conform to the slope 
of the filling. 

“The pier-walls are 3 feet in width, 11 feet 3 inches apart 
from centre to centre, and extend 11 feet back from the rear 
of the face walls. With the exception of the skew-backs, 
which are ashlar masonry, they are built of rubble-stone laid 


_ solid in cement mortar, and are bonded into the face-walls by 


headers 8 feet in length. 

“ Between the piers are laid three brick arches, each 12 
inches thick, with a span of 8 feet 3 inches, the lowest arch 
being inverted and resting on a bed of cement concrete. 
The bridge-seat courses are 6 feet 6 inches wide by 2 feet in 
thickness, and project 8 inches from the faces of the abut- 


ments. 


“The parapet courses are 1 foot 9 inches wide, and of 
sufficient height to bring the stone-work level with the floor 
of the bridge.” 

This design of the masonry was adopted to bring the 
weight upon the piles within safe limits (the actual weight 
on each pile of the five front rows is 6,8, tons), and that of 
the foundation to secure a rigid platform which should offer 
great resistance to any movement in detail, and to obtain an 
anchorage in the hack-filling. 

“The superstructure is 72 feet long and 90 feet wide, 
with three roadways and two sidewalks. © It consists of six 
wrought-iron girders, supporting wrought-iron floor-beams. 
The outside or sidewalk girders are plate girders, 72 feet 
long, 5 feet 3 inches deep at the ends, and 6 feet 6 inches 
deep at the centres. The roadway girders are of the lattice 
form, 72 feet long, 5 feet 10 inches deep at the ends, and 7 
feet 2 inches deep at the centre. 

“The sidewalk floor-beams are 11 feet 3 inches long, 14} 
inches deep; the roadway floor-beams are 22 feet 6 inches 
long, 16 inches deep at the centre, and 144 inches deep at 
the ends. The girders are provided with cast-iron bearing- 
plates at the fixed end, and the sidewalk girders with 
rollers, and the roadway girders with rockers, at the moving 
end. 

“The roadway floor-stringers are of yellow pine, 4 inches 
thick, of varying depths, to give a crown to the roadway, 
and rest on 38-inch by 38-inch yellow-pine joists, which rest 
on the lower flanges of the floor-beams, and are bolted to 
the same with }$-inch bolts. The roadway planking is in 
two courses; the lower of 4-inch burnettized spruce, the 
upper of 2-inch spruce. The sidewalk floor-stringers are 3 
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inches by 16 inches, and rest on the lower flanges of the 
floor-beams ; ; the planking is of 2-inch pug and grooved 
white pine.’ 

The dividing of the roadway into three parts is objection- 
able; but it was unavoidable in this. case, as the estab- 
lished grade of the street gave but 1 foot 7? inches for 
the Beara of the floor, thai limiting the length of the 
floor-girders. 

A view of the rear of the northerly abutment showing 
the relieving arches is given in the accompanying plate. 

The substratum here is a soft clay, such as is found 
underlying the mud throughout most of the Back-bay area, 

The piles were readily driven into it to a depth of 6 or 7 
feet. As this bridge crosses the road nearly at right angles, 
struts between the Den taoeits could easily have Ben applied : 
but as it is probable that, within a year or two, other abut- 
ments, much more costly, because of their dimensions, will be 
built in situations where the conditions are very similar, but 
where struts cannot be applied on account of the very acute 
angle at which the streets will cross the railroad, it was 
thought advisable to leave these free to move as an experi- 
ment, the value of which as a guide in future designs would 
warrant the slight risk of injury to the masonry. 

As the filling behind the abutments progressed, measure- 
ments were made to detect any movement. The filling 
behind the southerly abutment was nearly finished. before 
that behind the northerly abutment was begun. Its effect 
was to move the southerly abutment about one inch, and the 
northerly one about one-half inch, both to the north. The 
abutments are 66 feet apart, and as the superstructure was 
not then erected, the one could have acted on the other only 
through the gravel filling of the railroad. 

The filling bebind the northerly abutment was then made, 
forcing it to the south a distance of one and three-quarters 
inches. The masonry shows no cracks nor distortions. It is 
probable that the abutments have assumed their final posi- 
tions, but if further movement is found to take place it will 
be advisable to build concrete struts, as at the Boston & 
Albany road. 

The abutments and foundations were built at a cost of 
$39,140, by Mr. Michael Meehan, under a contract dated 
Dec, 28th, 1875. The contract for the superstructure, made 
Dee. 31st, 1875, was with Boynton Bros., of this city, but 
the work was actually done by the Delaware Bridge Co., of 
New York. Its cost was $13,500. 

Total cost of bridge, including engineering, inspection, 
etc., $54,484.48. 
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Winturop Bripce (FRoM Breep’s [stand TO WINTHROP). 


The fences have been painted and a few minor repairs hav 
been made. ‘The bridge is in good order. 
Cost of repairs, including painting, $36.08.

* CAMBRIDGE-ST. BRIDGE (FROM WARD 25 TO CAMBRIDGE). 


The up-stream fender and the fences of this bridge have 
been rebuilt, and the roadway has been replanked. 

The draw-pier is in a bad state, and should be rebuilt 
this year. Plans for rebuilding and lengthening it have been 
prepared. 

The bridge itself is in good condition. 

Total cost of repairs for the year, $755.29. 


CENTRAL-AVENUE BRIDGE (OVER NeEponset River, Dor- 
CHESTER LOWER MILLs). 


The opening of a new street to connect Dorchester with 
Milton required the building of a bridge across the Neponset 
river at the Lower Mills. 

The contract for the pier and abutments was made, Aug. 
Ist, with Mr. F. A. Fuller, of Milton, and the work was 
completed early in November, at a cost of $7,439. 

The river at this point is divided into two parts by an 
island, and accordingly the bridge is made in two spans, one 
of 90 feet, the other of 62 feet. 

The abutments are 50 feet in length, measured on their 
faces, and have wing-walls to retain the street filling, which 
return at an angle of 60 degrees with the centre line of the 
avenue. ‘The pier is 44 feet 9 inches in length and 4 feet 4 
inches in width on top. 

The northerly abutment rests on ledge rock, and is 13 
feet in height. The pier and southerly abutment are built 
on firm gravel; the former is 8 feet high and the latter 18. 

The contract for the superstructure was made with the 
Leighton Bridge and Iron Co., of Rochester, N. Y., July 
dist. The contract price is $10,800. The iron-work, it 
is understood, is ready for shipment, but it will be some 
weeks, at least, before the bridge can be opened for travel. 
The following description of the bridge is taken from. the 
report of Assistant W. F. Learned, who had charge of 
construction :— 
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“It is to be a wrought-iron deck bridge of two spans; one 
pan to be 94 feet in length, the other 63 feet 6inches. Each 
pan is to consist of 6 wrought-iron, single-intersection, 
attice-girders, 6 feet 5 inches in depth, placed 8 feet 4 
inches apart on centres, and connected together at the top 
and bottom chords with lateral bracing, and at the ends and 
other points with vertical cross-braving. 

“ Floor timbers of yellow pine, 15 inches deep at centre 
of roadway, and moulded to 12 inches deep at sidewalk 
curb, are to be bolted to the top of the girders, alternate 
timbers to project to form the sidewalk. The roadway 
planking is to be in two courses, the lower course to be of 
yellow pine, 4 inches in thickness, spiked to floor timbers, 
and the upper course to be spruce, 2 inches in thickness, 
spiked to lower course. The sidewalk plank is to be 
tongued and grooved white pine, 2 inches in thickness. 
“The fences are 4 feet in height. 

“The width of the roadway is to be 36 feet, with side- 
walks 7 feet in width, making the whole width of bridge 50 
feet between fences.” 

The town of Milton pays one-third and the city of Boston 
two-thirds of the cost of the structure. 


* CHELSEA BRIDGE (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO CHELSEA). 


Only such repairs have been made to this bridge during 
the past year as were needed to keep it in safe condi- 
tion for public travel; the work of reconstructing and 
widening has, however, commenced. 

In the Appendix to last year’s report will be found a 
special report upon the rebuilding of this bridge, with 
estimates of cost, etc. 

From that report it will be seen that there was some 
question as to the width of the right of way possessed by the 
city. The owners on either side maintained, that although 
the right of way taken was at least 66 feet wide, the city 
could hold only 82 feet, as this was the width of the bridge 
actually built and maintained for more than 70 years. 

Mutual concessions were made by the city and the land- 
owners, by which the city receives, among other valuable 
rights, an undisputed right to a width oi 66 feet ; and, finally, 
contracts were made with the Mystic-river Corporation, the 
Boston and Lowell and Lowell and Nashua Railroad Com- 
pany, and the Oriental Coal Oil Company, for filling solid to 
grade the portion of the way abutting the property of those 
corporations, which filling will make a solid roadway of about 
1,340 feet in length of the 2,000 feet of bridge supported by 
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the city. The work of filling is now going on, and the pay-_ 
ments on account to Jan. Ist amount to $10,644.07. The 
total value of the various contracts is about $29,000.00. 
Detailed plans for rebuilding the remaining length will 
made this winter, for the consideration of the Committee 
Bridges. 
Cost of ordinary repairs for the year, $1,997.93. 


* Essex-St. Brince (From Warp 25 TO CAMBRIDGE). 


This bridge has been replanked, and a few minor repairs 
made. It is now in fair condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $1,625.44. 


* GRANITE BripGE (FROM Warpb 24 To Mitron). 


This structure has been repaired by replacing some decayed 
stringers, and by replanking to some extent. It is in good 
condition, except that the fences need painting. 

Total cost of repairs, $400.88.

Lonewoop-ave. BripGE (FROM WarD 22 TO BROOKLINE). 


A special report upon this bridge will be found in the 
Appendix. ; 

By order of the Committee on Streets, plans for a new 
bridge are being made in this office. 

The portion ‘of. the structure in Boston has been newly 
sheathed during the year. 


Total cost of repairs upon the part belonging to Boston, 
$160.00. 


Marrapan Bripck (From Warp 24 To Miron). 


This bridge needs painting; otherwise it is in fair con- 
dition. 
It has received no repairs in the past year. 


Mitton Brrpezk (FRom Warp 24 To Mirton). 


This bridge is in good order. It has received no repairs 
in the past year. 


* NEPONSET BripGe (FRoM Warp 24 To QuINcy). 


The present structure at this point cannot be kept in use 
much longer, and it is possible that the severe weather of 
this winter may disable it. 
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The floor of the bridge is in good condition, as it has been 
actically rebuilt during the past three or four years, but 
piles and the draw-pier are in a wretched condition. 

nly such repairs as were necessary to keep the bridge in 
e condition have been made. 

Total cost of repairs, $376.41. 


* NortH Bracon-st. BripGE (FROM Warpb 25 TO WATER- 
TOWN). 
This bridge is in fair condition. It has received ordinary 
repairs only. 
Cost of repairs, $136.31. 


* NortH Harvarp-st. Bripge (FRoM Warp 25 To CAM- 
BRIDGE). 
The fender of this bridge has been rebuilt, the bridge 
itself has been replanked, the fences painted, and some 
minor repairs m made. 


It is now in good order. 
Total cost of. repairs, $474.32. 


SPRING-ST. BripGE (FRoM Warp 23 To DEDHAM). 


With the exception of the fences this bridge is in good 
order. 


* WESTERN-AVE. BRIDGE (FROM WARD 25 TO CAMBRIDGE). 


This bridge has been replanked, and is in good order. 
Cost of repairs, $234.43. 


WESTERN-AVE. BRIDGE (FROM WarD 25 TO WATERTOWN). 


Several new piles have been driven for this bridge, and 
the stringers and covering have been renewed. It is now 
in good order. 


Total cost of repairs, $1,066.17. 


Iil.— BRIDGES FOR THE MAINTENANCE OF 
WHICH BOSTON PAYS A PART OF THE 
COST. 


ALBANY-ST. Bripge (OvER Bosron & ALBANY RAILROAD). 


An agreement with the Boston & Albany Railroad Corpo- 
ation, dated August 8, 1876, has been executed, whereby 
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it agrees to take down and rebuild both abutments of th] 
bridge, and to replace the present iron bridge with. anoth 
of longer span. 

The city agrees to allow the work to be done, and relea! 
the portion of the street to be covered by the additio1 
length of the bridge; the old bridge and the materials ¢ 
the northerly abutment to be the property of the Railroa 
Corporation; the southerly abutment to be rebuilt at th 
expense of the city, and the northerly abutment and new 
bridge to be built at the expense of the railroad. The 
Railroad Company also agrees to assume all grade damages, 
and to maintain the portions of the new bridge not over their 
original location. The plans for the entire structure are to 
be approved by the City Engineer. It is understood the 
work will be commenced early in the spring. 

As has been before reported, both abutments are in a 
bad condition. They are so pushed forward as to exert an 
end thrust on the iron trusses of the bridge and throw the 
top chords badly out of line. The sidewalk girders are in a 
dangerous condition, and the pressure upon them should be 
relieved at once. 


*CANAL BripGE (FROM Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


* Prison Point BripGe (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO Cam- 
BRIDGE). 


* West Boston BripGe (FROM Boston TO CAMBRIDGE). 


These three bridges are in charge of commissioners, for 
whom Mr. Wightman acts as engineer. His report, printed 
in the Appendix, will show their condition. 


IV.— BRIDGES SUPPORTED BY RAILROAD 
CORPORATIONS. 


The iron bridge on Sixth street, South Boston, which was 
a weak affair, has been replaced by a wooden structure (by 
the New York & New England Railroad). 

Second and ‘Third street bridges, which were reported 
last year as old and more or less decayed, have received 
trifling repairs only. 


Everrertt-st. Bripge (ovER Boston, Revere BracH AND 
Lynn Rarvroap). 


This is a new bridge, built within the past year. It is 


well constructed and strongly proportioned. 
4 
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The other bridges, given in the list supported by Railroad 
rperations, are in good order, or fair condition, and call 
10 special mention. 


ISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTIONS 
IN 1876. 


BERKELEY-ST. RETAINING-W ALLS. 


These walls are located on each side of Berkeley street, 
between the bridge over the Boston and Providence Rail- 
road and Stanhope street, aud adjoin land of the railroad 
corporation. 

The wall on the easterly side of the street is completed. 
It is 115 feet 6 inches in length, measured from the face of 
the abutment of the bridge. A spruce pile foundation, con- 
sisting of rows of piles, each row capped with a 10” XK 12” 
hard-pine stick, notched down and treenailed to the piles, 
supports the wall. The masonry of the lowest three courses 
is built of straight-split granite, the remainder of the wall 
of rubble granite. The wall is capped with 20” X 20” granite 
coping, each stone about 8 feet long and rough-ham- 
mered on top. A wooden fence, 5 feet in height, with 
iron standards, is built on top of the wall. 

The wall on the westerly side of the street is in all essen- 
tial particulars of construction like that. on the easterly side, 
and is 123 feet in length. It has until recently been in 
process of construction; but since the severe weather the 
work has been stopped. 

The average dimensions of the cross-sections of the walls 
are: height, 17 feet; width on the bottom, 8 feet 6 inches; 
and width on the top, 3 feet. 

Albert Parsons and Peter Shortell are the contractors for 
doing the work; the contract is dated August 23d, and the 
amount to be paid under it is $12,940, 


FORT-AVENUE RETAINING-W ALL. 


Estimates were made in January for a retaining-wall on 
Centre street and Fort avenue, but no further action was 
taken until September, when plans and specifications were 
prepared and the work advertised for proposals. September 
21, 1876, a contract for building the wall was made with 
Patrick Leach and John Hanney, the lowest bidders, for the 
sum of $9,175. 
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The following description is taken from Assistant EK. W. 
Howe’s report : — 


“The foundation of the wall projects one foot beyond the 
line of its face for its entire length. The part on Centre 
street is so located that the intersection of the face and the 
surface of the ground is on the line of the street, while the 
part on the line between the city’s land and the land of Mr. 
H. K. Batchelder, and also on the line of Fort avenue, pro- 
jects, with the consent of Mr. Batchelder, on to his land 
sufficiently to allow of the fence being put on the property 
line. By this concession of Mr. Batchelder the street is 
maintained its full width. 

“The wall is of rubble masonry, built of Roxbury stone, 
with only the seam faces exposed. The face has a batter of 
one inch in twelve. At the northerly end of the wall on Cen- 
tre street a granite fender-post is set, and the wall at this end 
is capped with a granite coping for a length of about 20 feet. 
The wall on the line between the city’s land and that of Mr. 
Batchelder, and also on the line of Fort avenue, is to be 
capped by a granite coping 20 inches thick, dowelled to the 
wall. On this coping is to be built a wooden fence 5 feet 
6 inches high, with iron standards. The grade of the top of 
the wall is such as will hold a bank running back to the new 
line of Fort avenue, with a slope of one and three-quarters 
to one. The wall is ballasted with stone chips, and the back- 
filling has been deposited in layers one foot in thickness and 
thoroughly rammed. A portion of the wall rests on the 
ledge, which was cut into steps to receive it, and iron cramps 
one inch square were also used where practicable to tie the 
masonry to the ledge.” 


Work was commenced Sept. 25th, and continued until 
Dec. 8th, when the contractors were obliged to stop on 
account of cold weather, and have done nothing since. At 
the present time the wall on Centre street is completed, with 
the exception of a small portion of the back-filling; and the 
remaining portion of the wall is completed, with ‘the excep- 
tion ‘of the coping, fence and back-filling. 


SWETT-STREET EXTENSION. 


As stated in the report of 1875, the contractors for filling 
Swett street, Messrs. J. B. Dacey & Co., stopped work 
Jan. 1, 1876, on account of their inability to make arrange- 


“ments with the New York and New England Railroad Com- 


pany for crossing its tracks at grade. On Jan. 3d, 1876, 
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a contract was made between the city and the New York 
1 New England Railroad Company for raising the grade 
its tracks so as to pss over Swett street, and on May 18th 

his work had so far progressed as to allow the passage of 

gravel trains under the railroad tracks. Thereupon the 

Messrs. Dacey recommenced work under their contract with 

the city, and prosecuted the same until Sept. 5th, when the 

last train of gravel was delivered. The final estimate was 
made Sept. 14th. 

There were delivered on Swett street, under the contract, 

18,944 squares of gravel, and 136 squares of stone for 

rip-rap. 

There were laid by the Messrs. Dacey 626 square yards of 

rip-rap, in place of the slope-wall required by the contract. 
The total number of car-loads of gravel delivered as re- 

turned by Mr. L. W. Knight, the superintendent of the 

work, was 46,071. 

The gravel was brought from West Quincy from the same 

bank as that delivered during 1875. Tallymen were em- 

ployed at the bank to keep a record of the number of car- 
loads removed, and also on the street, to record the number 
received. 

The total amount of money paid under the contract was 

$77,102.50. 

Since the completion of the contract there have been laid 

on portions of the slopes where it was found necessary 369 

square yards of rip-rap, but no extra filling has been 

required. 


RAISING THE GRADE OF THE NEw York & NEW ENGLAND 
RAILROAD. 


January 3d, 1876, a contract was made between the city 
and the New York & New England Railroad Company for 
raising the grade of its tracks, “building a bridge over Swett 
street, building abutments for a br idge : ‘at the proposed cross- 
ing of the extension of East Chester Park and rip-rapping 
the slopes of portions of the filling. 

The abutments for the bridge at East Chester Park are 
built of rubble masonry, except the exposed faces, which 
are of quarry-faced ashlar, laid in two-feet courses and with 
Flemish bond, the whole laid in cement. The foundations 
are laid on the gravel at about grade 8 feet above mean 
low water. 

The abutments are U-shaped, the wing-walls being of 
sufficient length to keep the slope of the filling back from ° 


the street linen 
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The space between the abutments was filled ca airs ahieb 
and the railroad tracks laid over it. When East Chester 
Park is extended, a bridge can be placed on the abutments 
and the gravel removed, with slight interference with the 

railroad travel. 

The bridge abutments at Swett street are of the same gen- 
eral plan as those of East Chester Park, but have for 
foundation a timber platform, consisting of two courses of 
spruce, laid at rigat angles to each other, the lower one 12 
inches thick and the upper one 8 inches thick. The platform 
was adopted for the foundation, because it was impossible to 
drive piles through the gravel into and through the mud to the 
clay beneath. 

The railroad bridge over Swett street is a double-track 
one, built of wood, and consists of two Howe trusses, placed 
26 feet 5 inches apart, on centres. Each truss is 8 feet high 
and 64 feet long, the distance between bearings being 59 feet 
6 inches. ‘The floor timbers are 8” X 14”, placed 2 feet 6 
inches apart, on centres. 

The filling and building of the abutments and bridge were 
accomplished without discontinuing the use of either track 
of the railroad. This was done by first widening the road- 
bed at its old grade to the full width of the new bank at that 
gerade and building trestle-work on the outer line, at the 
crossings of Swett street and of East Chester Park. Tracks 
were then laid on the outer edge of the bank and on the 
trestles for the accommodation of the regular travel of the 
road ; this arrangement gave space enough between the tracks 
for building the abutments and bridge and for raising the 
centre of the bank to the new grade, with sufficient width to 
support one track. The travel from the track on the westerly 
side was then turned on to the centre track and the bank 
completed on that side. This gave room for the two tracks 
at the new grade, when the tr ack on the easterly side of the 
railroad was transferred to the top of the bank and the grad- 
ing completed. 

‘The bridge and abutments were designed by Mr. W. How- 
ard White, engineer of the New York & New E ngland 
Railroad, who was also the originator of the method of doing 
the filling. The whole work has been carried out under the 
direction of Mr. White. 

The banks from which the gravel was taken are located at 
Islington, on the New York & New England Railroad, being 
the same locality from which the ovavel for filling the North- 
ampton-street District in 1874 was brought. Tally men were 
employed, who kept an account of all car-loads removed 
from the bank, or received on the filling. 


s 
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There were deposited on the railroad under the terms of 
the contract squares of gravel, and the amount 
of rip-rap laid was 10,031 square yards. The number of 
car-loads of gravel delivered, as returned by Mr. Knight, was 
30,132. 

The work was commenced in February, and .was com- 
pleted December 20th, 1876. 


West CuHesterR PARK AND COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


A contract was made July 27th, 1876, with Ezra G. Per- 
kins for filling the approaches to the new bridges on West 
Chester Park over the Boston & Albany and over the Bos- 
ton & Providence Railroads. Work was begun July 26th, 
1876, and prosecuted on the north side of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad until August 2d, when the contractor 
stopped work on that portion, on account of the rebuilding of 
Huntington-avenue bridge, which bridge furnished the only 
way available to cross the Boston & Albany Railroad with 
gravel trains. 

On September 8th, Mr. Perkins having made a contract 
with the Boston & Albany Railroad Co., for completing the 
filling of this section, the work was resumed and was finished 
Dec. 19th. 

The contractor began work on the southerly approach to 
the bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad, Sept. 4th, 
and completed this section, and also the approaches to the 
bridge over the Boston and Providence Railroad, December 
2d, 1876. | 

The gravel furnished by the Boston & Albany Railroad 
Co. was brought from its bank at Weston, about 12 miles 
from Boston. The total amount delivered was 8,330 
squares, and the number of car-loads, as returned by Mr. L. 
W. Knight, who was superintendent of the work, was 
17,366. 

The gravel for the remaining portion of the work was 
brought from Mr. Perkins’s bank, at Canton, on the Boston 
& Providence Railroad, about 13 miles from Boston. The 
total amount delivered was squares, and the 
number of car-loads delivered, as returned by Mr. Knight, 
was 19,130. 


In GENERAL. 


Considerable work has been done during the year of a 
miscellaneous character, such as plans and estimates for 
building a retaining-wall and filling solid a portion of the 
wharf lot used by the Paving Department, in Charlestown ; a 


a 
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sewer in the channel of Muddy river ; measurements of filling 
made by the Board of Health ; measurements of sodding and 
concrete walks, on the Common and public grounds; esti- 
mates for a retaining-wall on Tuckerman street, Washington 
Village, ete. 

In the draughting-room, in addition to the usual miscella- 
neous work, such as making plans of finished structures, cor- 
recting maps, lettering plans, etc., Mr. John E. Cheney, the 
principal draughtsman in charge of this work, has designed 
the following iron bridges, which have been built during 
the year : — 


Stony Brook bridge, Boston Water Works. 
Everett-street bridge. 

Central-avenue bridge. 

Draws for Dover-street bridge. 

Prison Point draw-bridge. 


Designs have also been made for adjustable end-bearings 
for Meridian-street draw-bridge; chain tighteners for Con- 
gress-street draw-bridge, and a house for Dover-street bridge. 


B.—WATER WORKS. 


Lake Cochituate and Sudbury River. — Water from Sud- 
bury river has been turned into the lake during the past 
year, from Jan. 12th to 18th, from Jan. 21st to Feb. 19th, 
from March 27th to 30th, from May 4th to 10th, from July 
24th to Sept. 2d, from Sept. 9th to 16th, from Sept. 28th 
to Nov. 1ith, Nov. 16th, and from Dee. 9th to 28th, or 161 
days in all. 

The total quantity of water diverted from the river was 
2,528,300,000 gallons, equal to a daily supply of 6,907,900 
gallons for the whole year. 

In the latter part of 1875 the lake surface was slowly 
falling, and it continued to fall till Jan. 13th, when it 
reached a point 8 feet 9 inches above the bottom of the con- 
duit; at this date it began to rise, and reached high- 
water mark March 26th. On March 21st a warm rain 
falling upon a considerable depth of snow produced a heavy 
freshet, which was further increased on the 25th by a snow- 
storm which turned into rain. On the 27th Sudbury river 
had risen to an unprecedented height, and was flowing at 
the rate of over 2,000,000,000 gallons in 24 hours; the lake 
was also brought to a high point, and a heavy waste was 
occasioned at the dam, the depth of the overflow being 
21 inches. 
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From March 26th until the latter part of May the lake 
surface stood at or near high water mark. It then began to 
fall, and on the 26th of July had fallen to 9 feet 4 inches 
above the conduit bottom. Water from the river was now 
turned into the lake at the rate of 20,000,000 gallons per 
day, and the surface rose until August 7th, when it stood at 
10 feet. It kept at this height for two weeks, and then 
began to fall, standing, Sept. lst, 9 feet 7 inches; Oct. Ist, 
8 feet 8 inches, and Oct. 21st, 8 feet 3 inches above the 
bottom of the conduit, this last being the least height for 
the year. Novy. Ist it had risen to 8 feet 4} inches, Dec. Ist, 
9 feet 93 inches, and at this date, Jan. Ist, 1877, it stands 
at 9 feet. 

There has been waste over the dam from March 25th to 
April 12th, from April 19th to 23d, and from May 10th to 
14th, the total waste being 1,619,243,.800 gallons, equal to 
a daily supply of 4,424,200 gallons for the whole year. 

Consumption. — 'The average daily consumption from the 
Cochituate works for each month of the year has been as

High Service, Boston Highlands Pumping Works. —'The 
pumps and engines at this station have worked very satisfac- 
torily, and are now in good condition. The average daily 
quantities of water pumped in each month have been as 
follows : —

The average daily quantity for the year being 1,461,104 
gallons, an increase of 15.06 per cent. over the quantity 
pumped in 1875. 

The consumption from these works during the last two 
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weeks of the year has been at the rate of 1,874,148 gallons 
per day, a quantity just about equal to their present capacity. 

Brighton Temporary Hiyh Service Works. —In a report 
made in 1875 it was recommended that for the purpose of 
supplying the high lands of Brighton a small system of 
works should be built, consisting of a reservoir on Academy 
Hill, and steam-pumps of small capacity located at some 
convenient point. 

An appropriation of $10,000 was made by the City Coun- 
cil for this purpose, and the works have been built during 
the past season and have been in operation since August 10th. 

The reservoir, which is situated in the school-house yard 
on Academy Hill, is 30 feet square at the top, 9 feet 8 inches 
deep, and when filled to a depth of & feet holds 47,000 
gallons. It is located upon a ledge; the foundation is a 
layer of concrete, 9 to 18 inches thick; the side-walls built 
of Roxbury pudding-stone, are 10 feet high, 5 feet thick at 
the base and 2 feet at the top. The sides and bottom are 
lined with a 4-inch course of brick pargetted with a thin 
coat of Portland cement, and the whole is covered with a 
timber roof. 

The engine-house, designed by the City Architect, is sit- 
uated on the city ledge lot on Cambridge street, about one 
mile from the reservoir. It is a neat wooden building, 20 
feet by 35 feet 8 inches. 

The pumps and boilers were furnished by Mr. H. R. 
Worthington, of New York. 

The pumps, of which there are two, are of the duplex, 
high-pressure type, having 12-inch steam cylinders, 7-inch 
water cylinders, and 10-inch stroke. 

The boilers are upright tubular, 42 inches in diameter. 

The height of the water in the reservoir is at all times 
shown on a dial in the engine-house by an electric indicator. 

High-water mark is at gr rade 174.10 above tide-marsh level. 

Distr tbuting System. no The laying of pipes in Brighton 
and West Roxbury, which was commenced in 1875, has 
been continued during the past year. In all, about 17} 
miles of pipes have been laid, and 173 hydrants have been 
set in those divisions of the city. 

In the older portions of the city, principally in Dorches- 
ter and the Highlands, about 7 miles of pipes have been laid 
and 70 hydrants set. 

Pipe Plans. -— Working plans of each street where pipes 
were to be laid, showing the size of pipe proposed, and the 
location of the gates and hydrants, bave been made for the ° 
Superintendent of the Eastern Division of the Water Works. 

The plans showing the location of the water-pipes, gates 
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and hydrants as actually laid, belonging to this office, and 
those belonging to the Water Board and to the Superin- 
tendent of the Eastern Division, have been corrected to 
show the extensions of the year, as usual. © 

Sectional plans of West Roxbury and East Boston, on a 
scale of 100 feet to an inch, are now being prepared for this 
office ; and others, of East Boston and South Boston, ona 
scale of 200 feet to an inch, are being made for the Superin- 
tendent of the Eastern Division. 

Heperiments on Hvaporation from Water Surfaces. — In 
1875 a series of experiments were begun at Beacon Hill 
reservoir to determine the amount of evaporation from 
water surfaces. The main object aimed at by the. experi- 
ments was to ascertain what relation the evaporation from a 
Jarge body of water, having a depth of several feet, bore to 
that from tanks and pans, such as are usually used for 
experiments upon this subject. 

Beacon Hill reservoir is a stone structure, supported, at a 
considerable height above the street surface, on arches, 
and so arranged that any leakage can easily be detected. 
It is shut off from the street service, the water in it being 
held simply as a reserve in case of accident or other emer- » 
gency. And as it is nearly square in plan, and has _ practi- 
cally vertical sides, it forms avery good vessel for such 
experiments. 

Last year a series of experiments upon evaporation from 
tanks was commenced at Chestnut-Hill reservoir for compar- 
ison with those at Beacon Hill. 

The evaporation at Beacon Hill has been measured in 
three different ways : — 

1st. The amount from the surface of the reservoir. 

2d. The amount from a wooden tank. 

3d. The amount from a tin vessel. 

The tank and vessel are attached to a raft floating on the 
reservoir surface, and are submerged to very nearly their 
full depth. 

The reservoir has a surface of 28,000 square feet, and has 
had about 12 feet depth of water during the experiments. 
The wooden tank is 3 feet wide, 4 feet long, and 3 feet 
deep, and is covered on the outside with zinc. The tin 
vessel is about 15 inches in diameter, and 18 inches deep. 

The observations were taken daily by means of a hook 
gauge. 

The rainfall was measured in two gauges; one, 2 inches 
‘in diameter, the other, 14.85 inches in diameter. 

The tanks at Chestnut Hill reservoir are similar to the 
above, and are attached to a raft floating in the centre of a 


basin of water of about 87 acres area and 20 feet deep, 
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where they are fully exposed to the sun and winds. 
The following table gives the result of the experi- 


ments : —

The figures given in the column of mean temperature for 
1876 are from the observations of the U. S. Signal Service. 
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At Beacon Hill the observations were taken at about 2 
o'clock each day. ‘The temperature of the water in the 
wooden tank averaged about one degree lower than that of 
the water in the reservoir, and the temperature in the tin 
vessel was about one-half a degree higher. 

The observations at Chestnut Hill were taken at 8.45 
A.M. There the temperature in the wooden tank averaged 
3 or 4 degrees (and at times it was 10 degrees) lower than 
in the reservoir; and that in the tin vessel was about the 
same as that in the reservoir. Observations taken night 
and day show the temperatures to vary widely. 

To eliminate a disturbing element, periods of a few days, 
during which no rain fell, have been selected for comparison. 
The evaporations at those times were as follows : —

Mystic Works. 


Mystic Lake. — The long-continued drought of last year 
brought Mystic lake to the lowest stage it has ever reached 
since the construction of the works, except in 1875, when it 
fell to a point only 2 feet 114 inches above the bottom of 
the conduit.

Mystic Conduit. — Plans have been prepared by this 
depsrtment for an enlargement of the screen and gate-house 
over the Mystic conduit. More room is much needed at 
this point. 

Mystic- Vailey Sewer. — For the purpose of preserving 
the purity of the Mystic Water Supply the Legislature of 
1875 passed an act authorizing the City of Boston to build a 
system of sewers in the Mystic valley, to intercept the 
objectionable drainage, and discharge it into the lower pond 
at the head of tide-water. | 

The act was accepted by the city, July 12, 1875, and the 
City Council of 1876 authorized the then existing Mystic 
Water Board to construct the sewers, voting an appropria- 
tion of $205,000 for that purpose. 

Early in the year I was requested by the Mystic Board to 
make the final location of the lines, and prepare plans and 
specifications for letting the work. 

Assistant W. F. Learned and party were detailed for this 
work, and were engaged upon it during the spring months. 
The final location was determined, and considerable progress 
had been made on the plan, when it was discovered that, 
owing to certain restrictions of the act, the sewer could be 
built only along an unnecessarily circuitous route. It was 
then thought best to suspend further operations, and to ask 
for an amendment to the act. 

His Honor the Mayor, authorized by the City Council, 
has petitioned the Legislature for the amendment. 


C.— ADDITIONAL SUPPLY. 


By an order of the City Council approved July 18th, 
1876, the City Treasurer was authorized “to borrow the sum 
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of two million dollars, to be added to the appropriations 
heretofore made for an ‘Additional Supply of Water.’” 
This, added to the sums before appropriated, for preliminary 
investigations (Oct. 20th, 1871, $10,000.00), for connecting 
Sudbury river with Lake Cochituate as a means of temporary 
supply (April 12th, 1872, $100,000.00) and for building 
the Sudbury-river works (April 11th, 18738, $500,000.00, 
Feb. 26th, 1875, $1,500,000.00), makes the total amount 
appropriated $4,110,000.00. The premium on the sale of 
bonds ($352,886.80) stands to the credit of this appropriation ; 
therefore the total sum with which the Additional Supply is 
charged is $4,462,886.80. 

The amount expended to date, including the estimates and 
bills audited in December, is $2,933,842.93, of which sum 

2,325,186.21 is chargeable to labor and materials used in 
the construction of the permanent works, that is, has been 
paid on account of contracts, for work done by day labor, 
and for materials. The retained percentage to secure the 
faithful execution of the contracts is $196,653.31. 

During the past year the work on the conduit has been 
prosecuted vigorously, “nany of the sections having been 
completed, and on a numbev of the contracts the final pay- 
ments have been made. About nine-tenths of the length of 
the conduit is finished. The part of the work remaining to 
be done is largely upon special structures, such as the bridges 
and siphons. 

Work, by day labor, on section 1 and on the foundations 
of the dams was commenced in the latter part of May and 
continued without interruption to the end of the season. 
Section 1 is practically finished, and the masonry of the 
gate-chambers at its head is so far advanced that it will be 
tinished early next summer. 

The work upon the dams is not so far advanced as could 
be wished, although it has been well pushed since it began. 
The foundation for dam 1 is finished, and a contract for 
the superstructure will be let this winter. The foundations 
for dams 2 and 3 are each about half completed. The 
contract for the superstructures, it is expected, will be let 
during the coming spring or in early summer. The work 
required to connect the conduit with Chestnut-Hill reservoir 
is not yet begun. Contracts for the chambers and for the 
pipes will be made soon. 

The average number of men employed on the work done 
by day labor was 270; the largest number, 432. 

The largest number of men employed at any one time by 
the various contractors and directly by the city was 2,300.

The engineering force in charge of this work is composed 
as follows : — 

A resident engineer in charge (Mr. A. Fteley) ; a prin- 
cipal assistant (Mr. D. W. Cunningham) ; five parties in 
charge of work in the field and superintending construction, 
and one party in the draughting office. The number of men 
employed in this force during the greater portion of the sea- 
son has been 55. ‘There are now employed 50. The 
number of inspectors of masonry and earth work was 23. 

The work done by day’s labor was placed under the charge 
of a general superintendent (Mr. Henry H. Pike). 

During September, October and November, hearings in the 
matter of the taking by the City of Boston of the waters of 
the Sudbury river and its tributaries were held before 
commissioners. 

The closing argument was made Nov. 4th, and the award 
of the commissioners, which has just been made public, is as 
follows : —

In connection with these cases it was found advisable to 
have accurate gaugings made of the flow of the Concord 
river at Lowell, where most of the mills claiming damages 
are situated ; accordingly three assistants were employed for 
this purpose under the direction of Mr. Clemens Herschel. 

The gaugings were taken night and day for some three 
months, and were used with similar gangings of the Sudbury 
river, to determine the ratio of the quantity of water to be 
diverted by the city, to the whole flow of the Concord. 

A more complete statement of matters relating to the 
Water Works and Additional Supply will be given in the 
May report of the Water Board.

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D.—IMPROVED SEWERAGE. 


In December, 1875, a commission appointed on the 15th 
of the preceding March, under an order of the City Coun- 
cil, and consisting of Messrs. E. S. Chesborough, City 
Hngineer of Chicago, Moses Lane, City Engineer of Mil- 
waukee, and Dr. Charles F. Folsom, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, in compliance with instructions to report 
upon the present sewerage of the city, etc., and to present 
plans and estimates for the outlets and main lines of the 
sewers suited to the future wants of the city, reported, 
recommending a comprehensive scheme of works which 
will be found fully described in City Doc. No. 8, 1876. 

The estinated cost of the scheme recommended for the 
territory south of the Charles river was $3,746,500. 

Application was made to the Legislature for authority to 
construct works in accordance with the general recommenda- 
tion of the Commissioners, and an act, appreved April 11, 
1876, entitled “An Act to empower the City of Boston to 
lay and maintain a main sewer discharging at Moon Island, 
in Boston Harbor, and for other purposes,” was passed. 

On February Ist, 1876, the City Engineer was requested 
by the Committee on Improved Sewerage (appointed under 
an order of the City Council, approved January 15th, 
1876), “to furnish this committee with his estimates of the 
expense of constructing the main and intercepting sewers 
from Tremont street to Neponset river, north of Savin Hill, 
and of the outfall sewer from Neponset river to Moon Island 
in accordance with the plan of the Commission on the 
Sewerage of Boston.” ‘The estimate was presented to the 
cominittee the last of the same month and was $3,550,070. 

The committee reported in June, 1876, recommending 
the adoption of the system of sewerage proposed by the 
Commission, and that an appropriation of $40,000 should 
be made “for the purpose of making surveys and plans, 
and of procuring estimates for an improved system of 
sewerage.” 

An order appropriating $40,000 for the above purpose was 
approved June 17th. 

July 19th the Committee on Improved Sewerage author- 
ized the City Engineer to hire assistants, purchase instru- 
ments, etc., and directed him to proceed to make the 
surveys, plans and estimates. 

July 21st Mr. Elliot C. Clarke was appointed principal 
assistant to have charge of the investigations, and he pro- 
ceeded at once to organize the necessary parties. 
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They were organized as follows : — 

One party for hydrographic work, consisting of 1 assist- 
ant in charge; 1 observer; 2 sailing masters; 2 boatmen. 

One party for land surveys, consisting of 1 assistant in 
charge; 1 transit man; 1 leveller; 1 rodman; 4 chainmen. 

Three parties for light-rod borings, consisting of 1 assistant 
in charge; 12 laboress. 

One party for draughting, consisting of 1 arene reemnen 

There are employed at this date, including Mr. Clark, 17 
men. 

Besides the above force a number of men are employed, 
under a contract with Mr. M. A. Lathrop, to make deep 
borings in the harbor. The work under this contract is 
nearly finished. 

The following extract from the report of Mr. Clark will 
show the work that has been done : — 


“ A hydrographic party was employed ten weeks in the 
harbor, making soundings, determining the direction and 
velocity of tidal currents, and the resultants of scouring 
forces at different points. The results obtained are now 
being worked up and plotted in the oflice. 

“ A surveying party has made accurate surveys upon the 
main land and islands, and has run lines and levels on all 
practicable routes within the limit of the order. 

“ Twenty-four artesian borings have been made in various 
parts of the harbor, to determine the feasibility of a tunnel 
or syphon in different localities. About three hundred 
light-rod borings have been made on the main land, deter- 
mining the nature of the ground to be met on different 
routes. 

“ A trial shaft has been sunk at Moon Island, to ascertain 
the character of excavation, in case a reservoir should be 
located there. 

“About forty plans have been made in the office; also 
many calculations and estimates.” 


The amount expended, including the bills and pay-rolls 
audited in December, is $15,018.93, divided as follows : —

JOSEPH P. Davis, Esq., City Engineer : — 


Str, — The following report on the West Boston, Canal and 
Prison Point bridges, which are in charge of commissioners, for 
whom I act as engineer, is submitted, in accordance with your 
request. 


West Boston BrIDGE. 


The portion of the roadway between the draw and the abutment 
on the Boston side, upon which the wood pavement was allowed 
to remain last winter, was repaved with granite blocks in the latter 
part of April and the first part of May. The curbstone was 
reset and the sidewalks repaved at the same time. 

The roadway of the bridge for its whole length, with the excep- 
tion of the space between the horse-railroad tracks, is now paved 
with granite blocks. In the space between the tracks the wood 
will soon require replacing with granite, but so long as it is in fair 
condition it will be allowed to remain. 

Some of the paving in the roadway and on the sidewalks on the 
solid filling at the Cambridge end was relaid at about the same 
time the work was done on the Boston end. 

In August several piles of the pier upon which the superinten- 
dent’s house is located were found to be broken so as to be unsafe 
for supports to the house. The house was temporarily removed, 
new piles driven, and the pier thoroughly repaired. 

This fall the fences and engine-house have been painted, and the 
bridge is now in good order, and, unless in case of accident, will 
require no Outlay except for running expenses during the coming 
year. 


CANAL OR Cracte’s BRIDGE. 


Only the ordinary repairs have been made on this bridge during 
the year, and it is now in good condition. 


Prison Pornt BRIDGE. 


The same commissioners that have charge of the West Boston 
and Canal bridges have during the year been appointed by their 
respective cities, in accordance with an act of the Legislature 
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(chap. 800, Acts and Resolves, 1870), commissioners on this 
bridge. 

This act required the draw-way to be widened to thirty-eight 
feet, but a subsequent act reduced the width required to thirty-six 
feet. To make this widening the largest portion of the bridge had 
to be rebuilt, and, as the remaining portion was in poor condition, 
it was thought advisable to rebuild the whole structure from abut- 
ment to abutment. 

Plans were accordingly prepared and submitted to the Harbor 
Commissioners for approval, which was received Sept. 20. 

As the requisite appropriations had been made by the two cities, 
the work was advertised as open for proposals from Oct. 5th to 
Oct. 12th. 

Seven bids were received, the highest was $21,700 and the low- 
est $17,000. The contract was given to the lowest bidder, Mr. 
F. G. Whitcomb, of Boston. 

The contractor is to rebuild the bridge with riew oak-pile foun- 
dations and a hard-pine superstructure, the flooring to be covered 
with a stone-block pavement where practicable ; he is also to build 
a new draw of the leaf pattern, but with iron instead of wooden 
main beams, and new draw-piers on each side of the bridge. 

The draw is about thirty feet nearer to the Cambridge side than 
before; this change of position brings the opening nearer to the 
alignment of the draw in the Hastern Railroad bridge, and will 
greatly facilitate the passage of vessels. 

_ The bridge will soon be sufficiently near completion to permit 
travel over it, but the entire work will not probably be completed 
until spring, owing to the inclemency of the weather.

Sir, — The condition of Dartmouth-street bridge is a matter 
requiring immediate attention. 

The report of the City Engineer for 1874 concerning this bridge, 
after giving an account of the repairs then completed, says, ‘‘ The 
bridge can be kept in service probably a year or two longer, but 
will require careful watching.” 

The progress of decay in the trusses has not been so rapid as 
might have been expected, considering their condition at the time 
of the last repairs ; and if it is desirable to continue the bridge in 
use a year or two longer, it can be made safe. The cost of so 
doing cannot be closely estimated, as it is probable that decay 
exists in.parts not accessible until the bridge is partly stripped. 

The timber arches put in two years ago for the purpose of re- 
lieving the main arches have done their work until recently, when 
those of the longer span have shown signs of yielding. It will be 
necessary to strengthen all the arches, and to build one new one. 

Some of the floor-timbers are known to be in bad condition. 
The work on the arches will expose the part most likely to be 
decayed, and it may be found necessary to put in some new ones. 

The cost of the repairs now known to be necessary will not 
exceed $1,000, but to cover contingencies the cost of the entire job 
is estimated at $1,500.

Dear Sir, — I herewith transmit the report of Mr. Manley upon 
Dartmouth-street bridge. I have examined the structure, and 
agree with him in his conclusions. 

The new arch spoken of is to strengthen one of the trusses over 
the switch connecting the Boston & Albany and Boston & Prov- 
idence railroads, which was not strengthened when repairs were 
made before. 

It should be understood that the old trusses are in very bad con- 
dition from decay, and are growing more unsafe from day to day ; 
it is not probable that they can be continued more than a year or 
two longer. 

I would recommend that the arches over the Boston & Provi- 
dence railroad be strengthened; that a new arch be put in over 
the switch; and that such other repairs be made as may be found 
advisable when the bridge is stripped for the other work; at an 
expense estimated not to exceed $1,500.

Str, — The condition of Longwood-avenue bridge is such as to 
require immediate attention. 

It has been repaired twice by the city of Boston since the annex- 
ation of Roxbury, each time with the obvious intention of simply 
postponing the time of rebuilding. The original structure is all in 
position, but has been covered with wood to strengthen decayed 
portions. The repairs have served their temporary purpose, and 
the time has arrived when the structure should be replaced. At 
present it cannot be considered in safe condition. The upper 
course of covering plank is badly worn, and the lower course very 
rotten ; the stringers and bolsters are very badly decayed, and the 
caps and upright posts somewhat less so. As the bridge crosses 
the boundary line between Boston and Brookline, concerted action 
will be necessary in rebuilding, and as the necessary negotiations 
and the preparation of plans, etc., will occupy considerable time, 
further temporary repairs will be necessary. In order to make the 
roadway reasonably safe, the two thicknesses of planking should 
be removed, thereby giving opportunity for ascertaining the exact 
condition of the stringers. Such stringers as are too far gone 
should be replaced with new ones, and the roadway should then be 
replanked with four-inch spruce plank for its whole length. 

The cost of the temporary repairs will depend upon the number 
of stringers replaced, and it is probable that $1,000.00 will be a 
sufficient sum if it is determined to rebuild next season. Only one 
half this sum will be needed for the portion of the bridge in Boston.

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EXTRAORDINARY EXPENSES. 


The extraordinary expenses of this department are those 
for the erection of new, and alterations of old buildings, for 
which appropriations are made by order of the City Council. 
Special appropriations for seventeen new public buildings 
have been in charge of this department during the past year. 
The total amount in appropriations for these buildings, in- 
cluding the heating and furnishing of a portion of the same, 
is $634,800. This includes the amount appropriated by 
the City Council the past year, together with the amount 
carried over from the previous year. 

Following is a list of the buildings in process of erection, 
together with a description of the same : — 


CHARLES SUMNER GRAMMAR SCHOOL-HOUSE, ROSLINDALE, 
W. Roxsury. — Contracts for this building were awarded, in 
March, 1876, to Messrs. Woodbury & Leighton, masons, 
and Messrs. French Bros., carpenters, and work upon the 
construction of the building was commenced immediately 
afterwards. The building is of brick, the exterior of face 
brick, trimmed with Nova Scotia sandstone, in the Gothic 
character. ; 

The building accommodates ten school-rooms and an exhi- 
bition hall. Each school-room has its accompanying ward- 
robe and teacher’s closet, and is lighted from the left and 
rear of the pupils’ desks. 

The building is finished throughout in pine, and grained 
in imitation of oak, each school-room being sheathed to the 
height of 24 ft., and the corridors to the height of 5 ft. 

Especial attention has been given to the means of egress 
and ingress, staircase and corridor room, there being three 
entrances on each side of the building, and one double 
entrance in the centre of the front. 

The lot of land contains 30,000 square feet, with a front- 
age on Ashland street of 200 feet, the building occupying 
the centre portion, setting back from the street 35 feet from 
the front. 

Across the street front there is a wrought-iron fence with 
four entrance gates, and across the rear and two sides is a 
brick wall five feet high. 

Cost of the building, when completed, will be $50,000. 

GRAMMAR ScHooL-HOUsE, DorcHesrerR-Everetr Dis- 
trict. — This building is located on the site of the present 
Everett School-house, on Sumner street, Dorchester Dis- 
trict, occupying the front portion of the lot. It has a front 
on the street of 71 ft.

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The plan and accommodations of this building are essen- 
tially the same as those of the Florence District house, with 
the exception of the front entrance (there not being suffi- 
cient width of lot to admit of it) ; containing ten rooms and 
an exhibition hall; the finish of the interior is of pine, 
grained ; that of the exterior is of face brick, trimmed with 
sandstone, and, in style of architecture, of the Queen Anne 
order, now being so universally adopted in English buildings 
of a like character. 

Both this house and the one in the Florence District have 
a high basement, thoroughly lighted, and wholly devoted to 
play-room for the boys and girls in stormy weather, except 
a small portion set apart for the heating apparatus; the 
storage of the fuel being outside, below the level of the 
yard. 

The building will cost, when complete, about $40,000, or 
at the rate of $6.56 per square foot, covered. 

The contracts were awarded in October, 1876, to Mr. 
Ivory Bean, mason, and Mr. James F. Marston, carpenter, 
and will be completed, and ready for occupancy at the 
coming September term. 

During the past year the following buildings have been 
completed : — 

School building for truants and vagrants, Marcella 
street. 

By order of the City Council, November 24, 1876, the 
Marcella-street Hospital, formerly Old Roxbury Almshouse, 
was taken from the custody of the Board of Health, and 
turned over to the Committee on Public Buildings, with an 
appropriation of $10,000, to refit the same for an institution 
to accommodate the truant and vagrant boys heretofore sent 
to Deer Island. 

August 8, 1876, a contract was made with Mr. Levi W. 
Shaw to make the alterations then contemplated. Subse- 
quently, the Board of Directors for Public Institutions deemed 
it necessary to make an addition of 60 ft. to the old building, 
providing for the future growth of the institution. To meet 
this want, a further appropriation of $25,000 was asked for, 
and passed the City Council, and contracts were awarded to 
Mr. Levi W. Shaw, carpenter, and Messrs. J. W. Coburn 
& Co., masons. The work has been rapidly forwarded, 
and completed, and delivered up to the Board of Di- 
rectors. 

The building as completed will accommodate 225 boys, 
with further accommodation for officers and house servants 
to the number of 25 or 30. In the old building there are 
three school-rooms, office for the superintendent, 14 officers’ 
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rooms, dining-rooms for the same, a large kitchen, pantry and 
- store-room connected therewith, hospital, dormitory, two 
store-rooms for spare clothing, and, in the upper story, a 
chapel of capacity to seat 300. 

The addition made is three stories high above the basement ; 
the first floor is devoted to the dining-room; there are two 
stories of dormitories above, 60 ft. by 45 ft. each; the said 
addition is connected by a corridor 10 ft. wide through the 
old building. In the centre of the old building, connected 
with said corridor, there are spacious staircases from the 
basement to the level of the chapel floor in the fifth story. 

The basement of the old building and addition is devoted 
to steam apparatus and fuel rooms, bake-house, two large 
work-shops, laundry and drying room, general bath-room, 
vegetable-cellar and storage-room. 

The heating on the direct system, and the cooking are done 
by steam ; a large 50-horse boiler being provided to accom- 
plish both results, during cold weather, and asmall 10-horse 
boiler provided for the cooking apparatus and plumbing 
during the warm weather. 

Oxp Norman-Scnoon Burzpine. — The alterations in the 
old Normal-school building on Mason street, for the accom- 
modation of the School Board, were commenced in July, 
1876, and consisted of clearing the entire interior of the old 
structure, except the floors and the ward-room on the first- 
story front. 

The first story, rear of the building, and the second and 
third stories, were set apart and devoted to the uses of the 
School Board. A new entrance was provided at the west 
end of the building, by a broad staircase from the street to 
the second floor. 

On the second floor shores is a large room, 28 ft. by 32 ft., 
with two ante-rooms connected, for the Supervisors, a room 
for the Superintendent of Schools, a large room for the 
Secretary’s clerks, with private room connected for the 
Secretary. On the third floor there are four large committee- 
rooms and a hall 50 ft. by 386 ft., and 18 ft. high, with ante- 
rooms attached for the meetings of the School Board. The 
extra height of the hall was gained at considerable expense 
and difficulty, by forming the ceiling on a line with the 
rafters of the roof, providing new trusses for the old roof, 
ete. On each of the second and third stories there are dress- 
ing, storage and closet-rooms for the convenience of the de- 
partment. The ventilation of the various rooms and halls is 
by means of galvanized iron ducts, one from each room, and 
four from the hall, each being proportioned to the size of the 
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rooms, and the same connected with a large ventilating turret 
on the roof. 

The storage-room for school supplies is now being fitted up 
on the first floor in the rear of the ward-room, and is to be 
connected, by a small iron staircase, with the Secretary’s 
room on the second floor. The building is heated. by steam, 
by direct radiation. The alterations have been completed 
and the building transferred to the School Board. 

Rice ScHooi-HousE. — The repairs to this school-house 
(damaged by fire Dec. 20, 1875) were completed just before 
the close of the last school year, in season for the halls to be 
occupied for the children’s exhibition. In the reconstruction 
of the upper story several alterations were made, principally 
in the arrangement of the light and height of the hall. The 
light is received through a lantern in the ceiling 28 ft. by 16 
ft., and the roof is supported by columns instead of trusses, 
as before. All wood construction about the two towers at 
front, the dormer windows and finish about the roof, were 
removed and replaced by non-combustible materials. The 
wood vent-boxes, which contributed so largely to the de- 
struction of the building, were removed, and replaced by 
iron ones. ‘The staircases leading from the first floor to the 
basement were enlarged, and a new staircase at the south 
end of the principal corridor was provided, increasing the 
means of communication with the basement and the yards. 
It was found necessary to remove all the old plastering and 
replaster the whole; also, all the interior finish was removed, 
replaced and repainted. Cost of replacing this building in 
its former state, $30,685.67. ! 

During the season three engine-houses have been com- 
pleted by this department, and have been turned over to the 
Board of Fire Commissioners: one on Harvard avenue, 
Brighton, one at Egleston square, and one on Mount Vernon 
stneat; Sis, Roxbury. All three were built of wood, upon 
one plan, 64 ft. by 24 ft. wide, the accommodations being the 
same, as follows: The first floor is fitted up with an engine- 
room and a stable, with accommodations for five horses ; and 
the second floor is fitted with the necessary household apart- 
ments for permanent men, with three chambers, sitting-room 
and kitchen; over the Palos is ahay-loft. The treatment of 
the exterior is very simple, —clap-boarded walls, slated 
roofs, the roofs being surmounted by bell-towers. The cost 
of the building at Brighton, built by J. W. Dean, including 
land, $7,614. 35 ; that at Egleston square, built by S. T. 
Waters, $7,841. 20 ; and the one.at West Roxbury, built by 
S. T. Waters, including land, $6,683.03. 

Oxp State House Aursrations. — In the renewing of the 
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leases of the Old State House property it was found necessary 
to make several alterations, the principal one being the re- 
moval of the balcony projecting into Devonshire street, to 
accommodate the extension of that street, thus involving the 
entire rearrangement of the staircases communicating from 
State street to the first floor. The entrance at the front was 
enlarged, and the windows overhead were repaired. 

In carrying out these alterations the architect has endeav- 
ored to preserve the former architectural character of the 
building in the treatment of the entrance, cornice-work, 
pilasters and pediments to the windows.

The three school buildings mentioned above were described 
in the report of last year. 

The school buildings throughout the city are in good 
repair, and, in order to furnish better means of egress, the 
outside doors of all school-houses, both in the city proper 
and in the suburban wards, have been changed so that they 
now swing outward. 

In several of the large school buildings, such as the Sher- 
win, Shurtleff, Girls’ High, and others of a like character, I 
would recommend the changing of the wood ventilating con- 
ductors to those of iron or, brick. The experience gained 
_ from the fire in the Rice School-house last year demonstrated 

the fact that had the air-ducts been made of iron or brick 
not one-third of the damage would have been produced. 
Fire is certain to be drawn into the ventilators and, when 
reaching the centre, is carried by means of these ventilators 
and conductors to all parts of the building. The working 
space for fire in any of our large school buildings would be 
from 10 to 12,000 feet, and, in case of the Girls’ High, over 
19,000 feet. It will readily be seen that a fire occurring in 
an area of such magnitude would be out of the power of the 
firemen to control. The heating apparatus is all enclosed in 
fire-proof rooms; still, should a fire occur in any other por- 
tion of the buildings, it would be difficult to control it, owing 
to the immense draft and the combustible nature of the 
ventilators. 

The change from wood to brick or iron would be done at 
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a considerable cost, but, at the same time, greater security 
be gained. 

Water has recently been introduced into the houses in the 
Brighton and West Roxbury Districts where it was practi- 
cable, adding much to the comfort and convenience of the 
occupants of the buildings.

The Board commenced the hearing of complaints for vio- 
lation of licenses about the first of September, 1876, and 
have heard 202 cases of this kind, and declared 155 of them 
forfeited as above. ‘They have, also, in cases where circum- 
stances warranted or required it, personally examined the 
premises of applicants for licenses, and into the nature of 
their business. 

Continuous experience of the law under which they act, 
confirms the views expressed by the Commissioners in their 
report made something over a year ago. 

The law cannot be called a success, though some good has 
undoubtedly been accomplished by it, and it is a step in the 
right direction. 

The Chief of Police, in his last report, shows a gratifying 
reduction in the number of arrests for drunkenness, and of 
the places where liquor is openly sold. MRejoicing in this 
fact, it may be questionable how much of the result is due 
to the Jaw, and how much to the general depression in trade, 
and the so-called hard times from which all are more or less 
suffering. 

The law is in no proper sense a license law, and its failure 
should not be deened the failure of a system of license. It 
is viewed as partial, arbitrary, and unfair in its conditions 
and requirements, and the Commissioners so far sympathized 
with these views that they spent some time last winter in 
preparing a law which they regarded as more liberal, and at 
the same time more stringent in its most important condi- 
tions, which law was passed by the Legislature, but failed 
to receive the approval of the Governor. 

It must be admitted that the business of liquor-selling in 
the city is, to a very large extent, in the hands of irrespon- 
sible men and women, whose idea of a license law ends with 
the simple matter of paying a certain sum, the amount 
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making but little difference to.them, provided they are left 
to do as they please after the payment. Besides the saloons 
and bar-rooms which are open publicly, the traffic in small 
grocery stores, in cellars and in dwelling-houses, in some 
parts of the city, is almost astounding. The Sunday trade 
is enormous, and it seems as if there were not hours enough 
in the whole round of twenty-four, or days enough in the 
entire week, to satisfy the dealers. The Commissioners deem 
the three greatest abuses of the traflic to be sales of impure 
liquors, sales on Sunday, and sales at late hours. 

Notwithstanding this, they believe that a law which shall 
be more rigid in punishing the gross abuses of the traffic, 
rather than in insisting upon impracticable conditions under 
which only it can be sold, would be more popular in the 
community, and more easy of enforcement; and they would 
therefore favor a law granting licenses to all persons of 
respectable character to engage in the business, leaving the 
amount of the business, as in all others, to regulate itself; but 
at the same time making the penalties for such abuses as 
they have indicated, swift and sure. Such a law is sustained 
fairly in cities whuse moral standard is certainly no higher 
than ours, and it would seem that no very vigorous public 
sentiment on the subject of temperance is required to 
uphold it. 

A law like this, having the elements of fairness and equal 
rights in it, could hardly fail to receive the assent and cordial 
support of the dealers, because the penalties and conditions 
would be aimed at the abuse of the traffic rather than the 
traffic itself. ‘ 

Of course this idea is founded on a belief in a license 
rather than a prohibitory law, and will have no influence 
upon a believer in the latter system. 

The Commissioners are firm adherents of a license law, 
and believe that such a law is the only one that it is possible 
to enforce. 

The present law appears to have been framed on the 
supposition that no one would presume to sell liquor without 
a license. A very mistaken supposition. Nothing is more 
common among the dealers than the saying that they are 
better off without than with a license; and, as a matter of 
fact, few of the whole number of persons holding licenses 
are, in good faith, keeping the conditions of them; and the 
enforcement of the law against those who sell liquor without 
licenses seems to have but little effect, either on the parties 
prosecuted or their neighbors in the trade. This is owing, 
the Commissioners think, in large measure, to defects which 
render the law powerless to convict and punish, and it is 
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hardly possible that any law on the subject can ever accom- 
plish much until these most radical defects are remedied. 

It is a many-sided and perplexing question, as has been 
shown by twenty years of varied experience; but the Com- 
missioners have great faith that if those interested will give 
the revision of the law careful thought, the result will be a 
statute worthy of being tested; one which public opinion 
will sustain, and one which will gradually, perhaps, but 
surely, correct the abuse of the traffic, and thus in a great 
measure diminish its attendant crime and misery. 

As to the Board of Commissioners, their duties seem to 
have been misunderstood, and the abuse which was intended 
for the law itself has been, perhaps naturally enough, 
poured out upon their heads. Their powers, arbitrary in 
some respects, are yet exceedingly limited in others. 
They simply have the right to grant and revoke licenses ; 
-but, contrary to the general idea, they have no official con- 
trol over unlicensed places. In the granting of licenses they 
have endeavored to be as fair and liberal as the spirit of the 
law would allow; and in the revocation of the same they 
have also endeavored to use the large power granted by the 
law, in this respect, with justice and discretion. Holding a 
position somewhat odious and unpopular, they have per- 
formed their duties conscientiously, fearlessly, and without 
favor. They have employed such assistants as seemed neces- 
sary for doing the work systematically and efficiently ; they 
have kept full records of the whole business; they have 
always been accessible at stated times ; they have neglected 
no duty, and have given all the time required either day or 
night. It has been a source of much regret to the Commis- 
sioners that when statements were to be made regarding the 
office, information should not have been sought from those 
best qualified to give it, and the vague and incorrect reports 
which have from time to time gained currency, have thus 
been avoided.

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REPORT ON ESTATES OWNED BY CITY OF 
BOSTON. 


In Common Councit, Feb. 8, 1877. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Treasury Department 
respectfully represent that they are informed by the City 
Collector that the city has become the purchaser of numerous 
estates, which have been sold from time to time for non- 
payment of assessments lawfully levied upon them. 

The city became the purchaser of these estates in part, 
under the law providing, that if the deed be not taken by 
the bidder in ten days from the day of sale, the estate shall 
be conveyed to the city; and, in other eases, under the law 
providing that if no bidders appear the sale shall be post- 
poned from day to day for a time not exceeding seven days, 
and then, if there is no bid for the estate, the city shall 
become the purchaser. 

Your committee are of opinion that the city should for- 
mally take possession of this property in order that it may 
have the benefit of any income which might be derived from 
the estates, and also that they may be sold in any cases 
where it may be deemed best for the city’s interests. 

Your committee would respectfully recommend the passage 
of the accompanying order.

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REPORT OF THE. JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON THE RETRENCHMENT OF MUNICIPAL EX- 
PENSES. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, February 19, 1877. 


The Joint Special Committee appointed to investigate the 
various departments of the city government, with a view of 
reporting what reduction in salaries and clerical hire may be 
made in each department, without detriment to the public 
service, and also whether any department can be abolished, 
or ‘consolidated with any other department, beg leave to 
report in part, at this time, by submitting herewith ordi- 
nances fixing the salaries of the several city officers for the 
ensuing year.., 

The tables appended to this report show the amounts now 
paid for salaries, the amounts paid in former years, and the 
amount which.will be saved in each department, in the 
item of salaries, if the ordinances are adopted. An examina- 
tion of these tables will show that salaries have been 
steadily increased during the past ten years. Within that 
period the cost of living has materially decreased, a general 
retrenchment of expenses in all kinds of business has taken 
place, and rates of pay have been considerably reduced. 
At the present time the employés of the city are, with some 
exceptions, receiving larger salaries than would be paid in 
other corporations for like services, and, in the opinion of 
your committee, it would work no injustice, if the salaries 
were to be reduced in accordance with their recommen- 
dation. 

In considering the question of salaries, your committee 
have endeavored to inform themselves of the duties of the 
several officers, and to fix a salary commensurate with the 
services rendered. 

Heretofore only the salaries of the heads of departments 
have been fixed by the City Council, the salaries of sub- 
ordinate officers, clerks and employés being fixed by the 
head of the department, or the committee. In many in- 
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stances it is provided by ordinance that this shall be done. 
Your committee believe that the City Council should fix the 
salaries of all persons other than day laborers, who are 
employed in the public service; and they, therefore, submit 
their recommendation in the form of an ordinance, which, if 
adopted, will have the effect of amending such other ordi- 
nances as may conflict with it in this respect. 

As the election of city officers is at hand, it 1s expedient 
that the question of salaries-should be determined. Your 
committee, therefore, in this report confine themselves, 
except in one or two instances, to that subject, and report 
salaries for the several positions as they now exist. Later 
on, they will report on the question of reducing the number 
of employés, and on the other matters which they are 
directed to consider. 

They respectfully recommend the passage of the following 
ordinances.

The Joint Standing Committee on Salaries beg leave to 
submit herewith orders establishing the salaries of the sev- 
eral city officers for the year beginning on the first day of 
April, 1877. 

The committee, in compliance with the third section of the 
Joint Rules and Orders, have confined themselves to the con- 
sideration of the salaries of elected and appointed officers, and 
have not attempted to fix the salaries of subordinate officers 
and employes, believing that the committees in charge of the 
several departments are competent to deal with that question. 

In considering this subject, the committee have held sev- 
eral meetings, and, after taking up each office separately, and 
thoroughly discussing its duties, they have endeavored to 
arrive at a just decision regarding the amount of salary 
appropriate therefor. 

In some cases it was manifest that a reduction might be 
fairly made, and without detriment to the public service, and 
in such cases it has been so recommended in this report. In 
a great many instances, however, it appeared to your com- 
mittee that the different amounts at present allowed, could 
not justly be reduced as the compensation was only moderate, 
taking into consideration in each case the duties and re- 
sponsibilities attached to the office. In numerous depart- 
ments these duties and responsibilities have been very largely 
increas¢d within a few years, and the advance in salaries has 
not: been out of proportion to such increase. 

With a view of ascertaining whether the city is paying 
larger salaries to its officers than private corporations for 
corresponding services, the Committee have made inquiries, 
the result of which has satisfied them that salaried officers 
of the city are receiving no more, and in some instances 
not as much, as‘the officers of such corporations. | 
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In the Mayor’s Inaugural Address for the present year, 
occurs the following : — 

“JT am not for a niggard economy,— an economy which is 
mean and unworthy a community refined, educated, liberal 
and cosmopolitan, such as we claim and boast to be. I know 
the wants, spirit and policy of my native city. ‘The pride 
and patriotism of her sons will supply whatever her safety 
and well-being require; whatever the defence of her com- 
mercial, manutacturing, educational, sanitary and other great 
and vital interests may call for; whatever her honor de- 
mands.” 

Your Committee think that it is pertinent to apply this 
view to this very subject of salaries, as well as to other 
important measures under consideration by this City govern- 
ment. The high and almost unlimited credit which the City 
of Boston everywhere enjoys, is certainly due, in no small 
‘degree, to the well known ability and integrity of its city 
officers. In passing upon this question of salaries, it should 
be borne in mind that this standard should be main- 
tained, and that in its selection of officers the aim of the 
City should be now —as it has been in the past — to insist 
on getting the very best. 

Your Committee believe it would be mistaken economy for 
the City to enter upon a general and radical reduction of the 
salaries of officers of recognized ability and tried integ- 
rity, and thus, perhaps, open the field to a grade of men who 
might, through their inability and inexperience, ‘should they 
obtain responsible positions under the City government, occa- 
sion a loss to the City greater than the amount saved by the 
reduction of salaries. 

The general depression of all kinds of business and the 
recognized fact that business men are not making the profits 
of previous years, being sometimes urged as reasons for a 
general reduction of salaries, it is to be remembered that 
this state of affairs must, of necessity, prove but temporary ; 
and that when business revives, and money is again being 
made, salaried officers continue at routine salaries, and do not 
partake of the general prosperity. These salaries have not 
been, and your committee believe are not now, considered 
to be excessive by citizens best qualified to judge of the 
question.

Ciry or Boston, Feb. 19, 1877. 
To the Honorable City Council : — 


The Street Commissioners have received, since their Board 
was established, a yearly supply of petitions for the widening 
of Commercial street. Some also descended to them from the 
unfinished business of the Honorable Council when the Board 
succeeded it in laying out and widening streets. These peti- 
tious are uniformly representative of the best commercial class. 
Their object is to obtain the completion of the marginal avenue 
begun in the construction of Atlantic avenue, in 1868, con- 
tinued by the widening of Broad street after the great fire 
of 1872, and now needing only this Commercial street 
widening to provide the city proper with a useful thorough- 
fare along almost its entire water front. Such petitions 
were reinforced, in 1876, by others from the people actually 
engaged in business on the street and owners and occupants 
of the tenement buildings. They are urgent in their de- 
mands for relief from the existing conditions there. The 
freight railroad, with its increasing traffic, amounts to an 
almost total exclusion of the private trucking, upon which 
their business depends, while it is impracticable for the rail- 
way to serve many of the wharves itself, on account of the 
very limited spaces it has in which to turn upon them. The 
injury to the inhabitation of so narrow a street from the 
constant passage of daily and nightly steam-power trains is 
not overstated in the petitions. 

During all the time that this subject has been under con- 
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sideration the Commissioners have come much in contact 
with all the varieties of interest in it. 

In July last they thought a proper time had come to call 
all these together, by public advertisement, for a first expres- 
sion of opinion as to the amount and manner of such a 
widening. <A plan of the streets with abutting estates was 
prepared to assist them. They could fix no line upon it at 
that time, but the wharf-owners present generally desired 
that their property should be spared in the cutting, and the 
larger number were for a hundred feet of width. The 
meeting was adjourned until the Commissioners could digest 
the opinions they had received, and determine from them 
upon a line they could offer for the abuttors’ approval. This 
was ready by November, and another meeting was called for 
its exhibition. It was a modification and blending of the 
various views first obtained. The beginning was at Eastern 
avenue, where it intersects Commercial street, gradually re- 
ducing from one hundred feet wide to eighty by the time the 
cutting reached Clark street, and continuing thr ough at that 
width. , For that continuation an alternative was offered, one 
line cutting entirely upon the water side, and the other widen- 
ing upon the water side only so far as was necessary to over- 
come the projection at Eastern avenue, then changing to the 
land side, where it remained til) it reached the gas- -works, 
there crossing again to the wharves, and thence going through 
to the Charles River bridge. Estimates, submitted with the 
plan, made the cost on the wharves $750, OVO, and on the 
land side $800,000, including no grade damages. The plan 
met with little favor. The w harf-owners who saw it were 
quite united against any absorption of their wharves for 
street purposes. They were already too shallow for the 
present business, and could ill spare anything if a widened 
street was to increase it. There was no division upon the 
needful width. It should be one hundred feet. 

The Commissioners, with this repetition of the testimony 
in support of the greater width cut from the inland side of 
the street, took eh matter into a second and serious consid- 
eration. They are, upon review of it, more and more inclined 
to the almost united public opinion upon it. Its commercial 
value is its strongest support throughout, and an increase 
in that would certainly be found in the widest street with 
_undiminished wharfage. 

Looking to that, the Commissioners have sketched a fresh 
line upon their plan, by which they get a hundred-foot ave- 
nue, in continuation of Atlantic avenue, cutting, except in 
the immediate vicinity of Eastern avenue, entirely upon the 
ar i or inland side of the street till Charter street is 

; 
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reached. For the time being, it is thought prudent to re- 
duce it here to sixty feet, to avoid the costly buildings of 
the Gaslight Company in this part of the street. Other 
eecupation of this land, there being at present no wharves 
to be entered from the street between Charter street and the 
bridge, will admit of a cheaper expansion of the strect to 
the full hundred feet than is now possible. 

This widening of Commercial street, in continuation of 
the marginal street already found in Atlantic avenue, to one 
hundred feet on the inland side to Charter street, and thence 
to sixty feet on to the Charles River bridge, including the 
erade damages that will occur from the widening on that 
side, the Street Commisioners have approximately estimated 
at a round million of dollars. 

They have conferred with the wharf-owners, and under- 
stand them to be willing to state to the Board, aftcr agree- 
ment among themselves in the matter, what proportion 
of the estimated cost they will pay the City in the form of 
betterments to their properties. Such information can be 
conveyed to the Honorable Council, or the properly- 
designat:d committee, upon its receipt by the Commis- 
sioners. It has been intimated to these land-owners that 
one-quarter of the above-mentioned estimate would be a 
proper proportion for them to return in that form. 

The Commissioners would prepare themselves to report 
favorably upon this project to the Honorable Council, with 
their order for widening the street, for your concurrence, if 
it were advisable that the expensive surveys and preliminary 
exact estimation of the damages shouid be undertaken before 
your opinion had been obtained upon the propriety of raising 
such a sum of money at this time as is required for this 
purpose. 

Expressing themselves, then, as of one mind that the 
best interests of the community generally, and the great 
needs of that particular locality, require, in their opinion, the 
action they have herein proposed, they respectfully inquire 
of your honorable body if you will so appropriate such 
money, and desire the Commissioners to send to you their 
order for widening this street. . 

The Street Commissioners wish to impress upon the 
Council their opinion that the rights of the inhabitants im- 
peratively demand that the proper steps be taken, if the 
Council deems it unadvisable to widen Commercial street, 
to relieve the residents and business people there of the 
presence of the railway that now oppresses them.

SIONERS ON SUBJECT OF STONY BROOK.

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen: — 


The Board of Street Commissioners beg leave to respond 
herein to your order of April 24 last, requesting a report 
upon the matter of deepening and straightening the channel 
of Stony Brook, from Tremont street in Roxbury to Forest 
Hills, with an approximate estimate of the cost of such im- 
provement, the amount likely to be realized in betterments, 
etc., etc. 

They looked first at the legislative acts authorizing the 
work, and the steps already taken under them by the former 
Town of West Roxbury. They found that an act of 1868 
permitted the Town of West Roxbury and the City of Boston, 
each acting independently of the other, and within the lim- 
its of its own territory, to take the fee of land required to 
widen and straighten the channel and deepen the bed of 
Stony Brook, and to assess not in excess of one-half the cost 
each upon the basis of its own expenditures and within its 
own municipality. This did not satisfy the City of Boston, 
and it declined to proceed under the act. A further act of 
1870 allowed the Town and City to contract together that a 
part of the expense in one might be paid by the other, and 
the sum so paid used with the amount expended within the 
boundaries of the municipality so paying, as a basis for the 
assessment upon the lands benefited, of the cost of the alter- 
ations in the course of the brook therein. Under the latter 
law the City still remained inactive, but West Roxbury elected 
for herself a board of three commissioners to exercise the 
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powers granted for the improvement of the brook by both 
acts referred to. Surveys were made, and by the several 
votes of January 9th, 1871, December 10th, 1872, and De- 
cember 11th, 1873, strips of land covering the entire length 
of the course of the brook within the town, from the Boston 
to the Hyde Park boundary, were condemned by these com- 
missioners for the uses specified. The damages to estates 
under these proceedings have been quite generally settled 
by the Town, or by the City since annexation. The total 
expenditure to this time, including the construction of the 
new channel under Washington street at Forest Hills, the 
Street Commissioners find to be about $69,000. Since the 
annexation of West Roxbury to Boston, an act of 1874 
allows the City to go on with this work in substantially the 
same way provided for in the previous acts, with the differ- 
ence that the stream shall not be made or used as a sewer, 
and that the whole expense of the improvement may be 
assessed to the benefited lands, if they can be shown to have 
received such an extent of benefit. 

With this information the Street Commissioners thought 
it advisable to learn from the interests upon the stream just 
what course in their opinion the improvement of it should 
take, and how much of the burden of its cost the improved 
lands would bear. A meeting of the land-owners was 
called. A large number presented themselves, including, 
however, but a very few whose properties would be the 
most directly benefited by the reduction of the injurious 
overflows. Little of importance could be gathered from 
those who did come. They complained of the culverts 
through which the stream passes in Roxbury as insufficient 
for the volume of water in the spring and after long rains. 
Their enlargement was the needed remedy. Changing the 
course of the brook above them would help nothing if they 
were not widened. This change of course would injure 
land-owners, taking valuable land, and leaving the naked 
bed of the old stream traversing their estates, which, if dis- 
continued to them, would not be worth the co-t of filling. 
Others doubted if upon the completion of the new course 
the fall would be sufficient to accomplish the intended 
object. Upon the question of betterments they appeared to 
be of the united opinion, reached by various methods of 
reasoning, that the difficulties were of a kind that should be 
removed by the City at its own expense. A remonstrance 
from one owner against any assessment of his property is 
transmitted to you with this statement. 

The Street Commissioners were not encouraged to hold 
8 meetings with the proprictors upon the brook. 
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Leaving the matter as it was arranged by her board of 
commissioners within the former township of West Roxbury, 
the Street Commissioners have looked at the course to be 
pursued in helping forward the flow of water from there to 
its outlet. Upon its arrival at Pynchon street, nothing 
better could be recommended than its transfer to that street, 
but for its almost complete preoccupation with water and 
gas-pipes and sewer. Even a reasonable widening of this 
street would not make room for the brook under it. The 
next best way seems to be to take it from New Heath street 
through the estates on the west side of Pynchon street at 
midway between that street and the Boston and Providence 
Railroad. In point of construction this is the cheapest. 
Estimation of land damages by this route is difficult. It 
divides the estates it passes through into two equal parts ; 
and the City taking the fee of the lands, the owners of the 
estates would be shut off from that part of their properties 
between the brook and the railway. If, however, the brook 
could be run under arches, with rights in the property 
holders to use their surface subject to an uninterrupted flow 
of water beneath and the entrance of the City for necessary 
repairs, undoubtedly satisfactory terms could be made with 
them. The only alternative the Street Commissioners sug- 
gest is the improvement of the present channel on the west- 
erly side of the same estates where It now runs beside the 
Boston and Providence Railroad. The building damages are 
much larger by this line then by the first mentioned. 

The land and building damages, in default of negotiation 
with owners, which the Commissioners estimate for the 
remainder of the brook to be improved between West Rox- 
bury line and the Metropolitan Railroad stable on Tremont 
street, and which are all damages of that nature remaining 
to be paid on the course of the stream above the last-named 
point, are about $53,000. The cost of construction on the 
part yet to be relocated, as well as what remains unfinished 
of the part condemned in West Roxbury, the Superintend- 
ent of Sewers places at about $80,000. 


The figures, then, are : — 
Already paid for land damages and construction 


in West Roxbury . : : : $69,000 
Additional land and building damages in Old 

hoxbury 9% 53,000 
Completion of construction from Hyde Park to 

Tremont street. A : ; - 80,000 


$202,000 
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The betterment to be returned is scarcely a matter to be 
now determined. The interested parties, as the Commis- 
sioners are not unapt to find in their legitimate province of 
street widening, can imagine only the minimum conceivable, 
if any. The interdependence of the empowering acts is 
such that the Commissioners judge a legal opinion necessary 
upon the amounts chargeable, and their distribution over the 
territory. At any rate, the completion of the enterprise 
and the final and effectual relief of the lands upon the brook 
from overflow at stages of high water would enable a better 
judgment to be formed of the benefits conferred. 

As to the great benefit to that portion of the community 
gathered within its influence of the removal from among 
them of so patent a source of discomfort and disease as an 
overflowing water-course, the Commissioners do not suppose 
your honorable Board needs the slightest suggestion. 

The question of the diversion of the water in the brook 
to a long distance from its present course, and through 
another town, the Street Commissioners think rather one “Of 
State legislation and engineering than for their consideration.

The Cuarrman. — The Massachusetts Charitable Mechanics’ Association 
have petitioned the City Council for the right to erect a temporary building on 
the Common for the purpose of giving an exhibition, which they propose to 
have this fall.

These petitions and remonstrances have been recommitted to the Joint Com- 
mittee on Common and Squares, with instructions to give a hearing. Public 
notice has been given that a public hearing would be given on this day by the 
committee, both to those who are opposed to the granting of this petition and 
to those who ask for it. The committee are now ready to hear any remarks 
which may be made upon the subject. I would state, furthermore, that I have 
received, individually, a request from Mr. Robert D. Smith, who appears as 
attorney for the remonstrants, stating that it would be impossible for him to 
go on with the case to-day. I will read the note from Mr. Smith : — 


** Boston, Feb. 9, 1877. 
‘* Joun T. Ciarx, Esq. :— 

‘* Dear Sir, —I notice that the hearing by your committee in regard to the 
matter of the Mechanics’ Fair on the Common is announced for to-morrow. 
Having been engaged as counsel for the remonstrants, allow me to say that it 
will be impossible for me to present that side at that time, as I have not had 
t.me to prepare my case nor to secure my witnesses. I am also instructed by 
_ my clients to ask for a hearing by the full Board of Aldermen, and shall so 

request on Monday. I, therefore, respectfully suggest that the hearing be 
postponed until next week, subject to the result of my application to the Board 
of Aldermen. 

‘¢T remain yours very truly,

The CHarrman. — The Board of Aldermen understood at the time this re- 
monstrance came in that the remonstrants desired to be heard before the com- 
mittee, and not before the Board; hence this order of notice and this meeting. 
Mr. Smith, I believe, is present. 


Rosert D. Smita. —Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: — I understood that a 
notice had been given by you that the remonstrants were to appear, if at all, ° 
by counsel, and therefore I suppose that I was employed, if for no other reason, 
because)of the considerations which are within the knowledge of every gentle- 
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man who will come before you as well as before your Board. However, if a 
case was to be prepared, of course it ought to be prepared in a way to do 
justice to the subject and to your honors of the committee ; and, therefore, as I 
had not the time to do that consistently with my other engagements, and as I 
thought it a matter of so very grave and general interest that perhaps the 
Board of Aldermen wonld like to hear it em masse, or rather, instead of having 
it heard before the committee, I thought, as we proposed to make that applica- 
tion on Monday, that perhaps it would suit all parties if this hearing were 
postponed for a week subject only to the decision of the question that would be 
presented to the Board of Aldermen on Monday. If it is your pleasure to go 
on with this hearing this afternoon, of course we must submit. I think, how- 
ever, that the other method of proceeding would be more convenient and satis- 
factory to all parties. If in your wisdom you should so decide against post- 
ponement, it has been suggested that, if it is to be gone on with, there are many 
witnesses for the remonstrants, and possibly the petitioners might put in their 
case, and we ask such questions as might occur to us, and let us have further 
time. I see from the large number of gentlemen present that there may be a 
good many witnesses called, and perhaps the hearing would be more extended than 
during this mere afternoon. I, however, think the request is not unreasonable, 
if counsel are to be present, that they should have time to prepare the case, 
which will be presented as compactly and promptly as possible. I know how 
much the time of the committee is occupied, and if allowed time to prepare it, 
I shall not take any unnecessary time in presenting it. 

The Cuarrman. — The counsel must be mistaken in having heard from me 
that counsel would be present and advocate the petition. 

Mr. Smirxn. —I was so informed. 

The CuarrmMan. — It is the first time I have heard of it. I do not know the 
course the petitioners propose to take, but I was not aware that they proposed 
to have counsel. This is a joint committee, and if a hearing is had before the 
Board of Aldermen there would be the same reason for its being heard before 
the Common Council. The committee wish to do what seems best to be donein 
the case, and give the greatest opportunity for parties — both remonstrants and 
petitioners —to be heard. According to our usual custom the remonstrants 
would have the opening and closing. 


After a brief private consultation the chairman announced that J oseph F. 
Paul desired to make a statement. 


Mr. Pau. — Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Committee :— We did not 
suppose for a moment that we (the petitioners) would be called upon to present 
our case by counsel. I did not know that it isa case that requires a large 
array of counsel on either side. We appear on behalf of the citizens of Boston. 
Our case isin. We have petitioned for the use of the Common to hold a fair. 
If there is a large array of counsel to be made by gentlemen on the other side, it 
seems to me they have had ample time to prepare. I know the argument will 
be used that we want to press this matter before the people get aroused. We 
can with a good grace ask that this matter be pushed forward, for if we are allowed 
the use of the Common we have got to erect a building to cover three acres 
of land, which will cost not less than fifty thousand dollars, in which to hold 
the fair; and therefore we can, with a good grace, ask for time. We have no 
counsel engaged. Itis true we have invited some gentlemen living in that 
neighborhood to come here and say whether they think it will disgrace the Com- 
mon to have the fairthere. Some of them are lawyers; but they are not engaged 
as counsel. Therefore, as I said, the case of the petitioners is in. We now 
ask gentlemen to make objection to it, and if the objections are such that we 
cannot overcome them, the gentlemen of the committee will take the responsi- 
bility of saying that our fair cannot be held there. I hope the gentlemen will 
go on, and let us see whether they make out a case. We have sufficient con- 


fidence in the committee to abide by their judgment whether it is proper to 


have a fair there, or not. The gentlemen of the Charitable Mechanics’ Associa- 
tion have not as much time to run around and do this thing as the other gentle- 
men have, and we hope the hearing will go on even if it continues till late in the 
evening. I am prepared to sit here till twelve o’clock. . 
The CuarirMman (after conultation). It seems to be the opinion of the com- 
} 
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mittee that the hearing had better go on, and they are now ready to hear the 
remonstrants. 

C. E. Frencu. — As one of the remonstrants I desire to remonstrate against 
the manner in which this is being conducted. We have had only twenty-four 
hours’ notice of this meeting. It does not seem to be legal, and certainly it is 
not exactly right to expect us to come here unprepared to speak upon this 
question upon which we need more time for preparation. Certainly there 
were some gentlemen who promised to come here when the hearing should 
take place; but I informed them that it would not take place, probably; and 
all we ask is a fair show. ‘The petitioners could be heard to-day, and then, as 
is usual in such cases, the remonstrants could be heard afterwards. 

The CuarrMan. — The committee are desirous of doing all that they can to 
give satisfaction to both parties. The question was asked of the gentleman 
(W. H. Whitmore), last Monday, whether he wanted a hearing before the 
full Board or a committee; and the information that the chair received was 
that a hearing before the committee was all he desired. The usual course 
was pursued. It had to go to the Common Council for concurrence in the 
instructions to give a hearing; and, immediately after the order for a hearing 
was concurred in,’ public notice was given in the newspapers, so that both the 
petitioners and the remonstrants had the same notice. There seems to be a 
large number of petitioners present, and, I should presume, a large number of 
remonstrants also; and it is not impossible that this hearing will have to be 
continued to another day. Meantime the Association is desirous of knowing 
what is to be the result of this application, and while the committee desire to 
give opportunity to the remonstrants to put in their case as thoroughly as they 
possibly can, it does seem to be the opinion of the committee that it would be 
doing injustice to the majority of the parties not to have the case proceed this 
afternoon. 

Mr. Smiru. —I stated that I understood the remonstrants were expected to 
appear by counsel. Jam informed that that information came from the Clerk 
of Committees. I think, with Mr. Paul, that this matter could be 
presented by any gentleman just’as well as by counsel. I stated that, and I 
think, the information came from the Clerk of Committees. If that is not so 
then I am laboring under a mistake. You will understand that we only gave 
this as a reason for postponement, because we are not prepared as counsel. 

At the request of the chairman, W. H. Lee, the Clerk of Committees, was 
sent for. 

The Cuarrman. — Mr. Lee, Mr. Smith was under the impression that you 
had given him to understand that the remonstrants and petitioners were to 
appear here by counsel. 

Mr. Lez.—I was not aware of it. I do not think I have ever seen 
Mr. Smith. 

The CHarrMan. — Have you given Mr: Whitmore to understand that? 

Mr. Lex. — Not to my knowledge. 

The Cuarirman. — You have had no intimation from any members of the 
committee that counsel were to appear here? 

Mr. Lee. —None at all. 

Mr. Smitu. — Then it is a mistake, that is all. What message did you give 
Mr. Whitmore on Thursday evening? 

Mr. Lex. —I really do not remember. (To Mr. Whitmore.) Was that the 
afternoon you were in the office? I do not remember the conversation; per- 
haps you can state it better than I can. 

Mr. Smiru. —I think perhaps you had better state the conversation, Mr. 
Whitmore, for the purpose of clearing it up. 

Mr. Wuirmore.—On Thursday afternoon I called at the office of the 
Clerk of Committees, and the information thet he gave me, or I understood 
him, that in case the Council passed the order for a hearing, for the sake of 
expediting matters and having the hearing more regular and fair, that both 
sides would be represented by counsel and witnesses would be subject to cross- 
examination. JI remember that those two phrases made a strong impression 
upon my mind; that it would put us to some expense, and that I would have 
to go and engage counsel. I immediately went to the office of Mr. Smith. I 
am quite confident that that was my distinct understanding at the time. 
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Mr. Ler. — Now that Mr. Whitmore recalls it to my mind, I believe I was 
talking with Mr. Stackpole when you came in. 

Mr. Wuirmore. — Yes. 

Mr. Lex. —I told Mr. Whitmore that the committee had directed me, in 
case the papers passed the Council, to issue a notice for a public hearing on 
Saturday afternoon; and then I suggested that perhaps (though not saying it 
by direction of the committee), in a case so important, both sides would be 
represented by counsel — I think I so put it — but I did not say the committee 
stated it. 

’ Mr. Smira. — Did you not say anything about cross-examination? 

Mr. Lex. — No, sir, not that I am aware of. 

Mr. Smiru. — It is evidently a mistake, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr. Ler. —I have very little recollection about it. } 

J. D. Bryant. — It seems to me that so long as a mistake has been com- 
mitted, and as it naturally occurred from information or suggestions by the 
Clerk of Committees, and as it relates to a matter of so great importance, 
it seems to me to be but just and right to give the remonstrants the benefit of 
that mistake. The remonstrants’ counsel have been unable to make the 
necessary preparation. The ordinary practice in the courts%s — and I should 
think it would be still more so before a committee of our fellow-citizens, and 
it seems to me to be more reasonable —to give him more time to make a 
preparation of this case. I should think the remonstrants should be given 
further time to make up their suggestions and put in their case. 

Mr. Pau. —I believe they have got quite as able gentlemen present on the 
other side to put in their case and to bring forth all the ideas necessary as we 
have on this side, and I think myself they are making an unnecessary request. 
I do not know what is the practice in the courts myself, but we want the 
practice of the people, and want to hear plain, straight stories. I am willing 
to be cross-examined in all these things. Jam acting in behalf of the Charitable 
Mechanics’ Association, and in behalf of the citizens of Boston. I am acting 
in behalf of the interest of the citizens of Boston. That is all that will be 
placed before you. If there are any legal questions to come up, an oppor- 
tunity will be given to decide them by legal advisers. I should not know how to 
go to work to prepare any legal questions, but we are prepared to go on with 
our case, and I hope the other gentlemen are. 

Mr. Smira.— But the gentlemen I wish to call as witnesses are not here. 
That is my point. 

Mr. Howrs.— How much time would counsel require to prepare his 
case? 

Mr. Smiru. —I leave that to the committee. 

Mr. Howrs. — We understand that you are to petition for another hearing 
before the Board of Aldermen. That would complicate matters. 

Mr. Smirn. —I said subject to the action of the Board of Aldermen, sup- 
posing that perhaps that hearing would relieve you of this onerous duty. If 
they should not grant the hearing, suppose you come here some time about 
the last of next week. I do not want you to give so much time that it will 
inconvenience yourselves. It seems to me that if you should go on now and 
have this hearing partly finished, and we should go before the Board of Alder- 
men and make a strong case in a public hearing, that a hearing before the 
committee would be unnecessary. I do not know of any public question in 
which I have such an interest. It is true I am here as counsel, but it is also 
true that I am here as one very much interested in it. Of course, I should 
not be here as counsel unless I felt an interest in it. 

Alderman SLtape. — You understand that three of this committee are from 
the Board of Aldermen and five from the Common Council? 

Mr. Smitu. —I have been informed so. 

Alderman Sirapr. —It seems to me that it should not go before the Board , 
because then the Council would not be represented. 

Mr. Smiru. — Suppose the Board of Aldermen should conclude that it would 
not be a proper thing to be done? 

Alderman Stave. — They would take the report of the committee and act 
upon it. 

Alderman Ropinson. — There does not seem to be any necessity for having 
the hearing before the Board of Aldermen. All the evidence this after- 
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noon will be taken down by a short-hand reporter, and it can be laid before 
the Board. The time of the Aldermen is pretty much occupied. Here we 
are assembled to listen to anything that may be said; public notice of the 
hearing has been given: counsel for the remonstrants are here, and the peti- 
tioners are here, and I do not see any particular necessity for a postponement, 
as it will probably take much more than this evening to get through with it. 
Isaac B. Mitxs. — As one of the remonstrants in this case, I should prefer to 
have this hearing before this committee of three of the Aldermen and five of 


the Council to having it before the Board of Aldermen. I am perfectly willing 


to leave the case in the hands of this committee after the hearing; but I do 
say, sir, that it is too short notice to the citizens of Boston to go into a matter 
of such grave importance (as the gentleman has said),—and I say it is of 
vital importance to our citizens, to their children, and their children’s children, 
for them to come here and say whether they are in favor of putting that build- 
ing there or not. [Applause. ] 

Cuar_Les W. Stack. —I should like to say one word about this matter; and 
I wish to recall a few facts. Last Monday afternoon— six days ago — this 
matter was settled in the Board of Aldermen. The remonstrants put in a 
respectable remonstrance. In consultation with the gentleman (Mr. Whit- 
more) who headed it, — and this was the clear understandlng of the different 
parties, — he preferred not to have a hearing before the Board of Aldermen. 
The Board of Aldermen themselves said they preferred not to give the time 
for a hearing, and .they preferred that the committee would take charge of it. 
They cénferred with the leading remonstrant six days ago. That gentleman 
has been active in opposition. Why has he not notified the witnesses, and 
everybody else? because it was just as well understood then that the hearing 
would take place to-day as itis now. But the order had to be concurred in 
by the Council on Thursday evening. Thatis a matter of routine. Then this 
notice was issued. There was no difficulty about having witnesses present. 
They have known of the hearing since last Monday. The advertisement has 
been put in the newspapers. If there is anything objectionable about using 
the Common, gentlemen can state it. We are all here on both sides; we can 
state our reasons for and against, and the committee will judge between us. 
Those who represent this Association are, I think, just as well prepared to go 
on with this case now as they would be after five or six days’ preparation. If 
the remonstrants are not prepared it is not our fault. 

W. H. Wuirmore. — If, sir, as I suppose, I am referred to as the leading 
remonstrant, I desire to say two things. The gentleman who has just spoken 
has not exactly represented the very qualified assent which I gave to the refer- 
ence to the committee last Monday; but that is immaterial, because I had no 
power to act for any one else; and, inasmuch as the question was asked me 
when the Aldermen were debating the question, I could hardly speak for any 
one else. 

But as to the hearing ‘being then fixed on Saturday, I thought it would 
go over for a week at least, in order to give time satisfactory to all the remon- 
strants to prepare. Besides that, it is very true I have done whatever I could 
within the last few days to bring together a number of persons to oppose this 
project; still, after the explanation which has been made of the mistake— to 
say the least — which occurred on Thursday evening, for the last two days 
I have understood that the matter has been placed in the hands of counsel by 
the will of the committee, by this mistake, and there has been no consultation 
among witnesses. 

I do not know of any witnesses who have attended this hearing this after- 
noon by request, and I do not know the number of witnesses that could be 
produced. I relied entirely upon the understanding that the hearing was to 
be conducted by counsel; and, except two gentlemen about me, none are 
known to me who attended here this afternoon by request. I think it would 
be impossible to have a hearing of the case this afternoon. 

Hamitton A. Hirt!}—I have taken a great deal of interest in this matter 
since I first saw it broached in the papers, and I thought I might, perhaps, say 
a few words atthe hearing. I was on my way to dinner, and met Mr. Whit- 
more and Mr. Smith, and they asked me to come here this afternoon. I 
had been looking in the ‘‘ Advertiser,” and other papers, for the advertisement, 


- but, fir my own part, had been unable to find the notice. Therefore, for one, 
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I feel that the hearing comes quite unexpectedly to me, and, I think, © others; 
and, therefore, I think that many other gentlemen would have been present if 
they had known of the notice. In justice to the absent remonstrants, and to 
those who sympathize with them, I hope the committee will give ample time 
for preparation. 

GrorGE B. Coase. — As you read my name as one of the remonstrants, 
Mr. Chairman, I want to say that I am in the same position as Mr. Hill. I 
received no notice of the hearing this afternoon; and it was only by the cour- 
tesy of Mr. Whitmore that I received notice to come-here. I consider that, 
if you go onwith the hearing, you will do so without the remonstrants 
being represented. 

Joun D. Bryant. — This notice was given in the ‘‘ Advertiser ” yesterday. 
I was called upon by a remonstrant a day or two since, who stated that he would 
be absent, and desired that I would come in as a representative of his views 
and others of the same mind. And, as for doing that with the brief interval 
that has occurred, and with other occupations in which I have been engaged, 
it would be impossible to do it with any justice to him or satisfaction to my- 
self, or justice to the committee. It is the first time within my experience 
that I have known a hearing called with only twenty-four hours’ notice in the 
public newspapers. I think that for a hearing of this importance —as is at- 
tested by the large attendance —a much longer notice should be given for 
persons to arrange to be present, and present their views. I can see no pos- 
sible reason for going on with it, unless it be that the committee have decided 
on their report, and want to make it up next Monday. We come before the 
committee understanding that they have once made up their minds; but we 
come with confidence and with the hope of convincing them that their opinion 
is an erroneous one. And we come with a notice of only twenty-four hours, 
and with a knowledge of the hearing received only by accident. It seems to 
me that it is not the way to dispose of rights and privileges so sacred as ours 
in Boston Common are. [I should be surprised that these petitioners, repre- 
senting not only, as they say, the citizens of Boston, but a private corporation 
most worthy in its object and aim, but at the same time so respectable that I 
do not believe the gentlemen themselves would want to press their case against 
the Boston public without an opportunity for that public to make their wishes 
known; and still I don’t believe they would if it is known that the petition is 
contrary to the opinions of a majority of the citizens of Boston. It is nota 
mere question whether an exhibition shall be held next fall on Boston Com- 
mon or any other place. It is nonsense to put it on that ground. They have 
had an exhibition every three years for I don’t know how long, and I suppose 
they will have it every three years so long as time shall last. I hope they will 
have an exhibition, but not on Boston Common. I hope the remonstrants will 
have ample time to present their case fairly and properly, in the confidence 
that this committee, when they know what public opinion is, will change their 
decision, and see that it is one that ought. not to be made. 

Mr. Paut.—I would say one word more: that we could have been half 
through the case if we had been going on probably. A gentleman has made 
the statement that would indicate that, whether we have a fair or not, did not 
depend upon having it upon the Common. I want to state that that is the 
question, and that the holding of the fair depends upon this decision. We 
want to hold it on the Common, because there is no other convenient place 
where we can put a building large enough. The remonstrants are here in 
quite large numbers, and some of them have had nothing else to do but get 
gentlemen to come here. I saw the notice in the ‘‘ Advertiser” Friday, as 
the other gentlemen did. It is true the Board of Government of this Asso- 
ciation are here, but they have no long argument to present and publish in the 
papers. ‘They can present their case in the usual way, and then the committee 
can make up their minds. 

The Cuarrman. — The committee will proceed to hear the remonstrants. 

Mr. Frencu. —I make a request that the petitioners be first heard. It is 
almost impossible for us to present our case as itis. I make a suggestion that 
the petitioners present their case first. 

Mr. Paux. — We will put in our case by asking the chairman to read our 
petition. That is our case. , 

The CuHatrrman.— The chair has read the petition. The remonstrants 
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are entitléd to the opening and closing of the hearing. Has Mr. Whitmore any 
statement to make to the committee? 

Mr. Wuitmore. —I can only state what I have said, that —relying upon the 
information which, I will take occasion to say and which the committee must 
perceive, I had good reason for believing —I made no preparation. I placed 
the matter in the hands of counsel and have made no preparation. I have 
nothing to say before the committee at this time. 

Joun O. Mitts. —I was not aware when I came here this afternoon that 
there was going to be any formal counsel to represent the citizens of Boston, 
but I presume it should be when I see and hear that counsel will represent the 
other side. My friend on my right, that spoke a few moments ago, and intro- 
duced the subject for the remonstrants, mentioned to me yesterday afternoon 
that there was to be such a hearing as this. That was the first I knew of it. 
Said I, You may depend I shall be there. I will not take but a few moments 
of your time, because if I had the ability I have no inclination to make a long 
argument; but as a citizen I can give facts. Inanswer to my school-mate and 
former president of this worthy Association (Mr. Slack), in regard to the fact 
that the notice had gone out to the public from last Monday, five or six days ago, 
1 beg leave to differ with him. I think that until action was taken by the Com- 
mon Council on Thursday evening we did not know that this hearing would 
take place. I think he and I had better go back to our school-boy days, when 
we could coast on Boston Common without anybody disturbing us. We could 
play marbles there then; but you cannot do it to-day. Let me jump from that 
time to the present. It is proposed to put a permanent building on Boston 
Common for three months, — an opening wedge for any corporation that may 
choose to put in a petition for such a building there. As was said before, it is of 
vital importance whether this building be placed there; because if one is placed 
there, it will take months to prepare the foundation; the boys cannot have it 
as a play-ground, and the military cannot go there. I do like to see the boys 
there. (Applause.) It will take months to put the foundation there, and I do 
not know how long it will remain; thatis a question I cannot solve, but which 
the city fathers may have to solve, even with as summary a hearing as they 
are disposed to giveus now. I consider this the same as the Coliseum building 
which it was proposed to put on the Common, which the citizens of Boston 
protested against, and they were obliged to withdraw. I think that these peti- 
tioners will find themselves obliged to withdraw before they get through with it. 
I hope so, for I know their children and their children’s children will protest 
against it. I hope this petition will not prevail with you, and that we shall still 
have one single square, or park, of a little over forty acres in the centre of the 
city, uncontaminated with any building whatever, except for municipal pur- 
poses. [Applause. ] 

Rogert D. Smiru. — Mr. Chairman, I do not wish to appear as counsel, 
and as counsel I am not going to appear; but I hope I may suggest a word as 
a citizen of Boston, and one who always expects to be a citizen of Boston. I 
take a great deal of pleasure in the Common, and have constantly been 
pleased when I have seen upon it the exhibitions of our soldiers, and the 
games of foot-ball, which I was very sorry to see excluded from it. It has 
always been kept a green place — the one green spot in the centre of the city. 
I have seen the various parks in this country and Europe, and I think there 
is no more pleasant picture than the sight of Boston Common, looking up 
from Boylston street. The hill rising toward the State House is constantly a 
delight to persons approaching the capital on foot, or in any direction. Well, 
as_ you city fathers know, it was originally used as a place for pasturing 
cows of the town of Boston. By and by it was taken, and has been kept as 
an open space for 200 years. The cows have been excluded gradually, and 
the boys have at last been excluded from playing foot-ball there. It seems to 
me that as it is so small a park, not approaching in size the spaces for 
breathing-places in any other cities; in that respect it should be our desire 
more than anything else to keep that place unincumbered by public buildings. 
There are fifty acres there, taking in the Public Garden. ‘That is all. 

A Voice. — It is seventy. 

Mr. Smirn. —I made a mistake in my figures. The Common alone has 
about 50. In Philadelphia they have, as you know, including thé river, over 
2,900; in New York, between 700 and 900; in Brooklyn, 600 more; and in 
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London they have parks beside which ours are mere spots. Now, of course, 
during the winter, the Common is a place of no great delight. It is used as 
a deposit for the refuse of the city streets, and of the snow; and, therefore, 
it is from the spring time until the autumn that the Common is a source of 
pleasure to the citizens of Boston. It is of use to the public at that time, 
and I see not why the religious or charitable societies of the City of Boston 
may not ask for this privilege during the same season that this Association 
does. I see no reason why they may not take it for some equally good pur- 
pose, if this petition is granted, just as soon as they go there and use it for 
the purpose of building a building which is said in the papers —I do not know 
whether it is stated in the petition—to be from 1,000 to 1,500 feet long. 

The parade ground is about 1,200 feet long. During the whole time this 
building is being erected, the fence on the Common must be taken down; 
there must be a constant passage of carts, cutting up the turf; there must be 
loads of lumber lying upon the ground; in fact, the whole of this central 
space in the city, which is a pleasure to so many of our citizens now, must be 
an exceedingly unpleasant place to go for diversion. 

Secondly, I think we ought to regard the way it has been treated by our 
ancestors. I believe that no public building has been placed there where a 
cent of admission has been charged, except the rhododendron show a few 
years ago. That was an innovation of the rights of the people; but still it 
was very slight, and one that we ought not to follow. I think there is one 
consideration, and that is the provision of out charter. Of course, the charter 
defines our rights, and it is something that we are attached to. In the 32d or 
33d section it is provided — 

A Voice. — The 39th. 

Mr. Smitn. — In the 39th section it is provided that the City Government 
has the custody and also the power to convey the property of the City of Bos- 
ton, excepting, however, that it shall not make any conveyance or ici of the 
Common. : 

A Voicr. — And Faneuil Hall. 

Mr. Smirn. — And Faneuil Hall. Now, gentlemen of the committee, it is 
perfectly plain that a lease of that place upon the Common for this use would 
be something that would not only be illegal, but something that we ought not 
to make, because it would be in violation of our charter, and a violation of the 
rights of our citizens as established by our charter. It seems to me if we give 
what is equivalent to a lease, that is, a license to a particular association or cor- 
poration to occupy that space for four or five months, — for unless we do secure 
that to them they have no security in building upon it, — it seems to me we 
have violated something intended to be inviolable, and something secured to 
us in our charter. I cannot see why the people who are going to do this would 
feel any safety in going upon it unless theys had some pledge from the City 
Council that they should not be disturbed during the time that they propose to 
occupy it, from spring to autumn. But we propose to give them that pledge, 
or at least we propose, by the action of the City Council, to secure them there 
by giving a lease; or, that is, a lease without any return whatever. It seems 
to me that-we shall go around and virtually violate the chartered privileges of 
the city under a pretence of granting this petition; and what is a violation of 
_ the charter is a question of grave interest. 

Q. (By Mr. Stack.) — You spoke of the city excepting the Common and 
Faneuil Hall from leasing and selling. 

A. I believe that is so. 

@. Are you aware that for forty years our Association has had exhibitions 
in Faneuil Hall? 

A. Iwas aware of it. 

@. As your quotations would say we cannot lease Faneuil Hall, how have 
we been there? 

A. That is a question more difficult for me to answer than for you to put. 
I am unable to answer it. If you have had a lease, it is in plain violation of © 
that charter. I do not think the City Government of the City of Boston 
would willingly violate the charter. If you had a mere license you were 
liable to be turned out. 

Q. The difficulty is, your law does not apply. 

A. Iam willing to be instructed in the law. f

Mr. Stack. —I do not think the gentleman calls to mind the old Latin 
proverb, singula singulis redendo. Here is a building which has been used for 
one purpose or another for years ; the Common has not been applied to any pur- 
pose. I think the same provision applies to both. You say they shall not 
lease or sell the Common, that they shall not sell or lease Faneuil Hall. But 
they may be permitted to be used in public ways for certain purposes. But 
you say that the Common is a public place, and a building cannot be put upon 
it. By and by I may wish to suggest something in reply to that suggestion. 

J. J. Frencu. — Every now and then we have one of these attacks upon 
the Common, and [regard this proposition of the Association as nothing less than 
an attack upon the rights of our citizens, which should be met promptly and at 
the outset. This is for the triennial exhibition of that Association, and if you 
permit them now, it is safe to say that they intend to locate there regularly 
with each recurring anniversary. They will naturally do so, because the 
place is convenient and desirable. The Association is rich; it is taxed by the 
city upon valuable real estate; and it would seem as if there were other loca- 
tions which, in their wealth, they could avail themselves of. Sometime ago I 
think they were considering the expediency of erecting a building suitable for 
their exhibitions. I think I remember some such statement in Mr. Adams’ 
report some years ago. It is safe to say they will not make such an invest- 
ment if they obtain this permission. 

Do they come here for aid, or do you suppose it is a step in that direction? 

Every church, society, or association might make a like request, and I do 
not see how you can refuse them. A few years hence we may have a circus; 
next year a benefit for the Old South Church, and some Cathedral. Now, 
whether it is a matter of charity or public convenience, it is establishing a 
precedent that may be troublesome in the future. I do not believe it right to 
establish such a precedent. The day has been when I have seen exhibitions 
of log cabins on the Common. I hope those days have gone by forever. It 
is not many years since the parade-ground was fenced in to preserve the grass 
from the continual flow of carts going to and from the Common, carrying 
chairs and tables and other paraphernalia to an entertainment to which an 
admission fee was charged. Now, if the city is poor and needs to lease the public 
grounds for public uses, that is one consideration. 

It is within my remembrance that when $25,000 was offered for 2,500 feet of 
this Common, the chairman of this committee stood up in his place and de- 
nounced it as an insult. Now, I do believe that this petition, emanating from 
the Charitable Mechanics’ Association, simply means that they want Boston 
Common without any consideration, and nothing else. The city is full of land 
adapted to their needs. I hope the committee, in the exercise of their judg- 
ment, will hesitate before establishing such a precedent that will be troublesome 
hereafter. 

The CuarrmMan (after a pause).—Gentlemen will proceed as rapidly as 
possible. Mr. Mills? 

Mr. Miris. —I am not prepared to proceed to-day. 

The Cuarrman. — Mr. Chase? 

Mr. Cuasr. —I can only repeat, with the utmost respect for the committee 
and the Association, that Iam not prepared to go on to-day. We have had no 
preparation. I can only say, in behalf of the remonstrants and myself, that 
I do not think they are treated fairly in being pressed to go on at this time. 

The Cuarrman. — Mr. Bryant? ' 

Mr. Bryant. —I shall not adopt the remarks of Mr. Chase; but I must say 
I think it is short notice. It calls to my mind a motto I have long been accus- 
tomed to see on a pair of old fire-buckets, ‘‘ Semper paratus,” — We are always 
ready for use. In this matter —I will speak for myself only—I am simply 
in the condition of a person ready to come at a moment’s notice, but not so 
ready to present my reasons as I might be if allowed a little longer time to 
prepare them. But without any preparation any citizen of Boston can come 
here and give some reasons —and they seem to me to be very strong reasons 
— why a petition of this sort should not be granted. You have heard so many, 
and they have been so well put, that it is not necessary to repeat them. But 
one word in regard to the source whence this petition Gomes. It is said that 
it is a petition in behalf of the citizens of Bosten. I think it is in behalf of 
a deserving corporation; but when it is spoken of in behalf of the citizens of 
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Boston, I have only to ask you to read the remonstrance before you, signed 
by some of our best citizens, and the number can be multiplied to any extent. 
Past experience has shown that. The citizens of Boston are opposed to any 
encroachment upon the Boston Common, whether for streets, buildings, or 
any other purposes. My friend [Mr. Smith] suggested the provision in 
regard to the charter. I have had occasion to look that up before, as you are 
aware, sir. It was in 1634, just about four years after the settlement of the 
town, that it was attempted to dismember this town. One of the gentlemen on 
the committee, an ancestor of Mr. Winthrop, declined to have anything to do 
-with it, and it resulted in a reconsideration of the vote, and it came to this: 
that certain land should be divided, but Boston Common should remain 
intact; that Boston Common should be used for pasturage. It was to be kept 
open. A little later, in 1646, I think, an act was passed at a duly called town 
meeting of the citizens of Boston, at which it was resolved that no part of 
Boston Common should be leased, sold or let for any purpose whatsoever, but 
should ever remain for the purposes of a Common for the use of the people at 
large. Now, sir, that was reaffirmed when the charter was passed in 1822, 
or thereabouts, and in the later charter of 1854. The City Council was 
appointed the custodian of the Common. It was certainly thought, that in 
conferring this power upon the city, the rights of the people and the duty 
of the city toward the people in that regard would be carried out. 

Now, sir, J fancy you would be a little hurt if, having left your private 
house in the care of a faithful steward, you should find that, in your absence, 
your parlor had been made a shop. It might be a capital thing, and might 
not hurt the carpets —I think it would in this case, and my friend Smith has 
shown that it would—but when the owner came home and found that 
that use had been made of his house, I think he would think his steward 
had not been faithful to him. And I think that you, who are appointed 
the legal custodians of Boston Common, should not convey it for any purpose 
foreign to its charter, but should see that those purposes are fulfilled, and see 
that it is in a condition for free public use. I fully concur with the gentlemen 
who have spoken, that, if you permit it to be used for purposes inconsistent 
with the object for which it was laid out, you would justly be thought to ex- 
ceed your powers, and you would be open to the charge of infidelity, though 
not intentionally. 

Now, sir, the people of Boston’ do not mean that you should make any 
mistake about that. They mean to tell you what their rights are, and ask that 
you protect and preserve those rights, and not infringe upon those rights. Now, 
sir, although this committee have once made a report, I believe, for one, that 
when they hear the evidence, and see that it is contrary to the public will, 
that it is their duty as public servants to uphold that will, although a few 
‘of the most respectable citizens of Boston come to you and ask you to make 
an exception and step over the rule and place the Common at their disposal at 
the season of the year when it is a beautiful thing to be enjoyed, and which 
will open the way to a repetition of that indefinitely. If you grant it in the 
one case toa respectable corporation, how are you going to refuse it in the 
case of another respectable corporation? You have established the rule; 
you have made the precedent; and, although you do not grant it on the 
ground of respectability, yet when another of less respectability comes, you 
cannot say that was a respectable corporation. Gentlemen, it is better to 
stand on the respect for the public will, and not make a precedent that is diffi- 
cult to avoid hereafter. Gentlemen, I do not believe that, if the government 
of this corporation realized how strong the Boston public was against the 
granting of this petition, —I have too much respect for them to believe that 
they would ask for anything infringing upon the rights of their fellow-citizens, 
—TI do not believe they would press this petition. And when you look upon 
the names signed to this remonstrance, they are the men who have done the 
most to adorn the city, to furnish it with libraries and art museums, and given 
you the means to maintain them; and they come here and ask you not to 
desecrate this Common. 

The use it is proposed to be put to is the lowest that can be thought of. 
Heavy machinery will have to be run; deep intrenchments will have to be 
made; the whole parade ground will have to be upturned. As this corpora- 
tion holds this exhibition once in three years, after the building is once 
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erected, it will be a good thing to ask the city government to let it stand until 
the next exhibition, as it might be used during the intervening summers. I do 
not know whether that will be done or not; but, if it is not built there, you know 
it will not.be done. Iam sure the safer course, which is in accordance with 
the wishes of the great majority of the people of Boston, will be to allow the 
petitioners leave to withdraw. [Applause. } 

The Cuatrman. — Are there any other parties desirous of being heard ? 
[Pause.] Mr. Whitmore, do you rest your case here? 

Mr. Wuirmore. —I suppose, sir, after the statements made to the Chair, 
that the other side will go on and give some reasons, and then possibly we 
may desire to reply to some of the arguments that they advance. The com- 
mittee must see the position in which we stand. We desire to put in all the 
evidence that we can. If the hearing is closed now, we certainly shall re- 
quest a continuance. If the other side will not go on, we shall request a con- 
tinuance. 

The CuHatrmMan. — Will Mr. Paul go on? 

Mr. Stack. — Have they exhausted their case? 

The Cuarrman. — It seems so. 


STATEMENT OF CHARLES W. SLACK FOR THE PETITIONERS. 


Mr. Stack. —I have undertaken to present this case for the petitioners, 
and I do so as the second officer of the Association. I am very glad to meet 
the gentlemen on the other side, because, as they have shown, there is a very 
great misapprehension in the case; and, if our case is not, does not stand, 
approved in the estimation of every gentleman present (unless their objec- 
tions are factious), then we would be almost willing to say we would withdraw 
our petition; at any rate, I will qualify it by saying that we will leave it to the 
judgment of the committee. Now, what is this Charitable Mechanics’ Asso- 
ciation ? It is a body eighty years old. Its first president was Paul Revere. 
It touches the very foundation of our government — devotion and patriotism. 
We came down from that stock, and only a few weeks ago, and even now in 
the Old South Church, the most beautiful illustrations that could be put under 
glass were the silver fabrics of Paul Revere — the worthy patriot, and arti- 
ficer in silver. He was our first president,,and from the earliest date of our 
Association Boston Common has been used, off and on, at different periods, 
for the exhibitions of the skill and industry of the various members of this 
Association. I could get from the records of our secretary, who is here, the 
names of the articles manufactured by our apprentices and mechanics, the 
awards for which were bestowed on Boston Common. Now, then, the Associ- 
ation comes before you, and says that in forty years we have held twelve 
exhibitions in Faneuil Hall, which is just as much exempted from lease as 
Boston Common. We have had large exhibitions there, but we .have out- 
grown it. 

When those exhibitions commenced Boston had 50,000 inhabitants; now it 
has over 350,000. Only three years ago, with these 350,000 inhabitants, we 
went to the same halls where we went fifty years ago, with 50,000 inhabitants ; 
and what was the result? We were so crowded that we could with difficulty 
do anything; we were so filled up in the afternoon and evening that people 
could not get through the aisles. Now, what are we to do? We said, Is this 
a benefit to Boston or is it an injury? Now, there was recently set up in New 
York City a statue of Daniel Webster, at an expense of thirty or forty thou- 
sand dollars. That statue was designed and cast by Thomas Ball, one of our 
own citizens. ‘Twenty years ago—and I wish to call especial attention to 
this — Thomas Ball put into our exhibition a statuette, and received a gold 
medal for it; it was accepted by Mr. Burnham, and the statue stands to-day 
in Central Park. Now, I ask, gentlemen, has Boston any renown or dis- 
- credit from this? We have outgrown that building. Shall we give up this 
incentive to growth and development because we have outgrown that location? 
Well, we look over the city to see where we can go. Gentlemen say there 
are various places. Will they name where they are? 

Mr. Bryant. — We will find a thousand locations. 

Mr. Stack. — We would like tohave one. They say we can go on Common- 
bie We want a building 200 feet wide and 600 feet long. We 
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want three acres of land, and we will give you the most beautiful exhibition this 
city ever saw. 

Three years ago a gentleman, who represents a dozen manufacturing corpo- 
rations, said that if we would put up a proper building, he and others would 
come in and makeup the most beautiful display of textile fabrics ever seen 
here. 

It was only a few weeks ago that the papers of Boston alluded to the death of 
a most noble man, who took the Pacific Mills in a bankrupt state, reorganized 
them, caused them to produce the richest and most beautiful works, and sent 
them all over the world; and when he comes to pass away men say, what a boon 
that man was to the City of Boston! And yet, I ask, have you ever seen the 
products of those mills which this man created, who breathed into their nostrils 
the breath of life? 

No, sir, there has never been in Boston—the seat of the manufacturing 
industry of New England—an exhibit of what our mills can produce, — not 
one. ‘The delicate fabrics that our loved ones wear have never been spread 
in their multitudinous and varied beauty. Mr. George C. Richardson said he 
and his associates would make such an exhibit if we would give them the 
opportunity. 

We want a building with plenty of space for light and air. We want it large 
enough for this purpose. We want to revive the days of industry and thrift 
if we can. We want to bring people here by the thousand, and give them room 
to see what our mills produce. We want space and light. 

Now, gentlemen, I have read in the newspapers — and it is their answer 
here — that we have got to dig trenches and resort to piling, and that will ruin 
the paths. We propose to take timbers of sufficient thickness and lay them 
upon the ground, and engineers assure us — and we rely upon their judgment 
—that we can put the largest engine upon that ground without digging a single 
trench or marring the beauty of the landscape. We shall come in a season 
when the owners of all the buildings facing on the Common are away. Wewill 
come in August with the building all completed, every part fitting every other 
part, and all prepared before we come there. We will come through the gates 
and set it up. We will have it begun on the first of August, if you please, and 
on the first of September it will be ready to have the people come in. It 
will stay two months, and by the 15th of November it will be out of the way, 
with not a piece of ground injured, not a flower disturbed by the arrangements 
that we make. 

Now, gentlemen, that attack in the newspapers was as wide of the mark as 
it could be. I assure you that there is not a lot in the city where we can have 
this exhibition on the scale we propose. Why we want it is this, — Business is 
stagnant; Boston is losing its prestige. 

We read that in the month of January only nine steamers and not a single 
ship came to the port of Boston — this port of Boston, which was known to the 
old sea-kings in past years, whose wealth has been piled up; this port which 
has had not a single field of ice in it this winter. While New York harbor has 
been frozen up, the port of Boston has been open to the commerce of the 
nations. We have the humiliating confession to make that not a ship came to 
our port in January last past. 

Now, we want to have an exhibition of the development from the crude 
ores of the mine up through all the long steps of improvement and progress in 
manufactures, arts and sciences, until we reach the highest of all, the art gal- 
lery, with the ceramics ; and we will show the highest perfection of skill and 
industry, and make it an incentive and a pleasure to everybody that looks 
upon it. 

Now, sir, is this for the benefit of the City of Boston, or is it not? I say it 
needs no argument, but we will show to you by witnesses, in a moment, that it 
will be a benefit. We shall spend $100,000 on the building, and $25,000 in 
fitting it up. We assume all the risks, and ask nobody to give us acent. All 
we ask of the City of Boston is, Will you let us have this little plot of ground 
for two months? That is all we ask. I say, if there is any remaining love for 
Boston here, and of the men that that have made it what it is and who have 
sustained its commercial activity, it seems to me that every Bostonian, believing 
in the prosperity of his city, will say — you will say, Take those grounds and 
give them back to us as they are. We do not propose to put up barracks. The 
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' building is to be graceful in shape, harmonious in color; it is in favor with the 
best architects in the city; and if you believe, as the petitioners do, that art 
should be allied to use, we will demonstrate it ona scale such as has never 
been seen before. If allowed to carry out the project an admission fee to the 
grounds of only twenty-five cents will be charged. 

Mr. Frencu. —For whose benefit? 

Mr. Stack. —For the benefit of the Charitable Mechanics’ Association. 
[Derisive laughter.] Does the gentleman suppose we are going to do all this 
for nothing? Who is going to pay for the insurance on the property? Does 
the gentleman sell paints and oils for charity? Does he move into a store 
in the burnt district without a desire to increase ‘his traffic? It is for our 
benefit and your benefit, and for the development of that industry that makes 
up our credit. Now, sir, I have the official report of the last exhibition — 
the 12th. There was rather a sarcastic allusion the other day to the ‘‘ Chari- 
table Mechanics”; and it was said that by and by the ‘‘ benevolent brick- 
layers” might come along, and then the ‘‘ co-operative coopers.” Can it be 
said that we have no claim upon this good city of ours? We distributed 
at the last exhibition 930 testimonials of merit. Not a young man could 
develop a new idea and present it there, that he was not awarded a merit. 
Not a young man could present a new invention in machinery, and come 
there, that‘he was not recognized. I went toa picture sale the other day at 
Williams & Everett’s, and took up a catalogue, and there was the name of 
George Inness, a medalist in 1874. We send our sons to Paris to study in the 
studios of Gerome and Bonnat, and they come back with a picture hanging in 
the saloons; they are proud. George Inness had a medal from our Association, 
and he puts the fact upon his picture which is to be sold. Will gentlemen say 
there is nothing to be proud of in that? Gentlemen, I am proud of it; and 
when men claim to manifest all the excellence in Boston, refusing to allow 
such an exhibition as this in Boston—I have as much pride in building up 
Boston as any one —I say it is unworthy for men to take only a limited view 
of this thing, rather than a broad and generous one. 

By the plan we present we intend to give this community a recognition 
away through the other New England States, and to Canada and be- 
yond, and show that Boston has got a little life and prosperity left. At the 
last exhibition there were distributed — gold medals, 42; silver medals, 207; 
bronze, 231; graded, as you see, unlike the Philadelphia system, giving one 
to each inventor who developed an idea; 930 were thus bestowed. You may 
read the papers after one of our exhibitions, and there is not a man who 
exhibits there that is not proud that he obtained an award from the Massachu- 
setts Charitable Mechanics’ Association. It is the only institution we have 
that does this thing in Boston. Look at what Philadelphia has done — poured 
out its wealth for its Exposition. Look at what Cincinnati and St. Louis are 
doing —tumbling over one another in trying to get up an exhibition of this 
kind; doing everything they can to add attractiveness to the city. And we 
stand with our thumbs in our vests and say, On the whole, we don’t want it! 
Now, I do not believe that is the sentiment of our people. We demonstrate 
that we can do just what we say we will. But what do they say? Gentle- 
men say it will establish a precedent. No matter of progress was ever pre- 
sented to the human mind that some one did not object to it as a precedent 
for something else. If we sat and listened to the croakers, where would 
we be? Because my friend gives one poor friend five dollars, is that any 
reason why the next one should have it? You judge every case by the merit 
of it; and you judge each case by itself. Give the five dollars to the worthy 
classmate, and refuse it to the bummer. You exercise judgment, and judg- 
ment rules the world. 

When men raise a cry about precedent let them consider what it is worth. 
Go through this official record and you will find the names of our young people. 
All the drawing-schools which put in designs had a gold medal. Here is a 
young German, I should judge by his name, who took a gold medal. Here is 
another, who took»a silver medal. There, gentlemen, is the full list of the 
awards given by the Association. We have taken all that class of men, 
wherever they have got a bright idea, wherever they have got something use- 
ful and that will benefit their fellow-men, and we have said, Take this award, 
and go up higher! 
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Now, sir, I maintain that the institution which comes to the.City of Boston, 
and says, We do not want any of your money, but loan us a small part of 
the Common for two months; let us go down there with a beautiful building 
which will be an incentive to other effort; just let us have the use of that land 
for two months, — I maintain that such institution is worthy of your considera- 
tion. The gentleman says, Who knows but that the institution may remain 
there? Who is under temptation to let it remain? I will give you the pledge, 
the written bond, of the Association, that we will treat you faithfully. Do you 
suppose that this old institution of 800 members, four-fifths of whom are citi- 
zens of Boston,—mechanics, that have ever followed honorable callings, 
—are going to do it? I am ashamed of the suggestion. We will take away 
our building in good faith; and my friend, Mr. Galvin, the City Forester, 
says the whole ground can be put in as good condition as now for $50. 

A RemonstRant. — What did it cost to put it there? Didn’t it cost more 
than $50? 

Mr. Stack. — It cost about $150. It was rough, hard ground on which the 
boys had played; they sent a plough through it. 

A Remonsrrant. — Is it a quagmire? 

Mr. Stack. — We will take the responsibility for that. We will put plank 
on there and defy it to settle; and we will not dig a trench. 

A Remonstrant. — Is there not a trench dug there? 

Mr. Stack. — Yes, sir; and that is something I will speak of. There is a 
sewer running through there, and the gas-pipes run by there. We can tap 
every one of those things and not do one cent’s worth of damage to the City 
of Boston. It would seem as if nature intended it for the purpose. The 
gentleman suggests that it was not nature, but the City Government, that 
dumped refuse and ashes there. Well, they are there and we will go and do 
this thing. Now, sir, I will suggest that the neighbors will be out of town, 
and that we shall do no harm if we do just as we agree to pledge ourselves to 
do. Now, gentlemen, I have laid out our plans, and given the other side some 
points upon which to present objections. I see Mr. Hale here, and, as I un- 
derstand that he has not got his sermon for to-morrow quite done, I will call 
him first, and let him state what his impression is of the use of the Common 
for this purpose. 


STATEMENT OF Rev. E. E. HAez. 


Mr. Hatz. — The committee have got my sermon now, and I have only a 
word to say. I have as much interest as any one in seeing a revival of business 
—not from the side of a business man, but from the side of a person who sees 
many persons every day. I see men willing to accept a dollar a day for shov- 
elling snow (which is not going to last forever), and there are now several 
hundred men employed shovelling snow. Iam glad the Mechanics’ Association 
have taken this matter inhand. I am rather tempted to say a few words, as I 
see here my friend Whitmore, at whose feet I sit in antiquarian matters. It 
was for such purposes that the Common was kept. It was for this purpose that 
Winthrop lost his election once, on account of keeping the Common too open. 
What is the Englishman’s idea of keeping the Common? It is for the benefit 
of the people; it is that the people may have the use of it without paying rent 
for the grounds. There is not a gentleman in the room who has travelled 
abroad who has not seen an exhibition on the Common which is kept for this 
purpose. Now, I do not see the distinction between putting a canvas tent on 
it for a week, and showing azalias under it, and making a tent, as our friend pro- 
poses to do, of iron and glass, and keeping it up a month. So far as this is con- 
cerned, you are doing just exactly what John Winthrop proposed to do, namely, 
— occupy it for public purposes, for which no private estate can be used. I 
throw that suggestion out for the benefit of my antiquarian friend. Only this 
week I have been assisting in a convention of poor men of Boston. 

Many of your first-rate men and tried mechanics are coming to us and say- 
ing ‘“‘ Tell me, for God’s sake, can you tell me, how I can get away from Bos- 
ton?” Ido not know how gentlemen feel. Some of our mechanics have gone 
to Florida; but I do not want to see our working men go away to Texas or 
Florida. I do not esteem it good policy to let them go, because they are merely 
hard off for work now in Massachusetts. Now, if these gentlemen who form the 
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associated mechanics of Boston —an Association which we are proud of, and 
we used to say it governed Boston; I do not know how it is now; the presi- 
dents of the Association used to be the mayors of Boston, and they seemed to 
pass along from the presidency to the mayoralty —if those gentlemen have put 
their heads together, and determined that they can do something, —not equal 
to the Philadelphia exhibition, —-I must say, speaking for the humble laborers 
of Boston and Massachusetts, that it is worth while for us to keep them. It 
is only this week the Common Council have tried to appropriate five thousand 
dollars to employ men in cracking stone on the city works, and they are going 
to pay one dollar for work which can be done for thirty cents by machinery, 
and I shall be gladif itis done. But when these gentlemen come forward and 
say they have an opportunity to give a stimulus to labor and invention by the 
use of a piece of land in the heart of the city, it seems to me a pity that 
we should not let them do it. JI would like to say a little more about the anti- 
quarians, but I believe I have said enough. 


STATEMENT OF Hon. WILLIAM B. SPOONER. 


The CuarrmMan. —I should like Mr. Spooner to state if he is not a resident 
near this lot of land. 

Mr. Spooner. — I live down in Boylston street, where I could see the boys 
play ball. I never made any protest against it; I never had any feeling 
against it;.I was glad to see them there. I was invited, this forenoon, to come 
up here and say a word, and I supposed I was to answer questions which might 
be put tome. Iam in favor of the City of Boston granting this privilege. I 
believe it would be a very interesting thing for the city; but I believe that it 
would be quite a stimulus for the city and for this region, and do something to 
put many unemployed laboring men at work. 

Q. (By Mr. Stack). — Do you think the effect would be educational? 

A. I think it would be; and, furthermore, I think it would be a stimulus for 
business. I feel no objection to having the building put upon the Common 
because I live close upon it. On the contrary, it would be more interesting to 
have something going on there in the autumn. I do not feel that people will 
be drawn away from the Common because of this thing; on the contrary, I 
think that more people will be drawn there because of this exhibition. The 
other day I saw a relative of my family, some seventy years old, who has been 
a worthy, hard-working woman, and she had never been on Boston Common 
but once, and that was in the night, and she had been here for thirty or forty 
years. I should like to get that class of people out on the Common. If any- 
body supposes the Common will be injured, — except right around the build- 
ing, — I should like to have them go to Philadelphia and see those fields of 
flowers there, without any protection whatever; they could not have existed in 
any greater beauty than while those millions of people were travelling around 
there. The people kept continually in the paths. I believe it will be a great 
stimulus to the city and this region. I think that Boston has been, and is now, 
considered the seat of the manufactures of the State. I hope it will continue 
to be so considered, and be so in reality; but it will not be so if we sit down 
and are afraid of every step we take. [Applause.] I never saw much done 
by being afraid of anything. If obstacles arise you ride over them, and you 
do not feel afraid of them. When they proposed to run the horse-cars down 
in my street, the ladies all besought me to get up a protest against it, and I did. 
[Laughter.] I do not believe one of those ladies would object now. 

@. (By the Cuarrman.) — You had considerable to do with the centennial 
exhibition. Do you think an exhibition of this character would have a ten- 
dency to draw many strangers from different sections of this country and the 
Canadas to the City of Boston? 

A. I think it would do a great deal in that way. Of course it would be 
nothing compared with Philadelphia, but it would do a great deal. I think 
business men would come here and see how cheap we can sell. 

@. Why should they not find another lot of land in some other section of 
the city? 

A. Because I think it would be too far off to meet the convenience of the 
people, . There is not a spot anywhere right about here that I know of where 
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there are cars and everything convenient to it, This is altogether the most 


central place of any that I know of. 
Q. Do you know whether it is proposed, if they have the exhibition, to have 


‘the shoe and leather trade largely represented? 


A. I have no doubt it will, sir. Mr. John Cummings, one of the leading 
men of that branch of trade, is one of the petitioners. I have no doubt that 
the shoe and leather trade will make a handsome exhibition. 


STATEMENT OF JEROME JONES. 


Q. (By Mr. Stack.) —I believe you are a business man of Boston. Will 
you have the kindness to state what the effect upon your branch of trade 
will be? 

A. In the glass trade more particularly, the thought occurs to me, that 
in Leipsic, in Saxony, there have for more than a hundred years been 
held fairs in which all the arts and manufactures of that region were brought 
there at Easter, and the public squares and streets were given up freely to 
those exhibitors who have any novelties or products to show; and it has got 
to be such an important annual event that anybody in our line of trade, who 
does much at importing, makes it a point to be at Leipsic at these annual fairs. 

Having attended some of these fairs myself, I refreshed myself a little this 
morning by looking at ‘‘ Lippincott’s Gazetteer.” I found that while Leipsic 
has a population of but 70,000, during these fairs, which last about three 
weeks, its population is doubled. I speak of that as showing the effect upon 
the population, and to show how those fairs are held upon the public prome- 
nades and plazas. 

I cannot see, so far as Boston is concerned, why this is not a proper thing to 
ask, because I lived in South Market street for twenty years — where I 
learned my trade — and saw there the operation of it at Faneuil Hall and 
Quincy Market. 

The whole thing was upstairs, and you have to hoist everything up- 
stairs; and the streets there are so blocked as to amount almost to a pro- 
hibition of visitors going there. I can see no particular class that can be 
aggrieved by granting this petition, except the marketmen. If you sent this 
fair up to Brookline street you would cut off a large revenue that it would 
obtain; and on that ground, I think, we have a right to the granting of the 
petition. This is something which occurs only once in three years; and, so 
far as I can see, it will bring to Boston many thousand people who would buy 
goods, which would add to the importance of all the industries of New Eng- 
land. If Boston has a mind to take hold, she can soon make herself the 
representative centre of the manufacturing of New England, and I should 
think it would be remissness on the part of the city government if it should 
throw any obstacles in the way. 


SrarementT oF M. P. KENNARD. 


Q. (By Mr. Stack.) —You have been a Boston business man for forty 

ears? 

f A. Iam sorry to say it, but it is about forty years. 

Q. Will you have the kindness to tell us the impressions of Europeans who 
visited our last exhibition? 

A. After the grand opening by our friend at the foot of the table [Mr. 
Sack], I feel that I can say but little. Since I have been sitting here it has 
struck me that, with the immense products of the New England manufactories, 
amounting to nearly six hundred million of dollars, it does seem to me that there 
should be a place where those manufacturing industries could be exhibited. 
They should have one place, and I am not sure but that the Legislature 
should step aside one year, and give them the room under the ‘‘ gilded dome.” 
Why, it seems to me that, if Philadelphia can give up its park entirely for 
such a matter, Boston may afford to allow the use of the Common for three 
months. Of course this is predicated on the fact that it will be a tasteful 
building; and, therefore, it seems to me that it cannot be a nuisance. It 
seems to me that an Association, with the character and ancestry represented

by this one, instead of being pooh-poohed, as it has been in the papers, should 
be recognized. There are gentlemen on the other side, who like to get 
~ dividends from the cotton mills, and they all like to have those corporations 
fostered. It seems to me it is time to have a revision of our commercial 
relations; that we ought to have different legislation in reference to free ships 
and tariffs, and the restoration of the treaty with the provinces; and it seems 
to me it is also important that we should give attention to our home industries. 
If the merchants in Philadelphia could afford to give hundreds of thousands 
- of dgllars for the centennial exhibition, it seems to me important that the State 
of Massachusetts should take steps to bring strangers here to increase our 
railroad receipts and our hotel receipts. Those are, perhaps the most ignoble 
reasons to produce; but in the aggregate they are very important. 

An incident occurred to my knowledge, which I would like to tell, showing 
the utility and importance of such exhibitions. During the last exhibition of 
this Association, in 1874, I had a friend here from a European city, which for 
obvious reasons I do not care to name. He represents a people that very 
seldom go abroad, and much less come to America; for you are very well 
aware that the half of Europe think that the Indians are daily in the streets 
with their savage orgies, and that the police have to drive them back; and he 
had some such view whenhe came. However, he was induced to remain over 
for that exhibition. He was not a commercial man, but was interested in our 
many industries, from the ordinary feelings of a good citizen. 

He went all through that exhibition, and the result was he carried away an 
assortment — sample cards — of everything. He made a large album, contain- 
ing cuts of pumps, carriages, kettles, — all illustrations of parts of that exhibi- 
tion, from the man that sat down upon a trunk and his coat clung to it, by the 
stickist, to the most important mechanisms. Among other things, his eyes fell 
upon some of the cotton products of New England, and especially upon some 
of the twillings. They interested him and he obtained a few samples. He 
took them to his city, and showed them to the dealers. 

As in all such cases, those men shrugged their shoulders and said, We can- 
not introduce a new thing; our lines are made with Manchester; our credits 
are established; we don’t know anything about those people over there; we 
can’t help it; we can’t do anything. He, however, persisted, and fortified the 
people with intelligence on this subject. He says he found the American cot- 
tons heavier to the square yard than any others after the washings; and, as a 
result, he ordered two, three or four cases of those goods; that has gone on 
increasing until within ten days a bill of exchange came here for four hundred 
pounds sterling. That one individual who remained here during that exhibi- 
tion has done more to introduce American cotton goods into that city than 
almost any American traveller could do by going abroad for months. I thought 
as this incident was pertinent to the moment, I would relate it. Of course the 
lines are drawn in this matter between the commercial men and manufacturers, 
those interested in the industries of this city; while many of the remonstrants 
are men of the legal persuasion, and do not have that interest in promoting the 
industries of New England as do those who favor the other side. I hope the 
petition will be granted. 


STATEMENT OF Davin N. SxKILuInGs. 


Q. (By Mr. Stack.) — You are a dealer in lumber? 

A. I shall not argue this question from the stand-point of a dealer in lumber, 
but as a member of the Association. I think our second officer was rather too 
modest in putting forth the claims of the Association, and I beg leave to say a 
little more on that, ‘The Association is probably known to you all in numbers 
and influence, and I undertake to say that when they bring this petition before 
the City Government it ought to be received with more weight than it should 
coming from other sources, for the reason that the Association has taken a 
large part in the public services of the city. Its members have filled all the 
offices of trust in the city and commonwealth, and it is composed of a class 
second to none in the commonwealth and the country. I was interested when 
I came in here, to see a former mayor of Boston come.in here, who was con- 
nected with the erection of the building on the corner of Bedford and Chauncey 
streets, — one as beautiful as any in this city; and I undertake to say that, in 
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this respect, that Association ought to have the special regard of every citizen 
of Boston. That building was designed by one of our own members, at 
that time, Mr. L. Billings, who has gone, and it remains a monument to his 
architectural taste. 

In regard to the advantages of the exhibition, all I have to say is, that Boston 
is Massachusetts, and Massachusetts is New England. We all understand 
. that there is no other place in New England where exhibitions of this kind 
could be held. Boston is the only place; the great centre of trade is here. 
Following upon the Centennial Exhibition, which has been so great a credit to 
the country, this exhibition, stimulated by that, will be a very great success. 
The exhibitions in the past will bear no comparison with this one, if it is held. 
We know that right upon the success of the Centennial Exhibition at Philadel- 
phia comes the fact that one is to be inaugurated at Paris in 1878. The nations 
all around us see the benefit of these exhibitions. I think it becomes a neces- 
sity that New England should make an exhibition of its products, because we 
want to bring the people of the world here to purchase our goods. We are all 
pleased to see an advance of trade in our country; in the value of our exports 
over our imports during the last few years, our exports exceeded our imports 
a hundred and seventy millions of dollars, which is a very gratifying fact for 
us to know, because, if we have got more to sell than we want to buy, without 
reference to free trade, — a notion which is all well in its place, —it is money 
in our pockets, and wealth to our country, and that is what we want. I have 
been buying machinery to some extent, and I have been surprised to see the excel- 
lence of the machines offered here, and of the character of the work done by 
our mechanics; and I am able to say that orders have been received here in 
this city, by people having the agency, for machines to go to one of the prin- 
cipal cities of England where machines are principally made. Our steam- 
engines are also going to Holland, where they are taking the place of the old- 
fashioned wind-mills. I want to say, gentlemen, that I think there is an 
exigency for this; and with all due respect to the gentlemen coming here to 
protest against the desecration of Boston Common, it is entitled to a respectful 
and serious consideration. [Applause. ] 


STATEMENT OF JOHN H. LESTER. 


Q. (By Mr. Stack.) — You are acquainted with the business of Boston, and 
have been for many years? 

A. I have been a resident of Boston twenty years. I was born in Connec- 
ticut. It is one of the regrets of my life that I was not born in Boston; but 
no Boston-born man feels prouder of the city than Ido. I feel something like 
‘Mrs. Partington” when she moved into Chelsea. She said that she liked it 
so well that she was going to make it her native place. So, when I have 
stopped for two or three weeks in the West, I have always looked back to 
Massachusetts and Boston, and felt a pride that I could write my name in a 
hotel as J. M. Lester, from Boston, Massachusetts; and I have always felt a 
pride in our beautiful little Common, — always. 

When I have talked with New York and Philadelphia men, or men in any 
part of the country, said I, you may talk about your beautiful parks, but you 
have nothing in your beautiful precincts that compares with Boston Common 
and Charles-street Garden. It is open to the world; the poor can go there, 
and they don’t have to drive in gilded carriages, but they can go on foot; 
hundreds of thousands go there every year to breathe the fresh air. Now, is 
Boston Common so very sacred that even the boys must be driven off of it? 
Why, they would not allow a dog to trot over it by and by. I say, gentlemen, 
with all due deference, when we come right down to the matter, — for I am 
no joker; I always tell facts, and solid facts, — that this institution comes to 
you with a fair and honorable record, and asks the privilege of putting up the 
most beautiful building that eyes ever looked upon in the precincts of Boston ; 
to put it up there of glass and iron, where they may exhibit the products of 
the State. I read in the papers a few days ago that the manufacturing 
products of this State amounted to six hundred millions of dollars. 

Now, the Mechanics’ Association asks the citizens of Boston to allow it to 
take the Common for a few months; and they guarantee —they are all ;hon- 
orable men—to remove every vestige of it from that place by a given 'time; . 
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and I have no doubt they will make the grass grow greener next year. But 
here some gentlemen rise and say, this is a precedent that they cannot get 
over; some negro-minstrel may want it; they may want it for a dog or a hen 
show, or some other show. I have myself placed very little reliance upon 
gentlemen who say that. 

There are some gentlemen whose heads are so round that it is painful to see 
[laughter] that they don’t know the difference between an exhibition of the 
Massachusetts Mechanics’ Association and a dog-show. [Laughter.] I don’t 
believe they will continue to press their opposition, but will ask leave to with- 
draw. Ask them to put a six-foot fence around it, and have a game-keeper to 
shoot the sparrows and the butcher-birds. What is the Common for? Is it so 
sacred that we cannot cross it or step on it? Now, gentlemen, look at the 
needs of such a fair. The Association say they cannot find any other site. 
Some gentlemen say we can go somewhere else. I suppose they could go 
down on Copp’s hill; but there is a swamp. ‘The Association will give the 
assurance that they will leave it in the fall, and that they will not disgrace the 
Common; and I hope that you in your wisdom will see proper to grant the 
petition. JI believe these gentlemen are all honorable men (and if they invite 
me to supper I will accept it), and I believe that when they see this beautiful 
building put up there, and see the people assembled there from all parts of 
New England, they will regret their opposition. When I have been down to 
the halls, I have seen the machinery crammed and jammed up in the small 
space, with no opportunity to exhibit it; and here we want a place to exhibit 
the mechanical arts and fabrics, the boots and shoes made in New England. 
But here come our friends and oppose it; and they employ a lawyer. The 
Association does not employ a lawyer, unless Mr. Slack is a lawyer. If there 
is any spot outside of the Common that is fit, we would take it. The 
Association will give a guaranty to do just as it agrees to; and if they don’t 
do as they agree, hang every one of them. 

Now, gentlemen, I say you can have leave to withdraw your remonstrance. 

Q. (By the Cuarrman.) — Are you an active business man? 

A. Yes, sir. : 

Q. What is your business? 

A. The boot and shoe business. 

@. Do you think it will have a tendency to draw business here from the 
West and South? 

A. I have not the least doubt of it. 

Q. Is it a fact that some of the large houses in New York have been com- 
pelled to come to Boston and establish branches? ; 

A. Yes, sir; but very few. 

Q. How many? 

A. Three or four. 

@. Have any gone from here to New York? 

A. Not that I know of. It may be so, but I do not know of any. 

Q. Is it a fact that Boston is the head-quarters of the boot and shoe interest 
to-day? 

A. It is so. 

@. And in all probability will remain so? 

A. I see no reason why not. 

@. Can you see any reason why the domestic dry goods interest should not 
be returned to Boston, as it was forty years ago? 

A. My opinion is that we had better keep the business here in Boston. 
Every man here should feel a pride in building up the business of Boston. 
But selfishness sometimes acts in the opposite direction. 

Q@. Cannot you think of any other section of the city where this exhibition 
could be held? In what section do you live? 

A. In Roxbury. 

@. Is there no other section of the city where the exhibition could be held? 

A. I don’t know any, unless they go down on Sandy Point, South Boston. 
I have “not thought it all over, but I don’t know where there is a spot of 
ground so available, where the people could get at it, and away from it, and 
see everything. Why, these remonstrants will be the first to go if it takes 
place; and they will hold their quarter dollars in their fingers to rush in first. 
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STATEMENT OF GEORGE P. BALDWIN. 


Mr. Batpwin.— It seems to me that this whole thing can be stated in a very 
few words. IfI understand the object of the Association, they simply ask the 
privilege of giving an exhibition on the Common in the interest of the arts 
and sciences; and whatever is in the interest of the arts and sciences is in the 
interest of the highest standard of civilization. Now, this is no new thing. 
This is the asking of the privilege, on the part of aresponsible organization, 
of the use of the Common. ‘There is no question, I suppose, in the mind of 
any man present, but what the Common is the most suitable and available, 
and most elegant spot for an exhibition or fair of any kind or description. I 
remember very well that, in 1869, the executive committee of the first jubilee 
applied to the Board of Aldermen for the privilege of building the proposed 
structure upon the Common; and my mind reverts to the experience which 
we had in listening to the opponents of that project. I can sympathize with 
these gentlemen to-day, perhaps more nearly, from the fact that I received 
certain pressures at that time. There is a certain class of gentlemen living in 
the vicinity of the Common, who admire the beauty of the spot, who have 
probably located themselves within easy reach of that locality, and undoubt- 
edly enjoy looking from their windows upon the beautiful landscape which is 
presented to them in the summer season; and they have lived there so long, 
and become so accustomed to the beauties before them, that they really be- 
lieve that they themselves own the fee of Boston Common. And actually, 
gentlemen, as the case was stated at that time by certain gentlemen — I 
remember one clergyman who came before the Board of Aldermen, and stated 
the case for the remonstrants in a most peculiar manner, that is, an objection- 
able manner, it seems to me, from the fact that his speech was laden with 
indirect threats in case the Aldermen should give the petitioners what they 
requested. That gentleman was, at that time, settled over one of the most 
responsible and respectable societies of the city of Boston; but that society 
has been unfortunately embarrassed, and it has occurred to me sometimes 
that, if the judgment of that people, in the management of their private con- 
cerns, was upon that particular basis, it is no wonder that that society has 
ceased to exist. I believe that, to take a broad and liberal view of a question 
like this, it is the duty of the City Council, or the Board of Aldermen, at any 
and all times, to encourage, rather than discourage, a project of this kind. 
Now, the State of Massachusetts is eminently a manufacturing State; that is, 
our interests are largely in manufactures and mechanics. And it does seem 
to me that in everything we do we should even strain a point in order to 
grant any reasonable request in the best interest of our various mechanical 
branches. I trust this committee will report that it is advisable to grant the 
prayer of the petitioners. 

Mr. Stack. — We have-all classes of gentlemen upon our petitions. We 
have builders and architects without number; and there is no point of our 
petition that we cannot elucidate. I would like to have Mr. Newcomb make 
some explanations in regard to the construction of that building. 


SraTEMENT OF Levi NEwcomB. 


Q. (By Mr. Stack.) — Can we put up a building there suitable for the pur- 
pose without piling ? 


A. We can. 
Q. And without digging any trenches? 
A. Wecan. 


Q. Can we have a building that will stand the wind with safety to the trees 
and other objects in the way? 

A. We can. 

Q. Is there any apprehension —I do not know why the opposition should 
feel solicitous about that — of your encumbering the Common with an un- 
sightly building, and of its sinking into a quagmire? Have you any idea of 
getting into a quagmire? 

A. No, sir. ;, 

Q. Will you, as a practical man and a builder, give your impression of the 
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effect of putting a building there; if it is well-laid, firm, and the foundation 
above ground, will it be an injury to the City of Boston and the Common? 

A. I see no reason why sucha building cannot be put on the Common 
without injury to the ground on the Common. It will be perfectly safe to 
carry in a load of lumber for the posts and sills. 

@. Can we have a firm foundation there, sufficient for an engine to drive 
all the machinery? 

We can. 

How would you propose to locate it? 

I would locate it by crossing the timbers. 

Plank ? 

Yes, sir; by crossing and recrossing. 

(By Alderman Rosinson.) —With hard-pine ? 

Yes, sir; hard-pine would be best. 

Bolted together? 

Yes, sir. 

(By Mr. Stack.) —Is there any plan? How wide do you propose ‘te 
e the building? 

200 feet. 

How long? 

It was talked of having it 600 feet. 

How high would it be? 

I think from the floor to the apex it will be some 75 feet. 

The average height would be about — 

About 40 feet. 

(By the CuarrMANn.) —Would the erection of this building interfere 
with any of the trees in the neighborhood? 

A. I think not. I have not been on the land to examine it; but I think it 
would not. 

@. (By Alderman Roprnson.) —Was it intended to be an arched building? 

A. No, sir; it was intended to be in three several parts with a lean-to to 
the roofs on either side. 

Q. (By the Cuairman.) — Are you a member of this institution? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Will you state what you understand to be the plan of the society in 
regard to erecting a permanent building for such exhibitions as this? Have 
they contemplated erecting one? 

No, sir; I think not. The Board have that thing i in charge. 

Q. (By Mr. Howes. ) — How long would it require to put up this building 
after they have brought the materials on the Common? 

A. I should think in sixty days, perhaps less. 

Q. (By Alderman Rosprnson.) — Put it up? 

A. Yes, sir: it might be done in less time. 

@. You simply locate a plank floor for the engine, without digging any 
trenches? 

A. Yes, sir. An engine can be set up, and the foundation can be elevated 
above or sunk into the earth. 

@. (By Mr. Frenou.) —Is there not a difference in the grade there, that 
will make excavation necessary ? 

A. I think not. 

@. Have you made any survey of the ground? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Have you made an examination of the grade where you propose to 

ut it? 

; A. I know it pretty well. I knew it forty years ago. 

@. I asked if you had made an examination lately? 

A. No, sir, I have not. 

@. (By Mr. Bryant.) — Do you know the length of this piece of ground 
over to Beacon street? 

A. No, sir, I do not. 

Q. Do you know the width from Charles street? 

A. No, sir, I do not. 

@. Your testimony is entirely a matter of opinion at your knowledge of 
the srowae ? 
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Yes, sir. 

How long would it take to take this building down? 

I think thirty days. 

. Would it not take a great deal of teaming to get those materials upon 
the Common? 

A. No, sir, not at all. 

@. How do you propose to get it there? 

A. I shall propose to carry it on teams, with 1,000 or 1,500 feet in a load. 

@. How much in weight? 

A. Two'tons about. 

Q. Do not you call that heavy teaming crossing open ground like the 
Common? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. How about dragging the engines over it? What effect would it have 
upon the ground ? 

A. There could be a way laid by plank to get the teams in. 

Q. Then this involves the construction of a plank road, or a timber road, 
besides the approach to the building? 

A. That may be done, if necessary. 

Q. I want to ask you whether an engine sufficient to drive that machinery 
would not be so heavy that you would have to put something upon the ground 
in order to draw it into the place? 

A. No, sir. I think the wheels could be constructed a sufficient width to 
carry it in. 

Q. About how wide should it be? 

A. About thirteen inches. 

Q. And you state, as an engineer, that an engine could be drawn across this 
Common without an indentation? 

A, The engine could go on to the ground in pieces, and be put together. 

Mr. Stack. — Perhaps I may say here, that we propose to utilize the gate 
at the corner of Charles street, and at Boylston street, the nearest entrance 
to our building. 

Mr. Bryant. — How is that possible with the dimensions that your building 
indicate ? 

Mr. Siack. — It has been measured. 

Mr. Smiru. — Have you the measurements? 

Mr. Stack. —I have not the figures. 

Mr. Smiru. — It is said to be 800 feet across, and this is 500 feet, which 
leaves 300. 

Mr. Stack. —I think you err in your dimensions. 

Mr. Smirru. — How long will the exhibition be kept open? 

Mr. Stack. — We propose to keep open two months, if allowed — during 
September and October. 
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Mr. Stack. — This gentleman can answer as to the safety of the building 
without piling. 

Mr. Nowett. — The plan is for a building 600 feet long and 200 feet wide, 
but it can be changed to fit the ground. It might be found desirable to 
shorten it to 500 feet. 

Q. How long would it take to put up such a building? 

A. After it was all prepared, I should say that it could be done in sixty 
days easily. 

(. Could it not be done in less time than that? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. If you had your own time and leisure you could do it in 60 days; and, if 
hurried, in less? 

A. I haven’t a doubt of it. 

Mr. Stack. — We have Mr. McLean, a very eminent constructor of mills; 
a mill-wright. I should like to ask ex-Alderman McLean as to the danger of - 
getting into quagmires. 
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Mr. McLean. —I have been called upon in certain circumstances when I 
could not drive piles. Once in 1851, in Newport, R. I., I was building a 
foundation on the wharf; the retaining-walls were on the piles, but the centre 
of it came where the wharf rests on the dock-head; and it is standing to-day. 
I have not the slightest hesitation in saying that it can be sustained on the sur- 
face of the ground. Of course you will understand that if you were putting it 
there permanently, you should have a foundation that would last for all ages. 
This wood is not going to rot away in that short time, and it will have all the 
surface that is necessary to bear the weight. 

Q. (By Mr. Smiru.) Can such a foundation for an engine be placed on the 
Back Bay? 

A. Not the slightest question about it, as engines are built nowadays in 
pieces. If it is put on with spreading surface, there is not the slightest trouble 
about the working of the engine. 

@. Can the building be put up in the same way? 

A. Unquestionably. The building is not near so heavy, according to the 
surface. 

(). No trouble about having a good foundation on the Coliseum grounds? 

A. No, sir, I think not. [Applause.] When you address me on the ques- 
tion of foundation, I say there is no trouble about the foundation at all. 

Mr. Srack.— We have other gentlemen here of various callings, and I 
don’t know but that their evidence would be cumulative. If no one else on 
our side wishes to give evidence, I would like our President to close our case. 
First, I will ask Mr. Galvin a question or two. 


STATEMENT OF JOHN GALVIN. 


@. (By Mr. Siacxk.) — Will you have the kindness to state whether, if this 
building is put up, there need be any damage to the trees, walks, paths or any- 
thing else appertaining to the Common? 

A. According to the plan I should think there need be no injury whatever. 
There’s plenty of room there. 

Q. (By Mr. Bryant.) — How much ground do you estimate will be covered? 

A. A little over three acres. 

@. How wide and long? 

A. 600 by 200 feet. 

(By Mr. Smiru.) — Has anybody indicated to you where this building is 
to be placed? 

A. On the lower part of the parade-ground. 

Q. . want to know whether the place where it is to be placed was indicated 
to you: 


A. Never heard of the exact spot. 

(). You only heard, then, that it was to be 600 feet long and 200 feet wide? 

Awe CR. Git, 

@. How near does that bring it to the Beacon-street mall? 

A. Not within twelve or thirteen hundred feet. 

@. How wide is the whole place? 

A. About 2,600 or 2,700 feet, from Beacon to Boylston street. 

@. On Charles street? Is that from measurement, or from recollection? 

A. It is not exact measurement; it is pretty near. 

Q. (By Mr. Howes.) —Is not that rather long? I should say it is rather 
short of that. 


A. I think itis. That is alongside the side of the Common. 

@. On Boylston street? 

A. I mean from Boylston street to Beacon street, on Charles street. 

Q. I think the Common is about a mile around, and you have got half of it 
on one side. 

A. It is a little more than a mile round the Common. 

Mr. Stack. — This question has been raised, and I am very glad it has 
been. It has never been intended to cover the parade ground, and Mr. Gal- 
vin’s ‘aoeet was an approximate one. We do not want to go beyond the boys’ 
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ball-ground; and that will give ample room. That is an important point to 
bear in mind: we do not intend to make a building that covers that entire 
ground; but to take in the end more remote from Beacon street. 

Mr. Suir. — Does it run down opposite the hill where the Soldiers’ Monu- 
ment is ? 

Mr. Stack. — Yes, sir; it may be said to be opposite the path which runs 
down by that hill. 

Mr. Suiru. — So it runs right by the monument? 

Mr. Stack. —The monument will be at the north end of the building, or on 
a line with the north end of the building. 

Mr. Smiru.—Is not that monument to be dedicated this summer? 

Mr. Stack. — We have that in mind as one of the attractions. It is to be 
dedicated in September, the anniversary of the city. We have conceived that 
that would be an additional inducement to bring visitors to the city. Here is 
the exhibition open, and the monument is to be dedicated; and visitors will 
eome to see both. We don’t want to be in the way of the dedication of the 
monument. 

Mr. Crasz. —In relation to the dimensions of the Charles-street mall, and 
the distance between the Beacon and Boylston street malls, and the Charles- 
street-mall and the hill, in comparison with the size of the proposed building, 
I take it that the committee, under no circumstances, would give permission 
to interfere with or cut down any trees. 

The Carman. — The Chair would state, that so far as he is concerned, he 
would not give permission to cut down a twig. 

Mr. Stack. — That is understood. We would not disturb a tree. 

Mr. Surru. — Is it proposed to encroach on any mall or path now laid out? 

The OHAIRMAN. — The committee understand that it will not encroach upon 
any mall. The Chairman supposes it will not cross the path down to Charles 
street and the Public Garden. 

Mr. Suirn. — That is the object of my question, for I understood it will run 
across the path leading from the bridge in the Public Garden. 

The CHAIRMAN. — That is not,an asphalt path which runs down to the Pub- 
lic Garden, but a red-gravel path. It borders what used to be the boys’ ball- 
ground. 

Mr. Wuirmore. — Is not the entire length of Charles street 1,380 feet? 

The CuarrMAN. —I suppose Mr. Galvin made a mistake. 

Mr. Pors. — Mr. Galvin meant from the corner of Park street round Boyl- 
ston street to Beacon. 

Mr. Stack. — We have predicated the size of this building upon the requests 
that we shall have for space. If, however, we should not have demands for 
the space, — heretofore we have been obliged to refuse many, — we shall only 
have a building corresponding in length to the demands for space. If there 
was not an interest in it, we should reduce the length of the building one or 
two hundred feet, as the case may be, so as not to go beyond the limit sug- 
gested. I will now call upon Mr. Paul to close. 


SraTEMENT OF JOSEPH F. PAUvt. 


Mr. Paut. —The ground seems to have been well covered, and I desire to 
start where the gentlemen left off. There have been a good many inquiries 
about the size of the land. We would not expect to build the building until 
we know the size of the land; and we don’t expect to cover any trees. Possi- 
bly we may want to run across that path which some of the gentlemen cross 
every day, and they might have to deviate a little every day. 

The CHAIRMAN. — What path do you mean — the path that leads down to 
the centre of the Public Garden? 

Mr. Pau. —I mean the path that leads directly straight across from the 
handsomest bridge we have in the city of Boston; that is the path I mean. 
What the length is from that path over as far as the level land, I am unable to 
fix here; but I don’t expect they will enlarge the Common to give us a permit 
for the building. We only ask sufficient room for the building. Now what 
we propose to do is this: It is the third year, and the year in which we 
usually hold fairs. We cannot have Faneuil Hall. We don’t want it. It 
has been unsatisfactory to the Association, and the fairs have been unsatisfac- 
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tory to the citizens of Boston. One who was at our last fair when we gave 
our entertainment to the contributors, — Mr. Richardson, of whom I may be 
allowed to speak, — and who was to have been here to-day, said he hoped to be 
alive to be here when we should have our next fair; he hoped to be allowed to 
present the products of all the factories of Massachusetts, and he desired a 
place large enough. And that is why we ask for this place. The same might 
be said of the carpetemen. Mr. Bigelow may not be here now, but he was to 
have been; and he says that if we have a fair, he will not only show the car- 
pets, but exhibit the looms running. I venture to say that not one man in a 
thousand in Massachusetts has ever seen aloom running. I never have. I 
should think it would be a benefit to have it here. So we have all around 
us those who are asking us to give this fair, and who approve of our haying 
the Common. If we can have the Common, the Association, — and as I said 
before, we are acting in behalf of the business interest of the city of Boston; 
we have a duty to perform as officers of the Association, and unless we try to 
carry out the objects of the Association, we shall be derelict as officers of the 
Association; and, therefore, we have done the best thing we can, and have 
asked you for the Common; and we intend to do just as we say, notwithstand- 
ing all this cross-questioning about leaving it there one or two or three years, 
and all that sort of sharp practice. We propose to give Boston and Massa- 
chusetts one of the best shows they ever had, and then take care of the build- 
ing, and let the next three years take care of itself. Then, gentlemen, in 
regard to the precedent; if we ask you for the Common, and the object and 
the cause are worthy of it, let us have it; and then if my friend wants to have 
a dog show, and comes along and wants the Common, and says it will be 
instructive, then it is for you to say whether you will grant it or not. But we 
want to hold the fair there. Gentlemen have stated that the object of this 
fair is that it is only an entering wedge to get a street through the Common. 
That is another objection raised about having this fair on the Common. The 
Charitable Mechanics’ Association have no object of that kind in view; and so 
far as having a street across the Common, most of them have no need of cross- 
ing any of the paths. It might be a convenience to some of the members, 
and it might not be; but the Association have no such object in view. But I 
say to you, gentlemen, as the representative of the Association, that unless we 
hold that fair upon the Common, it will not be held this fall. We shall not go 
out on the Back Bay or take a piece of Commonwealth avenue, because it is 
not fit for it. Now, a gentleman has asked, ‘‘Why not go on the Coliseum 
grounds?” We say that if we do, that gentleman will drive up there with his 
family in his carriage, and they will not go to the exhibition; but if it is on the 
Common, he will come with his wife and children several times; and that will 
be the case with many other citizens of Boston. Is not this kind of an exhi- 
bition instructive to the people, and are they not going to be benefited by it? 
I do not want to detain you longer, gentlemen, but I wish to assure you that 
it remains for you. to say whether the fair is worth having or not. Our first 
step was to get the city to allow the building to be erected on the Common; 
when that is decided, then we have got to get an appropriation of money to 
build the building. If we get permission to build the building, after the fair 
is held, I do not think that there is any gentleman here opposed to it but will 
be led to say that he made a mistake. I can only say that all the best friends 
of the Association will do everything to carry out the plan; and some of the 
best men of the city have been to us and offered their services to aid us in our 
labor for the benefit of Boston and the people of New England, in having one 
of the best fairs that we have. Now, gentlemen, we leave it to you to say 
whether, in your opinion, it is for the interest of Boston to grant it; and if 
you do, then I will guarantee that you will have occupants for all the seats 
that you can put on the Common. 

@. (By Mr. Wuitmore.) — I suppose you are well informed in regard to the 
affairs of the Charitable Mechanics’ Association. Do you remember a report 
made in 1869, by Jonas Fitch, Chairman, in regard to the exhibition of that 

ear? 
A. Ihave no doubt I have read it, but I have too many things to think of 
to keep it in my mind so long. 

@. He was a proper representative of the society at that time? 

A. Yes, sir; and is so considered now. 
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Q. And he said he was very glad they did not go to the Coliseum grounds, 
and from Faneuil Hall, and that they did not make the change? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Stack. — That is not the point; you have not hit the point. No, it was 
not that. 

Mr. Wuitrmore. — It is from an extract. 

Mr. Pau. — My vision is not so brilliant as some people’s. I wish you 
would give me the whole report. 

Q. (By Mr. Wurrmors.) — Do you know the dimensions of Faneuil and 
Quincy halls, where you have held your exhibitions? 

A. Lhave never measured them; but about 48,000 square feet is the whole 
surface we had for holding the exhibitions, I think, with the galleries and all. 

Q. I suppose you know: do you remember the height of the rooms that you 
occupied? 

A. About twelve or fourteen feet. 

Q. The fact being that Quincy market is 500 feet by 50, and Faneuil Hall 
100 by 80, that gives 25,000 by 8,000, and whatever you had additional. 

A. I think about 48,000. 

Q. That is to say the two halls cover 33,000 feet, and the space between 
them can be utilized to a certain extent. Have you ever looked at the lot of 
land now vacant on Fort Hill for the purpose of this exhibition? 

A. I never have. 

Q. Are you aware of the fact that there is a space of land covering 40,000 
square feet that has been reserved for the express purpose of encouraging the 
trade of Boston, and putting buildings upon it? 

A. Tam not aware of the fact. Do you think there would be no remon- 
strants there? 

e@- Would you consider the question, if there are 40,000 feet there? 

A. We would not consider it. 

Q. It being rather larger? 

A. Itis rather smaller. I want to say in connection with that that we had 
to throw out about half of the applicants at our last fair that we could not put 
in at all. 4 

Q. I know that. 

A. I want you to know the whole. 

Q. You have made contracts and know the expense of building this building 
that you talk of having on the Common? 

A. We have an idea what it will cost. 

Q. It has been stated by Mr. Slack that it will cost a hundred thousand 
dollars. 

A. That is about the price, I think. 

Q. And from the form of the plans passed around to-day, I think you fix 
upon the supposition that it will be 200 by 800 feet? 

A. We have not. 

Q. (By Mr. Smrrn.) — How do you estimate the cost at one hundred thou- 
sand dollars? 

A. The building is in sections, and we can have it 40, 80, or 160 feet. 

Q. What is the 100,000? 

A. It is about 120,000 feet. 

(By Mr. Wuirmore.) — Suppose it costs $100,000; how large a build- 
ing will that pay for? 

‘A. It will cover about 120,000 feet of ground, 200 feet wide, by 600 feet 
long. 

Q. (By Mr. Smirn.) —If it is 800 feet long, it will cost a sixth more than 
that? 

A. Certainly. 

Q. (By Mr. Wuitmore.) —I understood that it is your hope and expecta- 
tion to pay for the building with the money collected. Do you suppose that 
the profits of the exhibition will pay for the building this year? 

A. If we did not suppose so, we should not start it. 

Q. Suppose you should put it down upon the Coliseum grounds, would it not 
pay? 

“4. We don’t think it would. We don’t think the same people would go 
down there more than once who would go on the Common three or four times. 
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Q. Then you want to pay for the building; and to pay for it, you want to 
put it upon the Common? 

A. Weare desirous of the nicest place for the exhibition, where all the peo- 
ple can come. 

Q. But you want to pay for it? 

A. In some way or other. 

@. But how much do you estimate will be the difference between the Com- 
mon and the other lot? 

A. After we decide to put it on the other lot, we will decide that. 

Q. But about how much will the difference be ? 

A. We should not get 60 per cent. of what we should on the Common. 

@. Then the direct benefit to your corporation would be at least $40,000? 

A. I desire to say this, that there is no man in the Association makes any 
gain, except the secretary, who has the paltry sum of $500 for keeping our 
records. We paid out $5,000 during the past year; by the deaths of mem- 
bers nearly $2,000. That is what we call the burial fund. We keep a school 
going for the Library Association at our own expense, and the money is used 
in a manner for the benefit of the City of Boston and the State of Massachu- 
setts. When we talk about what is made, it is not made for the benefit of 
any private person; it is for the benefit of the State and the city. 

@. I am much obliged for the information, but that is not what I want. I 
understand it will benefit this Association $40, 000 to have this exhibition on 
Boston Common? 

A. I hope so, and it will benefit the citizens of Boston a great deal more. 

@. I believe your corporation owns considerable property already ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You own the building on the corner of Bedford and Chauncey streets? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Can you tell me what the valuation of that building is, — the part ‘ered 
and the part you occupy ? 

A. I don’t know what it has to do with this case; but it is very hard to fix 
values now. 

Mr. Wuirmoret. —I only mean in a general way. 

Mr. Stack. — Three hundred thousand dollars, and taxed for two hundred 
thousand. 

Q. (By Mr. Wuirmorst.) —It has been suggested that the property there 
was the result of the great accumulations from exhibitions of past years. 

A. (By Mr. Ponn.) —I do not know the full amount the gain has been for 
past years. I should be glad to give you the information. I am not posted 
on that. 

@. As the expenses of the society do not meet the current receipts, it is 
reasonable to assume that various sums of money have been made ? 

A. Our assessments are very moderate. 

@. And if you have this license, it will be worth fully $40,000 to you next 

ear? 
A. We hope it will be. 

@. Oh, of course; everything is in the future, and it may not prove so. 
And you would estimate it at $40,000? 

A. I don’t think it would be worth nearly as much as that for any other 
exhibition on the parade ground. If the gentleman will get up anything as 
worthy as the Charitable Mechanics’ Association, I will assist him. 

@. If Barnum’s large show should come here, don’t you think it would be 
worth $100,000 to have the Common? 

A. I have no doubt it would. 

@. As much as to the Association ? 

A. I don’t think it would; it would take more away. 

@. Can you tell me how much money you paid at the last exhibition for 
premiums? 

A. Somewhere about $4,000 they cost, I think. We used a plate which 
had not to be engraved. 

Q. (By Mr. Siacx.) — There was the cost of engraving the names of the 
medalists. 

A.\| The whole expense was about $5,000, but we used the diploma-plate we 
used before, which cost $3,000. 
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Q. (By Mr. Wuitmorez.) — Have you any objection to stating what the 
gain by your exhibition was? 

A. I do not know the exact amount. 

Mr. Siack. — Nineteen thousand one hundred dollars. 

Mr. Wuirmore. — Net gain? 

Mr. Stack. — Net gain over all expenses. 

Mr. Paur. — And we put out $51,000 to our own fellow-citizens; the 
expenses of the exhibition. 

Q. (By Mr. Wuirmors.) — Has your committee made any inquiry in regard 
to other sites? You have no personal knowledge that there is another site 200 
feet in width? 

A. I have no doubt if we putin an advertisement we should have many 
applications from Cape Cod to Berkshire. 

Q. We will say within a limit of the two-mile circle of City Hall. 

A. Not such situations as we would accept. I do not know of any lots 
large enough. ; 

Q. But you made no inquiry ? 

A. We have not, and shall not. 

@. How late in the year will it be before — what will be the latest day for 
you to make contracts for this building? 

A. Well, sir, it ought to be made for the iron-work at once, as quick as we 
can make it. 

Q. Well, sir, what would be the latest day.on which you can make the 
contract? 

A. We could make it next July. 

Q. And get the building up in time? 

A. No, sir; you can judge somewhat. We want 60 days to put up that 
building. 

Q. (By Mr. Situ.) — That is, after the thing is on the ground? 

A. We want and will take three months to prepare it, and if the contracts 
are made by the last of March it will be time enough. 

Q. It will be time enough then, but you think you had better make them 
now. How long time will the citizens of Boston have to be heard before the 
making of the contracts? 

A. Pour right in at once; only do it at once. If the citizens of Boston 
don’t want it there, very well; let us knowit. We propose to try to get it, 
and you propose to prevent it. We believe a majority will consent. 

@. Suppose avery large minority, suppose 40,000 out of 100,000, should 
believe it is not proper to have it? 

A. I think the other 60,000 would walk right along. I think it would be 
proper. ; 

@. It has been suggested that you did not understand my question. If 
40,000 should think it improper and the other 60,000 thought it proper, should 
you think it ought to be granted? 

A. We believe in the majority ruling. 

@. I want to know whether you think it would be proper? 

A. If 40,000 said no, and 60,000 said yes, I think it ought to be granted. 

Q. If you and another gentleman owned a park, and you wanted to put up 
a building on it, should you not consult him? 

A. I should consult him. 

Q. That is contrary to what you say. 

A. Yes, I would consult him. I mean to say that when a man means to 
progress he should not stop because some one holds on to his coat-tail. 

Q. (By Mr. Wuirmore.) — Are you aware, of your own knowledge, that any 
large manufacturing interests, other than the glass and the boot and shoe 
trade, have expressed any desire to go down on Boston Common? 

A. Lheard of four that expressed themselves that if the fair was held on 
Boston Common, they would not put anything in the exhibition; and my reply 
was, that I thanked God that those four did not make up the City of Boston. 
We have had a great many say they desired us to hold the fair there. 

Q. (By Mr. Frencu.) — Don’t you think you will make as many enemies as 
you will gain friends by putting it on Boston Common? 

A. I don’t know why they should be enemies. 

Q. Don’t many people feel strongly about Boston Common, as citizens? 
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A. Yes, sir; but if we imitated the feeling of a great many people about 
Boston Common and any other place, the city of Boston might put a fence 
around it. 


STATEMENT OF WILLIAM GASTON. 


Mr. Stack. — We have had the pleasure of having ex-Governor Gaston 
here twice, and I will call him now, as a resident of the neighborhood, and 
having a knowledge of Boston. What would be the effect of having this 
building there? 

Mr. Gaston. — The petition was presented to me. I signed it very readily, 
because I thought the enterprise was one which would be a great benefit to the 
City of Boston, and I did not see any permanent harm to come from it. 

Q. You think it would have an educational and beneficial influence on the 
morals of the community ? 


A. Ido. 
@. Salutary rather than otherwise? 
A. Ido. 


Q. If the City Government controls it, would there be danger of injury to 
the Common? 
A. I see no injury to the Common; and if I thought this had any tendency 
in the direction of the desecration of the Common, I should oppose it. 
Did you visit the last one? 
No, sir. 
The one before that? 
. I have visited one of them. 
The effect of that was gratifying when you got there? 
Yes, sir. 
You believe that it had a salutary influence? 
Yes, sir. 
(By Mr. Situ.) — You retired with a conscience at peace and morals 
improved for having gone to this exhibition? 
A. My conscience was not disturbed by going there. 
Mr. Smirn. —I am very glad of it.

STATEMENT OF CHARLES W. SLACK, CITING PRECEDENTS. 


Mr. Stack. — There is one point that I would like to present in closing this 
matter, that might be done at the opening, and therefore I would Jike to sug- 
gest, in answer to what has been asked, whether there are parties who are 
desirous of having this exhibition, and whether we shall have all the space 
occupied? After the last exhibition in 1874, we had a reception at the Revere 
House. At that time, we had as president of the Association, Nathaniel Adams, 
well known as a builder, one of the most substantial men in Boston, and he 
made these remarks : — 


_ ‘The absolute necessity of more room for exhibitors, and of more con- 
venient surroundings for the throngs of visitors. It is only too evident we 
have outgrown the hospitable accommodations which, for twelve exhibitions, 
Faneuil and Quincy halls have offered us. When it is impossible for us to 
take in the goods which we have solicited — often after they have been trans- 
ported long distances, and when, as at this exhibition, we have turned away 
fully one-third, if not one-half, as many articles of machinery, alone, as we 
have accepted — the argument seems to us closed as to the necessity of more 
commodious halls, where no deserving inventor or exhibitor will be disap- 
pointed. The twelve exhibitions which the Association has given have proved 
the general interest in these displays, and this truth has been evolved from 

our experience: the larger accommodation offered to the public, the fuller and 
’ more successful have been the results. The exhibitions began when Boston 
had a population of 75,000 to 80,000; its last knew Boston with fully 300,000 
people; yet the same halls, with the increase of space already noted, have 
served for the accommodation of each, with all the vast increase of numbers 
whowere to feed and patronize it! It is evident that before another exhibition

is given the most ample space must be secured, or a widespread dissatisfaction 
will be manifested by the public, leading to the establishment of industrial 
expositions by board of committees from different co-operating associations, as 
at the West. We think this Association, if it rightly comprehends its position, 
will not willingly allow its prestige, in this regard, to pass from it.” 


That is what President Adams says. When at the table, —I think you were 
present, Mr. Chairman, at the time, —he called up the Mayor of the city, 
Hon. SamuEt C. Coss, who said : — 


‘¢T am sure, Mr. President, that I express the feeling of the people of Bos- 
ton in offering you my warmest congratulations on the brilliant success of 
your great exhibition. We desire to thank you for your contribution to one of 
our leading interests — that of education. You have been supplementing our 
schools; in fact, during these three or four weeks you have been running a 
great university here in the capital, cultivating the taste of our young people, 
stimulating their brains in the healthiest manner, and quickening and develop- 
ing in them those inventive faculties which are characteristic of the Yankee 
intellect. You have shown them how to take the crudest materials, — the 
wood, and sap, and leaves of trees, the fibres of plants, the sooty products of 
the mine, the sands of the shore and the hillside, the skins and coats of ani- 
mals, the rough stones of the quarry, and even the bodies of insects, and the 
secretions of a worm, and, by the admixture of brains with them, and the 
touch of cunning fingers, convert them into forms of exquisite beauty and in- 
finite use for homely convenience and for princely luxury. A close study 
of the tools and machines which you contrive and construct, and with which 
you do your work, would be, in itself, to a keenly observing and reflecting 
mind, a liberal education. We are not less indebted to you in a financial 
view. 

‘In the days of Paul Revere and his associates, who founded your institution, 
foreign commerce was the leading interest of Boston; but now another city, 
more favorably situated, takes precedence of us. At that time agriculture 
was the chief occupation and source of gain for the State at large; but the 
opening of the cheap and fertile lands of the West has changed that. We 
have still a foreign trade, and I think I see causes coming into operation 
which will give it a new impetus, and a large extension. Agriculture, too, 
will still have an ample vocation in supplying our industrial hives with those 
products that cannot be brought from a distance. But it is obvious that 
mechanical and manufacturing industry is now financially the foremost 
interest of our city and our State, as of all New England. The well-built and 
educated brain, the constructive intellect, and the skilled hand of New Eng- 
land, besides being themselves our staple articles of export to other regions, 
are our principal stock in trade for home business, filling our bleak and sterile 
territory with smiling plenty. This fact concerns Boston no less than the 
more strictly manufacturing towns and villages of the Commonwealth. 
Boston is happy and proud to be yourcentre of exchange and distribution. 
She is glad to furnish you a large part of our tonnage and railroad facilities in 
bringing fuel for your furnaces, materials for your work, and food for your 
laborers, and carrying away your products, as a return cargo, along the 
coast, into the interior and to the ends of the earth. Boston is glad to furnish 
capital and share profits. The benefit is reciprocal, and the fraternization 
should be complete. For your advantage and for our own I hope you may 
find it practicable to repeat this exhibition more frequently hereafter; and for 
this purpose I wish you had a building of your own expressly adapted to your 
use. I think you and your associates throughout the State would derive 
profit and pleasure from even an annual exposition, and I am sure we of 
Boston should. Fora sentiment, or instead of a sentiment, I will give you, 
Mr. President, alittle problem for after dinner computation: ‘‘ The next eighty 
years of your Association, ifit shall continue to show, as I hope and believe it 
will, an expansion in the magnitude of its interests and results proportionate to 
that of the last eighty years, what will then be the position of the Common- 
wealth, and what the population of Boston? ” 

[ Reading. ] 

‘©The allusion of Mayor Cobb to the agriculture of the State naturally 
brought to the presiding officer’s mind Hon. Marshall P. Wilder, wo re- 
sponded to an introduction to the company, by speaking of the plyasure it 
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gave him to be present, and of the interest he took in the Association, of 
which he had been an honorary member for twenty-five years. He knew of 
no association within his acquaintance that had conferred so much good on his 
fellow-men as the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanics’ Association. It wasa 
charitable association in the broadest sense and in the highest acceptation of 
the term; for what greater charity can there be than to relieve toil, reward 
labor, add to the comfort of our fellow-men, and elevate the condition of 
society? ‘This has been the mission of this institution, and well and worthily 
has it been performed.” 

[ Reading. ] 

‘¢Hon. Emory Washburn referred to the fact that his ancestors, as far back 
as he had been able to trace them, had been mechanics, and on this account 
he was always ready to accept the invitations of this Association. He con- 
gratulated the society upon the splendid achievements they had made in their 
chosen professions; and, in reviewing the changes which had taken place dur- 
ing the last century, in the progress of the mechanic arts, he contrasted the 
state of the savages with our present advanced civilization, which he argued 
was all the result of the mechanical and inventive minds of the land.” 

[ Reading. ] 

‘¢Hon. Richard H. Dana, Jr., in speaking of the exhibition, alluded partic- 
ularly to the art department, which he regarded as a fine display of the work 
of the present generation. It had given him more cause for thought and 
study than anything he had seen for years. That department pleased him in 
particular, as being confined almost entirely to native works. It was fairer to 
the present time to do this, because the ‘ old masters’ were the selections of, 
maybe, thirty generations.” 

[ Reading. ] 

‘Other addresses were made by Hon. Richard Frothingham, Rev. L. L. 
Briggs, Hon. Geo. C. Richardson (who stated that the limited show made by 
domestic goods manufacturers: was owing to the almost impossible opportunity 
to exhibit full lines of their goods, and warmly seconded the suggestion of a 
suitably capacious exposition building, in the erection of which the merchants 
of Boston would heartily co-operate), Hon. Jonas Fitch, Alanson W. Beard, 
Esq., Hon. Joseph F. Paul, and Hon. John M. Wightman, all of whom were 
cordially received, the speaking being of a high order.” 


That is the testimony of men practically acquainted with the exhibition, and 
who were there. Now, there is one point which has not been touched upon. 
I want to say just one word about what has been done on Boston Common. 
Why, my own recollection goes back to the time when exhibitions were held 
there. One of the earliest was a large mechanical fair on the Common; and I 
make that suggestion here because the father of: our worthy friend (Mr. Whit- 
more) was conspicuous init. A large canvas was laid upon the ground this _ 
side of the big elm; a fee for admission was charged, and the Association 
derived a large benefit from it. Then came the exhibition of the hull of one 
of the Pilgrim ships, exhumed from the sands of Cape Cod; and it remained 
there a long time. ThenI might go back and refer to the great Railroad 
Jubilee of 1852, when a floor was laid on the Common inthe same manner 
that we propose; and it was one great week of jubilee. I remember having 
been reporting at the time, and I reported a speech of the Hon. Robert C. 
Winthrop. Then came the rhododendron show, for which a fee was charged; 
and there are other minor matters that might be mentioned; so that when 
gentlemen think we are trespassing on sacred soil, let them bear in mind that 
there is a long line of precedents, from the time to which Mr. Hale alluded, 
for the use of the Common for valuable and artistic purposes. If we use it as 
we propose to do, — where art will be allied to use, and beauty reign supreme 
from one end of the building to the other, — we certainly cannot desecrate the 
soil of Boston Common. 


STATEMENT OF GEORGE B. CHASE. 


Mr. Cuasn. —I wish to say one word on behalf of the remonstrants. We 
object to the false position we are put in by the petitioners. Wedo not appear 
in any way inimical to the objects of this Association. It is a matter of regret 
that I nd myself in opposition to the gentleman who, of all others, has doie 
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so much as President of the Association. So far as I know, the remonstrants, 
to a man, are persons of sufficient intelligence to appreciate the benefits of the 
Massachusetts Charitable Mechanics’ Association to the citizens of Boston in 
the past, and what it may be in the future. I assure the Association of that; 
I believe they ought to prosper. But the ground we take is this: that with 
the growth of the city of Boston, with the increase of population, with the 
changes in business, that the time has come when the City Government should 
say that Boston Common shall not be given up for three months in the year for 
the purposes proposed. We think the Association should go elsewhere. 


QuEstTions ANSWERED BY Mr. S.LAck. 


Mr. Wuirmore. — I would like to ask a question or two of Mr. Slack. 

Mr. Stacx.— Anything I can answer I shall be pleased to. We have 
nothing to conceal, and I shall be glad to give the gentleman any information. 

Q. (By Mr. Wuirmors.)— As I understand, this building is to be built in 
sections, and taken down at the expiration of the show? 

A. That is the idea. 

Q. Is it intended to keep it and put it together again? 

A. The idea is that we shall build this building, and have it for whatever 
purposes it may be required for exhibitions. It is to be built in sections; it is 
contemplated that each section shall be twenty feet in length, and consequently 
we can telescope it for any certain length. When the exhibition is over we 
propose to go outside and lease a small piece of land, and put up one section, 
under which the other dismantled sections may remain until we need them 
again. Does that answer your question? 

Q. Partly. Now I ask whether, at the end of three years, you propose to 
put it up again? 

A. My dear friend, we expect to have that exhibition every three years. 

Q. Do you expect to put it up again on Boston Common? You don’t 
know who will be your successors. 

A. J should think very likely they will come again and ask that privilege 
of the City of Boston. 

Q. That is, out of any given three years, you propose to occupy the 
Common more than one-sixth of the time, and practically take it every third 
summer? 

A. Ifthe centre of population should extend out to Brookline, or out over 
the Mill-dam, and if a proper building could be erected in that vicinity, we 
might go there; but to go there now we would be out of the way. I do not 
know where we shall ask to put it next time. This exhibition may be a dead 
failure. We propose to let every. enterprise stand on its own merit, whether 
it is ours or anybody’s else. 

Mr. Wuirmorg. —I respectfully suggest that the hearing be adjourned to 
next week. We shall be ready to go on at that time. It is, however, by the 
merest chance that we have had any witnesses here. We have half-a-dozen 
remonstrances with additional signatures to be presented, and the names [-. 
think will have additional weight to the committee. 

The Cuarrman. — We would prefer to have you proceed to-night. 

Mr. Stack. — I would suggest that the obtaining of signatures is a mere 
matter of time and industry. We can get just as good names as have been 
printed on the list, ad infinitum. It does not prove anything afterall. If 
you get a few representative names it will answer the purpose; and every 
additional remonstrance is only telling the same story. We can do the same 
thing, and overwhelm the committee. It only proves that you or we have 
been the, more active. 

Mr. Wuirmore. — We only ask an opportunity to procure the attendance 
of witnesses. If it is desired, I can go on and answer certain statements of 
the other side. We will be ready to go on at the earliest possible moment. 

The CHairMAN. —It is the desire of the committee to give an opportunity 
for the fullest and freest expression of public opinion in this matter. It is not 
a subject requiring witnesses, like a case in Court. It is a matter of opinion 
among individuals. The committee are anxious to get through and make up 
their report. With all due respect to you (Mr. Whitmore), in regard to your 
not having had an opportunity — you have been about 'the hall this week, and 
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you ought to have known that it was the intention of the committee to have 
this hearing to-day. Public notice of it has been given for two days, and that 
is the notice usually given in such cases. I know the committee desire to hear 
all the reasons they can, why this petition should not be granted. As far as I 
am individually concerned, I am willing to sit another day, if this hearing should 
be continued; but if you come in with only two or three witnesses and put in 
your statement simply for delay, it is exactly what can be done now. 

Mr. Wuirmoke. —I have no desire for delay, sir. 

The Cuarrman. —It certainly has the appearance of delay. 

Mr. Wuitmore. —I think the committee very weli understand, after what 
was said by the Clerk of Committees, that it is no fault of ours. We did not 
go to the expense of engaging counsel. 

Alderman Roprnson. —I do not understand that the Clerk of Committees 
said you would have to engage counsel. It is only a misunderstanding. 

The CuarrMAn. -— It is not an assumption that the clerk takes in regard to 
committees. 

Mr. Stack. —I was going to ask Mr. Whitmore this: Has not this very 
hearing to-day demonstrated that this matter was known? Has not the sym- 
pathy of this audience been shown to be on the side of the remonstrants 
simply by the applause? When I came in here, it was as much as I could do 
to find a seat. You had your friends here, and we came up with a few mem- 
bers of the government of the Association, and our witnesses. Have you 
not had a fair chance? 

Mr. Bryant. — The proposition seems to be this: the remonstrants come in 
and ask, by their counsel, for further time, as the notice has been short. 
Under ordinary circumstances, and under the usual custom at City Hall, that 
would be sufficient for a postponement. But the committee decide in this case 
that the remonstrants should open their case, that the petitioners should then 
be heard in full, as they have been, and that the remonstrants should have an 
opportunity to reply. Now here we are at the hour of six o’clock, P. M., 
without any opportunity to reply. The petitioners have come in here with 
plans and with their case prepared. Now, in behalf of myself, I wish to say 
that I never heard of this hearing until yesterday. The remonstrants would 
like to bring in evidence to rebut what has been said here to-day. If the 
committee’s mind is made up, and they tell us they will report so and so, it is 
of no use, it is useless, to go on; but if the committee are trying to reach a 
fair opinion upon the facts and evidence in the case, I do not see how they 
can refuse to allow a fair opportunity to reply to the arguments presented at 
this hearing. 

Mr. Paut. —In reply to the gentleman, that we are wrong in regard to our 
plans, I beg of him to think — for he must know — that we have some common 
sense in our Association, and that we know how to put a building on the Com- 
mon, and I hope this hearing will not be adjourned to get engineers to testify 
that we cannot make a foundation that will hold an engine. I think that has 
been sufficiently demonstrated here; if not, I guarantee that we shall do so. 

Mr. Bryant. —It is a question whether the remonstrants shall have an 
opportunity to produce any evidence. 

CHARLES HE. Frencu. — There are five or six persons who want to come 
here; but they took my authority, that there would be no hearing, and did not 
come. 

Alderman Ropryson. — Where did you get your authority for saying there 
would be no hearing to-day? 

Mr. Frencu. — I never came toa hearing before under twenty-four hours’ 
notice. I only knew of this hearing yesterday.

The committee met in the large committee-room at 3 o’clock, P. M. 

Present — Alderman Clark (chairman), and all the members of the 
committee. 

R. D. Smith and W. H. Whitmore appeared for the remonstrants; Charles 
W. Slack for the petitioners. 


The CuarrmMan. — This is an adjourned meeting of the Committee on Com- 
mon and Squares, on the petition for and remonstrance against granting the 
use of a part of the Common to the Charitable Mechanics’ Association, for the 
erection of a temporary building for their triennial exhibition. The committee 
will first hear the remonstrants, who are entitled to the opening and closing. 
If this is not satisfactory to the remonstrants, they will please make their 
objections at the present time. 

Mr. Smitu. — Do I understand that the case for the petitioners is closed? 

The Cuarrman. — The whole case is open. The remonstrants will be heard 
first; then the parties who present the petition; and then the remonstrants will 
have an opportuuity to make the closing argument. That has been the custom 
in hearings before the Board of Aldermen and before committees. 

Mr. SmirH. — Do you commence over again at each adjourned meeting? I 
understood that the petitioners closed their case at the last hearing, and that 
at this hearing the remonstrants were to go on. 

The Cuarrman. — The committee decide that this hearing is open for both 
the remonstrants and the petitioners. 


THE CASE FOR THE REMONSTRANTS. 


Mr. Smriru. — In order to enable us to know who petitions for this, we have 
asked the Association to produce their records and show us who authorized this 
petition. We have been informed that the Association is not obliged to give 
any exhibition this year; that it has not voted to do so; indeed, that there is a 
strong feeling among many prominent persons connected with the Association, 
that there should be no exhibition this year, because it would be a mere 
shadow of the Centennial, and prove a loss to the Association itself. In order 
to see upon what footing the Association comes here, I addressed a note to the 
Secretary of the Association, asking him if he would allow me to have a 
minute or acertified copy of the votes which had been passed in relation to this 
matter. I received a reply that he would send them to me. On calling at his 
office I was informed that they were sent to Mr. Slack, and that they were here. 
On asking Mr. Slack for them, he said he would not give them to me ; and I should 
like the committee to call for them officially. That you can do while we are 
determining upon what shall be the course pursued in putting our case. It 
seemed to us that they ought at least to ask for this privilege as an Association, 
before it was accorded. I have several letters which are addressed to your 
Honor, which I can perhaps relieve your Honor of the trouble of reading, if 
you wish me to. I have a letter from the Commander of the First Corps of 
Cadets : — 


HeEAD-QUARTERS Ist Corps CADETS, 
MASSACHUSETTS VOLUNTEER MILITIA, 
Boston, February 16, 1877. 


Hon. Joun T. Crank, Chairman of Joint Committee on Common and 
Squares : — 
Dear Sir, —I am very sorry that, owing to a meeting of a board of military 
officers at the State House, from 14 to 4 o’clock, to-morrow P. M., where, as 
its recording officer, I must be, I cannot go to the hearing on the supject of 
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the Mechanics’ Association Building on the parade-grounds of the Common. 
Therefore, I take this means of adding my protest, as a commanding officer of 
a battalion of militia, against the erection of a building on the only open-air 
space available within the limits of the city proper for the drilling of troops. 
Even the lamp-posts already there stand in violation of the rights of the Bos- 
ton militia, and should be removed at once. I would respectfully call the atten- 
tion of your committee to Section 83, Chapter 320, Acts of 1874, by which the 
Mayor and Aldermen of Cities and Selectmen of Towns are obliged to provide 
‘¢ suitable places for the parade, target practice and company drill of the 
militia belonging to their respective cities and towns.” 

I submit that the Common has been always in the past, and is now, consid- 
ered as the place provided by the city for the parades and drills of the 
militia; every part of the area of the enclosure, except the parade ground, is 
so cut up by malls, paths and lamp-posts that the parade ground alone is suit- 
able for use by the militia. Of late paths and posts have been allowed to 
injure it very much for use of militia. A building there would drive the mili- 
tia entirely from the Common. _ I protest, and so I believe will every militia 
officer in the State who has occasion to require the use of the parade-ground.

Hon. Jonn T. Crarx, Chairman of Committee on Public Grounds : — 


Sim,— Being unable to appear personally before your Honorable Committee, 
I beg to offer this protest against the proposed occupation of the Common by 
the Mechanics’ Association. The committee are doubtless aware that the only 
building available for the drill of the battalions is the drill-shed of the Insti- 
tute of Technology, and that it is quite insufficient for the purpose. Mili- 
tary organizations larger than a company must, therefore, depend entirely 
upon the Common for whatever drills they may desire to have, and it would 
be of great injury to that portion of the State militia within the limits of the 
city, if their customary parade-ground were occupied at just the season of the 
year when it could be of use to them. 

In addition to this, such occupation would render it impossible for any mili- 
tary ceremony, inspection or parade of any kind to be carried out.

The CHarrMAN. — Quite a number of the names on this remonstrance are 
on the other remonstrances presented before. 

Mr. Smirn. — That has been suggested to me; but this one contains some 
others. 

{Reading remonstrance signed by Geo. Shattuck, E. R. Mudge and others. 
The several remonstrances were filed in the case. ] 

J. D. Bryanr.— In this connection will you allow me to hand in one remon- 
strance which I promised to deliver in person. I believe that no name will be 
found on this petition that is on another, and none have been added during the 
week. This petition should have been laid before the committee one week ago, 
but by some mistake it did not reach me in time. 

{Mr. Bryant read a remonstrance protesting against the erection of any 
building on the Common, signed by Oliver Wendell Holmes, Dr. E. H. Clarke 
and twenty-five or thirty others. ] 

The Cuatrman. —The Chair would state that he understands there has 
been a remonstrance signed at the Merchants’ Exchange, and forwarded to 
City Hall; but at the present time the committee are not aware that any such 
remonstrance has reached City Hall. Several gentlemen have come to the 
Clerk of Committees and wanted to sign their names to it. 

Mr. Smirn. — It is one of those that I handed to you. 

The Cuairman. — Mr. Joseph Coolidge, Mr. Daniel Parker and others 
called to sign it. 

Gro. Wa. Bonp. — Please add my name to that remonstrance. 

{Samuel H. Russell, Avery Plumer, Henry Denny, Dr. J. B. Upham and 
Alexander Wadsworth severally requested the Chairman to have their names 
added to that remonstrance. ] 

The Cuarrman. — Mr. Smith, will you proceed? 

Mr. Smirn. —I think, perhaps, the committee ought to say whether we are 
entitled to see the records, by what authority the petition for the Charitable 
Mechanics’ Association is filed. 

The Cuatrman. — The Chair can hardly see what the committee have to do 
with the records of the Charitable Mechanics’ Association. The petition is pre- 
sented by the president of the Association, Mr. Joseph F. Paul, who is present, 
and can state whether he is authorized or not. 

Mr. Smirn. — We want the records of the Association produced. 

The Cuatrman. — The committee decide that it can do nothing of the kind. 
The president is here, and can speak for himself. 

{The committee room being very much crowded, the hearing was adjourned 
to the Common Council Chamber. | 


STATEMENT OF WiLLIAM H. WuHiItTMore. 


Mr. Chairman, in rising to commence the case of the remonstrants against 
the proposed building, allow me to say that I think the delay in the progress 
of this hearing has been a fortunate one. However thoroughly the committee 
may have considered the case of the petitioners before agreeing upon the first 
favorable report, the public has so deep an interest in the matter that it may 
well desire to hear the evidence. Besides, I feel that the remonstrants have 
weighty reasons to urge which may cause you to reconsider your previous de- 
cision, and which, at all events, will justify them in the trifling delay which 
they have caused. 

The petition now before youis of great importance, because it is a direct 
attack upon the safety of the Common, of which you are the official guardians. 
The care and custody of the Common has been entrusted to you chiefly with a 
view to its preservation for use as a common. If you decide to devote your 
charge to other and new purposes, you will be prepared and called upon to ex- 
plain that exercise of your powers. You are not in the position of a committee 
charged to lease the public property, and only anxious to obtain the best 
tenant on the best terms; you are trustees holding a specific trust for purposes 
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well known for many years, and if you use your legal powers to alter the 
trust, you must be clear in your opinion of your duty. 

This attack on the Common, I regret to say, is not the first, as I fear it will 
not be the last. In 1869 it was proposed to put the Coliseum on this same 
spot, and permission was granted therefor. Yet the public dissatisfaction and 
regret were so loudly evinced that the recipients of the favor declined to 
accept it. They could not afford to slight the voice of their fellow-citizens, 
and they wisely sought another location. 

Since then, in 1874, an attempt was made to take a portion of the Common 
for a widening of Tremont street. The fence was taken down, only to be re- 
placed the next year, in accordance with the demands of the public. 

In other years projects have been brought for laying out streets across the 
Common, extending Commonwealth avenue, Columbus avenue, ete. In 1875, 
however, the Legislature intervened, and put it out of the power of any acci- 
dental majority in the city government to lay out a street without the proper 
deliberation. 

I desire to state briefly the history of the Common, as there is a popular 
delusion on this point. There is no deed of the Commun specifying its uses 
and prescribing a penalty for any breach, though such an idea is very preva- 
lent. It is the remainder of the land included within the limits of Boston, 
when the inhabitants stopped making grants. In 1640, only ten years after the 
first settlement of the town, it was voted that ‘‘ there shall be no land granted 
either for houseplot or garden to any person out of the open ground or common 
field.” 

In 1646 it was repeated ‘‘that no common, marsh and pasture ground shall 
hereafter, by gift or sale, exchange or otherwise, be counted unto propriety, 
without consent of the major part of the inhabitants of the town.” 

The Common, as we know it, has preserved about its present size for over a 
century. It once reached to Mason street, but what was lost by making Tre- 
mont street the boundary was made up by the land added on Boylston street. 

The uses of the Common have been as well understood and maintained as 
its boundaries. Originally used for the cattle of the town, it later became the 
promenade and play-ground of the inhabitants; always preserving the idea 
that it was to be open and unencumbered with buildings. 

Tents have been put on it for temporary purposes, and at times when the 
public would not be incommoded. Possibly less stringent rules were in force 
when the town had 30,000 inhabitants than have since been required. Our 
object is only to consider the present time, and the wants of the present gen- 
eration. 

But one precedent has been given, — that of the flower-show a few years ago. 
We acknowledge that it was a bad step, a mistake regretted by many of the 
parties interested, and not objected to at the time, only because it was so 
small and so brief in its duration. 

We propose to meet the petitioners on every point. We shall show that 
they: had no authority to make the request they have; that they have no 
regular plan of proceeding; that they have no right to claim that any special 
benefit will accrue to the city, and that no exception should be made in their 
favor. We shall show that the land is not suited to their purposes; that 
much better sites are open to them; and that the question of locality ought 
not to decide whether or not they shall hold an exhibition this year. 

Lastly, we shall show, by many witnesses, that such a misapplication of the 
Common is viewed with intense dislike by all classes of our citizens; that it 
is perfectly understood that the present question involves the whole matter 
of keeping the Common open; and that the public is opposed to any such: 
curtailment of its ancient rights. 

I shall not try to anticipate the arguments which will be made by others, 
and will confine myself solely to the one point, —that this particular petition 
ought not to be granted. 

The ground I take is this: That the Mechanics’ Association has not made 
out its case by showing that its fair will be so great a benefit to the city as 
would warrant you in granting their request. 

Their whole justification lies in the idea that their exhibition will so greatly 
increase the demand for our manufactures as to make a decided and percep- 
tible geqn for us. 
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This is not to be a show to benefit, improve or educate the spectators, such 
as we have had in Boston before. It is not to be a musical festival, a picture- 
show, nor a flower-show; it is not a religious nor an educational gathering. 

The petitioners come forward and ask this great concession from the city, 
mainly upon business grounds. Let us have this fair, they cry, and we will 
so demonstrate the superiority of New England manufactures to the crowds 
who will come here, that business will revive and prosperity ensue from the 
innumerable orders given for those goods. This is their main case, and by it 
the reasonableness of the application must be judged. 

Now, gentlemen, I contend that they are mistaken as to the effect of their 
fair if held, and still more as to the necessary means for managing such a 
fair. Great miscellaneous collections of sight-seers add little to the amount 
of local business. We may have any kind of a show in Boston, and bring 
thousands daily to it; but the local trade is hardly influenced by it. These 
evidently are not the persons who will bring our great prosperity. The peti- 
tioners must promise us a great influx of buyers. They must hope that this 
fair will attract the great merchants of the distributing centres South and 
West. They must hope that foreign buyers will come here, and then com- 
mence to send our manufactures to new and foreign markets. ; 

But what chance is there of this? The petitioners have given no evidence 
on this point. We all know that great national fairs are resorted to by many 
buyers; but what probability is there that the Boston fair will so attract the 
world? Even the greatest of these fairs have been of very limited success ; 
and as for these side-shows, these local exhibitions, what great influence can 
they hope to exert? 

But even if a great fair in Boston, one prepared with due care and zeal, 
and after the necessary years of preparation, might be a success, I must deny 
that your petitioners have shown that they have projected such an one. 

There has been no preparation by the various industries of New England 
for this fair. We hear of no trade-meetings, no trade-committees, no can- 
vassing for exhibitions, no commissioners from other States, no pledge of the 
necessary funds. We do not find responsible capitalists or great manufac- 
turers at the head of the list, whose very names are omens of success. 

Dropping from the individuals, we do not even find the pledge of the Asso- 
ciation. I am credibly informed that the petitioners have not the consent 
of their Association yet even to the place of an ordinary exhibition. It is 
emphatically the crude and ambitious scheme of a few officials, not endorsed 
by their constituents as yet, and not backed up by any outside capital or 
co-operation. 

So far, indeed, the application reminds me of a certain episode of our last 
political campaign. A certain individual announced that there would be on a 
certain night a grand Democratic torch-light procession. He announced the 
route, the gathering-places of divisions, and the leaders. He asked for the 
police force, for Faneuil Hall, and for various other public concessions. The 
sagacious authorities, however, before granting his requests, made investiga- 
tion, and the applicant proved to be an intelligent, but irresponsible boot-black 
on Boylston street. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, I think your petitioners are somewhat in the same 
position. : 

They make great promises, but they show no signs of keeping them. They 
are not authorized to speak for the manufacturers of New England, not even 
for their own Association. They set out with a light heart to ask the city to 
grant them an inestimable boon, and they ask it with as much nonchalance as 
though their pockets were crammed with credentials. 

But at the first inquiry it seems that they have made no plans, have secured 
no support, and have no intelligent scheme of action prepared. Their only 
idea is to get the right to put a building on Boston Common, and all will be 
well. 

Gentlemen of the Committee, I for one must regard this application as 
unworthy trifling with a serious matter. I seriously consider it to be your 
first duty to dismiss the petitioners on the ground that they have made out no 
case. Until they can come before you with responsible backers; with the 
good-will of their own Association ; with the cordial co-operation of the great 
branches of our manufactures; with a definite and reasonable plan for a 
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building; in fact, until they can show a reasonable chance of success, they 
have no right to ask for a hearing. The feelings with which the Boston public 
regards the Common ought not to be trifled with; and of the strength of those 
feelings, and the extent of their power, you will have ample evidence from the 
witnesses who follow me. 


STATEMENT OF ARTHUR PICKERING. 


I appear here, sir, as one of the remonstrants, and I was asked to come 
here. I rise now simply to say that I do not take any stock in the course of 
the argument of the gentleman on my left. In regard to the Common, I do 
not feel that it is of the slightest consequence whether the officers of the insti- 
tution have a clear right to come before the committee and ask for the Com- 
mon, or not. The question is whether the Common should be regarded as 
sacred property; and on that account I do not think it should be given to any 
institution whatever, except for public uses. [Applause. ] 

The Cuarrman. — The Chair asks both those in favor and those opposed to 
refrain from applauding. 

Mr. Pickering. — There was a time when there were names that would 
cause the blood of every true Bostonian to thrill. Those names were George 
Washington, Adams, Hancock, Otis, Faneuil Hall, the Old South, and last, 
but not least, Boston Common. Iam not astonished, sir, in these times, that 
there are societies willing, in spite of those old and sacred memories, and ready 
to come here and ask you to grant them a privilege which they ought not to 
have. ‘That corporation, as I understand, is wealthy. It is rich, and it can 
go to any place other than the one it has in view. Why should it come here 
and ask you, Mr. Chairman, and me to give up our individual rights in that 
Common? I say, sir, as a citizen, I have a right, a personal right, to that 
Common, and you have a personal right in it, which these gentlemen have no 
right to ask you to grant to them. There is a proverb that the French have 
which is very trenchant. It is this: ‘‘Itis the first step that costs.” Grant 
this corporation the right to put a building upon the Common for three months, 
or once in three years, or any given time, and it takes away the sacred charac- 
ter of the Common. I say sacred, because there are convictions that ought to 
be cherished by Bostonians; and I think it is more than a sentiment which is 
connected with the names I have mentioned. I know it is fashionable in mod- 
ern times to doubt a great many events in general history. I have had to give 
up my convictions, as a school-boy, that William Tell lived; and I do not know 
but gentlemen here will tell me, by and by, that George Washington never 
existed, and that we have not any rights or interests that ought to be pro- 
tected. For one I come here not caring two straws whether the Mechanics’ 
Association have a right to come here or not, and have not all the vouchers 
that they ought to have; but I do say that these gentlemen here have no right 
to grant this request. 


STATEMENT oF CurRTIS GUILD. 


I labor somewhat under the disadvantage of having been absent from the 
city for the past ten days, having but just returned; but I may say I have the 
advantage, sir, ofhaving been associated with yourself and other gentlemen 
of the City Government for the last two years in the Committee on Common 
and Squares, and of having had various experiences with regard to Boston 
Common. I have looked upon this remonstrance not as an opposition to the 
very respectable and enterprising gentlemen who form the Massachusetts Chari- 
table Mechanics’ Association in any respect whatever. I recognize their enter- 
prise. I have known them for twenty-five years past, and ever since I have 
had the honor of conducting a public journal, —and my record is open in that 
respect, so that he who runs may read, —and I think that every man who 
feels an interest in Boston, if he looks back upon the record of the Associa- 
tion, will say it is one of the noblest and best of the many institutions that we 
have in this city, and right well it deserves, and should be most thoroughly 
endorsed by every citizen of Boston. 

But thajis not the question. Let us be understood. It is not opposition to 
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the Charitable Mechanics’ Association; but it is the question of preserving 
the people’s park — Boston Common — upon which onslaughts have been 
made, as you, sir, and I know, from year to year, by those who think it is a 
mere tract of waste land, —an eligible spot for personal interests. We cannot 
blame the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanics’ Association, or any other 
association, for petitioning for the use of a portion of the public park, if they 
think there is any chance of its being granted. That, sir, is human nature; 
for any one of us are willing to get good quarters rent free. I should go to 
you very readily and ask you for your store for three or six months if you 
would let me have it gratis, because I am public-spirited. But if I should 
make that appeal, I think you would say, I am a business man and you are 
another, and we must settle it upon business principles. And we ought to 
meet this matter upon business principles, although business should not 
come into question in a proposition to occupy Boston Common. 

I have read, I must say, with feelings of indignation — for I am a Boston 
boy, a graduate of our public schools, and have walked in its streets, and 
played upon its Common, and I must say I read with indignation — the very 
utilitarian and business remarks offered here in regard to the occupation of 
Boston Common by the representatives of the Mechanics’ Association, in last 
Sunday’s Herald. 

Gentlemen in defence said they had had no time for preparation. I want 
to ask gentlemen of the City of Boston here, if there is any man of them who 
wants any time for preparation when vandalism endeavors to raze the cher- 
ished landmarks in Massachusetts, which have come down from the foundation 
of the country. I do not wantany preparation; I have not hadany. I believe 
there are many men here who can talk from July to eternity against such 
propositions. Every man knows that in the first history of America that is 
put into his children’s hands, very early — almost the first —in its pages is 
something in regard to the City of Boston; in regard to the opposition to the 
Stamp Act, the Massacre, Faneuil Hall, the Old State House, the Old South 
Church, and in regard to Boston Common ; and we now have great historical 
paintings, one of which I saw last week, which is being engraved by the most 
distinguished engravers in this country and Europe, representing Boston boys 
appearing before Gen. Gage petitioning that their ‘‘ coasts” on Boston Common 
should not be destroyed by British soldiers. That picture is now in the pub- 
lishers’ store in New York, and they have a copyright of the engraving ; and 
that historical event is to be perpetuated in that manner. 

Well, sir, what do we do here in Boston? We propose to slice off as much 
of that historical spot as we can for the needs of business. Of course gentle- 
men recognize my meaning; and I wish to say, as A. Ward says, sarcastically, 
‘There is nothing true but business.” I alter the old hymn considerably, 
and say, ‘‘There is nothing true but business; we want nothing but busi- 
ness.” We do not want to instruct our children, and will have nothing left 
to tell where Warren and other distinguished patriots spoke. This Boston 
Common, sir, —the place where the British soldiers were encamped, —is an 
important part of Boston’s history. We did not want the old Hancock House; 
it was better to have two magnificent mansions which will pay taxes — that is, if 
their owners stay in town after the first day of May. We had better have 
Boston Common with streets crossing it, because you and I can get down to 
our places of business five minutes earlier. All these must be thrown aside, 
because — because —all these matters must be second to — business. 

Let us look at this thing in another light. A large portion of the citizens of 
Boston are not heard. Yes, Mr. Chairman, not heard. But you, sir, have 
occupied a position in the City Government for a number of years; and there 
are those within the sound of my voice who know that those men who are 
absent are felt when the day of election comes round. Those men cannot 
stand up here and talk as you and I can; they have not had the advantages of 
education; they cannot even come here on Saturday afternoon. ‘Those green- 
jacket, overalls fellows are working hard to get ten or twelve dollars a week, 
— if they are fortunate enough to receive two dollars a day, — so as to get on 
their best clothes and walk across Boston Common on Sunday; and they can- 
not do that if you put this building there. Those men cannot afford to come 
here; if so, we would find the gallery full of uiem. They do not have time 
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to read the papers, and I doubt much whether they even know that this hear- 
ing is going on. 

I was astonished — not much, but I was somewhat—to see so many lead- 
ing gentlemen—personal friends of mine, every one of them —=§in favor of 
putting this building upon the parade-ground on Boston Common. Look over 
the names, seratim. One is a magnificent capitalist, a generous man, with a 
heart always open to generous impulses and petitions; he owns an estate of 
magnificent acres in the country, where he rides out and enjoys self, as he 
ought to do, the fruit of his honorable exertions; and where his children can 
live and enjoy themselves, swim, play and boat, and do everything to their 
hearts’ content. Another one is a particular friend of mine, whom I have 
known from boyhood up, who last year retired from business: who owns a 
superb estate, and pays his taxes upon it — owt of the city ; and who told me 
individually that he left town that his children might enjoy purer air than they 
can get here. 

I could enumerate others—one who sits so near me that I could almost 
throw my hat upon his head — who live out of the city of Boston. I wish to 
be understood. I know them personally to be liberal-hearted, charitable men, 
who liberally express their pity, not only with their pocket-books, but by their 
checks, when there is a call from the suffering. But I think they do forget, in 
their prosperity, that there is a class of people who appreciate the parade- 
ground upon the Common. When the proposition came to put the parade- 
ground in its present condition, a number of people said boys wished to play 
ball there. We made every objection, and said, ‘‘ Here are fellows who have 
no business to do; they are loafing about there, and it is not safe to cross it.” 
Well, some of them said, ‘‘ Where shall we go? We can stand around the 
grog-shops at the North End; but is it not better to be on the Common playing 
ball than at such places?” We had to let it go for a whole year to accommo- 
date that class of men. I argued that it was better for that class of men to be 
wandering over Boston Common than to be lounging around haunts of vice in 
other parts of the city. Well, sir, the Charitable Mechanics’ Association have 
done a great deal for the City of Boston, and the city has outgrown them. 
When Faneuil Hall and Quincy Market were large enough, the city was very 
much smaller than it is now. I need not go into that, for I do not wish to 
trespass upon the committee; but it seems to me —if I might be allowed to 
suggest to the Association and to those connected with them, — and my friend 
Mr. Slack knows that I have an interest in them, — that if they would imitate 
the enterprise of Cincinnati, and raise a fund for a permanent exposition 
building, — it might be open yearly, or as often as they open it now, and they 
would certainly meet with a most cordial endorsement from the pocket of the 
public. 

I have spoken without any preparation whatever; I came here at the earnest 
solicitation of friends. But I came here to say you will always be able to find 
us here when anybody is going to encroach upon Boston Common. And when 
they want to remove the Old South Church you can safely count me opposed 
to it. I believe we should have something above and beyond business, al- 
though my record has been that of a practical business man. But if there is 
tobe nothing but business, when Boston Common is brought up before us, 
why, instead of granting the petition of the Mechanics’ Association, let us do 
as Major Jack Downing said, ‘‘ Let us go the whole figure.” Let us put rows 
of streets on Boston Common, cover it with magnificent warehouses; let us 
remove the trees and put magnificent dwellings there; let us take down 
Bunker Hill Monument and make a superb sea-wall of it, and cover the place 
where it stands with splendid warehouses. Then when every sentiment shall 
have given way to trade and business, you may be sure that when you strike 
upon men’s breasts you will get, instead of the sound of true patriotism, the 
rattle and ring of the Almighty Dollar. — 

. (By Alderman Roginson.) —I wish to ask the gentleman a question. 
Mr. Guild, I believe you visited the Paris Exposition of 1867? 
A. I did, sir. 
@. Where was that exposition held? 
_ A. On the Champ de Mars. 
@. That bears the same relation to Paris that the Common does to Boston, 
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A. No, sir. I beg pardon, it is a much larger institution, and it does not 
bear the same relation. Paris has the Bois de Boulogne, Champ de Mars and 
a great many other parks; while we in Boston, who oppose parks, can carry 
out nothing of the kind. 

Q. Do you remember the building on the Champs Elysées? 

' A. I remember visiting it, perfectly. 

Q. I recollect, sir, if you will allow the expression,,that some friends had 
been travelling with you, and we expected to see you there at the same time ; 
but they told me you were in Ireland, engaged in climbing up to kiss the Blar- 
ney stone? 

‘A. Yes, sir, I have often been climbing while others waited. But what has 
that to do with this? 

Q. Did that building desecrate the Champ de Mars? 

A. I cannot say whether it desecrated it or not. But we are discussing the 
Boston Common, and not the parks of Paris. 

@. But I asked you the question. 

A. I am not aware that the comparison is a proper one. The Champs Ely- 
sées are a series of public streets, and not a public pleasure-ground like the 
Common. 

Q. Does that properly designate the Champs Elysées? 

A. I cannot say that it will properly bear comparison with Boston Common. 

Q. (By Mr. Smiru.) —I wish to ask you one question, because it throws 
some light upon this subject. Has it not been proposed to make the building 
on the Champ de Mars public? 

A. Yes, sir, I think it has. I would like to make one remark to my friend 
(Ald. Robinson) who asked the question, and I will adopt the American style 
of answering one question by asking another. Have you visited Temple Bar, 
in London? 

Alderman Rosryson. —I have, sir; I have passed there a hundred times. 

Mr. Guiip. — Well, sir, it is well known that that is a great obstruction to 
travel. It is one of the most prominent obstructions in the whole of London ; 
and yet it has been preserved there, tumbling to pieces and dangerous as it is, 
simply for its historic associations. The Londoners will not pull it down. 

Alderman Rosrinson. — There is no difficulty in passing there. There are 
two ways of getting round it. 

Mr. Guiry. —So there are two ways of going round Boston Common. 
Temple Bar separates Westminster from the city, —an ugly barrier in the 
way of public travel. 

Alderman Rogiyson. — Precisely; but it is not a public street? 

Mr. Guitp. —It is a tolerated barrier in one of the most public and crowded 
streets in London. ‘ 


STATEMENT oF GEN. SAMUEL M. Quincy. 


Gen. Quincy. —I propose to occupy a very few minutes of the committee’s 
time this afternoon, and to devote those few minutes to the presentation, with 
all the simplicity and force at my command, of a dry point of law. Although 
I cannot but regard the present attack upon the Common as of the same 
nature and origin — cut as it were from the same piece of cloth, as have been 
previous assaults —the attempted widening of Tremont street, the proposed 
bisection of the Common by a street, and the preliminary slaughter, by 
asphalt, of the elms which guarded the point of entrance at Park-street 
corner; yet I propose to waive at the present time all objections to the 
measure upon its merits, and consider only the question of its legality. 

Granted, for the sake of argument, that the measure is a highly desirable 
one, yet all will admit that whenever action, however desirable, is clearly 
prohibited by !aw, the only resort of law-abiding citizens or city governments 
is to the Legislature; any attempt to override or defy the law is sure to be 
checked by the appropriate tribunals. ; 

Now, my point is simply and very briefly this— that by the principles of 
law which govern the dedication of land to public uses, the humblest citizen 
of Boston has a vested right to the enjoyment of the whole area of the Com- 
mon, under proper restrictions for certain purposes, which right of enjoyment 
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for such purposes the courts will recognize and protect, and the Legislature 
alone can take away. 

The city government cannot legally say to the humblest citizen, you must 
give up your use of such and such portions of the Common for the enjoyment 
of air, exercise, trees, grass and foliage, and accept in return something far 
better, if not for you individually, yet for the community at large. That 
citizen, however humble, would have the right to reply, Granted, that what 
you offer in exchange is worth tenfold what you would take away, yet the 
latter is my right by law, and therefore something which the Legislature alone 
can take from me against my will. 

Now, I think that if the committee admit, as I think they must, that we 
remonstrants, who can be numbered, if necessary, by thousands, are firmly 
convinced — erroneously if you will, but honestly — that that which we should 
lose by the establishment of this precedent is worth not ten but a hundred-fold 
that which you offer us in exchange, then I think this committee may well 
hesitate before recommending the measure until all doubts of its legality 
disappear, for the legality is certain to be tested. 

Now, where land is dedicated to public use as an open square of a city the 
public acquire a vested right to its possession for that use, not for an incon- 
sistent but better use, but for that use (Cincinnati vs. White’s Lessee, 6 Peters, 
431); and in the case of New Orleans vs. United States, 10 Peters, 662, it 
was held that land could be so dedicated to public use without vesting the 
legal title in any corporate body, and that even the erection of buildings 
thereon was not strong evidence against the public right. 

But I cannot, Mr. Chairman, state the law with anything like the clearness 
and force with which it has been already stated, upon precisely this point of di- 
verting the Common from its particular uses, by those eminent lawyers,Jeremiah 
Mason and Franklin Dexter. In the year 1843 the city government desired 
to sell a portion of the Common, but, being doubtful of their right, made up a 
case for the opinion of the eminent counsel referred to. Those opinions were 
then published in pamphlet form, and, though copies are rare, one has fallen 
for a time into my hands. Let me read a few extracts. 

Mr. Mason says: ‘‘It is matter of notoriety that from ancient time, com-_ 
mencing near the first settlement of the town, the Common has always been 
kept as a public square or park, and freely used by the public for military 
trainings, and as a place of genera! resort for exercise and the circulation of 
pure and wholesome air. During this long period the Common has never 
been applied to any use inconsistent with this public use. Such use and 
occupation by the public from time immemorial is evidence of the dedication 
of this land by the owners, whoever they were, to the public for the uses and 
purposes to which it has been applied.” Mr. Mason cites the cases to which I 
have referred, and concludes: ‘‘I am, therefore, of opinion that the City 
Council has no lawful authority to sell the lands in question for any use 
inconsistent with the public use to which they were originally dedicated.” 

Mr. Dexter says: ‘‘A clearer case of dedication cannot be stated. The 
grant to the public, when once made by dedication, is perpetual and irrevocable, 
and binds the land, into whosever hands the estate may come. ... . The will 
of the owner once clearly expressed and carried into éffect vests a perpetual 
right in the public—not to the fee of the land, for that may still reside in 
the dedicator, and may, perhaps, be transmitted by inheritance or assigned by 
deed, but the right to use it for the purposes of the dedication remains with 
the public. It is obvious that individuals acquire vested rights in such a 
dedication ; they purchase and build in the neighborhood upon the faith of it; 
and the use is not a corporate but an individual use, in which every citizen 
has a part and a right.” 

_ Mark these words, Mr. Chairman— itis not theCity of Boston as a corporation 
which has a right to this particular use, for if it were the city as a corporation 
might waive the same; the right is every citizen’s in his individual capacity. 
Mr. Dexter continues: ‘‘It will be observed that I do not found my denial 
of the right of the City Council to sell these lands upon the prohibition con- 
tained by implication in the city charter, but upon the prior dedication to pub- 
lic uses, which it would require all the powers of the Legislature to revoke.” 

The city may not sell this land, say these eminent lawyers, not because 

they do npt own the fee, but because such sale would interfere with the pub-

lic use to which it has been dedicated and in which each citizen has a part and 
share. How manifestly absurd would be the position that though they may 
not by sale indirectly interfere with the citizens’ use of the land for air, exer- 
cise, trees, grass, and foliage, yet that they may directly put a stop to such 
use over whatever extent, and for whatever period of time they may see fit, by 
leasing, for the erection of buildings, a quarter, half, or three-quarters of the 
Common, whenever, in their opinion, its occupation by corporations or indi- 
viduals will help trade and advance the general prosperity ! 

The fallacious reasoning of those of the City Government who are known 
to favor the granting of this petition, seems to me to be as follows: ‘* The 
Common,” they say, ‘“‘is in our hands to be devoted to such purposes as we 
honestly and firmly believe will be for the highest and best interests of all the 
citizens. This use of it will be for such highest and best interests, there- 
fore” — Not so, Mr. Chairman, the City Government have no more right to 
devote the Common to what they believe to be its highest and best use, because 
they so believe, than you or I individually have. The Legislature, and the 
Legislature only, can deprive the meanest citizen of his right to a certain par- 
ticular use, be it the best or the worst — the right to its use for an open park 
and pleasure ground —a refuge from the close streets and red-hot bricks of 
July to a little oasis in the midst of the city, where grass, trees, foliage, and 
cooling breezes may be enjoyed withont money and without price. 

We remonstrants have been styled, Mr. Chairman, by the advocates of this 
petition, obstructionists and foes to progress. I, for one, accept the title wil- 
lingly. The progress which we would check we believe to be false progress 
— dangerous progress. What man would trust himself aboard a railway train 
if those obstructionists and foes to progress the brakemen should, following a 
bad example, strike and desert their posts? Convinced, as we are, that in 
this matter our municipal locomotive is in danger of being switched on to a 
wrong track, we propose to hold down the brakes by every legal and proper 
exertion, with our utmost force, until the train is brought toa standstill, and we 
are confident of success. 


STATEMENT OF ALEXANDER WADSWORTH. 


Mr. Wapswortu. —I would state at the beginning that I am a member of 
this Association, and have its welfare as much at heart as any other member. 
But that is not the question before you at this time. I simply wish to state a 
few facts and some reasons why the committee, or the City Council, should 
not grant this petition. In 1824, when the city proposed to sell the land south 
of Boylston street, and run a street down to the empty basin, the citizens were 
called together to vote upon two, among other, questions ; one of which was, 
whether they should sell the land; and another was, whether, if they did sell 
the land, they would have inserted in the deed of conveyance that no building 
should ever be placed or erected upon the Common and the land west of 
Charles street, extending to the channel and from Beacon street, 1,350 feet 
south to Boylston street. The citizens voted not to sell the land, and they 
voted, by a very large vote (more than three to one) that, if the land was sold 
this condition should be inserted in the deeds. 

_ Now, I mention this to show the feeling of the citizens at that time in regard 
to placing buildings upon the Common; and I believe that feeling is much 
stronger to-day among the citizens than it was then. Then, ata period in the 
early part of our civil war, it was proposed to place a building on the parade 
ground on the Common, for the purpose of drilling the recruits, that were 
being enlisted at that time, during the evening and in unpleasant weather, 
when the open air was uncomfortable. If that building had been placed on 
the Common, I must call your attention to the fact that it would have stood 
on a different footing from this case;— it was to be built by the city and 
under the city’s control; — and if there ever was a case that would justify 
the erection of a building on the Common, I think that was one. But there 
was so strong a feeling against putting buildings upon the Common that the 
project was defeated. 

Then again, sir, during the preparations for our first great musical jubilee, 
there was an attempt made— and it was advocated by many influential and 
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zealous people who had an interest in the matter— to put the Coliseum upon 
the Common; but the people rose up in their majesty and defeated that. 

Then, sir, after our great fire in 1872, there was a project to allow mer- 
chants, who had had their stores burned down, to erect stores on the Tremont- 
street mall; but that was defeated. And now, sir, comes the Massachusetts 
Charitable Mechanics’ Association, and asks the City Council to let them have, 
say one-tenth of the whole Common, including the burying-ground, and it 
would take probably more than that. I was not present at the last hearing, 
but I saw it stated that the building was to be 200 feet wide, and from 800 to 
1,200 feet long. A building 800 feet long would cover about four acres, and 
one 1,200 feet long, six acres; and with the surroundings, fifty per cent. 
more, would make from six to nine acres that this Association would want to 
occupy and monopolize. That, sir, is from one-sixth to one-eighth of the 
whole Common. . 

Now, Mr. Chairman, I do not believe the Committee or the City Council will 
grant this petition; but, for the sake of showing the result, we will suppose 
they do. Here is a precedent formed; the Association has an exhibition once 
in three years; this building is to be built in sections, to be taken down and 
preserved for future use; at the end of three years they will come back again 
with this same petition and want the ground again; and again at the end of 
six years, and so long as the grass grows and the water runs, if the Associa- 
tion exists as long. After this privilege has once been granted, and the pre- 
cedent established, they can come with a good claim for a second occupation ; 
and it would be a great inconsistency not to grant it. Well, suppose they do. 
Suppose, Mr. Chairman, that Mr. Barnum should come along with his great Hip- 
podrome, and ask leave to pitch his tent on the Common; after having allowed 
it in this way, how could you refuse him? But if you do refuse him, one of 
these days Messrs. Moody and Sankey will come to Boston and find their tab- 
ernacle taken down or occupied for other purposes, and they will ask you to 
allow them to build a temple on the Common; and these gentlemen have a 
large following, and, sir, if you should not be here yourselves, your succes- 
sors may be a little weak in the knees, and with such a following as that, and 
with your example, and this precedent before them, they would hardly think 
of denying the request. Now, sir, if we have too much park in the Common 
already, and can afford to part with a large part of it during that season of the 
year when it is of any use to those citizens who live in close, narrow streets 
and hot dwellings, when thousands of them flock daily to this land; if we 
have more than we want, and can spare part of it for other purposes, why is 
this great interest manifested in laying out parks in districts of the city 
where they will never be of any use to those who visit the Common and reap 
the benefits, but will be mainly for those rich men who own carriages or have 
the means of driving out to them, and who go out of town in summer — some 
to avoid taxes and some to enjoy the cool breeze among the mountains, or 
those who go to reap the benefit of the bracing airs of the salt water on the 
seashore? But, Mr. Chairman, these are not the main reasons, in my judg- 
ment, for giving these parties leave to withdraw. 

The City Charter expressly says that the City Council shall not lease or sell 
the Common; that is one of the things the City Council cannot do, and it is 
the very thing this Association asks you to do; for you will find—I am no 
lawyer, but there are lawyers here who will say whether it is sound law or 
not — the principle is laid down by Ex-Governor Washburn, late professor of 
law in Harvard College, and Chairman of the Judiciary Committee of the 
House of Representatives, that in this very thing — where the city grants this 
Association the exclusive use and control of a part of the Common to erect 
buildings, take admission fees, and enjoy the benefits and profits of the exhi- 
bition —the principle is laid down that that is a lease; whether the Association 
pays the city or not [applause], that itis a lease. It does not require the pay- 
ment of rent to make a lease of it. Now, sir, I believe that there are lawyers 
here who will tell you that this is good law, and that your City Solicitor will 
tell you the same thing. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, I think that this committee, acting on their own respon- 
sibility, and with good judgment and common sense, will report against the 
granting of the petition of this Association, and that the City Council will give 
them leaye to withdraw. If they do not, I have a full and unbounded 
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faith that there are citizens enough in Boston yet who still appreciate the beauty 
and use for which the Common was set apart, and who have often stepped 
forth before to: prevent this beautiful ground from being cut off and frittered 
away; and I believe they will come forth again and prevent this beautiful Com- 
mon from being desecrated by this act of the Association; andif I am wrong in 
my belief that the committee will reject this petition, then I believe these men 
will very easily, through the courts, obtain an injunction which will set this 
matter at rest forever. 

Q. (By Mr. Smiru.) —Has your Association voted in approval of this 
petition? 

A. Thave no knowledge of it, sir. I see by the record in the clerk’s hands 
here that there was a meeting held on the third of January which submitted 
the matter to the government of the Association, and if they approved of it, they 
were to call another meeting of the Association; but I have had no notice of a 
meeting since then, and I think they are making the petition without any vote 
of the Association. I believe that, if called together, the Association would 
vote it down. [Applause. ] 
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Mr. Cuasr. — Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the Committee: — In the 
very few words which I had the opportunity to say to you at the close of the 
first public hearing of the petitioners and remonstrants, I called your attention 
to one consideration, which seemed to me fairly to cover the whole case upon 
which you are asked to report. I asked you to give due weight to the fact, 
that there has been, within the last twenty years, a great increase in the 
number of people of both sexes and of all ages who use and enjoy the Common 
during the summer and autumn months. This increase is due hardly more to 
the growth of our population, than to a change which has gradually made itself 
apparent in the habits of our native-born fellow-citizens, who now use all our 
parks and squares more than their parents did before them. They conform in 
this use naturally to the ways of our foreign population, who have brought 
from Great Britain and the continent of Europe, especially from the latter, the 
habits of the people of their native lands in the simple, hearty, and earnest 
enjoyments they obtain out of doors upon Sundays and holidays, traits which 
some of your own number, Mr. Chairman, must have noticed in their pleasant 
visits to the different capitals of the Old World. 

I ventured briefly last Saturday to outline my own belief that the increase 
of numbers upon the Common in the pleasant season was such as to make it, 
at last, necessary for the City of Boston, once and for all, to declare that no 
structure should be hereafter erected upon the Common; neither should there 
be any concession or limitation hereafter imposed in the use of it for the bene- 
fit of one class or one body of our fellow-citizens rather than another, except 
such as may be necessary to keep it from detriment, or to enhance its beauty. 

I ask once more, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, that you will fully and fairly 
consider the question in the light of this view of the case. With the recollec- 
tions of the last few years in my mind, with the distinct impressions of the 
greater number of men, women, and children, who upon summer afternoons 
have poured out of the Common and Public Garden upon the broad avenue 
which runs into the sunset, when I have been able to count them by hundreds 
in an evening walk from Arlington to Dartmouth street, I feel most strongly 
that there has been no sufficient consideration among the few which the peti- 
tioners have submitted to you which should weigh upon your minds. You are 
bound, as you must admit, to recollect the convenience of all, and to favor the 
hasty pretensions of none, who may be disposed, for a selfish object, however 
worthy that object may be in itself, to interfere and curtail the enjoyments of 
the vast numbers of those who in summer are unable to leave the heated city 
in which they live. 

A friend of mine said, the other day, that it was but fair to assume that, in 
proportion as the population within the limits of old Boston increased, so the 
number of persons who visited the Common increased. This assumption is so 
modest that I believe no man will deny it. But it states but half the truth, 
for within the last thirty years the Common, which was so long upon the out- 
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skirts of our population, has now come to lie in about the centre of it. The 
habits of Bostonians upon Sundays, thirty years ago, were very different from 
what they are now. Then the Sunday of our childhood differed but little 
from the Sabbath of the old Puritan town of Boston. People went to church 
or stayed mostly within doors, except for an hour or more after afternoon church. 
Our foreign population was still small; it was principally composed of the 
Irish, and they were largely under the influence of their priesthood, who 
counselled them wisely to a quiet demeaner, and to conform their own ways to 
the ancient customs of New England. The Common, except upon Fast Day 
and the Fourth of July, was rarely crowded. Boys, in the spring, made, with- 
out molestation, large holes to play marbles, in the principal paths and malls. 

The Latin and High School pupils, who had just moved into their new building 
in Bedford. street, played hockey in the autumn from the Joy and West-street 
path eastward to Park-street fence, without a policeman to watch them, and 
without so much as a baker’s dozen of idlers interested in the progress of their 
game, where there would be thousands to run and see them now. Yet that 
very ball-ground was then, as it is now, the most frequented part of the Com- 
mon. Occasionally a sort of town and gown row between the young lovers 
of the humanities in Bedford street and the less fortunate ‘‘ Mason-streeters,” 
as they were termed, arose upon the slopes below the ghincko tree, nor did 
the parents wonder, when the young hopeful came home to his supper with a 
cut lip, a smashed nose, or a bruised eye, that such things should be, although 
some mothers lamented that their children would not go round the Common, 
as they did, instead of across it. There were no lights, in those years, upon 
the Common, and the evening shades were so dark that the timid among the 
few at the West End who then ventured, after nightfall, to cross it, were some- 
times haunted with the fear of the highwayman; and they breathed a pious 
prayer of thanksgiving as the soft light of the oil-lamps in the windows of the 
dwelling-houses upon Tremont street showed them that they were again 
approaching the abodes of men. 

The parade-ground, which was then crossed by one long and narrow walk, 
half path and half causeway, was little better than a marsh. 

Such, Mr. Chairman, were some of the habits of Bostonians in the first half 
of this century, and such were some of the scenes upon the Common. Such 
was the little use made of it, when temporary buildings and mammoth tents 
were occasionally, and, without objection, permitted to be erected upon it, — 
as has been wildly referred to by one or two gentlemen upon the other side as 
a precedent for your action now. ‘The feeling of all classes thirty years ago 
in regard to the Common resembled more nearly that entertained by their 
ancestors in the seventeenth century than the feeling of any class or portion 
of our people to-day. 

Why, Mr. Chairman, it is not fifty years yet since the City Council, by 
resolve, forbade the pasturage of cows upon the Common. It is hardly forty 
years since your predecessors put an iron fence around it; and, since that day, 
there has been on your part, not always wisely, perhaps, not always success- 
fully, but, in the main, with good intent, a system of improvement in the plant- 
ing of trees, in the protection of turf, and in the maintenance of pathways, by 
which you have simply striven to meet the just will and expectations of our 
citizens. 

I have said enough to show that no inference can be drawn, no deduction 
made, nor precedent be here established, from the facts in the past or from the 
things that were done upon the Common with the permission or approval of 
the-townspeople fifty, sixty, or even thirty years. 

Eight years ago, Mr. Chairman, these halls were filled, as they are now, 
with representatives from every class and every section of our city. They 
came here to protest, as we come to-day, against a hasty order which the 
Board of Aldermen had had reported to them, granting our parade-ground for 
the erection of a large building for the Peace Jubilee, so called. ‘the Board 
unwisely passed the order, and then had the profound satisfaction of seeing 
the gentlemen to whose blandishments, against their own better reason, they 
had yielded, quietly turn their backs upon the Board and the order they’had 
got from it, and build their so-called Coliseum where the defenders of the 
integrity of the Common had told them to go. 

Mr. Chairman, the feeling to-day is stronger than it was then. The youths of 
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that year are the voters of to-day. The excellent education our schools have 
given them, in a taste for the beautiful in art and nature, ina sense of the duties 
of citizenship, in a love of justice and fair dealing to their neighbors and fellow- 
men, has reinforced the army that is always ready to rise and defend Boston 
Common from encroachment; and we are here to-day to protest against it as 
unnecessary, unjust and unwise. We regard it as an infringement upon the 
rights of all, and as a most wanton encroachment upon the enjoyment —aye, 
the health —of the great mass of our neighbors and townspeople, who, in the 
heats of summer, obtain upon the Common their only breath of fresh air, 

We denounce it as the denial of the right of all classes, of both sexes and 
of all ages, under the law to freely use and freely enjoy Boston Common. 
Better abolish the name of Common at once than allow by any act of yours 
such a perversion of its use by a wealthy corporation, which seeks a selfish 
end, and which has, with an almost inexplicable hardihood, avowed through its 
president, in his testimony before you, that they would have Boston Common if 
they could get it, no matter how deep, how sincere, might be the protest of a 
minority, however large that minority might be, so long as it was a minority. 
They have declared, too, that if they can have the parade-ground this year, 
they will be regular users every third year hereafter, if they can get it, as 
they expect to do, without a struggle, once the precedent be established. 

I pass over the other points of the remonstrants, as it is unnecessary for 
me to add one word to what has been and what will be so forcibly stated by 
others. 


STATEMENT OF Rev. FatTuHeR J. P. BopFIsH. 


Mr. Boprisu. — Mr. Chairman, I came here as a citizen to express my 
reverence for this sacred enclosure. Although I might speak as a native, and 
one whose family has been identified with the history of Massachusetts since 
1630, still, as it has been presented here so ably in all the legal points of view, 
perhaps it will be more becoming in me to speak of the moral aspects of the 
case; and as, on a former occasion, when we were discussing the necessity of 
parks, I said then, it seems to me to be evident, it is the teaching of all 
theology (and that is founded upon the Scriptures), that gentlemen holding 
the honorable position which the members of this committee hold, are con- 
stituted, by the moral law, the guardians and protectors of the poor; and in 
the order of God’s Providence it is their duty —they are bound in con- 
science — to look after their every interest, for they cannot be here to speak 
for themselves, and they have entrusted their rights to your care. 

Now, one of the duties which devolve upon the City Government is to pro- 
vide for the health, comfort and entertainment of the people; and for that it is 
evident we need parks, where they can enjoy suitable recreation. You know 
how strongly it has been urged on the government that the accommodations in 
this matter should be increased. 

We all know that Boston is far behind every other city in this country, not 
to speak of Europe; and it is a reproach to Boston that we are so hard at 
work making money, and are so utilitarian that we cannot afford space enough 
where the people can breathe fresh air and have recreation. 

I trust that this reproach will be removed soon, for I feel that it is a re- 
proach. Now, it is proposed to take away a large portion of the little space 
we have for the health of the poor. The idea seems preposterous. It would 
be an outrage anda shame. If you would go around among the poor, as it is 
my duty to do; if you would go down into one of those crowded streets, and 
up to the fourth story, where there is a widow with five children, working 
hard all day long to obtain bread enough to keep life in their bodies; and 
when you ask her where are her little ones, she will say she has put the 
younger ones in charge of the older ones, and they are all out on the Common. 
It is the only rest and enjoyment she has. So you will find it very general in 
this and other cities, that they send their children out upon the pleasure 
grounds, while they can pursue their work, and have a little peace and rest at 
home. 

And you should hear the complaints of the boys since the play-ground upon 
the Common has been taken away. They felt very strongly about that; they 
think it is all very fine for those people who can go to the opera and the 
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theatre, and have every kind of recreation and enjoyment all day long, but 
for them it is very hard to be deprived of their only place for recreation. By 
and by these boys will be voters, and they will then have an opinion upon the 
subject, which they will express. ‘Therefore, I speak for the poor; and I say 
we have no right — you have no right — morally, and before God — and I am 
very glad to have it demonstrated here this afternoon that we have no legal 
right (for we all know that the civil law is founded on the law of God) — to take 
away this heritage of the poor. Iam sure that in a moral point of view you 
cannot, in conscience, thus invade the heritage of the poor. 

There is another thing which we should remember, and it has also been 
suggested this afternoon, that the safety of the people and the welfare of the 
city depend upon the entertainment of these lower, laboring classes, if you 
class them as such. What endangered the safety of Paris? Why, the mob, 
and communism. What have we to fear in the future? It is from the dis- 
content of a wronged and outraged people. How can we prevent this? 
By giving to these lower classes everything that they in right and justice 
demand; and nothing will so ensure the welfare and stability of the State as 
the blessings of the poor; nothing will bring trouble to it quicker than the 
cries of the poor (for, if we are allowed to quote them, the Scriptures tell us 
that the cries of the poor are heard before God), and we know, when they 
have risen up in their strength, that strongest thrones have crumbled to the 
dust. I know of only one spirit which animates this government, and that is 
the care of this class—those laboring people—who have entrusted their 
interests to your hands. Iam sure you will do everything that is honorable 
and just; and I am sure that you are not so wholly given up to utilitarianism 
as to consent to sacrifice so great a blessing to the poor as this. [Applause. ] 
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Mr. Rorrs. — What I have to say will be in a few words. I think that one 
of the things which ought to be settled is, that Boston Common should always 
be devoted to green grass and trees; nothing else should be allowed there. 
A few years ago, I remember that a mayor came from Newburyport and wanted 
to run a road through the Common; but such a preposterous proposition was 
denied. Then the proposition came to put the Coliseum on the Common; and 
that was denied. Now comes this application to hold this exhibition on the 
Common; and I do not see why, if it goes on there, there is any sort of reason 
for denying to other persons the right to do the same thing. Take the Taber- 
nacle on Tremont street, for instance: it is for the promotion of a higher 
object than this exhibition. Why not allow that to be placed there? The 
Common has always been set apart for the free use of the people; but if this 
precedent is once established, a permanent building like. this can easily be 
maintained there, if the city should ever have large parks. The parks in 
Europe, on which buildings are erected, are large, whereas the Common is 
very small, and we should be careful not to allow any encroachments upon it. 
In looking around this room, I believe that a majority of the people here are 
of the class who do not use the Common, but they believe that it should be 
preserved. I wrote a letter to my friend, Rev. Phillips Brooks, asking him to 
be here this afternoon, and I received an answer, which I will read. 


[Mr. Ropes read the following : —] 
Letters From Rev. Purriips Brooxs anp Rey. JAMES FREEMAN CLARKE. 


February 17, 1877. 


My pear Rorres:—I am sorry that I have an appointment for this after- 
noon which will not allow me to come to the hearing at the City Hall. If I 
could I would gladly be there to remonstrate against the use of the Common 
in the way that is proposed. There was a time when the Common was a 
luxury and pride. It is now a necessity to Boston, and anything that endan- 
gers its preservation is more to be dreaded and opposed as the city grows 
larger. That such a temporary use of it as is proposed does endanger its 
preservation there is no doubt. I hope the petition of the Mechanics’ Asso- 
ciation will not be granted. Most sincerely yours,

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(Mr. Smith then read the following letter from Rev. James Freeman 
Clarke : —] 


JAMAICA Prarn, Feb. 14, 1877. 


Dear Sir, —I am thoroughly, persistently, unalterably opposed to any 
scheme which looks toward using the Common for any other purpose than 
that of a park for the use of the men, women and children of Boston. Any man 
in the City Government who votes for such a scheme should never be re-elected 
to office. The Common belongs, above all, to the laboring classes; to those 
who have no country villas to retire to in the summer, no seashore retreats. 
It ought to be kept inviolate for their use; and the man who proposes to erect 
buildings on it, or to cut off any part of it, should be counted a public enemy.

Mr. Smitu. —I should like to ask Mr. Hamilton A. Hill, who is one of the 
trustees for another public ground which could be perfectly well used for this 
exhibition, to make a few remarks. 
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Mr. Hirt.— Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: — You may remember that a 
large and enthusiastic meeting was held in Faneuil Hall, in June last, to sup- 
port the broad and enlightened views of the Park Commissioners in reference 
to the laying out of new parks for the people of this metropolis. The key- 
note of that meeting was struck by the chairman, Mr. Joseph S. Ropes, an 
honored ex-president of the Boston Board of Trade, whom we are all happy 
to see here this afternoon, in his opening remarks, as follows : — - 


** Gentlemen, I was born in Boston, and I well remember the time when 
our cows were pastured on Boston Common; when the Back Bay was not a 
myth, but a reality, and when at least a portion of the summit of Beacon Hill 
was covered with green fields, on which were seen ‘‘raree shows” and travel- 
ling menageries. Since that time our city has grown and swelled, and stretched 
itself north and south, and east and west, striding over one arm of the sea, 
filling up another, swallowing the neighboring towns one by one, taking two 
mouthfuls for Roxbury, and one for Dorchester, and one for Charlestown and 
Brighton together, until it has expanded its population sevenfold, and its area 
almost seventy times seven, within fifty years. Yet there stands Boston Com- 
mon just where and just what it was— no larger, and, thank Heaven! as yet 
no smaller [loud applause] — than it was fifty years ago.” 


Dr. Shurtleff has well said: — 


‘*Perhaps there is no part of Boston in which its citizens feel more pride 
than in its Common.” 


And again : — 


«This tract has been kept under the control of the townsmen themselves, 
who have always been so jealous of their right to it that they have never sur- 
rendered it to the caprice of either town or city officials.” 


It is as friends of the Common, Mr. Chairman, that the remonstrants 
against the petition of the Mechanics’ Charitable Association appear before 
you to-day. 

Friends of the Common, but not antagonists of the Association referred to, 
whose members we respect, and whose objects and work we would commend, 
if words of commendation were needed from us, which they are not. 

This Association asks for the use of a portion of the Common for its exhibi- 
tion next autumn. We appear here to remonstrate against the granting of 
this request, and beg your attention to the following considerations : — 

First. Itis an open question whether the Association can do better than 
to continue to hold its exhibitions where they have been so successfully held 
for many years. 

On looking over the reports of the managers of these exhibitions, it appears 
that this question of change is not anew one. In the report of 1869 signed 
by Mr. Jonas Fitch, we read : — 
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‘¢ The question of a change inthe place of holding the exhibition was a matter 
which caused a great deal of anxious thought, occasioned by the erection of the 
Coliseum, designed for the successful Peace Jubilee, held in our city in June 
last. Many of the friends of our Association, both members and others, inter- 
ested not only in the success of our exhibition, but also zealous in anything 
that would promote the welfare of our city, were desirous that the exhibition 
should be held in the Coliseum. The whole matter came before the govern- 
ment, who gave it a careful investigation, and, after a lengthy consideration, it 
was decided that it was inexpedient to change the location already assigned. 
The government have had no reason to doubt the wisdom of the 
decision.” 


The last exhibition, that of 1874, held in the old place, would seem to have 
been the most successful of all the exhibitions of the Association. In the 
report of the managers, signed by Mr. Nath. Adams, it is said: — 


‘¢Tt was originally designed to close it on Wednesday evening, the 7th of 
October, but the continued interest of the public in the display, and the gen- 
erous offer of the contributors to allow their goods to remain ten days longer 
than at first contemplated, warranted the extension of the time, making the 
longest continuous exhibition under the Association’s auspices ever held.” 


It is true that, at the exhibition levee of 1874, allusion was made in several 
of the speeches to the necessity of erecting a suitable building in which the 
Association could hold its exhibitions; and the announcement was made amid 
applause, that arrangements were in progress for calling upon the merchants 
of Boston and others to aid the Association in such an enterprise. This sup- 
posed necessity, however, as we have seen, did not grow out of any want of 
success in connection with the exhibition then just closed, nor was it then pro- 
posed to erect the new building upon the Common. 

That past exhibitions have been successful in a pecuniary point of view is 
evident from the financial strength of the Association to-day. The fine build- 
ing on the corner of Chauncy and Bedford streets, built and owned by it, and 
valued at $300,000, is understood to be the substantial result 1n part, if not alto- 
gether, of them. 

Again, admitting that a change of place is desirable for the future exhibitions 
of the Association, we believe that there are other places, equally eligible 
with the site asked for on the Common. 

What is now the parade-ground used to be referred to in old times as ‘‘ the 
marsh at the bottom of the Common.” It was afterwards made solid, as we 
are told, with material of a most miscellaneous character. The probability is 
that piles would have to be driven there, for any such building as the Associa- 
tion would require. But I do not care to press this point. 

If asked to name other places, I should suggest the ground on which the 
Coliseum stood, and other sites on the Back Bay territory, the land on which 
Mr. Moody’s Tabernacle now stands, or the vacant land where was Fort Hill. 
This last tract was dedicated by the Legislature, in 1867, to purposes somewhat 
similar to those now under consideration. It was then hoped that a Trade 
Hall, or Manufacturers’ Exchange, might be established ‘‘ for the exposition and 
sale of goods and merchandise, chiefly of New England manufacture.” An 
association was chartered (Acts 1867, Chap. 55), and permission was given to 
it to ‘use and occupy any part of the open territory on Fort Hill so called, 
known as Washington square, for said purposes.” I happen to be one of the 
corporators of this association, and if I can do anything towards making it 
available for the proposed exhibition of 1877, I shall be most ready to do it. 

But, further, Mr. Chairman, whether any other place supposed to be better 
than that where these exhibitions have been hitherto held, can be found or not, 
we insist that, under no circumstances, should the use and occupancy of the 
Common be granted to them. 

The President of the Association has said that the question is, whether there 
shall be an exhibition on the Common, or none at all this year. Of course 
the Association can join the issue in this way, if it so determines, but it seems 
to us that the alternative should be stated in this way: Shall there be an ex- 
hibition in 1877, similar to the successful exhibitions of the past, and held 
where they have been held; or shall there be one, of a different character and 
on a larger scale, to be held elsewhere, if a better site can be procured? 
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We say, and we believe, that a large majority of the legal voters of Boston 
would say, if they could pass on the question, better, by far, that these popular 
exhibitions continue to be held where they have been, than that they be held 
hereafter on the Common. The officers of the Association are frank enough 
to say, that if their present request is complied with, they will ask for and ex- 
pectsto have the use of the Common henceforward during a part of every third 
year. Who inthis room doubts that this would naturally and almost inevitably 
lead to the erection of an immense permanent building there, for the frequently 
recurring uses of the Association, for other uses equally worthy of encourage- 
ment, and, as was so forcibly pointed out at the hearing on Saturday last, for 
still other purposes less worthy of encouragement, against which it would be 
found impracticable to discriminate? Are the people of Boston, Mr. Chair- 
man, prepared for this? Do they desire to see Boston Common covered 
with public buildings, as is the old City Park in New York? 

I hold in my hand a letter from a distinguished practitioner of this city, Dr. 
Edward H. Clarke, which I am permitted to read, and which forcibly illustrates 
the danger of taking the first false step in this matter. 

Some one has suggested that Philadelphia has given us an example, in allow- 
ing the Centennial Exhibition to be held in Fairmount Park, which we may 
well follow, with the Mechanics’ Exhibition in this city. Mr. Chairman, the 
City of Philadelphia has indeed set an example, well worthy of imitation by us, 
in her broad and liberal policy with regard to public parks. Let us follow it; 
and when we can point to three or four thousand acres set apart for the health 
and recreation of the people, it will be time enough to consider whether we 
shall allow buildings to be placed on any part of them. 

In this connection I should like to answer the question put by the honorable 
member of the committee (Alderman Robinson), in reference to the exhibi- 
tion in Paris, in 1867, and the use of the Champ de Mars. Itisa part of the 
property known as the Ecole Militaire, near where the remains of the great 
Emperor Napoleon are buried. This piece of ground in front of the building 
is the parade-ground for the exercise of the troops, and belongs to the govern- 
ment of France, and not to the people. The people used it when the govern- 
ment was not using it for military purposes, and in 1867 the government set it 
apart for the purpose of the very brilliant exhibition which was held in the 
French capital. Now, one word in regard to the Champs Elysées. The 
first time I walked through it, when a boy, there was not a building upon it; 
and you had to go beyond the beautiful arch at the end of it to get to the circus 
outside. But one building after another was allowed to go up, until there is a 
series of structures of various kinds, so that now, as you walk from one end to 
the other, you see cafés, concert-rooms, and all sorts of exhibitions; and all 
the old beauty is gone. Those who have been in Paris recently, and who were 
in Paris thirty years ago, know of the change which has come over it. I do 
not think that any one wants to see Boston Common made like the Champs 
Elysées. 

The people of Boston have given unmistakable evidence that they desire 
and expect to have more land than they now enjoy for park purposes, not less. 
As you know, Mr. Chairman, they have so voted, and they have so said in one 
of the most thoroughly representative and enthusiastic meetings lately held in 
Faneuil Hall. They have not been met in this desire as they hoped to be 
met; nothing has yet been done to extend the area of our public grounds, 
now so circumscribed and insufficient. Could you get at the views of our 
fellow-citizens who crowded the meeting referred to, and of thousands who 
were not there, but who sympathized with them, you would hear an earnest 
and emphatic protest against this proposal to deprive them of some of the few 
park privileges which they now possess, and to endanger them all. 

Mr. Chairman, by refusing compliance with the request of the Mechanics’ 
Charitable Association, you will raise no difficult questions; you will estab- 
lish no dangerous precedents; you will imperil no public interests. By 
acceding to it, you will take, to say the very best of it, a step of doubtful 
expediency, of doubtful legality, of doubtful right. Permit me, with all 
respect, to commend a safe old maxim to the consideration of the committee: 
When you are in serious doubt as to what you ought to do, po NoTHING. 
[ Applause. ] yA 

Mr. Hitt read the following 
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LETTER FROM Dr. Epwarp H. CLarkn. 


18 Arlington street, Feb. 11, 1877. 


Dear Srr:—I am happy to acknowledge the receipt of your note of the 
8th inst., informing me of a proposed hearing, by the City Council, of remon- 
strants against the occupancy of a part of the Common, by the Mechanics’ 
Charitable Association, and adding, ‘‘ We should be very glad to receive a 
note from you to be read at the hearing, if you are in sympathy with the 
remonstrants.’ 

I dare not flatter myself that anything I can say on the matter would exert 
any influence upon the City Council; but, if it would, I should regard it alike 
as a privilege and a duty to say it, and to ask the city fathers to hesitate 
before granting the permission. ‘The story is told of a Scotchman, whose 
friends remonstrated with him for not setting up a carriage in conformity with 
his wife’s request, to whom he replied, ‘‘ It is not the cost of the carriage I am 
thinking of, but of what goes with it and comes after it.” And so with the 
city, and the request of the petitioners, it is not the building on the Common 
which is to be thought of, but of what goes with it and will come after it. We 
cannot guard too diligently against the slightest infringement, or possible 
future curtailment of the few open spaces we possess. After the first step, all 
is easy. An attractive, temporary building, the curious treasures of which 
will draw crowds to visit it, would easily pave the way for a permanent 
structure on the site of the temporary one; and that, for many others. Once 
occupied, the place would be so convenient that it would be a pity not to utilize 
it for similar structures. ‘That parsimony which sees extravagance and 
increased taxation, instead of health, economy and diminished taxation, in 
parks, would grasp the earliest opportunity to confiscate the Common to streets 
and buildings, and would shelter itself behind the flimsiest excuses for doing 
so. I once heard a lively Bostonian expatiate, with earnestness and enthu- 
siasm, on the good time which he prophesied would come, when the useless 
waste of the Common, now a financial burden on the backs of tax-payers, 
would be occupied with handsome streets and stately warehouses, from which 
the City Treasury would draw fabulous sums of money, to the great relief of 
the taxable inhabitants. It is to be hoped that the good sense of the citizens 
of Boston, and of the city government, will prevent the accomplishment of 
any such prophecy as this; but neither the citizens nor the government can 
be too vigilant in guarding against its possible fulfilment. Resist the begin- 
nings of encroachment and of danger, is a principle as true now as it was 
among the ancients; as applicable to Boston as to Rome.

QUESTIONS ANSWERED BY Mr. Hamittron A. Hitt. 


@. (By Alderman Roginson.) Did I understand you to say that the 
Champ de Mars and the Champs Elysées are one and the same place? 

A. No, sir; I said that the Champ de Mars lay near to the Hotel des 
Invalides. 

@. Are they not more than two miles apart? 

A. No, sir; I understand it is part of the military axthbEhonont! they are 
in the same neighborhood. The troops are exercised on the Champ de Mars. 
That is the parade ground of the French army. 

Mr. Smitn. — Mr. Chairman, as there seems to be a great deal of interest 
felt in the Champ de Mars, I will call Mr. Adams, who was brought up on the 
Champ de Mars, and let him tell how far it is from the Champs Elysées and 
the Jardin Mabille. 


STATEMENT OF JuLIUS ADAMS. - 


Mr. Apams. —I shall not undertake to say how far the Champ de Mars is 
from the Champs Elysées, for I do not recollect the exact distance; but, as 
I understand the Champ de Mars, it is the parade ground of Zcole Militaire, 
or Military School. It has not ‘a tree upon it; it is simply a flat piece of 


\ 
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ground, a large plain, and on that account, when there are any military 
reviews in the city of Paris, they take place there. I recollect seeing the 
review there after the war in Italy, when it was said there were fifty or sixty 
thousand troops on the ground. But the Champ de Mars has no buildings 
upon it; none have ever been erected there, and I do not think the govern- 
ment would allow any to be erected there, except the exhibition that took 
place there at one time. It has no relation to, or connection with, the Champs 
Elysées. 

(By Alderman Ropinson.) Is it connected with the Hotel des In- 
valides? 

A. I do not recollect whether that has anything to do with it or not. The 
Champs Elysées, as I understand it, is simply a street leading from the Place 
de Concorde to another street which goes through the Bois de Boulogne. On 
the borders of that street are erected various buildings. 

In 1857 they erected the exhibition building, which is now allotted to the 
holding of exhibitions of colonial produce, and something of that sort. But 
there is also on the Champs Elysées, or upon the border of it — it can hardly 
be said to be on the Champs Elysées itself, for if the government should 
undertake to erect any buildings upon the Champs Elysées itself they would 
find the people erecting barricades and resisting —a building which is now 
used for little exhibitions, such as the Punch-and-Judy show. 

I must say, Mr. Chairman, now that I am on my feet, that I oppose the 
placing of this building upon the parade-ground on the Common. I oppose it, 
because it is a bad precedent to establish. 

If this building is erected, there is no reason at all why it should not con- 
tinue there, because if it is once built it may be then urged upon the Board 
of Aldermen that the expense of placing it there has been great; that an ex- 
hibition is to occur there at another time, and therefore the expense of taking 
it down should be dispensed with, and it may continue there forever. 

We people who occupy the Common during the summer months — for I 
occasionally go there myself — do decidedly object to having this class of ex- 
hibitions there particularly. It is an exhibition which entails smoke and 
noise. There must be an engine there, and that must have fire and smoke; 
and if they are to carry out the exhibition as they have heretofore, there must 
be shafting and all the multifarious machinery which go to make up that class 
of buildings. 

I believe that the mechanics of this City of Boston, after having worked 
through the week — when they get work to do —in the shop, using the ham- 
mer or attending to machinery, or whatever else, when the Sabbath comes, or 
if they desire to take recreation in the evening, do not care to be disturbed 
by the noise of machinery; that. they care for rest, and that they do not care 
to be disturbed by the noise heard during the week. Neither do they care to 
smell the smoke, nor hear the noise of the machinery. 

They desire to look upon the green grass, and flowering trees, and hear the 
singing of the birds; and, further yet, they desire to have some young lady com- 
panion and hear her noise rather than any trip-hammer, or anything of that sort. 
I do not know as I can add anything to what has already been said, but I must 
say that it is a surprise to me that the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanics’ | 
Association should come here and propose any such measure. Why, Mr. 
Chairman, I would suppose that the Mechanics’ Charitable Association was an 
association for the advancement of the City of Boston. The mechanics of the 
City of Boston desire to preserve that Common; they always have, and they 
always will. But the Mechanics’ Association simply comes here for one pur- 
pose, and that simple purpose is to save money. That is all there is in it; 
that is all there is of it. But the Common was not established for the pur- 
pose of saving money. We perfectly well understand that all similar pro- 
jects that have come before the City Government in the past would have saved 
money, if carried out. We perfectly well understand that, if the Common 
were divided into building lots and sold, that would pay off the public 
debt. But, Mr. Chairman, the City of Boston, the people of Boston, are nof 
going to allow anything of that sort; and I am surprised that the Board ot 
Aldermen of the City of Boston should give any serious attention to apy such 

petition. 
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STATEMENT OF Tuomas J. GARGAN. 


Mr. GarGcan. — We have heard an argument from a member of the legal 
profession that is calculated to throw some light upon the legal aspect of the 
question; but I am afraid, after the spectacle we have had at the national 
capital, — fifteen men who are lawyers, and seven on one side and eight on the 
other, as to what is the meaning of the constitution of the country, — that a 
legal opinion on this matter would not have much legal effect. I am opposed 
to the erection of a building on the Common, for this reason: Because I 
believe it to be a public reservation, set apart for public uses. Now, the 
question for this committee to decide is, Is the purpose for which it is asked 
one of those public uses for which the Common was intended? Let us be just 
and fair to the petitioners. No doubt they are respectable, public-spirited men, 
who have taken a great interest in public affairs. I know them to be such. 
The petition purports to come from the Association; but the worthy president 
has not signed it in behalf of the Association. It is signed by Mr. ‘‘ Joseph F. 
Paul, President,” and he says he appears in behalf of the Association and 
the citizens of Boston. Well, it is said it is going to establish a precedent. 
If it is a good precedent, establish it; if it is a bad precedent, it ought not to 
be established. Well, now, what do they ask? 'Theyask, as has been stated, 
for four or five acres of a public reservation, ground that has been set apart 
as a breathing spot, where the humblest people may go and get air. It may 
be charged here that most of the men who have appeared before the committee 
in opposition are men of respectability and capital. So much more ought they 
to be entitled to credit. They are not here for their own comfort and con- 
venience. They are here that others may be benefited; and I commend them 
for their interest in the masses of the people. But I come here to speak, ina 
measure, for the mass of the people, who ask that this building be not put there. 
Oh, but itis said that in times past, there have been flower-shows, circuses and 
menageries on that ground. 

If they had never been there, the gentlemen asking for this would not have 
had a bad precedent to quote; and because that has been done, they come and 
ask for it for their own use. They say they only want a temporary building; 
that there are to be no foundations, no piles driven, and that they will not 
interfere with the trees and shrubbery. Now, what.is a Mechanics’ Exhibition? 
It is an exhibition where machinery of all kinds is shown; it is buta large 
work-shop. How do they propose to put a boiler there and an engine to run 
the machinery, without a foundation? But if they put it there without a foun- 
dation, you have gone one step further. You consented to a tent, and if you 
consent to a building without a foundation, the next step is to put a building 
there with a foundation. But it is said this building is to be taken away at the 
end of the exhibition, and put up in sections elsewhere. The fact has been 
quoted that a building was put on the Champs Elysées, in front of the Hotel 
des Invalides. But how was it put there? It was put there by the Emperor 
of the French, in violation of law, for a temporary purpose; and it remains 
there to-day. That is the way to establish a dangerous precedent in the City 
of Boston. Here we have in the centre of the City of Boston a park of forty 
acres, and you cannot put yourselves upon record in favor of this petition. 
We have made too many bad records in the State and nation; so let us move 
cautiously. I know that no gentleman here can be influenced by the fact that 
his action here may cost him his re-election to the city government. ‘That is 
a small matter. But Ido believe there is not a man on this committee who- 
will place himself upon record, no matter what may be the result, but believes 
that the verdict of his fellow-citizens will be against such action. 

Let us not establish this bad precedent simply for the purpose of keeping 
the balance of trade in our favor. It is said it is going to bring trade to Bos- 
ton. Why, that was the argument used for the first jubilee, and for the second 
one. Perhaps some of the merchants of Boston can tell, by their cost, how 
much trade they got by the Peace Jubilee. It is, perhaps, a good argument 
to use to bring trade. And I have no doubt many gentlemen would like to 
have that large piece of ground leased, for it would pay one-fourth of the taxes 
assessed upon the city. But we should not encroach upon the rights of those 
people Who have no other place to go. You may say it is all sentiment. 
There must be sentiment. It makes history. The sentiment of our citizens” 
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saved the Old South Church, and erected Bunker Hill Monument. We must 
have places for recreation in order to produce the best condition of health. 
Let me ask you, gentlemen, if there is no other consideration than business? 
Do not record your verdict in favor of desecrating the Common. 


STATEMENT OF Dr. HopaGsEs. 


Dr. Hopvcxrs. — I can add little, if anything, to what has been so well and 
emphatically said by the remonstrants, and certainly it would be very com- 
monplace for me to repeat the arguments made in this room by so many minds 
in regard to the healthful and sanitary influence of parks and commons. But 
I should be glad to call your attention to the fact that few persons, except 
physicians, can realize to what extent the Common is used by the invalids, by 
thousands, and by aged people, for their brief and short walks. This propo- 
sition to plant a large building upon the parade ground, apart from the general 
objection that might be urged against it, closes a very large portion of the 
entrances to the Common, if not to the Public Garden, and therefore it restricts 
the use of the Common for one of its most important purposes. Then, again, 
sir, it is also with difficulty that the Common is kept in the wholesome and salu- 
brious condition in which it must be in order to promote the health of those 
who resort to it for pleasure and health. It costs a great deal to keep it clean 
and tidy, as it must.be, with those ends in view. A very considerable body of 
police are stationed there during the whole week to prevent any one from 
sitting down on the grass, to prevent any one from trespassing on the green 
sod, in order that it may be kept in condition to have it of some use when that 
privilege is granted to the citizens of Boston. A number of people will resort 
to this exhibition; the employés and exhibitors alone will constitute a large 
body of people. Many of the visitors will come from the city, but probably 
the larger portion of them will come from the country; they will bring their 
lunches and food with them, and we shall certainly have a result that is dan- 
gerous to the public health, or to the health of the people who feel compelled 
to resort to it, and have resorted to it for so many years for their very little 
airing. I only wish to emphasize, from this point of view, the objections 
made to this use of the Common. I certainly join heartily with everybody 
else who has objected. But this proposition comes more pertinently from a 
physician than from some one else, and I trust that the remonstrants will be 
heard, and their petition granted. 


STATEMENT OF RICHARD OLNEY. 


Mr. Ouney. — Mr. Chairman: —I shall detain the committee but a few 
moments; but so much has been said and well said, I am not certain but that I 
ought not to trouble the committee at all. I do desire to say, however, that so 
far as I know, the remonstrants — or so far as I represent any of them — do 
not come here to undervalue the ‘Mechanics’ Association or the objects for 
which it was incorporated; they did not come here to deny its usefulness. They 
fully appreciate the beneficence of its aims and objects; and I, for one, — and 
I know the remonstrants believe with me, —do not pretend to impute to the 
officers of the Association, who have made the application that we are consider- 
ing, anything but the best possible motives. On the other hand, I realize and 
believe the remonstrants generally believe that this petition is made and 
pressed in entire good faith, because the petitioners believe that the laudable 
objects of the Association will be promoted by the granting of it, and that the 
public interest requires that it be granted. 

The remonstrants, I believe, will concede that. While doing it, however, 
they do insist that the petition is a mistake; they do insist that the petitioners 
have been misled by their excessive zeal for the particular objects of the Asso- 
ciation, and have thus overlooked other objects of at least equal importance. 
And I desire to say that I believe that their grounds of objection are, in the first 
place, that it would be unwise to grant it under any circumstances ; and, in the . 
next place, it is not within the province of the city government to grant the 
petition, if it were convinced that it would be wise to do so. Now comes the 
first point, —the impolicy of granting the petition —I shall dwell omit only a 
single moment. 
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The obvious and leading considerations affect ng it have been so forcibly 
presented already that if any others remain to be stated, there are plenty of 
gentlemen here to do more ample justice to them than I can. I will only say 
that the petition applies for the exclusive use, by these petitioners, of four 
acres of the Common during four months of that season of the year when it 
is most frequented and enjoyed; to deface the most ornamental part of the 
city for so long a time by a structure which, however well adapted to its par- 
ticular purposes, cannot be anything but a blotch and disfigurement in that 
place, and, with its surroundings, to deprive the boys and the youths of their 
play-ground; to take from three hundred and fifty thousand people one-tenth 
of the forty acres which, for one-fourth of the year, is their only refuge from 
the heats of midsummer, and but for which they would scarcely know there 
are such things as trees and leaves and flowers. 

To do this, we have no other exigency except the request of a corporation 
which, however worthy its aims and objects, is not an object of charity, and is 
wealthy enough to carry on its exhibition just where it pleases. You will see 
that the consequence of doing this seems to be in the highest degree unwise, 
and, so far as a large class of the population is concerned, an absolute infringe- 
ment of their rights; and it is to be borne in mind, as has already been ob- 
served here, that those most interested against this petition are not represented 
here, except by proxy; they are those whose daily labor must earn each day’s 
bread; who have not gardens and play-grounds and lawns of their own; who 
cannot take wings and go to the seashore in the dog-days, and to whom this 
public Common gives the only glimpse of the bloom of summer, and that it 
is their only chance for fresh air. It is this class of our population whose 
interests are especially at stake now and involved by this petition, and who 
cannot come here to this City Hall and attend this hearing; and whom, there- 
fore, it becomes the city fathers to protect with a special vigilance, because of 
their enforced silence. But I pass over that, and come to the other considera- 
tidn: Is it within your province, as representing the city government, to do 
what the petition has asked? I confess that I do not see where you get or 
derive any such power. 

The clause of the city charter which forbids your leasing the Common, or 
any part of it, has already been quoted, and it may be well contended that the 
exclusive occupation of the Common for so long a time by a private corpora- 
tion is in direct conflict with the express provision of the city charter. Cer- 
tainly that provision is a mere nullity if it merely means that you cannot give 
to them a formal lease, but by the vote of two branches you may give them 
exclusive rights in the Common which they can have ina lease. If that is 
the result of this provision of the city charter, it had better be expunged at 
once, for it is a cheat and a delusion. But I do not care to pursue it further. 
It will have to be decided by the courts of law. 

But there is another thing: In dealing with this Common, the city govern- 
ment is acting as the trustees of the public, the terms of whose trust have been 
definitely settled by universal acquiescence for a great and indefinite length of 
time. The city holds the Common not merely for the general public benefit, 
but for the benefit of the public in a prescribed and particular way. It might 
be shown to be of the greatest possible benefit that the city should cover the 
whole Common with shops and buildings, occupied by tenants at will, and that 
the rent received should be applied to the reduction of the taxes of the poor. 
Suppose that were demonstrated to be the best possible thing for the public to 


do with the Common; would any man contend that the city has power to dis-- 


pose of it in that way? Of course no one will; and the reason is that the city 
holds the Common not on a general trust to benefit the poor in any way it may 
see fit, but in a prescribed and particular trust, and to benefit the public in a 
prescribed and particular way; and that precise and particular trust is that it 
shall always be kept open as a public Common and public ground for the use, 
comfort and enjoyment of all the inhabitants. The care and custody of the 
Common is committed, by the city charter, to the City Council; not that it 

may deviate from, but that it may carry out, the precise and particular trust 
which I have cited ; that it may see that it is kept up, and that it is not en- 
croached or depredated upon or put to any other use. When, therefore, the 
petitioners ask you to shut out the public from a large part of the Common, to 


roof it i and give the exclusive use of it for a long time to a private corpora- 
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tion, it is simply asking you to commit a breach of the trust upon which the 
city holds the Common. And there is another matter: If you should think 
that the public good would be best promoted for a given length of time, by 
allowing the Mechanics’ Association to use it for the purpose for which they 
want it, you are bound to say that it is not competent in the premises for you 
to do the thing they want, for the city government are not authorized to pro- 
mote the public good in that way. 

It holds the Common upon a strict trust for a precise and particular pur- 
pose, and it has not the liberty to sanction the use of the Common against the 
uses for which the Common is devoted in accordance with that particular 
trust. Iam taking more time than I meant or expected to, and I will only 
say this in conclusion: That it is of the utmost importance that no precedent 
should be established of the kind which would be established by granting this 
petition. Once let an application of this sort succeed, and you open the doors 
to similar applications without number for all sorts of purposes, and you will 
never know when or where you will be able to stop. You may think that you, 
as members of the present city government, can deal with such an application 
for the appropriation of the Common, and that the Common will be safe in 
your hands; but what about your successors? What guaranty of their ac- 
tion? What security can you give that future city governments will not 
parcel off the ground and use the Common for purposes which you and all fair- 
minded men regard as improper? The only safety is in not setting the exam- 
ple; in not making the precedent; in taking the true and just and distinct 
ground that this Common is held for a certain prescribed and definite purpose, 
and that it is not to be devoted to any other use. 


STATEMENT OF Dr. J. CoLLIN WARREN. 


Dr. Warren. —I want to say something against this project, and add my 
testimony to that of Dr. Hodges, of the great advantage which the Common is 
to people in want of health. But there are sanitary considerations to be 
thought of besides the one which he alluded to. The Common is a very valua- 
ble part of the city as a purifier of the atmosphere of the city. The grass and 
the leaves of the trees, I need hardly tell you, have a sanitary influence which 
is of no small amount. The gases which escape from the manufactories and 
houses are very deleterious, and they are affected by the oxygen from such 
large spaces as the Common. As you all know, we have a high death-rate in 
this city, and are laboring under sanitary disadvantages. You will remember 
that a few years ago there was a large volume of impure air exhaled which 
had a deleterious effect. For that purpose the Common should be kept in as 
high a degree of cultivation as possible. The grass should be kept at the 
maximum, and should not be allowed to lie around on the ground. It was, 
therefore, with great satisfaction that I witnessed, last sammer, the alteration 
of the parade ground from a barren waste to a large green lawn, exhaling 
pure gases, which added largely to the sanitary effect produced by the Common. 
Now, sir, if we put a large building, as is advocated to-day, — the size of which 
appalled me when I first heard of it, —on this beautiful lawn, which we, at 
considerable expense, have succeeded in perfecting, what will be the result ? 
A gentlemen has alluded to the fact that there will be no foundations. But, 
sir, there will not only have to be foundations for the machinery, but privies, 
and trenches to take away the refuse of all kinds, which will have to be dis- 
posed of. Many of you will recollect — unfortunately in your own families — 
the effects of the bad drainage at the Centennial in Philadelphia. It was due 
to the unusual restraint placed upon the system of disposing of the sewage 
from that part of the city, and it is a well-known fact that disease was bred by 
the imperfect arrangements. It was less generally dwelt upon in this country 
than in other countries. Some of the English journals I have seen laid great 
stress upon the imperfect arrangements for drainage. We have not succeeded 
in carrying out sanitary measures to the same extent that they have in Eng- 
land; hence, they are surprised. It appears, therefore, to-day, that the drain- 
age of this city is not so perfect as to insure the air of the Common beyond 
infection. You will remember when the greater portion of the parade ground 
was a sheet of water. It has hardly disappeared; but the ground /ias been 
gradually made more solid, until last year it was brought toa state of perfection 
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It is uncertain whether the drainage on sucha tract of land as that could all be 
carried off, and the consequence would be a gradual infection of this tract 
of land, which, I think, would be deleterious. I have not alluded to the fears 
that some others have expressed, of the gradual extermination of the Common. 
I think the precedent, from a sanitary point of view, will be an exceedingly 
dangerous one. 

Mr. Smrrx. —I should like to call upon ex-Alderman Brooks, who was a 
member of the City Council at the time of the Coliseum, and, as I understand 
it, he was upon the committee to consider that question. I understand that 
they received some advice from the city solicitor, and I should like to ask 
him about it. 


STATEMENT OF EX-ALDERMAN Wm. F. Brooks. 


Mr. Brooks. —I don’t know —I would say right here, that I had the 
honor to serve upon the Committee on Common three years, while a member 
of the government, being associated with the present Chairman of the coms 
mittee — I hardly know what I can say in this matter that hasn't already been 
said. There have been so many points raised here, I don’t know what I can 
add. I think it was in 1871 when the petition or request came to that commit- 
tee for the purpose of erecting temporary buildings on the Common, fronting 
Tremont street. At that time I think the city solicitor, —I am quite certain 
that he gave it as his opinion that the committee could not exercise that right 
to allow any temporary building to be placed upon the Common. While I re- 
spect and appreciate this Association as much as any gentleman can who has 
asked for this privilege, I certainly oppose it. I think there are other grounds 
in the City of Boston that they could occupy as well as this. Now, Mr. Chair- 
man, in order to erect and place this building upon the ground there must nec- 
essarily be a very large amount of teaming off and on the Common; and the 
cutting of the ground up, all you gentlemen well know, must be very severe 
onthe Common. A great many heavy pieces of machinery are to be carted 
to and from this building, providing this permit is granted. There is another 
thing that the committee have done since I left it: they have cut off the play- 
ground from the boys. When it could not be granted for the boys, it should 
not be granted for this purpose at least. They have a prior right over this 
institution to the use of this Common, as it was set apart, in my judgment; 
and I hope you will not grant this permit; in other words, that you will give 
the petitioners leave to withdraw. I can conceive that if we open the door, as 
has been said here, — if you do so, they will come and make the same request 
at the expiration of every three years, not only for this purpose, but, we might 
say, for many others which have been enumerated here to-night. A sugges- 
‘tion has been made that they might purchase the building now occupied by 
Mr. Moody and Mr. Sankey. It has been proposed that that building might 
be purchased for this purpose, and perhaps they may want that building con- 
tinued a longer time than this institution might be able to wait. I hope their 
good work will find a use for this building, so that they will not want to let it 
for such a purpose. I certainly look upon this, in every sense of the word, 
as a request that should not, under any circumstances, be granted for the pur- 
pose for which it is asked. 


STATEMENT OF Pror. W. EVERETT. 


Pror. Everett.—I do not know whether, strictly speaking, I have 
any right to appear in these premises, literal or moral, as I am not at 
present a citizen of Boston, although I was a Latin School boy, have been 
defeated as a candidate for the School Committee, served on a Suffolk 
Grand Jury, and paid taxes in this city for some years. But, as we were 
reminded by Mr. John C. Ropes, that on one occasion his Honor the Mayor of 
Newburyport was allowed to come here and try to prove to the citizens of 
Boston that it was for the interests of commerce that Columbus avenue should 
be extended to Park-street church, perhaps, by parity of precedent, you will 
allow 4 citizen of Cambridge to enter a protest against a committee of the 
City Council’s trying to take away from the neighbors of Boston one of the 
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greatest satisfactions in living in her neighborhood. We who live in the adjoin- 
ing towns, which have not had the privilege of being annexed to Boston, but, 
like myself, do enjoy the privilege of living in Cambridge and paying taxes 
three dollars more on a thousand than do the citizens of Boston, — we who are 
obliged to come into Boston, from time to time, on business, —we, sir, feel 
that we can go through the streets of Boston on business, from one end to 
another, and enjoy the comparison with the streets of other cities where we 
live, or have lived, and we appreciate the fact that right in the middle of 
Boston is this green, open space of forty-five acres, which relieves our vehicles 
and our feet, and makes our business easier and lighter. 

We experience a more solid satisfaction in transacting business in Boston 
than we do in any other city. We are glad to be near Boston, and we are 
glad of it on account of the Common. Its trees and its turf are actual physi- 
cal benefits, and we are better and stronger because of having this place to 
avail ourselves of. re 

I was obliged to remain in Cambridge all last summer. I did not go to the 
Centennial; and I feel myself rather an aristocrat on that account. I was 
obliged to come to Boston all through the hot weather, and do business; and I 
felt that the heat in Boston was relieved by the fact that I was so near the 
Common, and that the bracing influence of the Common was helping me. _ It 
was said, in the course of the hearing, the other night, that those who live 
near the Common were most interested in this question. On the contrary, that 
is not the case, for those who live ‘near the Common are mostly rich men, with 
a hundred places to which they can go for relief during the hot season. It is 
those who do not live near the Common that most feel its attractiveness. 
Those who live in other towns, where there is less free space than in Boston, 
come into Boston when the rich residents around the Common are gone, and 
enjoy the privileges that the Common gives them; still more those who live 
in the less airy streets of the city proper; and they feel that it is almost as 
good as living on Beacon or Boylston street, if they have this place to go to. 

But I am almost inclined to think that, independent of any opinion of their 
own, the assessors have fancied that the residents near the Common have a 
fee simple in it, for they have taxed the residences on Beacon and Park streets 
far higher on that account, which shows that in their eyes the fact of being 
near the Common has a money value. If you are going to change the charac- 
ter of the Common, those houses in Beacon street will lose their value, their 
existing valuation will never stand, and the city will lose a large sum in taxes. 
When it was said that those who live near the Common think they own the fee 
simple in it, I think those words must have been put in to give a legal air to 
the sentence, because ‘fee simple” is a legal term; and it sounds well in such 
a phrase. If the gentleman who said that is bound to use the terms of 
English law, he had better look back and see what Common means in the old 
law of real estate in England; he had better see what rights the inhabitants 
had in a place that was Common land. He would see that in the most lawless 
time in English history, the lords of the manor were slow to deprive the people 
of their rights in a Common. For Common is as well-known a term as any, 
in English law; as fee simple or tenant in tail after possibility of issue extinct. 
When somewhat of the old English independence had departed, the enclosure 
acts began to abridge the English people of their rights of Common, from year 
to year, and they have been often recognized as among the greatest acts of 
oppression which the aristocracy put upon the people. 

I do not want to consider, with reference to the erection of buildings in 
Paris, whether the Champ de Mars is precisely the same thing as Boston 
Common. I do not care to consider whether a place which occupies many 
hundred acres is the same as a place of forty-five acres; whether a place bare 
of grass and trees upon the outskirts of Paris is the same as a planted park in 
the middle of Boston; whether an open space on the edge of a city which has 
the Bois de Boulogne, the Bois de Vincennes, the Park Monceaux, the Tuil- 
eries Gardens and the Champs Elysées, can be classed as the peer of Boston 
Common. It is enough to say that whatever has been done by the Imperial 
Government of Paris is no precedent for the City of Boston. If we are going 
to repeat Paris in Boston, remember it is as easy to build up a Commune in 
Boston as in Paris; andif the rights of the poor men are to be en¢roached 
upon in Boston, the next thing you will be having barricades in the streets. 
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Such high-handed policy is a thing alien to the genius of American institu- 
tions. The principal fear which I have now in the way of tyranny is the 
tyranny of corporations, of which we have so many in this country, and which 
are fast taking away the people’s rights. 

I might say, Mr. Chairman, I do not want to argue this matter, because, in 
fact, I do not know how to argue it. I simply know this petition is disliked 
by a body of men who have a right to say so without giving reasons. 

The whole number of the citizens of Boston have a legal and a moral right 
in the Common. It belongs to them, and when you come and propose that a 
limited number of persons shall take away some of that right, it does not make 
any difference whether it be for good reasons or not; whether the object be a 
good and honorable, or a bad one. It is enough that we do not want the thing 
to be taken away. Suppose a man came to me and proposed that some 
theatricals should be performed in my church. He might urge that the old 
prejudices against such things were dying out; that in many places in Europe 
plays had been acted in churches and cathedrals; that the play is a moral 
play, showing the progress of drunkenness; he might say that many religious 
ceremonies differ but little in style from theatricals, and that the cause of 
religion would be promoted by having theatricals in the church. I should say 
that theatricals were never meant for a church, and that the church is not 
meant for a theatre; and until you have got the consent of every parishioner 
you have no right to turn the church to any other purposes than those it was 
built for. This Common is meant for a Common; for an open space, and it 
is not meant for buildings. It belongs to the whole City of Boston, and until 
every citizen has given up his portion of that Common, or until you have had 
his part set off to him by an enclosure act, you have no right to invade it. 
Suppose you go down to the neighborhood of North street, or Hanover street, 
and cleared away some of those buildings now used for trifling, or even infa- 
mous purposes; suppose you lay it waste there, and then put up this building 
of the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanics’ Association. It would be near 
the horse-cars, deep water, the freight and passenger stations of four railroads, 
and be admirably situated for carrying on a fair. Moreover, you would clear 
away buildings for which there is no use now. People would say that ground 
is property; it is occupied; you have no right to take it, except by act of the 
Legislature; no matter if the buildings are not used, you have no right to 
tear them down and occupy the land, even for a good purpose. Sir, the 
Common is property; the Common is occupied. The fact that there are no 
buildings on it does not make it unoccupied. The purpose of the Common is 
that it shall be open, and while it is open it is occupied; and when it is shut 
up its purpose is invaded. Our free air and light and trees are things that 
require the whole space and more. It is not only occupied, but it is much 
more than occupied; it is crowded. It is acknowledged that we need more 
open spaces. ‘The purpose of the Common is but eight-ninths fulfilled if you 
give this Association five acres of it; and where you put a building up there 
for a limited number of persons, you are just as much carrying out an illegal 
measure as if you were going down to the north end to tear down the houses 
and put up a building for this fair. 

No, sir, it will not do to say we will give you an equivalent, and that it will 
be of more benefit to the citizens of Boston to have the fair on the Common. 
The citizens of Boston have a right to use the Common as it is. Nay, sir, 
they have got the right of way over it, and I am strongly inclined to think it 
will be invading the right of way to put a building there, because it will cross 
the path that many use, and have used for twenty years in’ going from Beacon 
street to Boylston street; and if you put up a building covering four acres of 
land you are trenching on easements that can be enforced in the courts of law. 
But, be that.as it may, we have this Common, and we are satisfied with it as 
it is; we do not want it in any other form. Allusion has been made to taking 
away the boys’ play-ground. I am sorry that it should have been done, but 
it had to be done, because the boy’s playing games invaded the rights of 
citizens who wished to walk across the Common; and therefore we took away 
the rights of a limited number in order that the rights of a majority on the 
Common might be maintained. Just so, if you put up this building you take 
away thé rights of a majority of the citizens of Boston in that part of the 
Common. 
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Two centuries ago, sir, when it was proposed to weaken some of the legal 
securities of the church of England, it was promised that her members should 
have an equivalent. Onwhich Lord Halifax remarked, ‘‘ My nose is probably 
the ugliest nose in England; but I have got it; it is attached to my face, and I 
can use it. No man shall cut it off on promise of an equivalent.” 

One word more: Suppose it were proposed to build in the middle of 
Chestnut-Hill reservoir and sink foundations so as to take out two or three 
acres of the water, I suppose it would be objected to because that place is 
set aside for a water-reservoir. The Common is your air-reservoir, sir. It is 
the reservoir of fresh air that the City of Boston needs to purify itself, as Dr. 
Hodges and Dr. Warren have told you, from the pestilent airs that come out 
of a great city. You cannot afford to fill up or cut out the least part of it. 
Gentlemen, I thank you for the great patiencé with which you have heard a 
citizen of Cambridge. Harvard College and Cambridge feel that they depend 
for life upon the City of Boston; and Cambridge, having but a paltry seven 
acres of park, they cannot afford to have any of the forty-five in Boston 
Common taken away. 

Mr. Smiru. — How long is it the pleasure of the committee to go on? 

The Cuarrman. — The Chair would state that it is his pleasure to sit here 
until church time to-morrow. 

Mr. Smiru. —I wanted to know whether to go on and finish the hearing to- 
night, because I have a large number of gentlemen who would like to be ex- 
amined; but I thought perhaps I might weary the committee, as I notice that 
the member who took such an interest in the Champs Elysées has retired to 
the smoking-room. However, ae will go on if the committee desire. 

The Cuarrman. — The chair will inquire of the committee. 

Mr. Smirn. — I-have a large number waiting here to express themselves, 
and I have no doubt that a large number who wish to express their views have 
been obliged to leave. It is probable that we could prolong this hearing for 
three or four weeks, to speak moderately, if you will go on. 

The Cuarrman. — The Chair would ask the counsel if he thinks any amount 
of evidence, such as we have heard this afternoon, would have any effect 
upon the committee? 

Mr. Suiru. —I think myself it would have great effect upon me, because 
you are the trustees of the people, and I think the wishes of those for whom 
you act are of very great importance to you. As a matter of law, cumulative 
evidence is objectionable, and the court can restrain it if it goes too far. But 
I must say that if you are seeking the wishes of the people of Boston in this 
matter, until every citizen has had his say before you, I think the evidence 
would not be cumulative. 

The Cuarrman. — The object of the committee is to get all the evidence 
that they can; but your intimation that you could could continue the hearing 
three or four weeks — 

Mr. Smiru. —I did not intend that. I propose to call two or three witnesses 
who have examined the Common with regard to the land, and the changes of 
the surface necessary in order to allow the erection of such a building. I 
supposed that you were getting tired, and that there was no necessity for fin- 
ishing it to-night. 

The Cuarrman. — The Chair sees several gentlemen here whom he should 
be glad to hear. I can only answer for myself, but I am willing to remain 
till 12 o’clock. I should be glad to hear any evidence which either side may 
be pleased to call. 

Mr. Smiru. —I have no right to dictate to them what evidence they shall or 
shall not put in, and I think the committee, after consultation, will try to 
accommodate the convenience of the witnesses to a certain extent. I do not 
wish to stop now, because I live as near here as they do. 


STATEMENT OF JOSEPH S. ROPES. 


Mr. Rores.— Mr. Chairman, I came here, like my friend, Mr. Guild, 
entirely without preparation of any kind; but I am most heartily in sympathy 
with the views of those who have spoken this afternoon, and it would/be very 
unfair to such an intelligent and patient committee to repeat padeticiely the 
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arguments and facts and views already reiterated with so much force; and soI 
say to the committee, that I endorse what has been said by Mr. Guild, Mr. Hill, 
Mr. Olney and others. It has been said by one of the gentlemen who spoke, 
that this is a trust which is virtually in the hands of the city government, 
and which cannot be stepped over and violated without an act of the Legisla- 
ture. That, I verily believe, Mr. Chairman; and it so happened that I had 
an opportunity to test the probable views of the Legislature in that case. I 
had the honor to represent one of the largest wards of Boston two years ago 
in the House of Representatives. Owing to the fear that something would be 
done to curtail the Common by the City of Boston, a bill was introduced by 
the Judiciary Committee, which prohibited (as has been mentioned here this 
afternoon) any such action on the part of any city or town in Massachusetts 
without a prior vote of the citizens, and I think —though I am not at this 
present moment positive — it requires a two-thirds vote. That bill was 
opposed with great energy by those who, I have no doubt, were interested in 
such movements as the one under consideration. One of the most energetic 
members from Boston went against it; but, sir, he was alone against it. The 
country members said, What, curtail Boston Common! We wantto see Boston 
Common when we come here. And they voted overwhelmingly in favor of the 
bill, and against the desecration of this place. 

It happened many years ago that I was coming home in a coach along 
with a New Yorker who seemed to think it beneath his dignity to converse with 
a Bostonian; but when he came along to the Common he suddenly burst out, 
saying to me, ‘‘ That Common is a great place ;” and I think he mentally com- 
pared it with that miserable park they have in New York, which is covered 
with palaces and all its value as a park has been taken away. 

Now I do not believe you will ever get an Act of the Legislature to curtail 
Boston Common, for the country members will go against it to the end. 

This is a trust, as was said this evening. It is not a trust for the City of 
Boston, as such, but a trust for the poor, for those who have no other guardian 
to look after their welfare, but yourselves; and it is at the peril of your con- 
science that you will go against the stipulations of this trust. 

In regard to taking a public park for a temporary building such as is pro- 
posed, it might be worthy of serious consideration if the parks we have were 
like the summer gardens in St. Petersburg, the Champ de Mars in Paris, or 
parks of Berlin, or like Fairmount Park in Philadelphia or Central Park in 
New York; and if we had parks of two or three thousand acres, it would be 
easy to set aside five or ten acres for such a purpose. But to set off four of 
our forty-five acres in sucha way that those sweet breezes which came from the 
western hills will be impregnated with the dust and smoke from the machinery, 
so the whole place will become a ‘‘jakes,” as our English friends call it, 
I say the idea is not to be tolerated. I say that you are the trustees for every 
poor woman who has the right to taste those refreshing breezes. You are the 
trustees of every man who goes there with his wife “and children instead of 
going to the grog-shop, where evil habits willbe fostered. If you take away 
this right you will do it at the peril of your own conscience, and it will be a 
responsibility which you cannot easily evade. 

To call those who oppose this movement obstructionists reminds me of a 
gentleman in Parliament who cried out, ‘‘ We will not have the laws of Old 
England changed.” Let us change the phraseology and cry out, ‘‘ We will not 
have Boston Common meddled with. 1 

Mr. Smita. Mr. Chairman, I have half-a-dozen names here of gentle- 
men who have said they were willing to say something, but I have been advised 
by gentlemen you know very well, and I think it is wise, after the intimation 
of the committee, that this sort of comulative evidence will have no sort of 
influence. We will rest our case, reserving the right to reply to the other 
side. 
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‘THE CASE FOR THE PETITIONERS. 


STATEMENT OF CHARLES W. SLACK. 


Mr. Stack. — After listening patiently, without one word of interruption for 
four long hours and more, to the other side, I rise at this late hour to submit 
a few practical suggestions. We do not propose to add anything to what was 
offered the other afternoon in regard to our case; but we do think there has 
been a great deal of exaggeration on the other side; that our object is not, as 
has been represented by them, to get an advantage without rendering an 
equivalent; and that instead of receiving the censure of the community, we 
should receive the thanks of all who have the well-being of this city at heart. 

The Association which I represent has been a tenant of the City of Boston 
for thirty years. Its members are not a set of predatory individuals, designing 
to monopolize any of the public parks, or to run a street through a part of 
either of them so as to ultimately destroy the whole. We simply want to 
have the use, for a short period, of a small portion of a large tract of unused 
land, here in the city, so that we may have an exhibition which shall be of 
material benefit to our citizens, and tend to the development of the mechanical 
arts. We come here not without the advice and support of numerous friends. 
We do not desire to delude any one. We have something of character and 
reputation in this matter, which may be designated our credentials, to present 
our case on behalf of the Charitable Mechanics’ Association. One gentleman, 
whom I greatly respect, and who, though his hair is white with age, is only 
four years my senior in the Association, thinks that no vote has been passed 
by the Association by which we are authorized to come to the city government 
and make this request. Now, to present our case intelligently and in our own 
way —and that is the reason we did not give our evidence to the other side — 
we are willing to read every vote passed by our Association, and present all 
the information that we have, from first to last, without concealment or 
suppression of a single point that it is proper to give. . I will begin by reading 
these votes, and if there is a doubt about their accuracy we will fortify them 
by the records themselves. Here is the initiatory proceeding : — 

‘On the third day of January, 1877, at the annual. meeting of the Associa- 
tion, it was — 

‘¢ Voted, That the Board of Government be requested to consider the 
expediency of holding an exhibition during the present year; and, if in favor 
of the enterprise, to call a meeting of the Association at an early day.” 

Thus we were authorized by the Association to proceed in this manner. 
Was this unusual? On the contrary, we have proceeded in the same way for 
forty years; and if our venerable friend (who has gone out) had taken a little 
advice from head-quarters he would have found that this has been the 
invariable initial step as the time approached for each succeeding exhibition ; 
that is, the question was referred by vote of the Association to the govern- 
ment; and if the government thought it wise to proceed, it so reported, and 
took the sense of the Association. Very well. Secondly, when the govern- 
ment came together, on the 8th of January, five days afterwards, it was — 

‘¢ Voted, That a committee be appointed to obtain all information in their 
power with regard to the probability of obtaining a part of the Common upon 
which to hold an exhibition.” 

So it seems we started out with the one idea of an exhibition on the Com- 
mon, because this matter of the locality of the exhibition had been talked over. 
We had canvassed all the lots about Boston, and had come to the conclusion 
that it was utterly impossible to go anywhere else than to the Common. And 
here I want to say that there never was any intention, on the part of my 
associates or of myself, to suggest the Common, or no exhibition as the alterna- 
tive threat, as some newspaper correspondents have suggested. The appli- 
cation for the Common was made only because it was utterly impossible4o find 
a suitable place elsewhere. i 
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A gentleman said, the other day, there were plenty of places; and to-day my 
friend, Mr. Hill, stated that we can go to the Old Fort Hill lot, and he has 
given testimony showing that we can have 40,000 square feet of space. Does 
the gentleman know that our last exhibition covered 48,000 square feet of space 
in the buildings we then occupied — 8,000'more than this lot? Yet in the very 
report that my friend quoted from, he will find that we had to turn away nearly 
half as many goods that arrived at the halls, very many of which came long 
distances over the country; and, moreover, we were not able to properly ex- 
hibit half the machinery that we did take in. When we consider all the other 
articles in the exhibition, furniture, fancy goods, shoes and leather, carriages, 
cutlery, jewelry, ete., — how can we in character say to exhibitors that they shall 
have all requisite space on the gentleman’s lot, when we have less room than we 
had at the last exhibition? We might ask, ‘‘ How do you know that the store- 
keepers in the vicinity will let us go to the Fort Hill lot without remonstrance 
from them? They do not want to be deprived of the air or light they get 
from that open space, any more than those who complain of using the Com- 
mon.” I want to show my friend that he did not get the right paragraph, 
when he quoted from our last official report. On the seventh page President 
Adams says : — 

‘¢3d. The absolute necessity of more room for exhibitors, and of more 
convenient surroundings for the throngs of visitors. It is only too evident 
we have outgrown the hospitable accommodations which, for twelve exhibitions, 
Faneuil and Quincy Halls have offered us. When it is impossible for us to 
take in the goods which we have solicited, often after they have been trans- 
ported long distances, and when, as at this exhibition, we have turned away 
fully one-third, if not one-half, as many articles of machinery, alone, as we 
have accepted, the argument seems to us closed as to the necessity of more 
commodious halls, where no deserving inventor or exhibitor will be disap- 
pointed.” 

I will not read farther; but it is all in-the same direction, and I am sorry 
the gentleman did not chance to see it. 

Now, if we cannot get into that Fort Hill area, where shall we go? A 
gentleman says we can go on the Back Bay; that there is ‘‘room and verge 
enough.” Suppose we do go there; it cannot be to the Coliseum lot. It was 
a broad plain once; since the Coliseum was taken down it has been covered 
with forty and sixty foot streets, eight or ten feet higher than the abutting 
land. If we go there we cannot drive into the building and put in the ma- 
chinery we desire. It would be down in a hole, and even foot visitors would 
approach it by thirty-three steps from the railroad bridge. We could possibly 
go up to Newton street, cross the bridge, and drive away round; but we do not 
want to do that, for we are no better off when we get on to the land as to enter- 
ing the building. Besides, it is not a place where the public will go more than 
once to attend an exhibition. But suppose we go to the outer Back Bay. Is 
there a gentleman living in that vicinity who will say that it is a fit place? The 
whole atmosphere is filled with dust; on a windy day it is like a sirocco on the 
desert of Sahara. Would any gentleman put nice cloths there on exhibition? 
Would any manufacturer put his fine fabrics in such a place? Would any 
gentleman owning a work of art allow it to be put there, with the liabitity to 
injury from the sand sifting through the crevices of the building? Besides, 
consider the danger of the thing. Everybody who lives in that vicinity knows 
that there are constant and violent winds playing across the Back Bay in Sep- 
tember and October, sweeping down from the hills beyond into that valley. 
We may well doubt if a building so exposed as this would be could stand the 
severe strain of the wind. The first nor the second Coliseum did not do so; 
is there more reason to suppose this would fare better? 

No, gentlemen, we cannot go there. There is not another suitable place, 
aside from the Common, unless we go out into the suburbs, four or five miles 
away. 

The question then arises, is this display of any value to the citizens of Bos- 
ton? Is this exhibition of any advantage to mechanical and manufacturing 
development? If itis not, we ought not to have it. We have had twelve 
similar displays — exhibitions of the various phases of art, skill, invention and 
discov. ?y — all winning’the warmest encomiums; and in a conversation to-day 
with that illustrious inventor of the carpet-loom, Mr. Erastus B. Bigelow, he 
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said these series of exhibitions had been productive of most advantageous re- 
sults to Boston. Other experts will agree with him. Do gentlemen consider 
that seven-eighths of the prosperity of Boston, to-day, depends upon the me- 
chanical industry of our people? We want to see once more the result of the 
great mechanical industry of New: England. Everything of this kind that 
promotes and fosters that industry should be favored. That is what we ask 
by our application for three or four acres of unoccupied ground. 

I alluded a week ago to the little incident of Mr. Ball’s statue of Webster ; 
it is only one in a hundred illustrations that might be given. Twenty-two 
years ago Mr. Ball put into our fair a model, which Mr. Burnham of New 
York, seeing, accepted, and at once gave Mr. Ball an order to execute life-size 
to decorate New York city. By reasen of the approbation given Art by our 
Association, Mr. Ball was encouraged to design the statue which has been 
thus honored in the bronze statue of the great statesman, which now adorns 
the great Central Park, and is equally Mr. Ball’s and our Association’s award. 

I need not cite the illustrations given by Mr. Kennard, of a gentleman who 
spent a fortnight or three weeks at our last exhibition, who made up a large 
album of every circular and fly-sheet that had reference to the fair or its goods, 
which he carried home. What he saw here and learned from this collection 
led him to inquire about the articles produced, and the final result was several 
invoices of cotton goods from our manufacturies, in preference to those of 
Manchester, England, where before he had purchased —all from a stranger’s 
interest manifested in our exhibition three years ago. 

Is this an enterprise to be encouraged in the City of Boston? In the light 
of these facts, I say Yes; and every man who has a pride in the business of 
Boston says Yes. We are all looking, or should be, to the development of 
our resources; we are all hoping for the revival of business and for better 
mercantile times. If we can bring five hundred thousand or a million visitors 
here, they will each leave something behind. If they do not leave behind 
money, they will grateful thanks for the privilege of the exhibition. Grati- 
tude and knowledge may in time be turned into desirable orders. So that, 
from the lowest of motives, that of individual benefit, we have consideration 
for the exhibition. But, higher than this, all our witnesses have testified to 
the elevating influence of such exhibitions. 

But it has been objected that our building will curb the airs of heaven and 
qualify the purity of the atmosphere! Do the winds of heaven come to us in 
horizontal lines? Do they not rather blow where they list? And will 
gentlemen seriously argue that we, by putting up a building five hundred feet 
long, are to shut out the breezes from the Common? The suggestion is too 
absurd! Everybody here nearly has said that the Common has forty-five 
acres. Why clip off four acres to enhance the relative size of our building? 
Will they not have the candor to say, what everybody knows, that it has 
forty-nine acres, and that all we propose to utilize is probably not more than 
three —one less than themselves curtailed from the side of the Common. 
The idea of our building being 1,200 feet long was never suggested by a 
member of the Association. It is purely an exaggeration, like so many 
others, to fill the public mind with apprehension of great danger to the Com- 
mon. 

Mr. Chairman, we will give any guaranty or security that may be asked, 
that we will conform literally to the rules that may be prescribed for us. We 
put it in our request, ‘‘under such terms and conditions as the Committee on 
Common and Squares may determine.” If you require it, I think we will 
give bonds for the faithful performance of the duties enjoined of us. But we 
are old tenants of the city, and I think we may claim we never violated an 
obligation. 

A medical gentleman has come in and said that our exhibition would tend 
to spread disease; but he forgets that there is running through this parade 
ground of the Common one of the largest sewers of the city, extending from 
Boylston to Beacon street. We shall have wash-bowls, running water, and 
other conveniences for ladies and gentlemen, all connected with this 
sewer, by which all filth will at once be conveyed to tide-water. Then, 
in answer to the objection that parties will bring in their lunches and scatter 
the débris on the Common, we shall have lunch and dining-rooms witkin the 


building, and nothing of the kind suggested will be promoted by us. , 
/ 
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One of the reasons why we wish the Common is, because it will be in the 
control of the city. We desire to avoid the erection of stands and booths, and 
haye the surroundings as tasteful and beautiful as they were within the 
enclosure in Philadelphia. We do not purpose to erect ‘‘ barracks,” as some 
have intimated; but a building of iron and glass, or wood and glass, as may 
be determined, tasteful and beautiful in itself; and we will take it away when 
the time is up. We propose that ladies shall find it an attractive resort, 
remaining all day, and taking their lunches in their own room inside the 
building. We certainly are not to have anything disagreeable at that time 
upon or around the Common. 

We have heard a good deal this afternoon about the rights of the poor; 
the spot we ask has not a seat uponit, not a shade-tree of any growth upon it. 
Until last fall it was a dry, barren spot, unused except by the ball-players. 
It was then sown to oats and grass.- We will cover it with flooring, and when 
we take away the boards there will be the product of last fall’s tillage, with- 
out detriment or diminution. Gentlemen must have known the barren condi- 
tion of this tract; and yet it has gone into the newspapers that the Common 
was to be invaded, leaving the impression that its greensward and pleasant 
paths and umbrageous trees were all to be denied to the citizens while this 
exhibition was being held. Nothing could be more fallacious. 

But, gentlemen, if there is any other association that can do as much for 
the credit of our city as will come through this exhibition, we will cheerfully 
waive all rights we may have as citizens, and get out of the way of the opposi- 
tion. But please remember we have had the privilege of furnishing this exhi- 
bition for forty years, and we take a proper pride in doing it, and in doing it 
well. We have outgrown the old halls. Had we not, how can we now go 
down there, when we have surrendered the lease of Quincy Hall, which we 
carried for thirty years, and for which we paid $9,000 during the later years of 
our occupancy, and then, in addition, gave $3,000 to the sub-tenants, at each 
exhibition, to remove their goods for a few months. We abandoned that hall 
in utter despair of ever again making the locality available for our purposes. 
And yet, with this large expense which I have just mentioned, I read in one of 
the newspapers this morning — and as a newspaper man I was ashamed of the 
want of intelligence it manifests — that this Association wanted to go upon the 
Common to save ground-rent! Why, sir, cannot our purveyors of knowledge 
rise to a broader conception than that of why men and associations have public 
spirit? The largest tax that might be exacted would be a mere bagatelle. 
We would gladly pay a ground-rent if you could name a place where we can 
go. But it cannot be done. We have exhausted the canvass; we have 
searched every spot, and we frankly say that we are unable to find a proper 
locality within any reasonable distance. 

But why does our Association want to assume all this labor, and risk, and 
anxiety for full success? Because it is enjoined upon us in the charter 
obtained from the Legislature, and it is laudable and creditable in itself. Sec- 
tion 3 of our charter reads that ‘‘ the annual income of said corporation shall 
only be employed for the purpose of relieving the distresses of unfortunate 
mechanics and their families, to promote inventions and improvements in the 
mechanic arts, by granting premiums for said inventions and improvements ; 
and to assist young mechanics with loans of money.” There is our incentive ; 
and, moreover, it is the custom, now well established, to periodically make the 
exhibit of New England industry, as an encouragement to all inventors, arti- 
ficers and artists. Such honorable precedents it is our duty to maintain. Not 
‘a cent of the receipts goes into the private pocket of any one; all who work 
in the cause do so without salary. The only person in the Association who 
draws pay is the Secretary, who receives a small annual stipend for his clerical 
labor. Everything else done in our Association as a free-will offering for 
charity, the development of mechanical and manufacturing arts, and the assist- 
ance of young mechanics by loans of money, as the charter requires. Now, 
if there is in the City of Boston, or elsewhere, an Association which ought to 
have the good-will of the community it is one like this, whch has this broad, 
generous scope in its purpose, and which can be exercised only for the renown 
of this city, in which it is located. 


We have been reminded that our petition is favored by men who live out of 
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town in summer, where they Nave free air, and hence they selfishly ask to 
have this exhibition on Boston Common. 

Our petition speaks for itself: ‘‘ We, citizens and business men of Bos- 
ton.” It does not say ‘‘ citizens” alone, but ‘‘ business men” as well, who 
come here from various localities, and labor and toil, adding to the aggregate 
wealth and honor of the town. Men who have been in business here for forty 
and fifty years join in this request. Shall we say such men have no share in 
the public welfare? It does seem to me that we have a few men at least in 
this community who have no selfish interest in this purpose. If the object 
itself is laudable, they cannot refuse to aid the application, unless it is shown 
that we will do violence to the City of Boston; and that, I fancy, has not 
been, and cannot be, done, however much men may oppose. 

You, Mr. Chairman, are at the head of the Committee on Common and 
Squares; you can direct, under our petition, the shape, size, construction and 
duration of that building. You and your associates of the Aldermen are the 
accredited representatives of the 20,000 citizens of Boston, more or less, who 
voted for you at the last election. Had they confidence in your judgment, or 
did they think you were without balance, to be moved hither and thither with 
every popular gust? I will not belittle your position by suggesting that your 
constituents can be gratified by a swerving from a straight line of right and 
propriety, though there be an organized opposition to such a claim as this. 

As I look over the affairs of this city, I feel that we live in a community 
conspicuous for general intelligence, great opportunities, and high desires ; 
and it seems to me the duty of every man, whether retired on an ample for- 
tune, or in active business, so to lift up this ancient domain, that it shall be 
the pride of all the cities of our country. 

Massachusetts is indeed the seed-planter of the nation. It is because we 
have gone forward in our long career, fostering all new thought, favoring in- 
ventions and development, and giving constant examples of those attributes 
that make up the glory of a people. If this exhibition is not to be a beneficial 
one; if it is not salutary in its influence; if its long line of precedents has not 
been creditable, —then I am not the one to stand here and ask you to bestow 
upon it any favor. But if, on the contrary, as you well know, we are a body 
that has added renown to our city, then I ask, that, despite all opposition, you 
give a lenient consideration to the very modest request that we make, so 
entirely unprejudicial to the comfort or interest of a single citizen. 

We have listened this afternoon to the eloquence of an Everett. I hold in 
my hand the oration delivered by the elder Everett at the close of the exhibi- 
tion of the Association in 1837; and I want to quote from it, because the 
father speaks again to the son. At the close of that beautiful exhihition, 
Epwarp Everert (then in the Governor’s chair) came down to the hall and 
delivered an oration, in which he said : — 

‘‘ Let me say, then, Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Mechanics’ Associa- 
tion, PERSEVERE. Do any ask what you have done, and what you are doing 
for the public good, send them to your exhibition rooms, and let them see the 
walls of the temple of American Liberty fitly covered with the products of 
American art. And while they gaze with admiration on these creations of the 
mechanical arts of the country, bid them remember that they are the produc- 
tions of a people whose fathers were told by the British ministry that they 
should not manufacture a hob-nail! Does any one ask in disdain for the great 
names which have illustrated the mechanic arts, tell him of Arkwright and 
Watt, of Franklin, of Whitney and Fulton, whose memory will dwell in the 
grateful recollections of posterity, when the titled and laurelled destroyers of 
mankind shall be remembered only with detestation. Mechanics of America, 
respect your calling, respect yourselves. The cause of human improvement 
has no firmer or more powerful friends. In the great Temple of Nature, 
whose foundation is the earth, — whose pillars are the eternal hills, — whose 
roof is the star-lit sky, — whose organ-tones are the whispering breeze and the 
sounding storm, — whose architect is God, — there is no ministry more sacred 
than that of the intelligent mechanic!” 

Gentlemen, ‘‘ Persevere!” is the watchword of our Association to-night, 
even as it was enjoined upon us forty years ago by the eloquent Everett. 

I have come here to-day, Mr. Chairman, as an humble representative of that 
class of men so glowingly pictured by the great orator. As I lgok at the 
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stately warehouses and extensive workshops of our city, remembering who 
reared them and who filled them, — who have been our past leading citizens 
and who now occupy their places, —I always feel that if we can give to the 
youth of the city, for a mere nominal sum, incentives to repeat the triumphs of 
the fathers, with even added excellence, we are conferring the highest benefit 
upon the community in which we live; for it is to their intelligence and pub- 
lic spirit we must look for all the mercantile and manufacturing advance that 
is to come hereafter. Our exhibitions furnish such incentives; and if in fur- 
nishing them we do not deprive any citizen of a single right, it is our duty to 
press forward. We implant in the minds of ingenuous youth a hope for some- 
thing better in this life than mere personal enjoyment. We encourage them 
to labor for their fellows, for the interests of civilization, for the permanent 
good of their race. If victory, under such advantages, does not cdme to their 
banners, it is only because the conditions have been unfavorable, or because 
they have not seized the opportunity that was placed within their grasp. But 
we believe the chance offered will be hailed by thousands. 

In saying what I have, Mr. Chairman, I have tried to dissipate some of the 
objections to the placing of our exhibition on the Common, which, as we think, 
ought not to be opposed, because it is solely for the ultimate benefit of the 
city. We have with us Mr. John Cummings, a well-known merchant of our 
city, one of the Board of Finance of the Centennial Exposition. He knows all 
about such exhibitions and their influence upon trade. I should like to have 
him address the committee. 


STATEMENT OF JOHN CUMMINGS. 


I hardly know what [ can say, in addition to'what has been said by the vice- 
president of the Association, in regard to refuting the objections urged here 
this afternoon to our exhibition. One thing I can say, —I believe this exhibi- 
tion should be held on Boston Common, and I believe that no harm will come 
to any individual, rich or poor; no one will be deprived of one moment’s 
enjoyment of all the pleasures that the Common has afforded, or can afford, 
or will afford. The portion of the Common that we expect is not frequently 
occupied. For the last two or three years my business in that part of the city 
has called me across the Common several times every week, and except as 
it was occupied by boys playing ball, I have never seen but very few persons 
occupying that ground. The leaves upon the trees and the grass upon the 
lawns will furnish as much sanitary influence as ever; no smoke that will be 
noticed, in my opinion, will come from the engine we shall erect there; no 
noise that we make there will trouble any one a quarter as much as the sound 
of the boys’ voices while they have been playing there all these years. 

Now, what will be the effect of this exhibition, if we have it? We have 
been told that it is to be near upon the shadow of the Centennial Exhibi- 
tion. I know it is near upon the shadow of that exhibition, and it is because 
it is that I believe it will be more useful; and I believe its influence will be 
wider and deeper and better. There is a desire to have an exhibition among 
the mechanics of our city; and such a suggestion would not exist but for the 
Centennial; and such a desire would fade or die out in three years from now 
without this exhibition. 

The influence of the Centennial Exhibition in a moral or educational way 
impressed me very much more strongly than it would if I had not spent 
nearly all of last summer in Philadelphia. I can say that any one who went to 
that exhibition as a visitor, to feast his eyes upon what was displayed there, 
would not be struck, as I was, with the moral and educational influence of that 
exhibition. I was connected with the government of that exhibition, and 
know somewhat of the conduct of it; and I know that while a large police 
force continued (nine hundred were employed on the ground), I was in the 
buildings nearly four days in the week, and often remained on the ground all 
night, and I never saw a rude act, never saw one of the guard called to exer- 
cise his authority, scarcely ever heard a rude word. That fact, that you could 
have a gathering of sometimes 100,000, and sometimes 200,000, with so little 
rudeness, impressed me very forcibly. 

The president of the Committee on Finance said to me, ‘‘ No man can come 
into this exhibition unless he makes up his mind without the grounds that he 
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is going to be wicked or bad; no man can come here and be stimulated to it 
within the grounds; unless he determined to be wicked before he entered, the 
very atmosphere would prevent him.” 

Now, I believe the influence of this exhibition — if we shall have it, for I 
believe you will give us the right to have it there, unless the law prevents it 
—upon the poor classes of the community will be greater than any other 
influence throughout the State of Massachusetts; that during the two months 
of the exhibition there will be a more moral influence growing out of it than 
from any other institution during any six months of the year. 

I believe, Mr. Chairman, that another very important education came from 
the Philadelphia exhibition, and will come from this, namely, the appreciation 
of integrity in manufactures. I believe that here in New England we have 
been trying to produce for ninety-five cents what ought to cost one dollar, and 
I believe that the exhibition will have a tendency to change that. I believe 
to-day that in that exhibition what we had of integrity was depreciated. 
Everything tending to cheap articles was depreciated, and not recognized as 
worth attention. I believe that every manufacturer — I know that in my line 
of business every manufacturer — who went to that exhibition, went away 
with the determination to make his own productions better. 

There is an incident in this connection that I should like to mention. A 
gentleman from a distant county bad an exhibition of leather there that was 
really notable for his factory; and, in speaking of it to one of the Commis- 
sioners, he said he had learned more from this exhibition than he knew before, 
and that hereafter his leather will be a great deal better. 

I believe that if we hold this exhibition upon the Common, — and unless we 
hold it upon the Common I do not know where we can hold it, — I believe the 
interests of Massachusetts will be more promoted than it can be in any way, 
even by expending a million dollars. 


STATEMENT OF EVERETT TORREY. 


Mr. Torrey. — The hour is late, and I did not expect to be called upon to 
make any remarks; but as our worthy friend Slack has called me up, I 
will relate an incident to show the moral effect of the exhibition of useful 
inventions which grew out of the Mechanics’ Fair in 1869. A man came here 
from Ohio with a derrick which he could not exhibit, but he showed a model 
of it, and induced parties to go to Ohio and look atit. Being supported by 
two wooden guys from the rear of the wharf, it ‘was worked with two guys 
instead of four, so that the boom of the derrick would extend over the hatch- 
way of the vessel and raise large packages and swing them on the wharf. 
Before that derrick, which now stands on every first-class wharf, was invented, 
we paid $1.50 a day to a stevedore for discharging cargoes. After the derrick 
was used we paid $1.00 a day for doing it, and it reduced the expense thirty- 
three percent. The old method of discharging was to have sheers with cap- 
tions on the wharf, and the stevedores would pull them up without, every man 
swearing all he could. It was a perfect bedlam of oaths. When we put up 
the derrick the stevedores did not like it; but when they got to working it, 
there was no swearing. Why? Because there was nothing to swear about. 
The derrick did the work on the forecastle, elevated it and landed it 120 feet 
distant on the wharf. By means of that derrick we were enabled to compete 
with New York, which we could not do before, and we almost doubled our 
business in that line the next year after that derrick was erected; and we 
have continued to hold our own in that capacity with New York, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore. 

This is what is called a brace derrick; the stevedores call it the religious 
derrick. 

Now, in regard to the precedent. The citizens of Boston have always 
encouraged useful inventions and scientific arts; and if they do not continue 
to do so, they will establish the precedent of taking a backward step, which 
I do not think the City of Boston is prepared to do, or will do. 
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STATEMENT OF Wititiam SAYWARD. 


Mr. Saywarp. —I do not know that I have anything to offer that will be of 
any value. All has been said that can be said in this case. It appears to be 
a very ‘‘common” question, and I believe that those who have been here this 
afternoon understand it very well. I was somewhat surprised at the course 
of those who are supposed to be opponents of the granting of permission to 
put a building upon the Common. It rather appeared to me that they came 
here to argue the necessity for parks in Boston, rather than oppose the grant- 
ing of the petition. I, sir, for one, am in favor of larger parks, and hope 
that we shall have them some day. I do not propose to say a single word to 
detain this committee here any longer, for I feel that everything has been 
said that need be said. The only way to satisfy the opponents that this exhi- 
bition will be beneficial is to let us try it; and if at the end of the time the 
opponents say this is not a legitimate and proper use to put the Common to, 
then we shall not ask for it again. 


CLosinc ARGUMENT OF CHARLES W. SLACK FOR THE PETITIONERS. 


Mr Strack. — Three military gentlemen have claimed that their commands 
could not perform their evolutions if this exhibition were given on the Com- 
mon. I do not know what the fence was put up there for, except to protect 
the grass; and if so, then the militia could not have gone there any way, be- 
cause the whole ground is enclosed and subdivided with fences. We were 
there this morning, and found that one-half of the parade ground had been 
fenced in towards Beacon street, so that I do not believe a battalion of tour 
companies could go through their evolutions on the ground as it is to-day — I 
mean the area that is left. 

In regard to establishing a precedent, it seems to me that in a strict sense 
the precedent is with that portion of the public who want to utilize the Com- 
mon. It cannot be gainsaid that in 1840 we had political meetings there, with 
log-cabins, wooden barracks, etc. In 1842 we were familiar with stands being 
put upon the Common for Washingtonian mass meetings. In 1852 the rail- 
road jubilee occupied several acres, with a board floor and interminable tables, 
which were covered with a tent, which was maintained for a week. In 1856 
there was a horticultural exhibition, with a splendid display of fruits and 
flowers; also with a board floor, covering several acres. In 1869 the much- 
quoted Coliseum was allowed to go there. Gentlemen have spoken about the 
‘¢indignant public sentiment” which drove them off— which, by the way, 
was the deliberate act of the executive committee of that enterprise, who saw 
some advantages in going down where they did instead of remaining on the 
Common. In 1875 there was the rhododendron exhibition. As Mr. Hale re- 
marked on the last occasion, these repeated instances of the occupancy of the 
Common show that it was the common custom of the people to go there. Now 
if this request is granted, we shall stand in the line of invariable precedent. 
The ‘‘entering wedge” does not come in here at all. We have had this 
favor ever since-Boston was a city. I mentioned, the other day, the prece- 
dents in regard to our own society, andI have now a few statistics to show what 
we have done on the Common.: 

The Mechanic Association invaded the Common for a similar purpose in the 
year 1818. Onthe morning of July 4th the government proceeded thence to 
witness an exhibition of casks, the work of apprentices. ‘Ten were exhibited, 
and three premiums were awarded. Mayor Ben. Russell, of the ‘‘ Columbian 
Centinel,” was then president. Similar exhibitions of articles, made by appren- 
tices and others, followed in 1819 and 1820, also on the morning of the Fourth 
of July. In 1837, when Samuel A. Eliot was mayor, the Association was 
given leave by the Aldermen to hold an exhibition on the Common. Some of, 
the exhibitors then thought their goods would be injured (as I have suggested 
they would be on the Back Bay) from dust by being placed in a temporary 
building, and said if the exhibition were held in a hall they would contribute. 
The government changed its mind, and went to Faneuil Hall, and this was the 
occasion of the first considerable exhibition. In 1847 another precedent was 
established. A permission to display fireworks by the Association, for the 
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purpose of award, required the fencing in of a considerable portion of the 
Common, the erection of stands, ete. These instances all show that, while 
the general objection is made that we are establishing a precedent, the fact is, 
on the contrary, that the precedent has been long established, and has become 
arule; that the ‘‘entering wedge” has been going in all the time, and the 
Common is not yet split! 

Alderman SiApE. — Do you recollect whether any of the gentlemen in the 
City Government, who voted for these permissions, were re-elected to office 
again? 

Mr. Suack. —I have observed that things of this kind do not turn the polit- 
ical scale; and in Boston we ean justify any act that is right in itself. 

Now, sir, we are justly proud of our Association; and we can mention 
many eminent men among our living honorary members who deem it a matter 
of pride also to be recognized as a part of our body, — such men as Alexander 
H. Bullock, Nathaniel P. Banks, Robert B. Forbes, George S. Hillard, Wil- 
jiam Perkins, — whose son I saw here a litle while ago — 

Mr. Smiru. — As a remonstrant. 

Mr. Svackx. — True, unfortunately for his father’s reputation. Alexander 
H. Rice, Samuel H. Walley, Emory Washburn, Marshall P. Wilder, Robert 
C. Winthrop, and many others that I might name. I think we are in good 
company when we present our Association. 

Now, about the legal aspects of the case. We have a number of legal 
gentleman here to testify, but it is pretty late, and I will only say that if the 
Electoral Commission could not decide who is president without a division of 
eight to seven, I féar legally we shall not settle this question, though we call 
them all. In City Hall matters we go by the law as interpreted by John P. 
Healy. If he does not give good law, of course the City Government will 
make a change in their legal adviser. If he says we can go on the Common, 
we will go, with the committee’s permission ; and if he says not, we will ‘‘ fold 
our tents like the Arabs, and as silently steal away.” 

The CHarrman. — Have you looked elsewhere in Boston for a proper 
locality for the exhibition? ' 

Mr. Stack. — We have looked everywhere we possibly could. We have 
made a study of this thing night and day, and some of us have ridden around 
looking up localities. The other day it was suggested that we might go down 
on Commonwealth avenue. This morning the president and myself went 
down there to see whether it was practicable. We found the iron fence 
erected as far west as Fairfield street ; two sections below, to Hereford street, 
trees are set out. Beyond that are 1,500 or 1,800 feet, I should say, to the 
roadway from Chester Park to the Milldam, on which laborers were at work. 
It could not be expected we could hold the exhibition on that bleak territory. 
As I have already said, we could not put goods in there, because of the dam- 
age from the dust. So with pictures and statuary. Half the value of the exhi- 
bition would be lost to us, and we should have a great building on our hands 
without the facilities to pay forit. Is that the enterprise that Boston wants to 
promote? If gentlemen, in their freedom of utterance, will tell us where we 
can put up a building, and get contributors to send goods, and cover the out- 
lay, we will accept it. But I think, Mr. Chairman, if the object is in itselt 
meritorious, we might be allowed to put our building on the parade ground, 
especially if gentlemen in the opposition cannot name another site for us. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Have you looked at the lot owned by the city, which 
was bought for a site for the Latin School? 

Mr. Stack. — Yes, sir; and the objection to that is this: The ground is eight 
or ten feet below the surrounding streets; houses occupy a corner of it; 
passage-ways traverse it; and a portion is occupied with the stone foundation 
of an abandoned building. And I will here say a word about the Moody and 
Sankey building. It is not generally known that the gentleman who owns 
the land upon which it stands insists that the building shall be taken down the 
moment it is vacated. So we have been informed. We could not hire it, 
therefore; and if we could, it is not a quarter large enough; the lot is not 
suitable; we cannot drive into it; and we cannot raise the floor. setting it 
upon stilts, to hold our heavy goods. Go where we may, off the Common, we 
have to deal with many different parties, and the moment we should suggest 
our object, they would all put a fabulous price upon their grounds ; he then 
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we could not control the surroundings; we should have all sorts of side-shows 
near us, which we want to avoid. We thought we would go and look at the 
two squares on the Neck; and if there were not trees on them full grown we 
would ask for those squares, connecting them by a bridge. Those squares 
could now only be utilized by covering them with glass, as in the case of the 
Crystal Palace of London. We do not want to go to the back side of Parker’s 
Hill; nor do we want to go out to West Roxbury. We want the exhibition 
at our doors, where ladies and gentlemen can go repeatedly, and find every 
convenience, and spend the day in studying the beauties of the exhibition. 
We promise you that we will have everything orderly, neat and comely; and 
when we are through, gentlemen, if we shall not have fulfilled every promise, 
and made a beautiful exhibition for the pride of the City of Boston, then 
never more give confidence to any member of the Massachusetts Charitable 
Mechanic Association! 
Now, Mr. Paul, if you please. 


STATEMENT OF JOSEPH F. PAUL. 


. I would not say a single word were it not for the misrepresentations made 
by the people on the other side; and, I believe, purposely. It is said we want 
the Common to save $40,000 land rent. The gentleman must have been wise 
who made that remark. It is not true. I think gentlemen should speak of 
what they know. I had looked over the land. I think I know what kind of a 
piece of land we want on which to put a building. I have ridden over the 
Back Bay, but I have not been to see the gentleman’s lot on Fort Hill, because 
we want a great deal more land than there is there, and must have it if we 
give a display; therefore, I made the statement emphatically that, if we are to 
have a fair at all, we must have it on the Common. 

Gentlemen say we cannot have the Common, because it is not legal to use 
it thus. Well, I invited two or three legal gentlemen to come here to-day, and 
they came and stayed until they were tired out; if they had got a chance, they 
would have spoken in favor of the petition — showing that there are various 
opinions, and that legal gentlemen are not all on one side at this time. 

We knew people would oppose this project. I know that a good many 
people oppose having this fair this fall; and we knew that people were afraid 
to let us have the Common for the reasons set forth this afternoon. One 
learned gentleman has said that it is going to interfere with the fresh air. I was 
not aware that such a building as we are to put up would take so much air 
from Boston Common. You will find just as many bugbears as this against 
everything out of the ordinary course; and you will find gentlemen from 
Cambridge, perhaps, opposing anything that means prosperity and develop- 
ment to Boston. But there was one good thing after all, and that was to hear 
men basing their opposition on the fact that they were the best friends of the 
working men! Who ever knew it before? Why, sir, one of the main objects 
of having this fair on the Common is to benefit the poor. 

The Association’s petition is here by proper authority; the vote has been 
read, and it is hardly necessary for me to refer to it. I do not know what 
class of citizens the gentleman was brought up with who questions our authority 
to act here; but he must have taken my associates and myself as trying to get 
something out of the city without giving an equivalent for it. Before the first 
step in this matter was taken, we endeavored to ascertain whether we could 
find a place to hold the fair. We found no suitable place, and so we petitioned 
for the Common. We did not take legal advice, — common sense does as 
well as law sometimes. One gentleman says I signed the petition as ‘‘ Presi- 
dent,” without saying of what, — the commencement of the petition tells that, 
—and he infers from that, that I do not represent anybody! I gave the 
gentleman credit for some sense. 

Mr. Stack. — It was the petition of the government of the Massachusetts 
Charitable Mechanic Association, and was signed, ‘‘ Joseph F. Paul, Presi- 
dent.” 

Mr. Pau. — I signed it, as I thought people of ordinary intelligence would 
understand it. 

I do n&t say I am any more interested in this matter than any other man 
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in the City of Boston. I know that it will take three or four months of my 
time this year; but I never undertake anything without carrying it out the 
best I can. I don’t care what somebody else is going to do this year or next, 
I endeavor to act for the interests of the Charitable Mechanic Association as 
near as I can; and one of my duties is to see if we can hold a fair. If the 
government find that they cannot hold a fair, they will certainly be relieved of 
a great amount of labor, anxiety and care. If the fair is not held this fall, I 
ean say that it will probably not be for two or three years; for it will not be 
held at the time of the Paris fair. As Mr. Cummings said, this is one of the 
best times for it. We shall have a great many goods that were at the Phila- 
delphia fair, and that are going to Paris. One gentleman, who was to have 
been here, has a case costing $25,000, and it will go into our fair, filled 
with goods. Perhaps Mr. Bigelow will show us a carpet-loom in running order, 
and I believe there is not one person in a thousand who has ever seen a 
carpet-loom in this country. Perhaps gentlemen may say they don’t want to 
see it, but I do; and a great many others do. There are some people who 
recognize such fairs as instructors. I mentioned Mr. Bigelow because he is 
seconding our efforts. We have to depend, to advocate our cause, upon men 
working with their hands and their brains, and have to express their views in 
this homely way, because they have not time to write them out, as many of 
our opponents have done. 

Mr. Hity. — My friend, Mr. Paul, speaks of a tract of land that I had to 
let. I wish to say that I happen to be one of the stockholders, and have only 
a small interest. I should be only too happy to give my influence for the 
Association to hold its exhibition on that lot. 

Mr. Pauy. —I wish to say that I did not call Mr. Hill’s name. 

Mr. Smitu. —How many square feet are there in Faneuil and Quincy 
halls? 

Mr. Srack. — About 48,000 feet. 

Mr. Pau. —I wish to correct one statement that has been made. We 
never have thought of having a building over 600 feet long and 200 feet wide. 
That is the largest building talked of in the Board of Government. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Have you any objection to telling the names of the legal 
gentlemen who were to have been here? 

Mr. Pau. — Mr. Nathan Morse, Mr. Hyde, and another —I have forgotten 
his name. 

Mr. Bryant. — Their testimony would have been to the efficacy of this 
exhibition as a moral show? That is what I understand the lawyers testified 
to the last time. 

Mr. Patt. —I do not know whether they thought it was moral or immoral. 

Mr. Bryant. — I should like to ask if they have given a legal opinion as to 
the right of the City Council to grant this permit to the Association? 

Mr. Paut. —No, sir. We took the City Solicitor’s opinion. 

Mr. Stack. — We have the City Solicitor’s opinion. 

Mr. Smiru. — Has such an opinion been given by the City Solicitor? 

Mr. Stack. — We had heard that this question is to be carried up to the 
Supreme Court in case the City Council, in their wisdom, should grant this 
petition; that it is to be fought. We accept the condition; we understand what 
they intend to do. And yet we say, let us have the tract of ground. 


QUESTIONS ANSWERED BY Mr. Sack. 


Q. (By the Cuarrman.) — There seems to be an impression among some 
gentlemen that this square on Fort Hill is sufficiently large to answer your 
purposes. The committee wish to know distinctly what is the smallest 
amount of space that you will accept to put the building upon? 

A. Wewill take as much or as little as we can get. 

Q. Would you be satisfied with fifty or sixty thousand feet? 

A. No, sir. It would be useless to delude our contributors with so small 
aspace. And here is another point that I wish to bring to the gentlemen’s 
attention. It is known that we covered one of the highways when we put up 
the building at Faneuil and Quincy Halls. There are 10,000 legal questions 
that might be raised because of the occupancy of that street. we supposed 
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we had space enough; we said to our contributors, bring on your goods and 
we will find room for them. They came, and the result I have told you. It 
is useless to go on without more space. Therefore, if the committee see 
fit, we say we will not cross the park that leads down the hill to the entrance 
to the Public Garden; but even if we do cross it it would only cause a slight 
detour. 

@. (By Mr. Smarpon.) Is there more than one path that you would have 
to cross? 

A. There are two paths. They do not converge. One is on the north side 
upon the hill, and the other is on the south side, or right at the brow of it. 

Mr. Smarpon. — Are there three paths? 

Mr. Paut. —There is another path which leads to Boylston street. 

Mr. Smarpon. — Which makes three paths. 

Mr. Pau. — Yes, sir. I mean the paths which run down to the Public 
Garden. There is an opportunity to change the form of the building. In- 
stead of making it rectangular, we can make it in the form of across. We 
say that we will not come within fifty feet of a tree, that not a settee shall be 
disturbed, and we will go where there has never been a seat, — nothing except 
the barren earth. 

Mr. Smith introduced Mr. Allen, a surveyor, who showed a small map of 
the ground; but it appeared that it was drawn in 1872, and did not represent 
the ground as it is now. 

The CHarrMAN. — Have you caused a survey to be made, showing that you 
can put a building such as you want on what was formerly known as the boys’ 
play-ground, without interfering with the path that leads down to the Public 
Garden bridge, and without interfering with any of the trees or walks? 

Mr. Paut. — We pledge you we can, and we will give a bond to do so. 


THE CLOSING FOR THE REMONSTRANTS. 


STATEMENT OF FRANCIS JAQUES. 


Mr. Jaques. — I merely want to remark, after listening to the discussion, 
that it seems to me that the officers of the Association, in their remarks, have 
rather put the remonstrants in a wrong position. AsI understand it, every 
gentleman who has been present here,— every citizen of Boston who joined in 
the remonstrance against this occupation of the Common, — concedes every 
word that has been said by the petitioners as to the beneficent operations of 
the Association; but I do consider that those remarks have been simply beg- 
ging the question. The question is not as to the merits of the Massachusetts 
Charitable Mechanic Association, but simply, is the Common to be given up 
to the erection of a building? And upon that I think the remonstrants have 
presented a good case, and I think they represent nineteen-twentieths of the 
citizens of Boston. Let us look at the practical workings of the thing; let 
us look forward to the first of July — for I am told that a commencement will 
have to be made at that time — let us imagine that the work has commenced 
on the first of July. It seems that that is to be repeated every three years. 

Mr. Stack. — It never has been admitted, 

Mr. Jaques. — It is so stated. 

Mr. Stack. — We said that would depend upon the growth of the city and 
the development of other places. If Boston should grow so that the centre of 
population was on the Brookline line, we should take our position there. I 
wish to disclaim publicly that we have ever said we are going there with this 
immense building. . 

Mr. Jaques. — Let us imagine that on the first of July the work has begun, 
and that the building has been erected. The air of the Common comes 
directly across Commonwealth avenue, Boylston street and Newbury street; 
they supply fresh air to the Common, and the building will, to a certain extent, 
form a perfect wall, so far as that is concerned, and it will take away the 
benefits obtained by the invalid and the sick, and all who go to the Common 
to get a breath of fresh air. It takes away the character and tone of the Com- 
mon from them, and makes it a different thing for them; and _ this 
site woul be occupied, before the final removal of the building, for five 
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months, — all through the dog-days, and all through the unpleasant season of 
the year. 

Although it is not admitted, I think there is great danger that it will be 
asked for again at the end of three years. Furthermore, I believe if that 
building is erected there, there will be the same kind of a plausible argument 
for this society having it again. I believe there would be great danger of 
keeping that building standing. It might be said, it will be a delightful place 
for a winter garden, and let us keep it there for that purpose. 

The Moody and Sankey meetings have often been alluded to. The same 
line of argument used for this petition would apply in that case. Or, if it 
were desired to build a church there larger than could be accommodated on 
any lot, they would say, why, you are going to shut out the advantages of 
religion, for here is the only place we can put such a building. 

I end as I began, that it is entirely begging the question to argue whether 
the Mechanic Association is useful or not. That is conceded; but it is an 
important question to the City of Boston whether the Common should be re- 
moved from its legitimate purposes. I believe the restriction in the city char- 
ter is a good one, where it is said the City Council may lease or sell all the 
property of the city except the Common and Faneuil Hall. I think that not only 
the lawyers, but common sense, have shown that a lease for a specified time 
is a lease, whether there is a money consideration or not. 

Mr. Stack. —As your remarks were addressed in good part, will you let - 
me say, Mr. Jaques, that if you should come to me as a representative of the 
Webster Bank, or anything else that you have the honor to be connected with, 
and say, certainly we will do this, or that, or the other, I should not want any 
better guaranty. If this Association comes to the City of Boston, and makes 
the same statement, it does not seem to me that it lies in any man’s power to 
say that we will not be faithful to our word. I cannot pledge you more 
strongly than that We have given a pledge that if this petition is granted 
we will take away the building at the close of the exhibition. The committee 
will have it under their own rules and regulations. 

Now you have suggested that there is a good provision in the city charter 
that the Common and Faneuil Hall shall never be leased. That point was 
offered last Saturday, but the misfortune is that we have had one of those re- 
served properties for thirty years. You cannot separate them. If the Common 
can never be leased, then Faneuil Hall cannot. 

Mr. Smita — It seems to me thatif this case is to be argued and reargued 
it will never be closed by the remonstrants. 

Mr. Stack. — At the last hearing’the remonstrants said they were not ready, 
and we went into an informal interchange of conversation. We answered all 
inquiries, and I really think the committee should not rule against us on this 
oceasion, even if the hearing does fall into the conversational style. 

The Cuarrman. — The Chair thinks it is in the usual style of such hearings. 

Mr. Staex.—The gentleman (Mr. Jaques) has suggested one thing, and 
that is a desire not to say anything derogatory against this Association. I 
wish I could say that others were equally sincere. I hold in my hand the 
communications which have been published in the newspapers in regard to 
this exhibition. I have seen one signed by ‘‘ Blackstone” and another by 
“W. H. Whitmore.” It is said that we intend to drive piles and dig trenches 
on the Common. Do they tell us that is all a sham? If all that does not 
mean to degrade the Association, what does it mean? It is to prejudice the 
community against the Association. Such communications as have been put 
into the ‘‘Advertiser,” the ‘* Transcript,” and other papers, concerning an Asso- 
ciation with as honorable a record as ours, is not right treatment of this Asso- 
ciation, with Paul Revere as its founder! As a citizen of Boston, proud of 
its records, I say these allusions to the Association are disgraceful. This 
Association, with such a prestige, has been classed with the ‘‘ Benevolent 
bricklayers,” and the ‘‘Charitable coopers!” It is a part of that feeling 
which sneers at a man because he earns his living by the sweat of his brow. 
We have a book filled with such communications, and I am going to send it to 
the Public Library as a discredit to the City of Boston, whose prosperity has 
been built up by the skill and energy of the manufacturing and mechanical 
interests. / 

Yet.we have taken it; we have made no complaints, and yet the ae 
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tells us we misjudge the remonstrants. Our instincts are as unerring as the 
first light of the morning. We know whence it comes. I tell you, sir, 
we have something to say to the great public when this hearing has gone by. 

Mr. Jaques. —I wish to disclaim the inference drawn from my remarks. I 
in no sense meant to imply that the officers of this Association would put in a 
plea this year in order to get a foothold. I took it as natural to follow, that 
when the building was constructed the natural result would be to go there for 
the next exhibition, because the plea would be all the stronger. 

Mr. Stack. —TI accept your explanation entirely. I believe you are 
perfectly sincere. 


STATEMENT OF JOHN D. BRYANT. 


Mr. Bryant. —I came here with no intention to make a speech; but there 
was one thing I intended to say. What I heard last Saturday led me to bear 
in mind the suggestion made by the gentleman who has just taken his seat, 
and by the President of the Association, — that no place had been named, that 
no place could be named, where the Association could hold their exhibition. 

I had three or four places in my mind then, and I have taken the pains to 
have some measurements made, but I have not got them accurately. I pro- 
pose to mention two or three places at the risk of wearying the committee. 

One is between Dartmouth street, Warren avenue, and Clarendon street, 
and I do not know the street on the other side. I do not know the exact 
dimensions. 

Another is between Columbus avenue, Berkeley street, and Cortes street, 
within a stone’s throw of the Providence railroad depot, comprising about six 
acres. It was occupied last summer by Barnum’s menagerie; is very acces- 
sible by horse-cars and to the people at large. It is near Boston Common, 
and is under none of the restrictions that, I believe, are on many other lots. 

Another is the Coliseum ground, where there is verge enough for this most 
respectable and honorable Association to go and spread out to any extent; and 
the fact that one or two streets have been laid out across that ground since the 
jubilee was held there, should be no obstacle to an Association which hesitates 
at nothing so far as its wishes are concerned. That land could be most easily 
controlled, I have no doubt. That lot is free from all objections, and all those 
benefits which the gentleman has reiterated to-day might flow into Boston 
from there without this objection, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen. It is cer- 
tainly to be hoped that the Association will not hesitate to bestow that pros- 
perity upon Boston, if it can do so, by going so near the Common without 
encroaching upon the rights of the people. 

One gentleman who has spoken on behalf of the remonstrants at this hear- 
ing thinks the whole question seems not to have been touched by the peti- 
tioners in any way whatever. You can concede —I most cordially do, and 
I think every one here does —all that is claimed in the panegyric that has 
constituted the chief stock of the petitioners. You need only look at the array 
of names of persons on the remonstrances to know that they come here with 
no malice; and if anybody has put anything in the papers, it is because the 
public good and the public interest is against this petition. 

The real question is, have you aright to grant this permit? If that has 
not been demonstrated here this afternoon, permit me to suggest a thought or 
two. At the general town meeting of the citizens of Boston, in 1640, it was 
voted that no ground-lease or occupancy of Boston Common should be made 
without a majority vote of the inhabitants of the town. That vote stands re- 
affirmed. It was reaffirmed by vote of the inhabitants when the city charter 
was adopted, by which they say that the City Council shall not sell or lease 
any part of Boston Common. That vote, passed more than a century ago, 
prohibited any exercise of the power to dispose of the free use and occupancy 
of the ground of Boston Common; and yet it is in the face of that vote — 
standing unrepealed — that you gentlemen are asked to go in violation of that 
whole thing, and permit the erection of a building here. I do not care how 
virtuous are the purposes, that vote says you shall not do it; and when you 
bring in an array of argument and prejudice in favor of it, it should not need 
any argument on the other side to show you that you should not do it. It is 
not right :, it does not need any argument. 
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Then, if you had the right, it would not be expedient to grant it. When 
you have strained every nerve, and have taxed the people for more park room, 
then you can give this Association all the scope they want in the new park. 
But do not compel the people to resort to the courts. I beg of you, as a 
committee of the City Government, not to put yourselves in this position. 

You cannot deny that the question of right is an open one, even if you are 
convinced that it is expedient. But do not put yourselves in a position where 
the citizens, in order to get their rights, have got to go to the courts or to the 
Legislature. 


Crosinc ARGUMENT FOR THE REMONSTRANTS, BY R. D. Smita. 


Mr. Smitu.—I hope I rise to close this hearing, and I shall do so with a very 
few words, I assure you. My getting up at all reminds me of the story of a certain 
lawyer, who asked, after arguing a case for five hours, ‘‘ When will it be your 
lordship’s pleasure to hear me again?” The judge replied, ‘It will be my 
duty to hear you to-morrow morning, but my pleasure long since ceased.” 

I think the committee will admit that in the conduct of this hearing 
there have been no witnesses produced who have indulged in vituperation, and 
that no attempt has been made, by appealing to improper motives, to influence 
the gentlemen of the committee. I have that confidence in them to believe 
that they are sitting upon this matter in a judicial capacity; and, if any impu- 
tations have been cast upon them, it has been by members of the Association. 
I do not know or care*anything about the newspapers, and I hope that you, as 
a judicial body, will try this case as a committee considering what the people 
of Boston consider one of their dearest rights. 

I had supposed — and that, perhaps, may explain the irregularity in which 
the case for the remonstrants was put in—that when anybody wished to 
establish a right before a court, it was his duty to come forward, and that it 
was not the duty of the party opposed to assign reasons in advance. There- 
fore, we had to go forward with much cumulative evidence by persons who 
freely expressed their minds in giving their testimony. That is the reason why 
we wearied you. It seems to me that it is an unphilosophical way to conduct 
a hearing. 

And now, with regard to the case made by the petitioners. A wrong im- 
pression has gone out, I am sorry to say, in regard to this committee; and 
that is, that they had decided this matter beforehand, and that it was a fore- 
gone conclusion that a report was to be made to the City Council in favor of 
this petition. I am told that the petitioners having appeared, and there being 
no remonstrants against it, the report was made; but that the minds of the 
committee are still open to conviction. It has not been so considered in the 
minds of the community; and, therefore, the great feeling that has been 
aroused in a large part of the community over the Common should be 
discredited. 

I think there has been a little favor given to that view by the petitioners 
here. They came down as King James did, claiming that he had a right to 
come down, and sit with the judges on the bench as they were going through 
the farce of hearing evidence. 

But, gentlemen, I have heard no evidence. They have had no evidence. 
There has been no reason assigned why they should have the Common. There 
is no one, among all the people in this hall to-day, — no person in Boston, — 
who does not actually feel that his welfare is bound up in the commercial 
prosperity of Boston. I do not know one person who could wish to have but 
the most kindly feelings toward this Association, — that is, as kindly as he 
can toward any great chartered institution. 

But it is a private corporation, and it is as a great corporation that it puts 
in this request to take a piece of land used for public purposes by the citizens 
whose interests you are to protect. 

The arguments I have heard were based upon the beneficence of this institu- 
tion; the great fairs it has held, and the great interest in seeing a carpet-loom 
(which I should like to see) ; but there has not been one reason given why it 
should take this particular place. If it was necessary to have it, it was their 
duty to show that there is no other place. « / 
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I now instance one lot of 40,000 square feet—the Fort Hill lot — which, 
with three stories, gives 140,000 square feet. 

They reminded me very much of something said by one of the old Whig 
papers while my friend, Frank Pierce, was in power. He vetoed a bill of Con- 
gress and sent in a message four columns in length. One of the papers in 
Boston said, Pierce has vetoed such a bill in a message of four columns, for 
reasons assigned. And that is just the case here: They have not been able to 
assign a single reason; and, really, I believe that if this matter were submitted 
to the very body which they represent — an Association consisting, as it does, 
of so many sensible men —they would not do what they come here and ask 
youtodo. The people interested in the Coliseum voted at the time not to 
take the Common, and I think this Association itself would not make such a 
move. 

I know there are members of the Association here to-day who would not. 
I understand that the treasurer of the Association and another gentleman 
oppose this petition. We have several witnesses here to show that the 
Association wish to hold no fair this year, to be a shadow of the great Centen- 
nial, and who know how the people of Boston, and of all New England, have 
been depleted by visiting that exhibition. If Massachusetts was not able to 
attract the attention of foreign powers to the great exhibition in Philadelphia, 
she will not be able to attract them to one which must be the shadow of that 
great exhibition. 

Now, gentlemen, I do not discuss the legality of this matter. I have too 
high a respect for Mr. Healy to believe that he says you can do it; and unless 
you feel morally certain that he has given such an opinion, I hope you will 
obtain his written opinion upon the subject, for lawyers often change their 
opinions after examining a question. I think that Mr. Healy will say, after 
examining the opinions of Mason, Dexter and others, that there is a very 
grave question whether the City Council has this right. 

But that is not the only question. This building may be elegantly built of 
iron and glass, which it will be a pleasure to visit; but I think you cannot 
help admitting that, located, as it will be, across the Common, this building 
will certainly be a great inconvenience to a large class of our citizens; for it 
is not to be built like Aladdin’s palace, in the night, or like Solomon's temple, 
without saw or hammer. It must cover the ground with refuse of timber and 
materials, and various other unpleasantnesses which accompany the erection 
of a large building. 

I am much obliged to you, gentlemen, and although I have endeavored to 
be brief, I know that I have wearied you.

My dear Sir, —I cannot be present this P. M. at the hearing on the appli- 
cation of the Mechanic Association for the use of the Common. If present, 
I should simply say, —I object, not as against the Mechanic Association; 
that body should have it, if any one, for a similar purpose; but I object as 
establishing an embarassing precedent. If the city is prepared to let the 
Mechanic Association use the Common for its purposes, the same rule must 
hereafter be applied to applications from musical festivals, Moody & Sankey 
visits, fairs, shows of animals, etc., etc. Boston, present and prospective, 
for purposes of health and pleasure, requires all the open spaces it now 
possesses, and while the present application, and those to follow of a kindred 
nature, may be considered temporary, the precedent will be used as an argu- 
ment hereafter for permanency.

BENJAMIN Porn, Esq., President of the Common Council : — 


Srr, —In accordance with the requirements of the ordi- 
nance in relation to Finance, I have the honor of presenting 
to the City Council the accompanying estimates of the 
amount of money which will be needed to defray the ex- 
penses of the 

City oF Boston 


and the 
County OF SUFFOLK 


for the financial year 1877-78, commencing May 1, 1877, 
and terminating April 80, 1878, exclusive of Boston’s pro- 
portion of the State tax of 1877, which will be levied by 
the Assessors, under authority of the law of the Common- 
wealth. The financial year includes the Auditor’s draft on 
the Treasurer, Pe yayle May Ist, the date of ifs commence- 
ment. 

The sums needed for carrying on the Cochituate Water 
Works, and paying interest on the outstanding Cochituate 
Water Loans and cost of the works, as well as the revenue 
to be derived from the said works, are left out of the ap- 
propriation and income tables in the present estimates, as it 
is estimated that the revenue received will be suflicient to 
meet the expenses and interest, and leave a small balance to 
be paid into the sinking fund for the redemption of the 
Cochituate Water Loans as provided by law. 

The estimates include the salaries paid the officers of the 
government, clerks, etc., of the several departments, as 
authorized by the salary orders of the City Council of 1876. 
They are also made up irrespective of the question involved 
in the passage of the ordinance, now before the City Council, 
repealing that portion of the ordinance on Finance which 
provides for the paying of the balances of appropriations, 
annually, to the Board of Commissioners on the Sinking Funds, 
to be -pplied, by them to meet the percentages required by 
law for the several sinking funds in their charge, of of the 
amount that said Board will require to be directly taxed in 
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lieu of the receipt of said balances of appropriations, if they 
should be retained in the City Treasury at the close of the 
financial year to form part of the resources to meet the 
appropriations for the next year. 

The largest reduction in the estimates is in the item of 
interest, which is $209,000 less than last year. 

The Committee on Public Instruction have made a Si 
tion in the respective amounts asked for by the School 
Committee for salaries of instructors and its officers, and for 
books, janitors, fuel, etc., to the total of $123,280, which 
is a reduction from last year’s appropriation of $88,480.

The Board of Assessors add to this sum of $8,862,491, 
by warrant of law, five per cent., for the purpose of cover- 
ing abatements, etc., a sum equal to say $443,124, making 
a total tax levy of $9,305,615. 

The Assessors’ valuation of the city last year was 
$748,878,100. In relation to this valuation of the city, 
Mayor Cobb, in his valedictory to the Board of Aldermen, 
at the close of last year, said that it would be necessary to 
reduce the valuation of the real estate of the city $50,000,000 
“to bring it to a point that will approximate to its fair mar- 
ket value.” Mayor Prince, in his inaugaral address this year, 
is also of the opinion that the real estate is overvalued, and 
that it would be better to have a high rate on a low valua- 
tion, than a low rate on a Argh valuation. 

In view of these opinions by the late and present Mayors 
of the city, regarding the over-valuation of the city for the 
purposes of taxation, the sum should not be placed at over 
$700,000,000. With this sum as the valuation of the city, 
and placing the amount to be received from poll-taxes at 
$160,000, the rate per each $1,000 of property would be 
$13.07, against $12.70 last year, as follows : —

ALDERMAN FITZGERALD moved to substitute for the fore- 
going report, the following report and order :— 


The undersigned, a member of the Committee on Paving, 
begs leave to dissent from the report of the majority of the 
committee giving leave to withdraw on the petition of the 
Highland Street Railway Co. for a location of its tracks 
through Northampton street and Columbus avenue, for the 
following reasons : — 

First. He believes that a large number of the residents 
and property owners on Columbus avenue are in favor, and 
desire the location, of the Highland Railway Company’s 
tracks through the avenue, and it is opposed principally by 
those residents who are able to own their private carriages, 
and are not dependent upon public conveyance as a means of 
transportation to and from their places of business. 

Second. A large number of the residents and property 
owners on the streets leading from Columbus avenue on the 
east and west sides are in favor of the Highland Railway 
cars being run through the avenue, and their’ rights, comfort 
and accommodation demand the favorable consideration of 
this Board. 
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Thirdly. The residents of Wards 19, 20 and 21, com- 
prising the Highland District, have petitioned, by thousands, 
for the granting of the location asked for in the petition of 
the Highland Railway. They now have no means of transpor- 
tation to Columbus avenue, and that part of the city west of 
Shawmut avenue and Tremont street, or to the churches in 
that vicinity, and the Art Museum and the depot of the Provi- 
dence Railroad. The interests of the inhabitants of such an 
enterprising and growing section of the city should not be 
disregarded ; and when they ask this Board to grant that 
which will add greatly to their comfort and convenience, 
without injury to other public interests, it is the plain duty 
of this Board to grant it. 

Fourthly. Columbus avenue is a wide street, and the lay- 
of tracks there will not interfere with the driving of carriages 
and teams, or the passing and repassing of the same on the 
avenue. ‘The city will probably be obliged to repave the ave- 
nue during the coming. year, and it will save at least twenty 
thousand dollars if the company lay rails and pave, as the 
law requires, between the tracks, at the same time, or before 
the city does its work. 

Fully believing that the interests of the city, as well as of 
the public, will be promoted thereby, he recommends the 
passage of the following order. 


JOHN E. FITZGERALD. 


Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
to the Highland Street Railway Company to lay down tracks 
in several of the streets of the city of Boston, said company 
shall have the right to lay down double tracks as follows, 
viz.: Commencing at a point in the tracks of the Highland 
Street Railway on Shawmut avenue, opposite Ball street, 
thence by curved tracks in Shawmut avenue to Hammond 
street, thence through Hammond street to Tremont street, 
and thence by curved tracks in said Tremont street to the 
tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad as now laid down on 
said street, and to connect said curved tracks with the tracks 
of said Metropolitan Railroad. 

Again, commencing at a point in the tracks of the Metro- 
politan Railroad on Tremont street near Northampton street, 
thence by curved tracks in said Tremont street to Northamp- 
ton street, thence in Northampton street to Columbus avenue, 
and in Columbus avenue to Berkeley street, and across 
Berkeley street to the tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad as 
now laid down on Columbus avenue easterly of Berkeley 
street, there to connect the tracks of said Highland Street 
Railway with the tracks of the Metropolitan Railroad. 
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Again, commencing at a point in the tracks of the High- 
land Street Railway on Shawmut avenue near Northampton 
street, thence through Northampton street to Tremont street, 
and across Tremont street to connect with the tracks located 
by this order in Northampton street between Tremont street 
and Columbus avenue. The several tracks located by this 
order are shown on plans drawn by W. S. Barbour and A.

Said Highland Street Railway Company shall also have the 
right, until otherwise ordered by the Board of Aldermen, 
to enter upon and use with its horses and cars, the tracks of

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO 
FINANCE. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of 
the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows :— 


Section 1. Sections twenty-three, twenty-four, twenty- 
five, twenty-six, twenty-seven, and twenty-nine of the Ordi- 
nance in relation to Finance, as contained in the volume of 
Revised Ordinances of the year 1876, are hereby repealed, 
and the following sections substituted therefor : — 

Secr. 2. The Board of Commissioners on the Sinking 
Funds for the redemption of the debt of the city shall annu-— 
ally, in the month of February, report to the City Council 
and Auditor of Accounts a detailed statement of the amounts | 
required by statute to be raised by taxation during the next 
financial year on account of the principal of the city debt,

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and such amounts shall be included in the general appropria- 
tion bill for that year, and shall-be paid by the City Treas- 
urer to said Commissioners on the first day of December 
following. All excess of revenue derived from _ liquor 
licenses, excess of income and taxes over estimated income 
and taxes, and of appropriations over expenditures at the 
close of each financial year, shall remain in the city treasury 
to be used and applied for such purposes as the City Council 
may order. 

Sect. 3. All moneys received by the city from the sale of 
real estate, from payments on account of the principal sum 
secured by any bond or note, or from payments on account 
of any betterment assessment, shall be paid by the City 
Treasurer to the said Commissioners, and applied by them 
to the reduction of the city debt. 

Sect. 4. All excess of income from water-rates over the 
amount required to pay the expense of carrying on the 
Water Works, and the interest and exchange, if any, on the 
water debt, shall be paid to said Commissioners, and by them 
added to the sinking fund for said debt. 

Srucr. 5. Whenever any debt of the city shall become 
due, the said Commissioners shall pay over and transfer to 
the City Treasurer any funds which they may hold as a sink- 
ing fund for said debt, or so much of such funds as may be 
required for the payment of such debt, and the balance of 
such funds, if any, shall be transferred by them to such 
other sinking fund as they may deem advisable.

EIGHTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
INSPECTOR OF MILK, 1877. 


To His Honor the Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston: — | 


GENTLEMEN, — Your Inspector respectfully submits the 
Annual Report of his office for the year ending March 21st, 
1877, 

The year just closed has been an eventful one to those 
engaged in the milk trade, as well as those pursuing other 
branches of business. 

With few exceptions, during the extreme hot weather of 
July and August, our supply of milk has been more than 
enough to meet the demand; consequently much less adul- 
teration has been practised than in some former years. 

The season has been favorable for raising milk, and large 
quantities, for which there was no demand, have been returned 
to the producer, or sent to the butter and cheese factories. 
The pressure of the times again has compelled thousands 
of consumers to reduce their supply, and many of the poorer 
classes have been obliged to abandon its use altogether. 

A considerable number of changes have taken place in the 
milk business during the year; some of the old dealers have 
been hard-pressed, and many of the new beginners, more 
hopeful of success, have invested a few hundred dollars in a 
milk route, only to find at the close of three or four months 
that in reality their route belonged to parties who had sup- 
plied them with milk. 

It has been my earnest desire to keep the subject of adul- 
terated milk before the people, so that they might, if neces- 
sary, avail themselves of the assistance and protection which 
the law affords. 

During the past year I have examined about two thousand 
samples of milk, mostly in stores and shops, some in pri- 
vate families, at the milk depots, and at the office. 

As a matter of course the general duties of the Inspector 
are about the same from year to year. 
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The laws of the Commonwealth require that he shall keep 
an office, and books of record, etc., and prosecute before the 
proper tribunal all such violations of law as shall come to 
his knowledge. 

With these provisions of the law I have faithfully and 
strictly complied. 

The milk trade of Boston, as I stated in my previous re- 
port, is divided into two branches, for which separate sets of 
books are kept at the office of the Inspector. 

Ist. Wholesale dealers, who distribute milk to families, 
stores, etc., from carriages, or who keep more than one 
cow. 

2d. Retail dealers; who sell in small quantities from mar- 
ket places, stores, shops and cellars.

It may be of interest to the milk producers as well as to 
consumers, to know that the matter of the adulteration of 
milk is annually exciting more and more interest in the 
community. 

A number of cases of adulterated milk have been this year 
before the courts in one of the neighboring cities. 

These cases were strenuously contested in the lower courts 
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and were finally carried to the Supreme Court for a final 
decision. i 

The Board of Health of the City of New York have con- 
sidered the subject of adulterated milk of sufficient impor- 
tance to cause the enactment of special laws and the appoint- 
ment of inspectors; by which means many offenders have 
been brought to justice during the past season. 

In pursuance of enactments of the Legislature in 1858 
and 1859, this office was established, and it commenced its 
work August 10th, 1859. Its records show that between 
four and tive hundred samples of milk have been analyzed ; 
about three hundred complaints have been made in our 
courts ; and at least thirty-five thousand samples of milk have 
been examined ; — thus giving this office an experience not 
acquired by any similar office in the country. 

For general information on the subject of milk and its 
adulteration, I may be allowed to incorporate in this report 
the existing laws of the State, and such matters as may be of 
interest to the governments of other cities and towns, who 
are frequently seeking information from this office. 


EXTRACTS FROM ACTS IN RELATION TO-THE SALE AND INSPECTION 
oF MILK. 


(Acts 1864, Chapter 122.) 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows : — 


SecTION 1. The Mayor and Aldermen of cities shall, and the select- 
men of towns may, annually appoint one or more persons to be Inspec- 
tors of Milk, for their respective places, who shall, before entering 
upon the duties, of their office, be sworn. Each inspector shall give 
notice of his appointment by publishing the same two weeks in a news- 
paper published in his city or town; or, if no newspaper is published 
therein,by posting up such notice in two or more public places in such 
city or town. . 

Sect. 2. The Inspector shall keep an office and books, for the pur- 
pose of recording the names and places of business of all persons 
engaged in the sale of milk within their limits. They may enter any 
place where milk is stored or kept for sale, and all carriages used in 
the conveyance of milk; and whenever they have reason to believe any 
milk found therein is adulterated, they shall take specimens thereof, 
and cause the same to be analyzed, or otherwise satisfactorily tested, 
the result of which they shall record and preserve as evidence; and a 
certificate of such result, sworn to by the analyzer, shall be admissible 
in evidence in all prosecutions under this act. 

The inspector shall receive such compensation as the Mayor and 
Aldermen or Selectmen shall determine. 

Sect. 3. [Repealed by Acts of 1867.] 

Sect. 4. Whoever neglects to cause his name and place of business 
to be recorded in the inspector’s books, and his name legibly placed 
upon all carriages used by him in the conveyance of milk, before 
engaging in the sale thereof, shall forfeit twenty dollars for the first 
offence, and for a second and each subsequent offence fifty dollars. 

And whoever offers for sale milk produced from cows fed upon refuse 
of distilleries, or any substance deleterious to the quality of the milk, 
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or whoever knowingly offers for sale milk produced from sick or 
diseased cows, shall forfeit twenty-five dollars for the first and fifty 
dollars for every subsequent offence. 

And whoever, in the employment of another, knowingly violates any 
provision of this section shall be held equally guilty with the principal, 
and suffer the same penalty. 

Sect. 5. It shall be the duty of the inspector to cause the name and 
place of business of all persons convicted under the preceding section 
to be published in two newspapers printed in the town or county where 
the offence may have been committed. 

Srct. 6. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

[Approved March 30, 1864. ] 


(Acts 1872, Chapter 319.) 


An Act to prevent the sale or exchange of adulterated milk. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows :— 


SECTION 1. Whoever sells or exchanges, or has in his possession 
with intent to sell or exchange, or offers for sale or exchange, adulter- 
ated milk, or milk to which water or any foreign substance has been 
added, shall for the first offence be punished by a fine of not less than 
twenty, nor more than one hundred dollars; and for any subsequent 
offence, by a fine of not less than fifty, nor more than three hundred 
dollars. : 

Sect. 2. Whoever sells or exchanges, or has in his possession with 
intent to sell or exchange, or offers for sale or exchange, as pure milk, 
any milk from which the cream or any part thereof has been removed, 
shall be liable to the penalty provided in the preceding section. 

Sect. 3. Whoever knowingly sells or exchanges, or has in his pos- 
session with intent to sell or exchange, or offers for sale or exchange, 
adulterated milk, or milk to which water or any foreign substance has 
been added, shall for the first offence be punished by a fine of not less 
than fifty, nor more than three hundred dollars ; and for any subsequent 
offence by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars, and imprison- 
ment in the House of Correction not less than thirty nor more than 
ninety days. 

Sect. 4. Violations of this act may be prosecuted by complaint or 
indictment before any court of competent jurisdiction, and one-half of 
any fine paid shall go to the complainant. . 

Sect. 5. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed; but such repeal shall not affect any prosecutions now 
pending. 

Sect. 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

[Approved May 4, 1872.] 


During the winter of 1873 an act was passed by the Legis- 
lature, of which the following is a true copy : — 


(Acts 1873, Chapter 180.) 
An Act concerning the purchasing of milk and the size of milk-cans. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows : — 


SEcTION 1. All milk-cans used by persons engaged in the business of 
purchasing milk at wholesale shall be sealed annually by the sealer of 
weights aud measures in the city or town where the purchaser resides, 
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and no milk-can shall be sealed which does not contain one or more 
quarts, without the fractional parts of a quart, and the capacity of the 
can shall be legibly marked upon it by such sealer. 

Sect. 2. When milk is purchased by the can, such can shall hold 
eight quarts of milk, and no more. 

Sect. 3. Every person violating the provisions of this act shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than twenty dollars nor more than fifty 
dollars, one-half of which fine shall inure to the use of the com- 
plainant. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect on the first day of July next. 

[Approved April 14, 1873.] 


Whatever the effect of this law may have been, I have not 
heard that any complaints were made to the courts during 
the year, or that any effort was made for EP out the 
intentions of the law. 


The following information, being useful from year to year, 
is inserted from my last report : — 

The contracts for the supply of milk are generally made 
twice a year, viz.: on the first of April and the first of 
October. 

The milk-cans used for the conveyance and sale of milk 
by the dealers are of two classes. 

The large cans, which hold nine quarts and a pint, are in 
general use by the milk trade of Worcester County, and by 
many of those who collect their milk in the towns in the 
vicinity of Boston. 

The smaller cans, which hold eight quarts and one-half 
pint, are mostly in use on the Fitchburg, Lowell and Eastern 
Railroads; and no milkman is considered equipped for busi- 
ness unless he is the owner of four or five full sets of cans, 
either eights or nines, as above described, sufficient to con- 
tain the milk necessary for his daily route; one set being in 
_use while the others are on their way to the country for a 
fresh supply. 

Many of the milkmen engaged in the family trade have 
small cans, holding from a pint to four or even six quarts, 
which they fill from the larger cans in quantities to suit 
their customers. 

These cans are left within the houses, or at some desig- 
nated place on the premises. These small cans are, or 
should be, filled in the afternoon previous to their delivery 
the next morning, thus affording sufficient cream for family 
use. 


The price of milk has HE considerably from former 
prices during the past year, viz.: At the farmer’s door, from 
thirty to forty cents per can, and at the depots, in or near 
the city, after its collection and transportation, from thirty- 
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eight to forty-five cents. The milk is sold by the milkmen 
to stores, shops, eating-houses, etc., at from fifty to sixty 
cents per can, and is retailed in smaller quantities to families 
at from seven to eight cents per quart. 

Such have been the general prices; yet many of the milk 
dealers, owing to the great competition in the trade, and the 
unusually large supply of milk, would buy and sellat greatly 
reduced prices. 

Thousands of cans of good milk have been retailed this 
season, from some of our stores and shops, at five and six 
cents per quart. 

My attention has often been called, during the season, to 
these places of cheap milk, only to find the article sold as 
such superior to the milk sold at the highest price in other 
places. 

In the early part of the season my attention was called to 
a new grocery store at the Boston Highlands, where from 
eighteen to twenty-five cans of milk were daily disposed of 
at six cents per quart. This milk was examined and found 
to be of superior quality, and the low price for which it was 
sold would, of course, draw a large number of customers 
to the store for the milk, as well as for other articles of fam- 
ily consumption. 

Whatever loss there might be on the milk would easily 
be made up by increased custom, and a cent or two advance 
on some other articles sold. 

In the general inspection of the milk in stores and shops, 
during the past season, it was often found that some of the 
best milk was retailed to customers for a less price than it 
cost at-the depots. 


April, 1876. During this month the time of the Inspector 
was devoted to the general inspection of the milk in stores 
and shops at the Boston Highlands. 

Our supply of milk at this time fully equalled the demand ; 
consequently, but little adulteration was found in the places 
visited. 

Admitting the standard of pure extra good milk to be 20° 
and pure good milk 19°, the average standard for this month 
was found to be 183°, 

During this month some early morning calls were made in 
this section of the city, and samples of milk were taken 
from some of the milkmen as they were delivering milk to 
their customers. In more than one instance these samples 
were found to have been extended by the addition of water. 

The attention of the Highland Municipal Court was called 
to these cases, and the offending parties plead guilty and 
paid the usual fine and costs. While inspecting the milk in 
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stores and shops, my attention was often called to the article 
left to families in the neighborhood. 

In visiting all parts of the Highland district the large 
number of stores and shops found closed only confirmed the 
truth concerning the depressed condition of all branches of 
business. 


May, 1876. — This month was very favorable for an 
ample supply of milk from the country, ‘and the general in- 
spection at the north and west parts of the city was never 
more satisfactory. 

The northern part, for the past two or three years, has 
been mostly supplied with milk by persons who have never 
been disposed to tamper with the article except in times of 
extreme scarcity. 

The average purity of the milk in the northern section 
was 182°, and the western part, 184°. 

N otwithstanding the fact that the general character of the 
milk in both of these sections was found good, yet, on two 
or three occasions, adulteration was found, for which the 
parties passed through the court, paying the usual fine and 
costs. 


June, 1876. — During the first part of this month, with 
few exceptions, the weather was cool and comfortable, and 
the supply of milk was about equal to the demand. 

The Inspector’s time was devoted to the examination of 
the milk in the Charlestown district. 

About the middle of the month, as the weather grew 
warmer, the demand for milk became more urgent; the sup- 
ply, however, continued to be about equal to the wants of 
consumers. 

One or two of the new beginners were disposed to enlarge 
their trade by extending the milk to the amount of one-third 
water. 

The ea naweren: was not disposed to look with favor — 
on the transaction, and imposed the usual fine and costs. 

While attending to the duties of my office, in this part of 
the city, frequent calls came from private families where 
their children were dependent on milk for their daily food. 

The weather in the latter part of the month, with an occa- 
sional cool day, was sultry and hot, largely increasing the 
demand for milk, which flowed in, however, to the depots 
in sufficient quantities to satisfy all customers. 

The average quality of the milk this month in the Charles- 
town district was found to be 184°. 


July, 1876, to the 24th day of the month, was unusually 
hot and dry. On the 13th the thermometer stood at one 
hundred degrees. The weather soon lessened the supply of 
milk at all the depots, and with some of the dealers a suffi- 
cient supply could not be obtained for their customers. 

During this month an unusually large number of families 
left the city to visit the Centennial, and other favorite places 
of resort. This afforded great relief to the milkmen, as it 
enabled them to meet more nearly the wants of those who 
remained. 

The stores and shops in the central part of the city were 
visited this month, and the milk examined. 

Notwithstanding the great demand and the limited supply, 
but two or three of our milk-and-water dealers were detected 
in vending the extended article. Some of these parties had 
previously been before the courts, and they were now dealt 
with accordingly. 

In consequence of the extreme hot weather of this month, 
and the limited supply of milk, the average was but 17 20, 
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August, 1876, nearly to the close of the month was hot 
and dry. At some of the milk stations the supply was so 
reduced that many of the dealers could not obtain the 
amount required for their customers. 

This scarcity of milk, and the increased demand, both 
caused by ‘the hot weather, showed itself plainly in the 
stores and shops by an increased amount of adulteration. 

During this month a new milk-car was placed on the Bos- 
ton & Albany Railroad, by the Westboro’ Milk Company, 
who, during the season of scarcity, increased their resources 
by drawing a supply from more distant parts of the country. 

With few exceptions the hot weather and the limited sup- 
ply of milk continued to within a few days of the close ot 
the month. 

On the 28th the weather was quite cool, and the 
supply of milk was more satisfactory than it had been at any 
time previously during the month. 

The general inspection of the milk was at the south part 
of the city. The supply of milk and the demand were about 
the same as during last month, consequently there was but 
little variation in the average of the quality, viz., 178°. 


September, 1876, was noticeable for its variable weather 
throughout the month. All, or nearly all, the milk depots 
furnished sufficient milk for the dealers to meet the demands 
of the consumers. 

It may not be generally known that some of our beney-- 
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olent ladies have provided homes in different parts of the 
city for infants, and for older children, who are yet too 
young to go to school. To these nurseries my services have 
often been asked during the year, for the purpose of insuring 
a supply of pure milk; and those services have been cheer- 
fully rendered. 

The milk in the stores and shops at East Boston was 
examined this month, and the average found to be 18°. 

The milk-depot in this part of the city has often been vis- 
ited, and the milk has been found, with few exceptions, in a 
satisfactory condition. 

The milk-dealers from Charlestown, Somerville, and other 
places, assist in supplying East Boston with milk. 

While attending to duties in this section, a number of 
samples of milk taken from the dealers were analyzed, but 
none were found sufficiently extended to justify a complaint. 


October, 1876, was very favorable for an ample supply of 
milk. The demand, however, was limited, and the milk 
trade with all the dealers was considered very dull. 

My examination of the milk was at South Boston, where 
many stores and shops were found closed. Nearly all these 
places formerly sold milk, and some of them large quantities 
daily. 

The scarcity of money with our laboring class, and the 
general depression of business, have, according to the best 
estimates that can be made, reduced the daily quantity of 
milk delivered two thousand cans. 

It was evident that, in the depressed condition of the busi- 
ness, the usual custom of raising. the price on the first of 
October could not be sustained. 

Some of the dealers, moreover, to retain their customers, 
were obliged to furnish their milk even below the summer. 
prices. 

The average purity of the milk in South heer was 183°. 


November and December. — In the districts of Dorchester, 
Brighton and West Roxbury there are many stores and 
shops which were visited during these two months for the 
inspection of the milk. 

The facilities for keeping cows in these rural districts are 
of course better than pertain to any other part of the city ; 
and many of the inhabitants have the means of supplying 
themselves and their neighbors also with milk. 

The stores and shops are mostly supplied by the regular 
milkmen, who live in the neighborhood, or who pass through 
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the place on their way to the less rural districts, and the city 
proper. 

The anniversaries of Thanksgiving and Christmas created 
but very little extra damand. 

The supply was more than enough at nearly all of the milk 
stations, and the demand very limited, as compared with 
former years. 

Samples of milk were frequently taken from the dealers, 
and on examination were found good. 

Less milk was brought to the office by private families for 
inspection during these two months than at any time pre- 
viously during the season. 

I may here remark that the milk found in the districts of 
Dorchester, Brighton, and West Roxbury, is not tampered 
with to the extent which we often find it to be in other parts 
of the city. 

The average quality of the milk for these two months 
was 19°.* 


In January, February and March there was but little 
demand for an extra quantity of milk. A few violent snow- 
storms obstructed travel and blockaded the sources of supply 
from the country. With these exceptions the milkmen were 
enabled to meet all demands, and generally their customers 
were well satisfied as to the quantity of the article supplied. 

We have nine or ten railroad milk-stations, which supply 
us with a large part of our milk. All of them,’ with one or 
two exceptions, are located within the limits of the city. 

These places have been visited often during the year, much 
to the satisfaction of not only the milk-contractor, but also 
the milkmen. 

On some of these cars occasionally whole dairies are 
found more or less adulterated, and they are at once returned 
to the place whence they came. 

In my examinations of the milk at the depots I have 
always received cheerful assistance, not only from the milk 
contractors, but also from the milkmen, in my endeavors 
to prevent the removal of adulterated milk from the cars for 
distribution. 

In some of my former reports I have adverted to the fre- 
quency of finding adulterated milk on the cars at the depots, 
and of tracing the evil to the very door of the producer. 

As an act of justice to myself and others, I may be allowed 
to state that early in the spring one of the milk-contractors 
on the Boston & Albany Railroad ealled at the Inspector’s 
office. He stated that he was daily receiving a dairy of ten 
cans from the country, and these cans were sold to different 
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\ 
parties for distribution, and that they were all, or nearly all, 
returned to him as containing adulterated milk. He further 
stated that, from information obtained from his men, this 
dairy had been coming in this condition for more than a 
fortnight. 

On the arrival of the milk-car the following morning the 
Inspector was present and examined each can of the sus- 
pected milk; and in every case the milk was found extended 
by the addition of water to the amount of 33 per cent., and 
deprived of nearly all of the cream. 

This milk came from one of the towns situated on the line 
of the Boston & Albany Railroad. 

This town was immediately visited by the Inspector, who, 
accompanied by the collector, proceeded to the place whence 
this dairy came. 

With the assistance of the proprietor, ten cans of milk, 
marked No. 8, were taken from his premises and removed 
to a more convenient place, and were examined by the 
Inspector. 

The milk in these cans was found in the same condition as 
in those inspected the day previous at the Boston depot. 

A sample of this milk was analyzed by John M. Merrick, 
chemist, and was found to contain, in 100 parts, water inten- 
tionally added, 31.83; and only 4 per cent. of cream, instead 
of 10 or 12, as it should have had. 

The papers and facts relating to this case were prepared 
and sent to the District Attorney of the county, on the 
ground that it was the duty of that officer to prosecute all 
criminal offences coming to his knowledge within that 
county. 

It is more than eight months since those papers were sent 
by mail to that officer; yet, so far as any information could 
be obtained, he has never brought the case to the notice of 
the grand jury; nor has he acknowledged the receipt of the 
documents or letters of inquiry sent to him during the 
summer. 

It may be observed that the good old man who extended 
the milk in this case, without waiting for a prosecution, came 
- forward and settled the amount of damage with the parties 
to whom he sold the milk. 

This settlement, however, does not alter or in any way 
change the duty of either the Inspector or the District 
Attorney. 

The statement of the facts, however, will serve to exoner- 
ate the Inspector, inasmuch as they show that he used his 
best efforts to bring the offender to justice, and to fulfil the 
purpose for which the office he holds was established. He 
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has to regret that an officer bound to uphold the law should 
fail in his duty, and thereby shield from punishment one who 
would knowingly and wilfully make the law a nullity. 


The following valuable information in regard to milk and 
its adulteration has been received from Mr. John M. Merrick, 
consulting chemist, of No. 59 Broad street, Boston. 

He says, In accordance with your request I send you a 
tabular statement of the results of the analysis of milk, 
which I have made from samples furnished by you, com- 
mencing April 1, 1876 : —

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The percentage of amount Of adulteration is a trifle less 
than last year, — last year being 17.25 per cent. of added 
water, and this year 14.13 per cent. 

I have found no addition of any foreign substance to the 
milk analyzed by myself this year, except water, unless in 
two cases where the amount of added water was considerable, 
there may have been a little caromel. I have seen, however, 
one sample of milk brought to me for my inspection where 
an amount of extraneous color wholly unusual had undoubt- 
edly been added. 

With these trifling exceptions I have found only excess of 
water, and I can safely report what I said last year in your 
annual report, viz. : The wild stories that newspaper reporters 
once in a while set afloat, about tons of borax, phosphate of 
lime, chalk, etc., being used to adulterate milk, have not 
been corroborated by any facts brought to my notice during 
the past year. 

For many years, in England especially, “sheep’s brains” 
have been mysteriously spoken of as frequently added to 
milk; but year after year has slipped by without any proof 
of this nauseous adulteration. This last year, when a 
chemist would almost as soon express his belief in ghosts as 
in the addition of brains to milk, Mr. Sidney Gibbons, F. C. 
S., of Melbourne, Australia, stumbles on one solitary 
case of this form of adulteration ; our report is as follows, in 
the “London Chemical News ” for March 31st, 1876. 

* As received, the sample had separated into three layers, 
of which the upper was thick: and of a brownish, dirty gray 
color; the bottom resembled it, but was less in volume ; and 
the intervening portion was white and thin. On being shaken, 
it assumed, without frothing, its thick and pulpy consistency, 
but soon separated again. Its density in this state was 
1,022, but in five hours fell by dissociation to 1,016. 

“On standing it yielded, as before, an upper layer of thick, 
gray pulp, of which most was at the top. It differed from 
cream, and showed but few large cream-cells. In amount it 
was, after standing the usual time, one-fifth of the entire 
column ; but, on allowing this to remain, I found the measure- 
ment to alter materially, and, indeed, the proportions sub- 
sisting between the several layers were by no means 
constant. 

*'The Jower portion was darker, and included much dirt, 
with sand and vegetal débris; on its surface torule abounded. 
Throughout, and chiefly in the gray pulp, was much granular 
and clotted matter, which ‘took’ magenta, and was thereby 
distinguished from the normal fat globules. ‘There was no 
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added starch, and nothing that depolarized light except the 
sand, some cuticles of grasses, and a few granules of their 
starches. 

“Many singular masses of the same type, but of varying 
size and form, somewhat resembling bean-pods, having a 
length of from two to six times their width, behaving opti- 
cally like fat corpuscles. Others were larger, irregular and 
branched, clear, structureless, not polarizing, comparable in 
appearance to the vacuoles that form when a viscid medium 
dries up between glasses. Also many resembling caudate 
brain-cells (though not of the acute-angled and stellate forms), 
without apparent nuclei, not definitely tubular and without 
contents. Some large transparent round cells or oil-globules, 
not natural. 

“These bodies, and a large part of the mixture which had 
not previously shown structure, took magenta freely, and 
then revealed fragments of what appeared to be nerve tubules. 

“ A ‘large’ piece, longer than the diameter of the field of 
view (0.015.), consisted of a ramification of tubules proceed- 
ing in the same direction, as having been normally parallel, 
but now partly spread radially, and connected by a fine 
transparent structureless tissue. Of this two sketches were 
made at different times. A notable feature was a sharp 
straight line, obviously a clean cut, which bounded it. 

* All these indications seemed to point to nerve structure, as 
of cerebral matter, and to nothing else. The next thing was 
actual comparison under both conditions. I procured some 
brains, and, after preparing an emulsion, got a series of 
similar and accordant observations. There was, however, this 
marked difference: I did not succeed in producing a pulp 
so smooth as the milkman’s, and always had a conspicuous 
amount of unbroken and unmistakable structures; whereas 
in the milk they had to be sought, but, saving the particular 
forms mentioned, they were to be found. 

‘Tt is probable that special precaution had been taken to 
break down as much as possible of the tissues by long diges- 
tion, and to strain off what proved intractable.” 

This seems to be the second well-authenticated case. Prof. 
Huckett adduced one in his evidence before a committee of 
the House of Commons in 1856. 

The trouble and difficulty of this adulterating milk make 
it amazing that these two instances can be found. 

What we have to contend with here is, as in other large 
cities, the fraudulent addition of water to milk offered for sale, 
or the removal of the cream before offering the residual milk 
for sale. 
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In my analyses of milk I have made no deviation from the 
method used last year, the results of which are shown in the 
table. 

If I remember right, in no prosecution based by you upon 
analysis of adulterated milk furnished by myself have the 
results of these analyses been disputed by the parties most 
nearly interested. 

The recent and unfinished trials in New York have excited 
renewed interest in the matter of milk analysis, and in the 
use of the lactometer. Unfortunately I have not, and shall 
not have, a copy of the evidence in these recent cases, in time 
to criticise it in the present report; and I must therefore 
content myself with repeating my belief that it is unwise and 
unjust to trust to any single test in pronouncing a sample of 
milk adulterated. 

Am analysis ought to be made before prosecuting a seller, 
_ and this I know is your custom. JI should not be willing to 

appear against a milkman with no better evidence against him 
than one reading of a lactometer. 

Mr. H. W. Vaughan says: “After many years’ expe- 
rience as State Assayer and City Chemist, in Providence, 
R. I., during six years of which time I have made the sub- 
ject of milk, and the methods of recognizing its adulter- 
ations for legal purposes, a specialty, I have discarded the 
use of the lactometer as a means of detecting watered milk 
for the following reasons : — 


“ First. — Milk may be ‘topped’ or partially skimmed, 
thereby increasing its specific gravity, and permitting the 
addition of water sufficient to reduce it to its original 
density. 

* Second. — Milk may be first ‘topped’ or partially 
skimmed, and then diluted with an aqueous solution of salt 
and sugar or both, of a specific gravity of 1.029, and colored 
to the desired shade with caramel, thereby giving it a cream- 
like appearance. By this method milk may be adulterated 
one-half, and still escape detection by the lactometer and the 
senses. 

“ Third. — The use of the lactometer places in the hands of 
the dairymen and milk-dealers, a means by which they can 
sell adulterated milk and still comply with the standard 
adopted by the Board of Health. 

“ Fourth. — A pure milk may be condemned simply because 
it is rich in cream. 

“ Fifth. — Because partially skimmed milk may be sold as 
whole milk without fear of detection.

* Sixth. — Because, in my opinion, it does not justify an 
officer in making an accusation of fraud when more accurate 
means are at command. 

* Seventh. — Because the courts have decided in many of 
the Eastern towns and cities, Boston, Cambridge, Providence, 
etc., that a sworn chemical analysis proving adulteration is 
required for conviction.” 

Where a citizen’s reputation is at stake he is justified in 
claiming a full chemical analysis of the suspected milk, as I 
have frequently found an apparently adulterated sample 
proved by analysis to be pure. I have also found, from 
years of practical experience, that when the milk traffic is 
controlled by a complete chemical analysis, adulteration has 
diminished and the required number of analyses necessarily 
decreased. Analysis will not only detect watered milk (the 
sole claim made in favor of the lactometer), but at the same 
time all other forms of adulteration. _ 

With an analysis giving the percentage of solids, of solids 
not fat, of ash and of cream, we have a basis for a determi- 
nation of the amount of adulteration which no lactometer 
reading can give. 

Mr. Sharpiey (Milk Analysis, Philadelphia, 1876, pages 
5-6), after illustrating methods of calculating the added water 
upon a basis of total solids 12.5 per cent., or of solids not 
fat 9.3 per cent., and after showing the absolute identity of 
the results from his analysis, whichever way calculated, goes 
on to say, “It will be noticed that, in determining the added 
water, I have not taken into account the sugar, caseine, 
specific gravity, ash, or cream. All these enter into the 
account in a greater or less extent in making up my judgment 
as to whether the milk is watered, and I would not be willing 
to rely uponany single determination to say that the milk was 
watered.” | 

This cautious dictum of a sound chemist may be compared 
with the following extract (from Smith on Foods, page 319), 
which has recently been quoted by the defence in a trial for 
selling adulterated milk. Speaking of milk, he says, “ It is 
desirable that tests of specific gravity should be regularly 
applied by a purchaser, and a judgment formed of its true - 
value, as is the practice when purchasing ardent spirits, and 
other articles varying in strength. The lactometer effects this 
with readiness and efficiency.” 

The italics are my own, and I am in great doubt whether 
to admire more the looseness of Dr. Smith’s grammar or the 
slopdash readiness with which he decides a knotty point in 
science. 
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To those who regard Dr. Smith as an authority I commend 
the following, found in the same book (Smith on Food, page 
erat Speaking of strawberries in North America, he says, 
“They are of delicious flavor, and grow on bushes three or 
four feet high.” 

Again, on page 257, he says, speaking of maple sugar: “ It 
is not generally prepared FOr Peale Means ns oth ies ame tiae 
other flavors besides those due to the sugar, and would not 
be preferred to the purified cane sugar at ;the market where 
that could be obtained at or about the same cost.” 

Smith on Food is quite as amusing as instructive. 

Wanklyn, in his book upgn Milk Analysis, pages 13-14, 
says, “ Even in some recent manuals intended for the guidance 
of medical officers of health, the use of the lactometer is 
recommended. In one of them in particular, — Dr. Edward 
Smith’s, — which claims a sort of pseudo-government sanction, 
the lactometer is very prominently put forward, and com- 
mended as being for milk what the hydrometer is for alcoholic 
fluids. 

But, although it is so very popular, and although it has 
been so implicitly trusted, the lactometer is a most untrust- 
worthy instrument. There hardly ever was an instrument 
which has so utterly failed as the lactometer. 

‘It confounds together milk which is exceptionally rich, 
with milk which has been largely watered ; and many a poor 
French peasant, bringing the best and unadulterated produce 
of his dairy into a French town, has been ruthlessly stopped 
by the police, who have dipped their lactometer into the milk, 
and forthwith sent it down the gutter, as if it had been milk 
and water. 

Very curious things, too, are done in this country by rea- 
son of trust in the lactometer. There is a prison not far 
from London, and the prison authorities are specially par- 
ticular about their supply of milk. They allow no milk to 
enter the prison unless it comes up to the M mark on a cer- 
tain lactometer. The M mark is pitched very high, and the 
milk purveyor reaches the M mark by skimming the milk. 

Von Baumhauer, in his method for the analysis of milk, 
translated by H. Carrington Bolton, Ph. D., pages 4-6, 
says, “ Since the chief alteration to which milk is submitted 
consists in removing the cream and adding water, it has been 
supposed that the determination of the proportion of cream 
by means of the creamometer or the lactoscope, combined with 
a determination of the density by means of a hydrometer, 
sufficed to decide with certainty not only whether the milk 
had been sophisticated, but also to what degree the skimming 
and dilution had been practised. 
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“As to the determination of the specific gravity alone, not- 
withstanding that in certain countries this is the method of 
testing exclusively employed by the police, it is evident that 
we cannot learn much from it, since milk is a solution of 
substances specifically heavier than water, in which are sus- 
pended globules of cream specifically lighter than water ; 
whence it of necessity follows that milk.skimmed and diluted 
with water may have the same density as milk rich in cream 
and free from admixture of water.” 

In the task before me I endeavored to settle these three 
points : — 

1st. Is the hydrometer fitted to give the density of milk 
with accuracy ? 7 

2d. Does the estimation of the density of skimmed milk 
make known the quantity of dissolved matter ? 

3d. Do the creamometer and the lactoscope indicate with 
accuracy the proportion of the fatty globules held in sus- 
pension ? 

In studying the first point I naturally had in view all the 
hydrometers of constant weight, without regard to the names 
they bear or the graduation with which they are provided. 

I have already stated that, considered by themselves, and 
without a simultaneous determination of the proportion of 
the cream, the hydrometers do not give us much information 
as to the nature of fresh milk; but we must study to see if 
there are not still weightier reasons for regarding the use of 
hydrometers for milk as disadvantageous. 

In the first place the coefficient of dilatation of milk is 
unknown; the tables which have been constructed in accord- 
ance with the experiments of certain observers do not 
merit our confidence, from the fact that the ratio of the 
soluble matters varies greatly in different samples of 
milk. 

We are obliged, therefore, in using the hydrometer, to 
work invariably at one and the same temperature. : 

There is another circumstance which may cause the 
hydrometer to give very unreliable indications, especially if 
minute precautions are neglected. When a hydrometer is 
immersed in a liquid, and allowed to move freely, it sinks to 
a greater depth than that at which it will come to rest after 
a few oscillations, and at which its reading would be taken ; 
this depth is, moreover, greater in proportion to the height 
above the point of equilibrium at which the instrument is let 
fall. 

Therefore, since milk is a liquid more or less viscid, it is. 
easy to see that the stem of the'hydrometer, being moistened 
by the milk, retains a considerable quantity adhering to it,, 
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which renders the weight of the instrument very variable. 
Experiments which I have made in this connection show that 
very serious errors may result, sufficiently great to be equiva- 
lent to a difference of five per cent. more or less water in the 
milk. It is, moreover, evident that these errors are greater 
the smaller the bulk of the hydrometer relatively ‘to the 
diameter of the stem, so that with the small galactometer of 
A. Chevallier, which is so highly praised by Messrs. A. 
Chevallier and O. Reveil,* the errors would be larger than 
with the lactometers of large size generally used in this 
country [7. e., in Holland]. 

By making comparative determinations of the density of 
different samples of milk by means of direct weighings and 
by the use of either Chevallier’s galactometer or of Geisler’s 
hydrometer (which has a Volume of about 50 c.c. and a 
stem measuring scarcely 3 m.m. in diameter), I satisfied 
myself that the indications of these two instruments agreed 
very imperfectly with the results obtained by the first- named 
method. 

- This applies to skimmed milk, and, to a greater degree, to 
feck milk; for the latter there is still another cause of error. 
Milk is actually a liquid heavier than water, in which lighter 
globules float with a tendency to come to the surface. 

We have then a case similar to that of a viscid liquid, 
holding in confinement air-bubbles, which, by attaching 
themselves to the lower surface of the immersed body, 
necessarily vitiates to a certain extent the determination of 
the density. We will see presently that this error becomes 
much greater in the case of milk which has been violently 
agitated. 

I found also that even in the case of skimmed milk, the 
specific gravity, though determined with great care, bears no 
fixed relation to the sum of the constituents held in solution ; 
while, as to fresh milk, that goes without saying. 

“The density of the skimmed milk does not indicate the 
sum of substances held in solution, because the relative 
properties of sugar, caseine, extractive matter, and inorganic 
salts, is not the same in different samples of milk. 

The following table of analyses of milk of cows and goats 
in Kingston, Jamaica,t made by Bororey, is interesting, and 
certainly shows that no injustice would be done there by the 
12.5 standard of total solids, or the 9.3 standard of solids not 
fat.

The simple taking the specific gravity of milk by the In- 
spector is of service, as indicating to him whether an analysis 
is admissible or not, but it should not be made to take the 
place of analysis. 

I believe it useless to expatiate upon the importance of 
keeping up the standard of the milk supplied a great city. 
No one doubts this except the dealers who prefer selling 
water to selling milk; and few of them in their own souls 
believe that it is right to tamper with an article of food, 
especially with the food of children. 

It is worth while here to quote from the argument of Mr. 
Prentice, counsel to the New York Board of Health, in the 
case of the People vs. Daniel Schrumpf. He says : — 

“Gentlemen of the jury, in my opinion, which I believe 
is founded upon sufficiently accurate facts, there is brought 
into the city of New York about 400,000 quarts of milk a 
day, and to that quantity at least 100,000 quarts of water 
are added, making the daily supply of the so-called commer- 
cial milk of this city as it is sold here. 

~*T read from Beck’s work on adulterations. He says: 
‘It is not without reason, therefore, that the great mortality 
among children in Paris is ascribed chiefly to the bad quality 
of the milk with which such a lar ge number are constantly 
fed.’ 

“YT read from Dr. Voelcker, who is regarded as undisputed 
authority in this case: ‘ Milk may be regarded as a kind of 
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model food. It supplies all the various elements of nutrition 
which are required to build up the bony frame and muscular 
tissue of the young, and at the same time supplies materials 
for supporting respiration and keeping up the animal heat of 
the body. 

“Undiluted with water, milk is both a readily digestible 
and valuable, if not indispensable, article of food for children. 
Breeders of high-priced short-horns know full well how 
essential it is to the early development of a sound and 
strong frame, round which the flesh and fat may be after- 

wards deposited in symmetrical forms, not to stint the calf 
in milk, and it is to be feared that the children of the artisan 
and the poor in towns, and of the agricultural laborer in the 
country, are not nearly so well supplied with milk, both as 
regards quantity and quality, as the progeny of the well- 
cared-for herd of short-horns, or Ayrshire or Devon cows. 
If it be remembered that the bodily health of the adult is 
affected in no small degree by the amount and quality of the 
food with which the infant, from the time of its birth and 
throughout the period of childhood, is fed, and also that 
much “physical suffering might be prevented if children were 
not stinted in a milk “diet, it is doubly desirable that the 
scanty allowance of milk in which the children of the poor 
are generally indulged should be unadulterated, and of the 
best quality that can be procured. 

* We hail, therefore, with pleasure, the enforcement of the 
food adulteration act, for there can be no question that 
before the act came into practical operation, the milk sold 
alike to the rich and poor in London and other large towns, 
was watered much more generally and to a greater extent 
than it is at present, in places where public analyzers keep a 
watch over the milkmen. 

“Tt is a matter of public record, of which the court and you 
will take cognizance, that the Board of Health in this city 
began its operations in 1867. It found at that time the 
death-rate in this city, of children under five years of age, to 
be fifty-three per cent. of the whole number of deaths. 
Now, I will not stop to consider the general decrease, which 
has been marked, year by year, in the rate of the mortality 
in this city, but I will show you this one fact, that in 1875 
the death-rate of children under five years of age, to whom 
of most importance is this question of the purity of milk, 
their principal food, the rate of mortality had decreased to 
48} per cent. This means, upon the whole mortality, gen- 
Hemen, saving the lives of three thousand children per year. 
That decrease in the rate of mortality is owing, more than 
anything else, to the safeguards that have been thrown about 
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them in various ways, and especially their protection in the 
purity of their food. Now, statistics of writers go further 
upon this subject, and they say that for every death you may 
rate twenty-eight cases of serious illness. 

* How vast becomes the calculation — the consideration of 
influences which are here before you, which, if these learned 
gentlemen are correct, you are to decide for or against, — for 
or against a standard, a means of protection and a safe- 
guard; for or against the limit of adulteration without con- 
cern, for the profits of this distinguished defendant, or the 
liberty which he claims, about which his counsel has been so 
anxious. The liberty of what? The liberty of pursuing a 
dishonest trade, the liberty of evil doing.” 

Nothing but constant vigilance will keep up the standard 
of the purity of milk, in this or any other. city. If the 
Inspector slumbers or neglects his work, the dealers, or the 
dishonest ones at least, will take advantage of the fact, and 
their milk will be the exception and not the rule.

During the past eighteen years I have used the lactometer 
to assist in the examination of more than thirty-four thousand 
different samples of milk, from cows of various breeds, and 
with great variety in the kind of food and general manner 
of keeping them. 

Whatever assistance the lactometer may be in the exami- 
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nation of a sample of milk, it will only aproximate to the 
amount of added water, which may change the specific grav- 
ity of the milk. I say added water, because all, or nearly 
all, of our adulteration amounts to nothing more nor less than 
extending the milk with water. It is true, however, that 
many of our dealers in milk (especially in the city), dilute 
their milk with water colored with caramel, perhaps a grain 
or two in a pint. This is not deleterious any more than 
molasses, but still an experienced eye will detect it at once, 
and by its presence we are led to suspect that the sample is 
more or less extended by water. 

In all my examinations of milk I carefully observe the 
color, after placing the sample in a crystal glass tube which 
holds about one-half pint. 

Ithen taste the milk to ascertain if the sample contains a 
large or small amount of cream, and by the lactometer the 
specific gravity of the sample is determined. 

If I find the milk rich in cream, it readily accounts for its 
low specific gravity; if, on the other hand, the sample is 
poor and thin, I see at once that the specific gravity is re- 
duced by the amount of added water. The lactometer for 
testing milk amounts to but little, except in the hands of 
persons of experience in its use; and even then it is 
questionable whether to have the sample analyzed by the 
chemist or not. 

I may here observe, that in the enactment of laws in this 
State, in regard to the sale and conviction of venders of 
adulterated milk, the only evidence as to its adulteration 
admissible in our courts is a chemical analysis of the milk, 
with a sworn certificate by the analyst. 

In closing this report, your Inspector would acknowledge 
the hearty co-operation of the Commissioners, Superintendent 
and officers of the Health Department, and also the kind 
assistance rendered by the officers of the courts. 

I also make my acknowledgments to John M. Merrick, 
Esq., chemist for this office, for his ready advice and valu- 
able services ; and to private individuals who have interested 
themselves in the furtherance of the objects of this depart- 
ment.

The Joint Special Committee to whom were referred the 
estimates of the Auditor of Accounts of the money which 
will be required to defray the expenses of the CITY OF 
BOSTON and COUNTY OF SUFFOLK for the financial 
year 1877-78, being City Document No. 28 of this year,

REPORT: 


That they have fully considered the same, with the follow- 
ing results. 

They have received from the Board of Sinking Fund Com- 
missioners a vote of said Board, revising their requisition 
for money for the Sinking Funds given in their vote of March 
21st, referred to this committee by the City Council, by 
which the amount required is set at $672,700, instead of 
$835,637, as in their vote of the 21stult. (See Appendix.) 

The reductions made by the Salary orders of this year 
have been taken from the respective appropriations. 

The Auditor of Accounts communicates to the committee 
that he estimates that there will remain in the Treasury at 
the close of the present financial year, derived from the 
sources specified in the ordinance on Finance of March 27, 
1877, the sum of $700,000 (see Appendix), and your com- 
mittee report an order providing for the use of the same 
towards meeting these appropriations for 1877-78. 

The appropriations for rebuilding Neponset Bridge and 
the pier of the Mt. Washington avenue Bridge, amounting 
to $27,000, are omitted, the City Council having provided

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON SUBJECT 
OF PARKS FOR BOSTON. 


Boston, May 7, 1877. 


The Joint Special Committee, to which was referred so 
much of the Mayor’s Inaugural Address as relates to Parks, 
have the honor to submit the following report : — 

After careful consideration they have agreed upon the fol- 
lowing propositions : — 

1. Public Parks are necessary to the health and comfort 
of large cities, and they are made necessary by the same 
causes which make water-works, and systems of sewerage 
necessary. 

2. In establishing a system of Parks the needs of the 
future should be looked to as well as the necessities of the 
present. 

3. As the establishment of Parks requires a large expen- 
diture of money, the benefit of which extends to the future 
as well as to the present, the expense should be distributed 
through a series of years by means of loans and sinking 
funds, thus preventing the tax for any one year being 
onerous. | 

4, That Public Parks should extend special facilities to 
the poorer classes, who, living in narrow and crowded streets 
which in summer are hot and unhealthy, stand in greatest 
need of the pure air, and opportunities for pleasant exercise, 
which Parks should afford. 

5.* That the citizens of Boston desire that Public Parks, 
equal to the wants of a great and growing city, should be 
established; and in proof of this your committee refer to 
‘the steps that have led up to this report. 

6. That after examining the several Parks and Park-ways 
recommended by the Commissioners, they believe that if the 
recommendations of the Commissioners are carried out, the

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City of Boston will have, in five years, a system of Parks 
which will add immensely to-the comfort and pleasure of its 
citizens ; and that in fifty years it will have as fine a system 
of Parks as any in this country or in the world. 

7. That the several parts of the system have been so 
chosen and combined that the value ,of any one part, taken 
in connection with the others, is very much greater than it 
would be if standing alone; and how much greater this 
value is can only be appreciated by visiting the Parks in 
succession, and seeing how one fits into another. The 
Charles River Embankment, for instance, on account of its 
connecting the poorest and most crowded part of the city 
with the country, and its beauty as a promenade and drive, 
and the great additional facilities for using the river for 
boating and pleasure purposes which it affords, is, perhaps, 
the Park of greatest local value; but, as a part of the sys- 
tem of Parks, its chief value is as the great avenue through 
which Charlestown and the North and West Ends find ready 
and pleasant access through the Back Bay Park to the 
country Parks in West Roxbury and to Brighton. 

8. Finding then in the system of Parks recommended by 
the Commissioners everything that was desirable, but two 
questions remained to the committee : — 

1. Can the city afford the entire system? 

2. Is it expedient to commence the work now? 

In the opinion of your committee, the city can afford the 
necessary expenditures, and the present is a peculiarly 
favorable time for commencing. 

The City Engineer has prepared estimates of the cost of 
constructing the Urban Parks, that is the Charles River 
Embankment, the Back Bay Park, and the South Bay Park, 
which, from their situation, must be first put in order. 

His estimates are as follows : —

As before stated, your committee are of opinion that this 
expenditure should be provided for as in the case of water 
works, by the sale of thirty-year bonds and the establish- |

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ment of Sinking Funds, which, by means of annual contri- 
butions, will provide means for paying the debt at maturity ; 
Boston 5% bonds can be sold at a sufficient premium, so that 
the sale of $9,000,000 of bonds will provide for the above 
expenditure ; and this will give the City of Boston the land 
for all the Parks and Park-ways, and will put in order the 
three parks named. | 

In answering the question, “Can the city afford the above 
expenditure?” the committee looked to the effect upon the 
tax-payer, 7. e., what would be the increase on the tax-bills, 
and they find that to pay the principal and interest of the 
$9,000,000 loan will require an annual tax of eighty-three 
cents on the thousand dollars on the present assessed 
valuation of the city: it must be remembered that the entire 
expenditure will not be finished for a number of years, and 
that the annual tax for the present will only be a little over 
nine cents on a thousand dollars for each million of bonds 
issued. | 

If Boston cannot afford such an expenditure to secure the 
priceless benefit of Parks, it must be because she has entered 
the ranks of cities like Newburyport and Salem, which have 
ceased to grow. If twenty years from now our wharves 
are to be deserted, our manufactories idle, our streets grass- 
grown, then indeed it is unwise to enter upon this or any 
scheme calling for an outlay of money; but if Boston is to 
increase in wealth and population, as we believe she is, there 
can be no question but that we can well afford all the money 
necessary to give us this system of Parks. , 

In regard to the additional cost of putting the remaining 
Parks in order, it must be remembered that this must be the 
work of years. And sums which in the total look enormous 
will, when separated into the annual appropriations, be easy 
enough to pay. 

An annual appropriation, in addition to the above loan, 
equal to that now made for the City Hospital, will, in thirty 
years, complete the entire system of Parks; and we believe 
that the value of the Parks to the health of the city will be 
as great as even that beneficent institution. 

The second question, “Is it expedient to commence the 
work now?” can be answered much more briefly. 

At present land, labor, and materials, everything which 
enters into the cost of Parks, is unusually cheap, and our 
business interests are so depressed that a million dollars 
thrown into the channels of trade may make the difference 
between profit and loss on the year’s business. Now, if the 
present scheme is adopted, our laborers and mechanics will 
find work, which, unlike that on the water-works, will cause 
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them to live in the city ; this will enable the owners of houses 
to let their tenements, the retail dealers will find custom- 
ers with money to pay them; they, in their turn, pass on 
the benefit to others, so that all will be helped. 

Your committee therefore recommend that the Treasurer 
_be authorized to sell one million dollars of bonds, to run for 
the longest legal term,, the proceeds thereof to be expended 
by the Park Commissioners in the purchase of such lands, 
being part of the system of Parks recommended by said 
Commissioners, as will be sold to the city, on the most 
fuvorable terms, and for this purpose they recommend the 
adoption of the following orders.

Ordered, That the sum of one million dollars be and 
hereby is appropriated for the purchase of lands for Public 
Parks, — said land to be purchased by the Park Commis- 
sioners. 

Ordered, That the Treasurer be and he hereby is author- 
ized to borrow, under the direction of the Committee on 
Finance, the sum of one million dollars for the purchase of 
lands for Park purposes; the certificates of indebtedness to 
run for the longest term of years allowed by law, not ex- 
ceeding thirty years, and to bear interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding five per centum per annum.

A Joint Special Committee was appointed in 1869 ‘* to consider 
what action should be taken by the City Government to purchase 
and lay out a Public Park.” The committee gave two public hear- 
ings and the information and suggestions received were printed with 
the report of the committee in City Document No. 123 of 1869. 

The committee offered an order requesting the Mayor to petition 
the Legislature for an act authorizing the City Council to purchase, 
or otherwise take, land for Park purposes, and the order was passed 
December 24, 1869. 

At its session in 1870 the Legislature passed ‘‘ An Act for the 
laying out of one or more Public Parks in or near the City of Bos- 
ton” (Chap. 283, 1870). It was not to take effect unless accepted 
by two-thirds of the legal voters, present and voting thereon. 

June 20, 1870, an order was passed authorizing the printing of 
8,000 copies of the Public Park bill for general distribution. 

November 8, 1870, the question of accepting the actentitled ‘‘ An 
Act for the laying out of one or more Public Parks in or near the 
City of Boston,” was submitted to the people. The whole number 
of ballots cast in favor of the acceptance of the act was 9,233. The 
whole number cast against such acceptance was 5,916. ‘Two-thirds 
of all the ballots cast not being in favor of said act, it was accord- 
ingly rejected. 

December 29, 1870, an order was passed authorizing the Mayor 
to petition the Legislature for the passage of an act authorizing 
the purchase or taking of lands for Public Parks in Boston, or its 
immediate vicinity. An order was also passed requesting the 
Mayor, and Alexander H. Rice, William Gaston, B. W. Harris, 
A. M. Giles, Jarvis D. Braman, P. A. Collins, Henry S. Washburn 
and John P. Healy to act as commissioners to prepare a draft of 
the bill. 
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March 16, 1871, Commissioners submitted to the City Council a 
draft of a bill prepared by them, and an order was offered author- 
izing the Committee on Legislative Matters to recommend its 
adoption by the Legislature. The Common Council refused to 
concur in the passage of this order, and passed an order request- 
ing the Mayor to withdraw the petition for authority to establish 
Parks, which was not concurred in by the Board of Aldermen. 

November 6, 1873, an order was introduced in the Common 
Council, providing for the appointment of a Joint Special Commit- 
tee, to be called the ‘*‘ Committee on Public Works,” to consider 
and report upon the ‘‘ Expediency of laying out a Public Park 
upon a scale befitting the present public demand and the prospec- 
tive increase in area and population by additional annexation 
of cities and towns to Boston.” When this order reached the 
Board of Aldermen a substitute was offered, requesting the 
Mayor to petition the Legislature for an act authorizing the City 
Council or Commissioners appointed by the Mayor to purchase or 
otherwise take Jands in Boston or its vicinity for the purpose of 
laying out one large Park or several small Parks. After consider- 
~ able discussion the whole subject was indefinitely postponed. 

In 1874, the Mayor, in his inaugural address, called attention to 
the subject of establishing Parks, and the matter was referred to a 
special commission, consisting of the Mayor, two Aldermen, three 
members of the Common Council, and three citizens at large. This 
commission reported December 3, 1874 (City Document No. 105, 
-1874), recommending, among other things, that application be made 
to the next Legislature for the power to take lands for Parks and 
their connecting roadways, and for authority to assess betterments. 

In his inaugural address for 1875 the Mayor again called atten- 
tion to the subject, and recommended that suitable tracts of land 
be secured by the city at an early day. 

April 5, 1875, an order was passed authorizing the Mayor to 
petition for an act authorizing the city to purchase, or otherwise 
take, lands within the limits of. the city for the purpose of laying 
out public Parks, etc., provided that the act should not take effect 
unless accepted by a majority of the legal voters present, and 
voting thereon at meetings duly called for that purpose in the sey-. 
eral wards at a special election to be called for that purpose. 

The Legislature passed the act (see City Doc. No. 61, 1875) 
under which the proposed system of Parks has been laid out, and, 
at a special election, held June 9, 1875, it was accepted by the 
people. Yeas, 3,706; nays, 2,311. . 
~ July 6, .1875, the Mayor appointed T. Jefferson Coolidge, 

Charles H. Dalton, and William Gray, Jr., to be the commission- 
ers provided for in the act, and they were confirmed July 15, 1875. 

The first report of the Park Commission was presented January 
10, 1876 (City Document No. 12, 1876). It was simply a report of 
progress, stating that they had given public hearings upon various 
propositions submitted to them, and to some extent had conducted 
surveys of territory. March 20 a petition was presented to the 
_ City Council, signed by Jordan, Marsh & Co., Geo. C. Richard- 
son & Co., William Claflin & Co., May & Co., and 720 others, 
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praying for early action upon the matters of drainage and public 
parks. 

The second report of the Commissioners (City Document No. 42, 
1876), was presented to the City Council April 24, 1876, and referred 
to the Committee on Common and Public Grounds. June 15, a com- 
munication was received from Mr. Joseph S. Ropes, transmitting a 
series of resolutions adopted at the public meeting in Faneuil Hall, 
June 7, in favor of the early establishment of public Parks as recom- 
mended by the Commissioners. The Committee on Common, etc. 
reported June 26 (City Document No. 72, 1876), recommending ~ 
that the plan of the Commissioners be adopted, and that the City 
Treasurer be authorized to borrow $4,962,000 for the purchase or 
taking of lands. At the meeting of the Board of Aldermen, 
July 10, petitions were received from S. H. Walley and 287 
others; George Wheatland, Jr., and 190 others; C. B. Goodrich 
and 530 others, and M. P. Wilder and 55 others, in favor of 
immediate action on the subject. At the same meeting, an order 
was passed recommitting their report to the Commissioners, ‘* with 
instructions to bond such tracts of land as they may select for 
Park purposes, within the limits already reported by them, or 
elsewhere, and to report the same from time to time to the City 
Council, specifying the number of acres, the names of the owners, 
and the estimated expense of the purchase.” The Common Coun- 
cil concurred in the passage of this order July 13, 1876. July 3, 
1876, a memorial was presented to the City Council, signed by 
Moses A. Dow and other residents of Charlestown District, in 
favor of asking the Legislature for authority to take, for the pur- 
pose of a Public Park, the tract of land in Somerville, known as 
the ‘‘Ten Hills Farm.” This memorial was referred to the Park 
Commissioners, and September 25th they reported that they were 
not prepared to recommend the locality as the best location for a 
park on that side of the city, and that it would be unwise for the 
City of Loston to take any steps towards the laying out of Parks 
beyond her own boundaries. They therefore asked to be dis- 
charged from further consideration of the petition. This report 
is printed on page 527 of the reports of the proceedings of the 
City Council for 1876. October 2, 1876, the Park Commissioners 
submitted their fourth report (City Document No. 88, 1876), giving 
the result of their attempts to bond land. The report was referred 
to the Committee on Common and Public Grounds, who reported 
back to the Common Council, November 9th (City Document No. 
97, 1876), renewing their recommendation that a loan be author- 
ized. The Common Council, at its meeting November 16th, 
refused the order authorizing a loan a second reading. | 

At the same meeting the Common Council passed an order pro- 
viding for the appointment of a Joint Special Committee, consist- 
ing of two members of the Common Council and one Alderman, to 
confer with the Park Commissioners for the purpose of considering 
the whole subject of Public Parks, and the laws under which their 
establishment is proposed, and to report their conclusions upon the 
propriety and feasibility of immediate action. At the same meet- 
ing the committee on the part of the Council was appointed, and at 
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its meeting, November 20, the Board of Aldermen concurred in the 
passage of the order and joined the committee. The committee 
reported December 28, (City Document No. 105, 1876), and the 
subject was referred to the next City Government. 

In 1877 so much of the Mayor’s inaugural address as related to 
Public Parks was referred to a Joint Special Committee, consisting 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council whose 
report is now presented to the City Council. 
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MINORITY REPORT OF P. J. STONE, JR. 


The undersigned respectfully dissents from the report of 
the majority of the Joint Special Committee on Publie 
Parks, and begs leave to present his reasons therefor. . 
While he believes the scheme as laid down by the Park 
Commissioners would give Boston one of the finest systems 
of Parks in the United States, yet, in view of the present 
depressed state of business, he does not believe it wise 
‘at this time to increase the burdens of an already over- 
taxed people, with greatly depleted incomes, by expend- 
ing any money for luxuries. Parks must be considered a 
luxury, and they are designed for the benefit of a future 
generation rather than the present.. Boston is not a pent-up 
city, without breathing-spaces ; it is almost surrounded by 
water, and all who desire to inhale the fresh and invigorating 
breeze from the ocean can do so with little exertion, and 
without expense. Our horse-cars from the time they leave 
paved streets pass through a succession of Parks, where, for 
the trifling sum of six cents, one may have all the pure coun- 
try air he can desire. The Park we now possess (Chestnut- 
hill Reservoir) is not patronized by pedestrians nor the 
poor class of our citizens, who are said to be most clamorous 
for this scheme, and yet it is accessible to all, as the steam- 
cars pass the grounds many times daily. 

It is urged that the Back-bay Park is necessary to abate 
the Stony-brook sewer nuisance ; but it must be borne in 
mind that sewerage and parks are not in any way con- 
nected. Each are under treatment by separate commissions, 
and one has nought to do with the other. Nuisances that 
exist on the Back bay must be remedied by better sewers, 
and not by covering over the polluted places with a Park. 
It is estimated that an expenditure of not exceeding fifty 
thousand dollars will successfully stop this cause of com- 
plaint, which will be much cheaper than attempting to fill in 
a “mud-hole with no bottom,” for the benefit of a few land- 
owners in that section. 

The undersigned believes the statement that our tax-bills 
will not be increased more than eighty-three cents on a thou- 
sand dollars to be erroneous, and calculated to mislead. 
This is obtained from certain estimates, or, rather, approxi- 
mates, which it would be well to look at. The Commission- 
ers figure the cost of land at $4,909,600; but with full 
authority last year they were only able to bond 13 per cent. 
of the lands required, while the owners of 87 per cent. de- 
clined to bond. at the price fixed in the Commissioners report. 
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Is it but fair to infer, judging from past experience, that 
this 87 per cent. will cost at least 50 per cent. more than 
the estimate; and what assurance is there that other esti- 
mates will not be exceeded in like ratio, for is it not a well- 
established fact that where one great public work is completed 
that does not exceed 50 ner cent. of its estimated cost, there are 
three at least that do? Take, for instance, the Water Works, 
which cost at least three times the original estimate, and the 
great elephant of the State, the Hoosac Tunnel, which 
having already consumed almost countless millions of the 
tax-payers’ money, is yet a bone of contention for the Legis- 
lature, and will be for years to come. 

If the three parks named in the majority report cost, with- 
out land, $4,509,800, what will the other twelve laid out by the 
Commissioners cost, to say nothing about Park-ways, which 
are estimated at from two to three hundred thousand dollars 
per mile? Should we not have the engineer’s figures on all 
this grand scheme, that we may have an approximate idea of 
the ultimate cost before making a beginning? Could this be 
accurately shown, instead of an annual appropriation of eighty- 
three cents on a thousand dollars, we should probably see 
that more than three times that amount would be required. 
Let us have all the light we can get before entering on an 
expenditure of this magnitude. 

The majority of the committee ask for an appropriation 
of one million dollars, but do not state where it is to be 
expended. Is it all to be put into the three urban parks, to 
the detriment of the other parts of the city? 

The majority of the committee state in their report that 
“an annual appropriation, in addition to the above loan 
equal to that now made for the City Hospital, will, in thirty 
years, complete the entire system of Parks.” When we 
consider that the annual appropriation for the City Hospital 
amounts to only about one hundred and twenty-five thousand 
dollars, while the care of our present Common and Squares 
costs nearly one hundred thousand dollars annually, the 
correctness of this assertion is not apparent. 

The majority also say they “are of opinion that this 
expenditure should be provided for as in the case of water 
works, by the sale of thirty-year bonds and the establish- 
ment of sinking funds, which, by means of annual contri- 
butions, will provide means for paying the debt at maturity. 
Boston 5% bonds can be sold at a sufficient premium, so that 
the sale of $9,000,000 of bonds will provide for the above 
expenditure ; and this will give the City of Boston the land 
for all the Parks and Park-ways, and will put in order the 
three parks named.” ‘The Legislature has just refused to 
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pass an act to authorize the City of Boston to issue thirty- 
year bonds for Park purposes ; consequently this theory falls 
to the ground. 

The undersigned is of the opinion that were it not for a 
few land-owners and speculators, some of whom are not even 
citizens of Boston, the Park question would not have been 
brought before this City Government, who were elected on 
principles of retrenchment and reform. 

We shall be called upon this year to vote from four to six 
millions of dollars for a system of sewers; the widening of 
Commercial street, at an expense of one million of dollars, 
is already agitated; and should we vote to commit the city 
to this Park scheme, then, indeed, might we predict that 
our “wharves would be deserted, and our streets grass-grown 
in much less time than twenty years.” 

For these, among other reasons, I am opposed to the 
majority report, and recommend that the whole subject be 
referred to the next city government. 


PHINEHAS J. STONE, Jr. 
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MINORITY REPORT OF HENRY F. COE. 


The undersigned is unable to agree with the majority of 
the committee in recommending the adoption by the City 
Council of the Park Commissioners’ plan as a whole. The 
scheme is a magnificent one, and the Commissioners have, 
with much care and labor, mapped out a system of Parks 
and Parkways which would, if adopted, make Boston the 
most attractive city in this respect on this continent. They 
are entitled to the thanks of the community for the manner 
in which they have done their part. It now remains for the 
City Council to decide whether their plan shall be made 
available, and adopted as a whole, or only in part. 

The undersigned objects to it as a whole, simply on the 
ground of its very heavy cost. ‘The most reliable estimates 
would put the whole expense of the entire system of Parks 
and Parkways, when completed, at not less than fifteen 
- million dollars, and many would place it still higher; the 
construction of the Park-ways especially, as proposed, calling 
for a very large outlay, as any one can readily ascertain by 
consulting those who have had experience in such matters. 
We should not lose sight of the fact that the city has spent, 
and is now spending, several millions for an increased water 
supply, and that the necessity is upon us of also expending 
several millions more for improved sewerage. ‘The question 
becomes a very serious one whether we can afford to enter 
upon so extensive a scheme as that proposed by the majority 
of the committee, and whether the credit of the city, now so 
high, would not suffer in consequence of its adoption by the 
City Council. True, this expenditure would not be made in 
one year, but in many years; still, the city would be com- 
mitted to it, and the money would ultimately be spent. In 
addition to the first cost would be the expense of keeping in 
proper order when complete. When we remember that our 
present public grounds cost us on an average $90,000 per 
annum, and that the average annual cost of keeping the 
driveway around the Chestnut Hill Reservoir (only two and 
a half miles in length) in order has been $8,000, we can 
readily see that this will be no small item in the annual tax. 

The additional charge for police, lighting, etc., etc., should 
not be lost sight of. 

The undersigned would not ignore the arguments that are 
used in favor of this heavy outlay, viz., that something will 
be realized from betterments, and that the increased taxes 
realized from the erection of dwellings around the proposed 
Parks, together with the increased value of the property 


—— 
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adjacent thereto, would go very far towards reimbursing the 
city for the whole cost. This is doubtless true to a certain 
limited extent; but it is also true that oftentimes what one 
portion of the city gains in taxable property another portion 
loses. The question is, how much new property will be 
created by reason of this expenditure? The undersigned 
does not feel competent to push this inquiry further. It is 
a matter of very vague estimate, and hardly any two persons 
would agree on this point. It is, however, generally con- 
ceded that the city would realize, from the assessment of 
direct betterments, a comparatively small amount. For 
these reasons, and others which might be stated, he is com- 
pelled, very reluctantly, to disagree with the majority of the 
committee. 

But in doing this the undersigned is not prepared to take 
the position that nothing should be done. The public 
grounds of Boston are entirely inadequate for a city of its 
rank, and no other in the country is so poorly provided for. 
He cannot concede that the same arguments which may be 
used against an expenditure of fifteen millions would be 
valid against an expenditure of five or six millions made 
during the next five or ten years, and this latter sum will 

‘ve Boston all it absolutely needs for a generation. He 
would therefore be in favor of the plan of the Park Commis- 
sioners so far as it applies to the Charles River Embankment, 
the West Roxbury Park, the South Bay Park, and an outlay 
on Jamaica Pond. The majority of the committee, as well 
as the Park Commissioners, state fully the advantages of the 
Charles River Embankment. ‘Too much cannot be said in 
favor of this noble promenade on the banks of Charles 
river. If completed, it must become a place where multi-* 
tudes of those now pent up in narrow alleys and back streets 
will resort to enjoy the cool air from off the water. 

The proposed West Roxbury Park is really the only Park 
recommended by the Commissioners, in the true sense of that 
word. It has all the variety of wood and meadow, hill and 
valley, which go to make up ¢rue Park scenery, offering 
natural attractions which no outlay upon a less-favored spot | 
could produce. About all necessary: to do at present would 
be to secure the land and let it lay comparatively unimproved, 
and its natural beauties would at once make it a place of 
resort for the thousands who now flock into the suburbs to 
obtain a sight of the country, and breathe its pure air, and 
who are now compelled to become trespassers upon private 

rounds, if they leave the dusty roads at all. 

The advantage of the open space of thirty-five acres on the 
South Bay is its comparatively small cost, amounting to 
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about $400,000 for land and buildings (at the Assessors’ 
valuation of 1875), and $200,000 in addition for putting in 
order for a parade and play-ground. It is in the midst of a 
very large class of our population who need such a breathing- 
space. This fact, together with its small cost, is in its 
favor. 

The undersigned would lay great stress upon the necessity 
of some steps being taken at once to preserve the shores of 
Jamaica Pond from further spoliation. The Commissioners 
have well set forth the attractions of this sheet of water. 
' No city in the world has such a beautiful lake within its 
limits. Notwithstanding this, its beauty is fast disappearing, 
and it will soon become a nuisance, unless steps are at once 
taken to arrest the spread of unsightly ice-houses and stables, 
etc., connected therewith, which have been erected upon its 
banks. 

In this connection it should be said that the erroneous im- 
pression prevails, that the owners of estates abutting on the 
pond have peculiar rights in regard to cutting ice, and that, 
in case their property should be taken for Park purposes, the 
value of those rights must be added to the value of the land 
and buildings in the allowance for damages. ‘This is not so. 
Owners of estates on the pond have no legal right to cut ice 
other than that enjoyed by all citizens. Most of these owners 
are strongly opposed to the erection and maintenance of ice- 
houses and other nuisances, and it is believed that they would 
bind themselves that none should ever be maintained on their 
lands, PROVIDED the city will take and remove those already 


erected. For two or three hundred thousand dollars the 


shores of this fine body of water can be made beautiful again, 
and at some future time, if thought desirable, the city can 
obtain possession of the estates upon its banks as they come 
into the market. This would not be necessary, however, as 
the possession of the ice-house estates would give the public 
access to the pond for boating and other purposes. 

The whole cost of the ithprovements above named would 
be (on the basis of the Assessors’ valuation of 1875, and the 
estimates of the City Engineer which accompany these re- 
ports) in round amounts, — 


For the Charles River Embankment, land and

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Of this sum considerably less than $2,500,000 would be for 
land and buildings; the balance would be for construction, — 
principally on the Charles River Embankment. ‘This expen- 
diture would be spread over several years, and no necessity ex- 
ists for an outlay of any great amount in improving the West 
Roxbury Park. Certainly $6,000,000 should be the outside 
requirement for the whole, and on this basis the annual cost for 
interest and the requirements of the sinking fund to be added 
to the tax bills would not exceed fifty-five cents on a thousand 
dollars, and the owner of a ten-thousand-dollar house would 
be called upon to contribute five dollars and fifty cents per 
annum for Park purposes; certainly not an onerous tax, and 
this, too, without making allowance for anything to be re- 
ceived from betterments or increased value of property 
around the Parks. Bonds to cover the amounts named could 
be issued in all the next five years, and the indebtedness of 
the city be still kept considerably within the sum fixed by 
State law in limiting such indebtedness. 

The undersigned is therefore prepared to recommend the 
passage of measures looking towards the adoption of the 
above-named improvements, and would vote for an order 
giving the Park Commissioners $1,000,000 to enable them 
to make a beginning towards the purchase of land covered 
by the preceding recommendations ; provided, that under 
the law thirty-year bonds can be issued; said land to be 
taken by the Commissioners at their discretion, as they can 
secure it to advantage, the improvements on the same to be 
made as fast as the City Council shall direct. But if, under 
the present laws, bonds must be issued for a shorter time 
than thirty years, he would recommend that no action be 
taken by the City Council until authority be granted to issue 
them for that time; except in the case of Jamaica Pond, 
which demands and should receive immediate attention. 

In case thirty-year bonds can be legally issued under the 
present law, he would recommend the passage of the follow- 
ing orders : — 


Ordered, That the sum of one million dollars be, and 
hereby is, appropriated for the purchase of lands for Public 
Parks, said land to be purchased by the Park Commissioners, 
and to be located within the limits of what is known as the 
Charles River Embankment, the West Roxbury Park, the 
South Bay Park, and the Jamaica Park, as per the report 
of said Commissioners, dated April 24, 1876, being City 
Doc. No. 42. 3 

Ordered, That the Treasurer be, and he hereby is, author- 
ized to borrow, under the direction of the Committee on 
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Finance, the sum of one million dollars, on thirty years’ 
time, and to bear interest at a rate not exceeding five per 
centum per annum, for the purchase of lands for Park 
purposes. 


And in case it is found that thirty-year bonds cannot be 
issued under the law, as it now stands, he would propose the 
following orders : 


Ordered, That the sum of one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars be, and hereby is, appropriated for the purchase of 
land for Public Parks, said land to be purchased by the Park 
Commissioners, and to be located within the limits of what 
is known as the Jamaica Park, as per report of said 
Commissioners, dated April 24, 1876, being City Doe. 
No. 42. 

Ordered, That the Treasurer be, and he hereby is, author- 
ized to borrow, under the direction of the Committee on 
Finance, the sum of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
for the longest term of years allowed by law, and to bear 
interest at a rate not exceeding five per centum per annum, 
for the purchase of lands for Park purposes. 


He makes these recommendations with great diffidence, 
realizing, on the one hand, the pressure of “Hard Times,” 
which would deter many, otherwise favorably disposed to- 
wards Parks, from favoring any expenditure at the present 
time; and, on the other hand, the confident belief of many 
persons of excellent judgment, who have given much time 
and thought in investigating the subject, that the whole 
scheme as proposed by the Commissioners is not only feasible, 
_ but desirable, for the city to undertake from every point of 
view. We should remember, however, that a too lavish ex- 
penditure may entail its penalty of high taxes upon our suc- 
cessors, and thus make Boston an undesirable place for the 
prosecution of business. This would be a serious evil and 
hard to remedy, and it is far safer to err in the other direc- 
tion, and still avoid that nigeardly and short-sighted economy 
which would put a stop to all attempts to make ours a beau- 


tiful city.
